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The  title-page  of  this  unpretending  little  volume  explains  the  purpose 
of  its  publication.  No  originality  can  or  need  be  claimed  for  any 
portion  of  it  There  is  not  a  word  in  the  narrative  it  embodies  which 
is  not  in  the  sacred  text  of  the  New  Testament ;  and,  whUe  simpler  in 
arrangement  and  more  easily  understood,  it  proceeds  upon  lines  and  a 
principle  already  laid  down  in  more  than  one  Harmony  of  the  Qospels. 
The  Compiler  has  been,  during  his  now  nearly  twenty  years'  ministry,  in 
the  habit  of  using,  in  the  course  of  pulpit  preparation  and  teaching, 
several  works  having  the  same  general  object  in  view  as  this,  but  he  has 
long  felt  that  it  was  a  great  drawback  to  the  usefulness  of  these  that  the 
ordinary  reader  should  be  obliged  to  feel  his  way,  so  to  speak  to  pick 
his  steps,  through  an  involved  labyrinth  of  parallel  passages  from  all 
the  four  Evangelists  before  being  able  to  make  up  and  put  together  a 
chronologically  complete  and  closely  connected  record,  instead  of  that 
being  presented,  as  has  been  attempted  in  the  following  pages,  in 
one  flowing  and  continuous  story.  Such  as  it  is,  this  compilation, 
whatever  may  be  its  defects  or  merits,  goes  forth  with  the  sincere 
desire  and  hope  that  it  may  be  found  helpful  to  many  in  the  perusal 
and  study  of  THE  LIFE  OF  LIVES.

L— Birth  of  John  the  Baptist  B'cetold. 

St  Luke  1.  1-26. 
Jerumhin — II ill-country  of  Jmicca. 

Forasmuch  as  many  have  taken  in  hand  to  set  forth  in  order  a 
declaration  of  those  things  which  are  most  surely  believed  among  us, 
even  as  they  delivered  them  unto  us,  which  from  the  beginning  were 
eye-witnesses,  and  ministers  of  the  word  ;  it  seomed  good  to  mo  also, 
having  had  perfect  understanding  of  all  things  from  the  very  first,  tt> 
>vrite  unto  thee  in  order,  most  excellent  Theophilus,  that  thou  mightest 
know  the  certainty  of  those  things,  wherein  thou  har»t  been  instructed. 

There  was  in  the  days  of  Herod,  the  king  of  JudaDa;  a  certain  priet-t 
named  Zacharias,  r»f  the  course  of  Abia  :  ani  his  wife  was  of  the 
daughters  of  Aaron,  and  her  name  wa8  Elisabeth.  And  they  were  both 
righteous  before  God,  walking  in  all  the  commandments  and  ordinances 
of  the  Lord  blameless.  And  they  had  no  child,  because  that  Elii^abeth 
was  barren,  and  they  both  were  mmo  well  stricken  in  years. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  while  he  executed  the  priest's  office 
before  God  in  the  order  of  his  course,  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
priest's  office,  his  lot  was  to  burn  incense  when  he  went  into  the 
temple  of  the  Lord.  And  the  whole  multitude  of  the  people  were 
praying  without  at  the  time  of  incense. 

And  there  appeared  to  him  an  angel  of  the  Lord  standing  on  the 
right  side  of  the  altar  of  incense.  And  when  Zacharias  saw  Am,  he 
was  troubled,  and  fear  fell  upon  him.    But  the  angel  said  unto  him, 
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Fear  not,  Zacharias  :  for  thy  prayer  is  heard  ;  and  thy  wife  Elisabeth 
shall  bear  thee  a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name  John.     And  thou 
shalt  have  joy  and  gladness  ;  and  many  shall  rejoice  at  his  birth.     For 
he  shall  be  great  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  and  shall  drink  neither  wine 
nor  strong  drink  ;  and  he  shall  be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  even  from 
his  mother's  womb.     And  many  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  he  turn  , 
to  the  Lord  their  God.     And  he  shall  go  before  Him  in  the  Spirit  and  '| 
power  of  P^lias,  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers  to  the  children,  and  the  ' 
disobedient  to  the  wisdom  of  the  just ;  to  make  ready  a  people  pre- 
pared for  the  Lord. 

And  Zacharias  said  unto  the  angel,  Whereby  shall  I  know  this  ?  for 
I  am  an  old  man,  and  my  wife  well  stricken  in  years.  And  the  angel 
answering  said  unto  him,  I  am  Gabriel,  that  stand  in  the  presence  of 
God  ;  and  am  sent  to  speak  unto  thee,  and  to  shew  thee  these  glad 
tidings.  And,  behold,  thou  shalt  be  dumb,  and  not  able  to  speak,  until 
the  day  that  these  things  shall  be  performed,  because  thou  believest 
not  my  words,  which  shall  be  fulfilled  in  their  season.  And  the  people 
waited  for  Zacharias,  and  marvelled  that  he  tarried  so  long  in  the 
temple.  And  when  he  came  out,  he  could  not  speak  unto  them  :  and 
they  perceived  that  he  had  seen  a  vision  in  the  temple  :  for  he  beckoned 
unto  them,  and  remained  speechless.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as 
soon  as  the  days  of  his  ministration  were  accomplished,  he  departed  to 
his  own  house. 

And  after  those  days  his  wife  Elisabeth  conceived,  and  hid  herself 
five  months,  saying.  Thus  hath  the  Lord  dealt  with  me  in  the  days 
wherein  He  looked  on  »ie,  to  take  away  my  reproach  among  men. 

2.— Birth  of  Jesus  Foretold. 

St  Matt  1.  18-25  ;  St  Luke  1.  26-56. 
Nazareth — HUl  Cauntry  of  Judosa — Nazareth. 

And  in  the  sixth  month  the  angel  Gabriel  was  sent  from  God  unto 
a  city  of  Galilee,  named  Nazareth,  to  a  virgin  espoused  to  a  man  whose 
name  was  Joseph,  of  the  house  of  David  ;  and  the  virgin's  name  vm» 
Mary.  And  the  angel  came  in  unto  her,  and  said.  Hail,  tliou  that  art 
highly  favoured,  the  Lord  is  with  thee  ;  blessed  art  thou  among  women. 
And  when  she  saw  /tm,  she  was  troubled  at  his  saying,  and  cast  in  her 
mind  what  manner  of  salutation  this  should  be. 

And  the  angel  said  unto  her,  Fear  not,  Mary  :  for  thou  hast  found 
favour  with  God.     And,  behold,  thou  shalt  conceive  in  thy  womb,  and 
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bring  forth  a  aon,  and  shalt  call  his  name  JESUS.  He  shall  be  greats 
:and  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  the  Highest :  and  the  Lard  God  shall 
give  unto  Him  the  throne  of  His  father  David :  and  He  shall 
reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob  for  ever ;  and  of  His  kingdom 
there  shall  be  no  end.  Then  said  Mary  unto  the  angel,  How  shall  this 
be,  seeing  I  know  not  a  man  ?  And  the  angel  answered  and  said  uut(» 
her,  The  Holy  Ghost  shall  come  upon  thee,  and  the  power  of  the 
Highest  shall  overshadow  thee  :  therefore  also  that  holy  thing  which 
shall  be  born  of  thee  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  God.  And,  behold,  thy 
cousin  Elisabeth,  she  hath  also  conceived  a  son  in  her  old  age  :  and  this 
is  the  sixth  month  with  her,  who  was  called  barren.  For  with  God 
nothing  shall  be  impossible.  And  Mary  said,  Bahold  the  handmaid  of 
the  Lord  ;  be  it  unto  me  according  to  thy  word.  And  the  angel 
•tleparted  from  her. 

And  Mary  arose  in  those  days,  and  went  into  the  hill  country  with 
haste,  into  a  city  of  Juda  ;  and  entered  into  the  house  of  Zacharias,  and 
.saluted  Elisabeth. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  Elisabeth  heard  the  salutation  of 
Mary,  the  babe  leaped  in  her  womb  ;  and  Elisabeth  was  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost :  and  she  spake  out  with  a  loud  voice,  and  said.  Blessed  art 
thou  among  w^omen,  and  blessed  is  the  fruit  of  thy  womb.  And  whence 
is  this  to  me,  that  the  mother  of  my  Lord  should  come  to  me  ?  For, 
lo,  as  soon  as  the  voice  of  thy  salutation  sounded  in  mine  ears,  the  babe 
leaped  in  my  womb  for  joy.  And  blessed  is  she  that  believed  :  for 
there  shall  be  a  performance  of  those  things  which  were  told  her  from 
tie  Lord.  And  Mary  said,  My  soul  doth  magnify  the  Lord,  and  my 
spirit  hath  rejoiced  in  God  my  Saviour.  For  He  hath  regarded  the  low 
estate  of  His  handmaiden  :  for,  behold,  from  henceforth  all  generations 
.shall  call  me  blessed.  For  He  that  is  mighty  hath  done  to  me  great 
things  ;  and  holy  is  His  name.  And  His  mercy  u  on  them  that  fear  Him 
from  generation  to  generation.  He  hath  shewed  strength  with  His  arm  ; 
He  hath  scattered  the  proud  in  the  imagination  of  their  hearts.  He 
-hath  put  down  the  mighty  from  their  seats,  and  exalted  them  of  low 
degree.  He  hath  filled  the  hungry  with  good  things  ;  and  the  rich  He 
hath  sent  empty  away.  He  hath  holpeu  His  servant  Israel,  in  remem- 
brance of  His  mercy  ;  as  He  spake  to  our  fathers,  to  Abraham,  and  ti* 
his  seed  for  ever. 

And  Mary  abode  with  her  about  three  months,  and  returned  to  her 
owi)  house. 

N'ow  the  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  was  on  this  wise  :  When    as  Hia 
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mother  Mary  was  espoused  to  Joseph,  before  they  came  together,  she 
■was  found  with  child  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Then  Joseph  her  husband 
being  a  just  wian,  and  not  willinjr  to  make  her  a  public  example,  was 
minded  to  put  her  away  privily.  But  while  he  thought  on  these  "things, 
behold,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  unto  him  in  a  dream,  saying, 
Jc»eph,  thou  son  of  David,  fear  not  to  take  unto  thee  Mary  thy  wife  r 
for  that  which  is  conceived  in  her  is  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  And  she  shall 
liring  forth  a  son,  and  thou  shalt  call  His  name  Jesus  :  for  He  shall  save 
His  people  from  their  sins.  Now  all  this  was  done,  that  it  might  be 
fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of  the  Lord  by  the  proj)het,  saying.  Behold, 
a  virgin  shall  be  with  child,  and  shall  bring  forth  a  son,  and  they  shall 
call  His  name  Emmanuel,  which  being  interpreted  is,  God  with  us. 
ITien  Joseph  being  raised  from  sleep  did  as  the  angel  of  the  Lord  had 
bidden  him,  and  took  unto  him  his  wife  ;  and  knew  her  not  till  she  hail 
brought  forth  her  first-born  son. 

3.— Birth  and  Childhood  of  John  the  Baptist- 

St  Luke  1.  57-80. 
UiU-country  of  Judaea — Wilderness  East  of  Jordan. 

Now  Elisabeth's  full  time  came  that  she  should  be  delivered  ;  and 
«he  brought  forth  a  son.  And  her  neighbours  and  her  cousins  heard 
how  the  Lord  had  shewed  great  mercy  upon  her  j  and  they  rejoiced 
Hkdth  her.  ' 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  eighth  day  they  came  to  circumcise 
the  child  ;  and  they  called  him  Zacharias,  after  the  name  of  his  father. 
And  his  mother  answered  and  said.  Not  so ;  but  he  shall  be  called 
John.  And  they  said  unto  her.  There  is  none  of  thy  kindred  that  is 
called  by  this  name.  And  they  made  signs  to  his  father,  how  he  would 
have  him  called.  And  he  asked  for  a  writing-table,  and  wrote,  saying, 
His  name  is  John.  And  they  marvelled  all.  And  his  mouth  was 
opened  immediately,  and  his  tongue  loosed^  and  he  spake,  and  praised 
<}od.  And  fear  came  on  all  that  dwelt  round  about  them  :  and  all 
these  sayings  were  noised  abroad  throughout  all  the  hill-country  of 
Judaea.  And  all  they  that  heard  them  laid  them  up  in  their  hearts, 
»(aying,  What  manner  of  child  shall  this  be  !  And  the  hand  of  the 
Lord  was  with  him. 

And  his  father  Zacharias  was  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  pro- 
pbeeied,  saying,  Blessed  he  the  Lord  God  of  Israel ;  for  He  hath  visited 
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aad  redeemed  His  people,  and  hath  raised  up  an  horn  of  salvation  for  us  in 
the  house  of  His  servant  David  ;  as  He  spake  by  the  mouth  of  His  holy 
j>rophet3,  which  have  been  since  the  world  began  :  that  we  should  be 
aaved  from  our  enemies,  and  from  the  hand  of  all  that  hate  us  ;  t(» 
perform  the  mercy  promised  to  our  fathers,  and  to  remember  His  holy 
covenant  ;  the  oath  which  He  sware  to  our  father  Abraham,  that  Ho 
would  grant  unto  us,  that  we  being  deliveretl  out  of  the  hand  of  our 
enemies  might  serve  Him  without  fear,  in  lioliness  and  righteousnes;; 
before  Him,  all  the  days  of  our  life.  And  thou,  ch'Jd,  shalt  be  called 
the  prophet  of  the  Highest :  for  thou  shalt  go  before  the  face  of  the 
Lord  to  prepare  His  ways  ;  to  give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto  His 
p8oj)le  by  the  remission  of  their  sins,  through  the  tender  mercy  of  our 
<)i.»(l ;  whereby  the  day-spring  from  on  high  hath  visited  us,  to  giv«» 
light  to  them  that  sit  in  darkness  and  in  the  shadow  of  death,  to  guide 
our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace. 

And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  stnmg  in  spirit,  and  was  in   the 
<leserts  till  the  day  of  his  shewing  unto  IsraeL 
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4.— Birth  and   Presentation   of  Jesus. 

St  Matt.  1.  1-17,  25  ;  St  Luke  2.  1-38  ;  3.  23-38. 
Bethlehem  — Jerusalem. 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  there  went  out  a  decree 
from  Ciosar  Augustus,  that  all  the  world  should  be  taxed.  (And  thia 
taxing  was  first  made  when  Cy renins  was  governor  of  Syria.)  And  all 
went  to  be  taxed,  every  one  into  his  own  city.  And  Joseph  also  went 
up  from  Galilee,  out  of  the  city  of  Nazareth,  into  Judaea,  unto  the  city 
of  David,  which  is  called  Bethlehem  ;  (because  he  was  of  the  house  and 
liueage  of  David  :)  to  be  taxed  with  Mary  his  espoused  wife,  being  great 
with  child. 

And  so  it  was,  that,  while  they  were  there,  the  days  were 
accomplished  that  she  should  be  delivered.  And  she  brought  forth  her 
iirst-born  son,  and  wrapped  Him  in  swaddling-clothes,  and  laid  Him  in 
a  manger  ;  because  there  was  no  room  for  them  in  the  inn. 

And  there  were  in  the  same  country  shepherds  abiding  in  the  field, 
keeping  watch  over  their  flock  by  night.  And,  lo,  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
came  upon  them,  and  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shone  round  about  them :  and 
t!iey  were  sore  afraid.  And  the  angel  said  unto  them,  Fear  not :  for, 
behold,  I  bring  you  good  tic  ings  of  great  joy,  which  shall  be  to  all 
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people.  For  unto  you  is  bom  this  day  in  the  city  of  David  a  Saviour^ 
nvhich  is  Christ  the  Lord.  And  this  shaU  be  a  sign  unto  you  :  Ye  shall 
find  the  babe  wrapped  in  swaddling-clothep,  lying  in  a  manger.  Ant? 
suddenly  there  was  with  the  angei  a  multitude  of  the  heavenly  host 
praising  God,  and  saying,  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest,  and  on  earth 
peace,  goodwill  toward  men. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels  were  gone  away  from  them  into 
lieaven,  the  shepherds  said  one  to  another,  Let  us  now  go  even  unto 
Bethlehem,  and  see  this  thing  which  is  come  to  pass,  which  the  Lord 
hath  made  known  unto  us. 

And  they  came  with  haste,  and  found  Mary,  and  Joseph,  and  the 
babe  lying  in  a  manger.  And  when  they  had  seen  it,  they  made  known 
abroad  the  saying  which  was  told  them  concerning  this  child.  And  all 
they  that  heard  it  wondered  at  those  things  which  were  told  them  by 
the  shepherds. 

But  Mary  kept  all  these  things,  and  pondered  them  in  her  heart. 
And  the  shepherds  returned,  glorifying  and  praising  God  for  all  the 
things  that  they  had  heard  and  seen,  as  it  was  told  unto  them. 

And  when  eight  days  were  accomplished  for  the  circumcising  of 
the  child,  His  name  was  called  J£SUS,  which  was  so  named  of  the 
angel  before  He  was  conceived  in  the  womb. 

And  when  the  days  of  her  purification  according  to  the  law  of  Moses 
were  accomplished,  they  brought  Him  to  Jerusalem,  to  present  Him  to 
tlie  Lord  ;  (as  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  the  Lord,  Every  male  that 
ojieneth  the  womb  shall  be  called  holy  to  the  Lord  ;)  and  to  offer  a 
sacrifice  according  to  that  which  is  said  in  the  law  of  tl^e  Lord,  A  pair 
of  turtle-doves,  or  two  young  pigeons. 

And,  behold,  there  was  a  man  in  Jerusalem,  whose  name  was 
S^imeon  ;  and  the  same  man  was  just  and  devout,  waiting  for  the  eon- 
Holation  of  Israel :  and  the  Holy  Ghost  was  upon  him.  And  it  was 
i-evealed  unto  him  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  he  should  not  see  death, 
l*efore  he  had  seen  the  Lord's  Christ.  And  he  came  by  the  Spirit  \nUt 
the  temple :  and  when  the  parents  brought  in  the  child  Jesus,  to  do  for 
Him  after  the  custom  of  the  law,  then  took  he  Him  up  in  his  arms,  ard 
blessed  God,  and  said.  Lord,  now  lettest  Thou  Thy  servant  depart  in. 
peace,  according  to  Thy  word  :  for  mine  eyes  have  seen  Thy  salvation, 
which  Thou  hast  prepared  before  the  face  of  all  people  ;  a  light  to 
lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  the  glory  of  Thy  people  Israel.  And  Joseph 
and  His  mother  marvelled  at  those  things  which  were  spoken  of  Him> 
And  Simeon  blessed  them,  and  said  unto  Mary  His  mother,  Behold,  thi» 
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ehUd  ia  set  for  the  fall  and  rising  again  of  many  in  Israel  ;  and  for  a 
sign  which  shall  be  spoKen  against  ;  (yea,  a  sword  shall  pierce  through 
thy  own  soul  also,)  that  the  thoughts  of  many  hearts  may  be  revealed. 
And  there  was  one  Anna,  a  prophetess,  the  daughter  of  Phanuel,  of  the 
tribe  of  Aser  :  she  was  of  a  great  age,  and  had  lived  with  an  husband 
seven  years  from  her  virginity,  and  she  was  a  widow  of  about  fourscore 
and  four  years,  which  de{>arted  not  from  the  temple,  but  served  (Jod 
with  fastings  and  prayers  night  and  day.  And  she  coming  in  that 
instant  gave  thanks  likewise  unto  the  Lord,  and  spake  of  Him  to  all 
them  that  looked  for  redemption  in  Jerusalem.  And  when  they  had 
performed  all  things  according  to  the  law  of  the  Lord,  they  returned 
into  GaUlee;  to  their  own  city  Nazareth.

begat  Eliakim  ;  and  Eliakim  begat  Azor  ;  and  Azor  begat  Sadoc  ;  and 
iSadoo  begat  Achim  ;  and  Achim  begat  Eliud  ;  and  Eliud  begat  Eleazar  ; 
and  Eleazar  begat  Matthan  ;  and  Matthan  begat  Jacob  ;  and  Jacob 
biQgat  Joseph  the  husband  of  Mary,  of  whom  was  born  Jesus,  who  is 
called  Christ.

6— Wise  Men  worship  Jesus,  and  His 
Pligrht  into  Bgrypt. 

St  Matt.  2.  1-23. 
Jerusalem — Bcih  I  h  em — Etjypt — Nazareth. 

Now  when  Jesus  was  born  in  Bethlehem  of  Judica,  in  tlie  days  of 
Herod  the  king,  behold,  there  came  wise  men  from  the  east  to  Jerasalem, 
saying,  Where  is  He  that  is  born  King  of  the  Jews  ?  for  we  have  seen 
His  star  in  the  east,  and  are  come  to  worship  Him.  Wlien  Herod  the 
king  had  heard  these  t/thi'/s,  he  was  troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem  with  him. 

And  when  he  had  gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  of  the 
j>oople  together,  he  demanded  of  them  where  Christ  should  be  born. 
And  they  said  unto  him,  In  Bethleiiem  of  Judica  ;  for  thus  it  is  written 
by  the  prophet,  And  thou  Bethlehem,  in  the  land  of  Juda,  art  not  the 
least  among  the  princes  of  Juda :  for  out  (jf  thee  shall  come  a  Governor, 
that  shall  rule  My  people  Israel.  Then  Herod,  when  he  had  privily 
called  the  wise  men,  enquired  of  them  diligently  what  time  the  star 
appeared.  And  he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem,  and  said,  Go  and  search 
<liligently  for  the  young  child  ;  and  when  ye  have  found  Jlim,  bring  me 
word  again,  that  I  may  come  and  worship  Him  also. 

Wlien  they  had  heard  the  king,  they  departed ;  and,  lo,  the  star, 
wliich  they  saw  in  the  east,  went  before  them,  till  it  came  .and  stood 
•over  where  the  young  child  was.  When  they  saw  the  star,  they  rejoiced 
with  exceeding  great  joy.  And  when  they  were  come  into  the  house, 
they  saw  the  young  child  with  Mary  His  mother,  and  fell  down  and 
worshipped  Him  ;  and  when  they  had  opened  their  treasures,  they  pre- 
sented unto  Him  gifts  ;  gold,  and  frankincense,  and  myrrh.  And  being 
warned  of  God  in  a  dream  that  they  should  not  return  to  Herod,  they 
ileparted  into  their  own  country  another  way. 

And  when  they  were  departed,  behold,  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
tvppeareth  to  Joseph  in  a  dream,  saying.  Arise,  and  take  the  young  child 
and  His  mother,  and  flee  into  Egypt,  and  be  thou  there  until  I  bring 
thee  word:  for  Herod  will  seek  the  young  child  to  destroy  Him.  When 
he  arose, -he  took  the  young  child  and  His  mother  by  night,  and  departed 
into  Egypt :  and  was  there  until  the  death  of  Herod  :  that  it  might  be 
fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of  the  Lord  by  the  prophet,  saying,  Out 
of  Egypt  have  I  called  My  son. 

'^ »  Then  Herod,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  mocked  of  the  wise  men, 
was  exceeding  wroth,  and  sent  forth,  and  slew  all  the  children  that 
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HEROD  S  MASSACRE  OF  CHILDREN,   AND  JESUS  WITH   THE   DOCTORS.. 

ivere  in  Bethlehem,  and  in  all  the  coasts  thereof,  from  two  years  oltf 
and  under,  according  to  the  time  which  he  had  diligently  enquired  of  the- 
^Tse  men.  Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken  by  Jeremy  the 
prophet,  saying,  In  Rama  was  there  a  voice  heard,  lamentation,  and 
weeping,  and  great  mourning,  Rachel  weeping  /"or  her  children,  and 
would  not  be  comforted,  because  they  are  not. 

But  when  Herod  was  dead,  behold,  an  angel  of  the  Lord  appeareth 
in  a  dream  to  Joseph  in  Egypt,  saying,  Arise,  and  take  the  young  child 
and  His  mother,  and  go  into  the  land  of  Israel :  for  they  are  dead 
which  sought  the  young  child's  life.  And  he  arose,  and  took  the  young 
(^Id  and  His  mother,  and  came  into  the  land  of  Israel.  But  when  he 
heard  that  Archelaus  did  reign  in  Judsoa  in  the  room  of  his  father 
Herod,  he  was  afraid  to  go  thither  :  notwithstanding,  being  warned  of 
God  in  a  dream,  he  turned  aside  into  the  parts  of  Qalilee  :  and  he  came 
and  dwelt  in  a  city  called  Nazareth  :  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  whiclt 
was  spoken  by  the  prophets.  He  shall  be  called  a  Nazarene. 

6.— Jesus  in  the  midst  of  the  Doctors,  and  at  Home. 

St  Luke  2.  40-52. 
Jerusalem  and  Nazareth. 

And  the  child  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit,  filled  with  wisdom  : 
aod  the  grace  of  God  was  upon  Him. 

Now  His  parents  went  to  Jerusalem  every  year  at  the  feast  of  the 
passover.  And  when  He  was  twelve  years  old,  they  went  up  to- 
Jeiiisalem  after  the  custom  of  the  feast.  And  when  they  had  fulfilled 
the  days,  as  they  returned,  the  child  Jesus  tairied  behind  in  Jerusalem  r. 
and  Joseph  and  His  mother  knew  not  of  it.  But  they,  supposing  Him 
to  have  been  in  the  company,  went  a  day's  journey  ;  and  they  sought 
Him  among  their  kinsfolk  and  acquaintance.  And  when  they  found  Him 
not,  they  turned  back  again  to  Jerusalem,  seeking  Him.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  that  after  three  days  they  found  Him  in  the  temple,  sitting  iiii 
the  midst  of  the  doctors,  both  hearing  them,  and  asking  them  questions. 
And  all  that  heard  Him  were  astonished  at  His  understanding  and 
answers.  And  when  they  saw  Him  they  were  amazed  :  and  His  mother 
said  unto  Him,  Son,  why  hast  Thou  thus  dealt  with  us  ?  behold.  Thy 
father  and  I  have  sought  Thee  sorrowing.  And  Ho  said  unto  them, 
How  is  it  that  ye  sought  Me  ?  wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be  about  My 
Father's  business?  And  they  understood  not  the  saying  which  He 
spake  unto  them. 
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JESUS  SETTLES   DOWN   IN   NAZARETH. 


And  He  went  down  with  them,  and  came  to  Nazareth,  and  was  suh- 
ject  unto  them :  but  His  mother  kept  all  these  sayings  in  her  heart. 
And  Jesua  increased  in  wisdom  and  stature,  and  in  favour  with  Goil 
and  man.

In  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the  Word  was  with  God,  and 
the  Word  was  God.  The  same  was  in  the  beginning  with  God.  All 
thing.s  wei-e  made  l)y  Him  ;  and  without  Him  was  not  anything  made 
that  was  made.  In  Him  was  life  ;  and  the  life  was  the  light  of  men. 
And  the  light  shineth  in  darkness  j  and  the  darkness  comprehended 
i'j  not. 

There  was  a  man  sent  from  God,  whose  name  was  John.  The  sani(; 
came  for  a  witness,  to  bear  witness  of  the  Light,  that  all  men  through 
liim  might  believe.  He  was  not  that  Light,  but  was  sent  to  bear  wit- 
ness of  that  Light.  J^iat  was  the  true  Light,  which  lighteth  every  man 
that  Cometh  into  the  world.  He  was  in  the  world,  and  the  world  was 
made  by  Him,  and  the  world  knew  Him  not.  He  came  unto  His  own, 
and  His  own  received  Him  not.  But  as  many  as  i-eceived  Him,  to  them 
Kave  He  power  to  become  the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  b'^lieve  on 
His  name  :  Which  were  born,  not  of  blood,  nor  of  the  will  of  the  flesh 
nor  of  the  will  of  man,  but  of  God.  And  the  Word  was  made  flesh' 
and  tlwelt  among  us  (and  we  beheld  His  glory,  the  glory  as  of  the  only* 
begotten  f>f  the  Father),  full  of  grace  and  truth.

John  bare  witncHS  of  Him,  and  cried,  saying,  This  wa.s  He  of  whom  I 
spake,  He  that  cometh  after  me  is  preferred  before  me  :  for  He  was 
before  me.  And  of  His  fulness  have  all  we  received,  and  grace  for  grace. 
For  the  law  was  given  by  Mosey,  hut  grace  and  truth  came  by  Jesus 
Christ.  No  man  hath  seen  God  at  any  time  :  the  <>nly  begotten  Son, 
which  is  in  the  bosom  of  the  Fathei-,  He  hath  declared  Jlini. 

The  beginning  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of  (Jod  ;  as  it 
is  written  in  the  pro[)hets,  Behold  I  send  My  messenger  before  Tiiy 
face,  which  shall  prepare  Thy  way  before  Thee.  The  voice  of  one  crying 
in  the  wilderness,  Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  His  i>aths 
straight.  Now  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the  reign  of  Tibeiius  Ciesar, 
Pontius  Pilate  being  governor  of  Judica,  and  Herod  being  tetrarch  of 
(Jalilee,  and  his  brother  Philip  tetrariih  of  Ituriea  and  of  the  region  of 
Traehonitis,  and  Lysanias  the  tetrarch  of  Abilene,  Annas  and  Caiaphas 
being  the  high  priests,  the  word  of  (lod  came  unto  John,  the  son  of 
Zacharias,  in  the  wilderness.  In  those  days  came  John  the  Baptist, 
pi-eaching  in  the  wilderness  •>f  Judaea.  John  did  ba[»tise  in  the  wilderness. 
And  he  came  into  all  the  country  about  Jordan,  preaching  the  baptism  of 
repentance  for  the  remission  of  sins  ;  saying,  Kejient  ye  :  for  tlie  king- 
dom of  heaven  is  at  hand.  For-  this  is  he  that  was  si)oken  of  by  the 
prophet  Esaias,  saying,  The  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilderness.  Pie- 
pare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make  His  paths  straight.  Every  valley 
shall  be  filled,  and  every  mountain  and  hill  shall  be  brought  low  ;  and 
the  crooked  shall  be  made  straight,  and  the  rough  ways  sitall  be  ma(]e 
smooth  ;  and  all  flesh  shall  see  the  salvation  of  (jod.  And  the  same 
John  had  his  raiment  of  camel's  hair,  and  a  leathern  girdle  about  his 
louis  ;  and  his  meat  was  locusts  and  wild  honey. 

And  there  went  out  unto  him  all  the  laud  of  Judaea,  and  they  of 
Jerusalem,  and  all  the  region  round  about  Jordan,  and  were  all  baptised 
of  him  in  the  river  of  Jordan,  confessing  their  sins.  But  when  he  saw 
many  of  the  Pharisees  and  Sadducees  come  to  his  baptism,  he  said  unto 
them,  to  the  multitude  that  came  forth  to  be  baptised  of  him,  O  gene- 
ration of  vipers,  who  hath  warned  you  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come  ? 
Bring  foith  therefore  fruits  worthy  of  repentance,  and  begin  not  to  say- 
within  yourselves,  We  have  Abraham  to  our  father  :  for  I  say  unto  you, 
that  God  is  able  of  these  stones  to  raise  up  children  unto  Abraham. 
And  now  also  the  axe  is  laid  unto  the  root  of  the  trees :  every  tree 
therefore  which  bringeth  not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast 
into  the  fire. 

And  the  people  asked  him,  saying,  What  shall  we  do  then  ?     He 
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JESrs  BA1TI8ED  BY  JOHN   THE  BAPTIST. 

anHWcretli  aud  naith  unto  them,  He  that  hath  two  coats,  let  him  impart 
to  him  that  hath  none  ;  and  he  that  hath  meat,  let  him  do  likewine. 

Then  came  also  publicans  to  be  ba]>tiscd,  and  said  unto  him.  Master, 
what  shall  we  dx>  ?  And  he  said  unto  them,  Exacc  no  more  than  tliat 
whi(;h  is  appointed  you. 

And  the  soldiers  likewise  demanded  of  him,  saying,  And  what  shall 
we  do  (  And  he  said  unto  thenj.  Do  violence  to  no  man,  neither  accuse 
any  falsely  ;  and  be  content  with  your  wages. 

And  as  the  people  were -in  expectation,  and  all  men  mused  in  their 
hearts  of  John,  whether  he  were  the  Christ  or  not ;  John  answered, 
saying  unto  them  all,  I  indeed  baptise  you  with  water  unto  repentance : 
but  there  cometh  One  mightier  than  I  after  me,  the  latchet  of  wliobe 
shoes  I  am  not  worthy  t(j  stoop  down  and  unloose.  I  indeed  have  bap- 
tised you  with  water  :  but  He  shall  baptise  you  with  the  Holy  (3  host 
and  with  fire :  whose  fan  is  in  His  hand,  and  He  will  throughly  purge 
His  floor,  and  gather  His  wheat  into  the  garner  ;  but  He  will  burn  uji 
tlie  chaff  with  unquenchable  fire. 

And  many  other  things  in  his  exhortation  preached  he  unto  the 
people.  But  Herod  the  tetrarch,  being  reproved  by  him  for  Herodias 
his  brother  Philip's  wife,  and  for  all  the  evils  which  Herod  had  done, 
uilded  yet  this  above  all,  that  he  shut  up  John  in  prison. 

8.— Baptism  of  Jesus  by  John  the  Baptist. 


St  Matt.  3  1-17 ;  St  Mark  1.  9-11 ;  St  Luke  3.  21-23. 

Mver  Jordan. 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days,  that  Jesus  came  from  Nazareth 
tii  ({alilee  to  Jordan  unto  John,  to  be  baptised  of  him.  But  John 
forbad  Him,  saying,  I  have  need  to  be  baptised  of  Thee,  and  comest  Thou 
to  nie  ?  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him,  Suffer  it  to  be  so  now  :  for 
thus  it  becometh  us  to  fulfil  all  righteousness.  Then  he  suffered  Him. 
Now  when  all  the  people  were  baptised,  it  ca^ne  to  pass,  that  Jesus,  also 
Ijeing  baptised,  went  up  straightway  out  of  the  water  :  and  praying, 
la,  the  heavens  were  opened  unto  Him,  and  the  Holy  Ghost  descended 
in  a  bodily  shape  like  a  dove  upon  Him,  and  there  came  a  voice  from 
heaven,  saying^  Thou  art  My  beloved  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased. 
And  Jesus  Himself  began  to  be  about  thirty  years  of  age. 
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9.— Temptation  of  Jesus. 

St  Matt.  4.  Ml  ;  St  Mark  1.  12, 13  ;  St  Luke  4.  1-13. 

Wihlerness  S.  and  E.  of  Jordan — Jerusalem. — An  high  mountain 

North  of  Jericho. 

And  JesuB  being  full  oi  the  Hi)ly  Ghost  returned  from  JDrdan,  and 
Avas  led  by  the  Spirit  into  the  wil(lernefc'»i,  to  be  tempted  of  the  devil. 
And  He  was  there  in  the  wilderness  forty  days,  tempted  of  Satan  ;  and 
was  with  the  wild  beasts.  And  in  those  days  He  did  eat  nothing.  And 
when  He  had  fasted  forty  days  and  forty  nights,  He  waa  af terwanl  an 
hungered. 

And  when  the  tempter  came  to  Him,  he  said,  If  thou  be  the  Son  of 
<jrod,  command  that  these  stones  be  made  bread.  And  Jesus  answered 
and  said,  It  is  written,  Man  shall  not  live  by  bread  alone,  but  by  every 
word  that  proceedeth  out  of  the  mouth  of  God. 

Then  the  devil  taketh  Him  up  into  the  holy  city,  and  setteth  Him 
on  a  pinnacle  of  the  temple,  and  saith  unto  Him,  If  Thou  be  the  Son  of 
God,  cast  Thyself  down  froin  hence  :  for  it  is  written.  He  shall  give  Hi* 
angels  charge  concerning  Thee,  to  keep  Thee  :  and  in  their  hands  they 
shall  bear  Thee  uj),  lest  at  any  time  Thou  dash  Thy  foot  against  a  stone. 
And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him,  It  is  written  again.  Thou  shalt 
not  tempt  the  Lord  thy  God. 

Again,  the  devil  taketh  Him  up  into  an  exceeding  high  mountain, 
and  sheweth  Him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world,  and  the  glory  of  them, 
in  a  moment  of  time.  And  the  devil  said  unto  Him,  All  this  power 
will  I  give  Thee,  and  the  glory  of  them  :  for  that  is  delivered  unto 
me  ;  and  to  whomsoever  I  will  I  give  it.  If  Thou  therefore  wilt  fall 
<lown  and  worship  me,  all  shall  be  Thine.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  him.  Get  thee  behind  Me,  Satan  :  for  it  is  written.  Thou  slialt 
worship  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  Him  only  shalt  thou  serve. 

And  when  the  devil  had  ended  all  the  temptation,  he  departed  from 
Him  for  a  season  ;  and,  behold,  angels  came  and  ministered  unto  Him. 

10— The  Witness  of  John  the  Baptist  to  Jesus. 

St  John  1,  19-5L 

Bethany  or  Bethabara — QaJUee. 

And  this  is  the  record  of  John,  when  the  Jews  sent  priests  and 
Levites  from  Jerusalem  to  ask  him.  Who  art  thou  ?  And  he  confessed, 
and  denied  not ;  but  confessed,  I  am  not  the  Christ.     And  they  asked 
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liim,  What  then  ?  Art  thou  Elias  ?  And  he  saith,  I  am  not.  Art  tliou 
that  prophet  ?  And  he  answered,  No.  Then  said  they  unto  him,  Who 
art  thou  ?  that  we  may  give  an  answer  to  them  that  sent  us.  What 
i^ayest  thou  of  thyself  ?  He  said,  I  am  the  voice  of  one  crying  in  the 
wilderness,  Make  straight  the  way  of  the  Lord,  as  said  the  prophet 
Esaias.  And  they  which  were  sent  were  of  the  Pharisees.  And  they 
asked  him,  and  said  unto  him,  Why  baptizest  thou  then,  if  thou  be  not 
that  Christ,  nor  Elias,  neither  that  prophet  ?  John  answered  them. 
Baying,  I  baptise  with  water  :  but  there  standeth  One  among  you,  whom 
ye  know  not  ;  He  it  is,  who  coming  after  me  is  preferred  before  me, 
whose  shoe's  latchet  I  am  not  worthy  to  unloose.  These  things  were 
done  in  Bethabara  beyond  Jordan,  where  John  was  baptising. 

The  next  day  John  seeth  Jesus  coming  unto  him,  and  saith,  Behold 
the  Lamb  of  God,  which  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the  world.  This  is  He 
of  whom  I  said,  After  me  cometh  a  man  which  is  preferred  before  me  : 
for  He  was  before  me.  And  I  knew  Him  not :  but  that  He  should  be 
made  manifest  to  Israel,  therefore  am  I  come  baptising  with  water. 
And  John  bare  record,  saying,  I  saw  the  Spirit  descending  from  heaven 
like  a  dove,  and  it  abode  upon  Him.  And  I  knew  Him  not :  but  He  that 
sent  me  to  baptise  with  water,  the  same  said  unto  me.  Upon  whom  thou 
ehalt  see  the  Spirit  descending,  and  remaining  on  Him,  the  same  is  He 
which  baptiseth  with  the  Holy  Ghost.  And  I  saw,  and  bare  record  that 
this  is  the  Son  of  God. 

Again  the  next  day  after  John  stood,  and  two  of  his  disciples  ;  and 
looking  upon  Jesus  as  He  walked,  he  saith,  Behold  the  Lamb  of  God  ! 
And  the  two  disciples  heard  him  speak,  and  they  followed  Jesus. 
Then  Jesus  turned,  and  saw  them  following,  and  saith  unto  them.  What 
seek  ye  ?  They  said  unto  Him,  Rabbi  (which  is  to  say,  being  intei  - 
preted.  Master,)  where  dwellest  Thou?  He  saith  unto  them.  Come  and 
see.  They  came  and  saw  wdiere  He  dwelt,  and  abode  with  Him  that  day, 
for  it  was  about  the  tenth  hour. 

Oiie  cf  the  two  which  heard  John  speak,  and  followed  Him,  was 
Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  brother.  He  first  findeth  his  own  brother 
riimon,  and  saith  unto  him.  We  have  found  the  Mefesias,  which  is,  being 
interpreted,  the  Christ.  And  he  brought  him  to  Jesus.  And  when 
Jesus  beheld  him.  He  said.  Thou  art  Simon  the  son  of  Jona  :  thou  shalt 
1^  called  Cephas,  which  is  by  interpretation,  A  stone. 

The  day  following  Jesus  would  go  forth  into  Galilee,  and  findeth 
Philip,  and  saith  unto  him.  Follow  Me.  Now  Philip  was  of  Bethsaida, 
the  city  of  Andrew  and  Peter. 
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Philip  findeth  Nathauael,  and  saith  unto  him,  We  have  found  Him, 
f»f  whom  Moses  in  the  law,  and  the  j)rophets,  did  write,  Jesus  of  Naza- 
reth, the  son  of  Joseph.  And  Nathanael  sJii'l  unto  him,  Can  theio 
any  good  thing  come  out  of  Na/areth  ?  Philip  tfaith  unto  him,  Con;e 
and  see. 

Je^us  saw  Nathanael  coming  to  Him,  and  saith  of  him,  Behold  an 
Israelite  indeed,  in  whom  is  no  guile  !  Nathanael  saith  unto  Him, 
Whence  knowest  Thou  me  (  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Before 
that  Philip  called  thee,  when  thou  wast  under  the  fig  tree,  I  saw  thee. 
Nathanael  answered  and  saith  unto  Him.,  Rabbi,  Thou  art  the  Son  of 
God  ;  Thou  art  the  King  of  Israel.  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him, 
Because  I  said  unto  thee,  I  saw  thee  under  the  fig  tree,  believest  thou  ^ 
thou  shalt  see  greater  things  than  these.  And  He  saith  unto  him. 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  Hereafter  ye  shall  see  heaven  open,  and 
the  angels  of  God  ascending  and  descending  up(jn  the  Son  of  man. 

11.— Jesus*  First  Miracle. 

St  John  2.  1-12. 
Cana  of  Galilee — Capernaum. 

And  the  third  day  there  was  a  marriage  in  Cana  of  Galilee  ;  and  the 
mother  of  Jesus  was  there  :  and  both  Jesus  was  called,  and  His  disciple.- , 
to  the  marriage.  And  when  they  wanted  wine,  the  mother  of  Jesus 
Raitli  unto  Him,  They  have  no  wine.  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Woman, 
what  have  I  to  do  with  thee  ?  Mine  hour  is  not  yet  come.  His  mother 
Baith  unto  the  servants.  Whatsoever  He  saith  unto  you,  do  it.  And 
there  were  set  there  six  waterpots  of  stone,  after  the  manner  of  the 
purifying  of  the  Jews,  containing  two  or  three  firkins  apiece.  Jesus 
tmth  unto  them.  Fill  the  waterpots  with  water.  And  they  filled  them 
up  to  the  brim.  And  He  saith  unto  them,  Draw  out  now,  and  bear  unto 
the  governor  of  the  feast.  And  they  bare  it  When  the  ruler  of  the 
feast  had  tasted  the  water  that  was  made  wine,  and  knew  not  whence 
it  was  :  (biit  the  servants  which  drew  the  water  knew  ;)  the  governor  of 
the  feast  called  the  bridegroom,  and  saith  unto  him.  Every  man  at  the 
b^inning  doth  set  forth  good  wine  ;  and  when  men  have  well  drunk, 
then  that  which  is  worse  :  but  thou  hast  kept  the  good  wine  until  now. 
This  beginning  of  miratjles  did  Jesus  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  manifested 
.  forth  His  glory  ;  and  His  disciples  believed  on  Him. 

After  this  He  went  down  to  Capernaum,  He,  and  His  mother,  and 
His  brethren,  and  His  disciples  ;  and  they  continued  there  not  many  da3  s. 
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12.— Jesus'  first  Passover,  and  Nicodemus. 

St  John  2.  13—3.  21. 
Jcrumlem. 

Aud  the  Jews'  passover  was  at  haud,  and  Jesua  went  up  to  Jeru- 
Halera,  and  found  in  the  temple  those  that  sold  oxen  and  sheep  and 
floves,  and  the  changers  of  money  sitting  :  and  when  He  had  made  a 
j*c«  »urge  of  small  cords,  He  drove  them  all  out  of  the  temple,  and  the 
s'leejj,  and  the  oxen  ;  and  poured  out  the  changers'  money,  and  over- 
threw the  tables  ;  and  said  unto  them  that  sold  doves,  Take  these 
things  hence  ;  make  not  My  Father's  house  an  house  of  merchandise. 
Aufl  His  diHcii^lfM  remembered  that  it  was  written.  The  zeal  of  Thine 
hou.-^e  \v\\\\  e;itc-i  Me  up. 

iiien  answered  the  Jews  and  said  unto  Him,  What  sign  shewest  Thou 
unto  us,  seeing  that  Thou  doest  these  things  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  Destroy  this  temple,  and  in  three  days  I  will  raise  it  up. 
Then  said  the  Jews,  Forty  and  six  years  was  this  temple  in  building, 
an  I  wilt  Thou  rear  it  up  in  three  days  ?  But  He  spake  of  the  temple  of 
His  body.  When  therefore  He  was  risen  from  the  dead,  His  disciples 
rememberetl  that  He  had  said  this  unto  them  ;  and  they  believed  the 
scripture,  and  the  word  which  Jesus  had  said. 

Now  when  He  was  in  Jerusalem  at  the  passover,  in  the  feast  day, 
many  believed  in  His  name,  when  they  saw  the  miracles  which  He  did. 
B  it  Jesus  did  not  commit  Himself  unto  them,  because  He  knew  all  men, 
a  id  needed  not  that  any  should  testify  of  man  :  for  He  knew  what  was 
in  man. 

There  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named  Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of  the 
Jews  :  the  same  came  to  Jesus  by  night,  and  aiid  unto  Him,  Rabbi,  we 
know  that  Thou  art  a  teacher  come  from  God  :  for  no  man  can  do 
these   miracles    thai.   Thou   doest,   except  God   be   with   him.     Jesus 
answered  a:id  said  untx)  him.  Verily,  verily,  T  say  unto  thee,  Except  a 
man  be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom  of  God.     Nicodemus 
saith  unto  Him,  How  can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old  ?  can  he  enter 
the  second  time  into  his  mother's  womb,  and  be  born  ?     Jesus  answered. 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  Except  a  man  be  born  of  water,  and  of 
the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.     That  which  is 
bam  of  the  flesh  is  flesh  ;  and  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is  spiritwj 
Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee.  Ye  must  be  born  again.   ,  The  wind, 
bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  c^n«>t 
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n«»t  tell  whence  it  conieth,  and  whither  it  goeth  :  so  is  every  one  that 
in  b jrn  of  tlie  Spirit.  Nicodeinus  answered  and  said  unto  Him,  How 
can  these  things  be  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him. 
Art  thou  a  master  of  Israel,  and  kuowest  not  these 
things  ?  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  We  s^teak  that  we  do 
know,  and  testify  that  we  have  seen  :  and  ye  receive  not  our  witness. 
If  I  have  told  yt>u  earthly  things,  and  ye  believe  not,  how  shall  ye 
believe  if  I  tell  you  o/ heavenly  things  ?  And  no  man  hath  ascended 
up  to  heaven,  but  He  that  came  down  from  heaven,  cmi  the  Son  of  man 
which  is  in  heaven.  And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  seri>ent  in  the  wilder- 
ness, even  so  must  the  Son  of  man  be  lifted  up  :  that  whosoever 
l)elieveth  in  Him  should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life.  For  God  so 
!«•  1  the  world,  that  He  gave  His  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever 
bfciicieth  in  Him  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life.  For  God 
sent  not  His  Son  into  the  world  to  condemn  the  world  ;  but  that  tho 
world  through  Him  might  be  saved.  He  that  believeth  on  Him  is  not 
-condemned  :  but  he  that  believeth  not  is  condemned  already,  because 
he  hath  not  believed  in  the  name  of  the  only  begotten  Son  of  Ckxi. 
And  this  is  the  condemnation,  that  light  is  come  into  the  world,  and 
men  loved  darkness  rather  than  light,  because  their  deeds  were  evil. 
For  every  one  that  doeth  evil  hateth  the  light,  neither  cometh  to  the 
light,  lest  his  deeds  should  be  reproved.  But  he  that  doeth  truth 
cometh  to  the  light,  that  his  deeds  may  be  made  manifest,  that  they 
are  wrought  in  God. 


13.— John  the  Baptist's  Witness,  and  Jesus  in 

Samaria. 

St  John  3.  22—4.  42. 
^Enon,  near  to  Salim — Syc/utr. 

After  these  things  came  Jesus  and  His  disciples  into  the  land  of 
Judica  ;  and  there  He  tarried  with  them,  and  baptised.  And  John  alao 
was  baptising  in  ^non,  near  to  Salim,  because  there  was  much  water 
there  ;  and  they  came,  and  were  baptised.  For  John  was  not  yet  cast 
iutti  prison. 

Then  there  arose  a  question  between  some  of  John's  disciples  anct 
the  Jews  about  purifying.  And  they  came  unto  John,  and  said  unto 
him.  Rabbi,  He  that  was  with  thee  beyond  Jordan,  to  whom  thou  barest 
witness,  behold,  the  same  baptiseth,  and  all  mfn  coiue  to  Him.     Johr 
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answered  and  said,  A  man  can  receive  nothing,  except  it  be  given  hinr 
from  heaven.  Ye  yourselves  bear  me  witness,  that  I  said,  I  am  not  the 
Christ,  but  that  I  am  sent  before  Him.  He  that  hath  the  Ijride  is  the 
bridegroom  :  but  tlie  friend  of  the  bridegroom,  which  staudeth  and 
heareth  him,  rejoiceth  greatly  because  of  the  bridegroom's  voice  :  this 
mj'  joy  therefore  is  fulfilled.  He  must  increase,  but  I  vivnt  decrease 
He  that  cometh  from  above  is  above  all  :  he  that  is  of  the  earth  is 
earthly,  and  s]jeaketh  of  the  earth  :  He  that  cometh  from  heaven  i«< 
above  all.  And  what  He  hath  seen  and  heard,  that  He  testifieth  ;  and 
no  man  receiveth  His  testimonv.  He  that  hath  received  His  testimonv 
hath  set  to  his  seal  that  God  is  true.  For  He  whom  GckI  hath  sent 
fipeaketh  the  words  of  God  :  for  God  giveth  not  the  Spirit  bj-  measure 
tinto  Him.  The  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and  hath  given  all  things  into 
His  hand.  He  that  believeth  on  the  Son  hath  everlasting  life  :  and  he 
that  believeth  not  the  Son  shall  not  see  life  ;  but  the  wrath  of  God 
abideth  on  him. 

When  therefore  the  Lord  knew  how  the  Pharisees  had  heard  that 
Jesus  made  and  baptised  more  disciples  than  John  (though  Jesnis  Him- 
self ba})tised  not,  but  His  disciples),  He  left  Judica,  and  departed  again 
into  Galilee. 

And  He  must  needs  go  through  Samaria.  Then  cometh  He  to  a  city 
of  Samaria,  which  is  called  Sychar,  near  to  the  parcel  of  ground  that 
Jacob  gave  to  his  son  Joseph.  Now  Jacob's  well  was  there.  Jesus 
therefore,  being  wearied  with  His  journey,  sat  thus  on  the  well  :  and  it 
was  about  the  sixth  hour. 

There  cometh  a  woman  of  Samaria  to  draw  water  :  Jesus  saith  unto 
her.  Give  Me  to  drink.  (For  His  disciples  were  gone  away  unto  the  city 
to  buy  meat).  Then  saith  the  woman  of  Samaria  unto  Him,  How  is  it 
that  Thou,  being  a  Jew,  askest  drink  of  me,  which  am  a  woman  of 
Samaria  ?  for  the  Jews  have  no  dealings  with  the  Samaritans.  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  her.  If  thou  kuewest  the  gift  of  God,  and  who 
it  is  that  saith  to  thee,  Give  Me  to  drink  ;  thou  wouldest  have  asked  of 
Him,  and  He  would  have  given  thee  living  water.  The  woman  saith 
unto  Him,  Sir,  Thou  hast  nothing  to  draw  with,  and  the  well  is  deep  : 
from  whence  then  hast  Thou  that  living  water  ?  Art  Thou  greater  than 
«ur  father  Jacob,  which  gave  us  the  well,  and  drank  thereof  himself,, 
and  his  children,  and  his  cattle  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her* 
Whosoever  drinketh  of  this  water  shall  thirst  again :  but  whosoever 
drinketh  of  the  water  that  I  shall  give  him  shall  never  thirst :  but  the 
Wfiter  that  I  shall  srive  him  shall  be  in  him  a  well  of  water  springing  up 
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into  everlasting  life.  The  woman  saith  unto  Him,  8ir,  give  me  this 
water,  that  1  thirst  not,  neidier  come  hither  to  draw.  Jesus  saith  unto 
her,  Go,  call  thy  husband,  and  come  hither.  The  woman  answered  and 
said,  I  have  no  husband.  Jesus  said  unto  her,  Thou  hast  well  said,  I 
have  no  '^usband  :  for  thou  ha.st  had  five  husbands  ;  and  he  whom  thou 
now  hast  is  not  thy  husband  :  in  that  saidst  thou  truly.  The  woman 
saith  unto  Him,  Sir,  I  })erceive  that  Thou  art  a  prophet.  Our  fathers 
worshipped  in  this  mountain  ;  and  ye  say,  that  in  Jerusalem  is  the  j)l»ce 
where  men  ought  to  worship.  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Woman,  believe 
Me,  the  hour  cometh,  when  ye  shall  neither  in  this  mountain,  nor  yet  at 
Jerusalem,  worship  the  Father.  Ye  worship  ye  know  not  what :  we 
know  what  we  worship  :  for  salvation  is  of  the  Jews.  But  the  hour 
<;ometh,  and  now  is,  when  the  true  worship})ers  shall  worship  the  Father 
in  spirit  and  in  truth  :  for  the  Father  seeketh  such  to  worship  Hini. 
<J(nl  is  a  Si)irit:  and  they  that  worship  Him  must  warship  Him  in  spirit 
and  in  truth. 

The  woman  saith  unto  Him,  I  know  that  Messias  cometh,  which  is 
c  died  Christ :  when  He  is  come,  He  will  tell  us  all  things.  Jesus  saith 
unto  her,  I  that  speak  unto  thee  am  lie. 

And  upon  this  came  His  disciples,  and  marvelled  that  He  talked  with 
the  woman  :  yet  no  man  said,  What  seekest  Thou  ;  or,  Why  talke^^ 
Thou  with  her  ? 

The  wotnan  then  left  her  waterpot,  and  went  her  way  into  the  city, 
and  saith  to  the  men.  Come,  see  a  man,  which  told  me  all  things  that 
t'ver  I  did  :  is  not  this  the  Christ  i  Then  they  went  out  of  the  city, 
Hn<l  came  unto  Him. 

In  the  meanwhile  His  disciples  prayed  Him,  saying.  Master,  eat. 
l^ut  He  said  unto  them,  I  have  meat  to  eat  that  ye  know  not  of. 
Therefore  said  the  disciples  tme  to  another,  Hath  any  man  brought 
Him  oiif/Id  to  eat  ?  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  My  meat  is  to  do  the  will 
■»)f  Him  that  sent  Me,  and  to  finish  His  work. 

Say  not  ye,  There  are  yet  four  months,  and  then  cometh  harvest  I 
behold,  1  say  unto  you.  Lift  up  your  eyes,  and  look  on  the  fields  ;  for 
tiiey  are  white  already  to  harve^^t.  And  he  that  reapeth  receiveth 
wages,  and  gathereth  fruit  unto  life  eternal  :  that  both  he  that  soweth 
und  he  that  reai)eth  may  rejoice  together.  And  herein  is  that  saying 
true,  One  soweth,  and  another  reapeth.  I  sent  you  to  reap  that 
Avhereon  ye  bestowed  no  labour  :  other  men  laboured,  and  ye  are 
«ritered  into  their  labours. 

And  many  of  the  Samaritans  of  that  city  1>elieved  on  Him  for  the 
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MkyiDg  of  the  woman,  which  tcRtified,  He  told  me  all  that  ever  I  did. 
Ho  when  the  SamaritanH  were  come  unto  Him,  they  besought  Him  that 
He  would  tarry  witli  them  :  and  He  abode  there  two  days.  And  many 
more  believed  because  of  His  own  word  ;  and  said  unto  the  womai.'. 
Now  we  believe,  not  because  of  thy  saying  :  for  we  have  heard  Him  our- 
i^elves,  and  know  that  this  is  indeed  the  Christ,  the  Saviour  of  the- 
world. 

14.— The  Nobleman's  Son  Healed. 

St  John  4.  43-54. 
Cana — Capernaum. 

Now  after  two  days  He  departed  thence,  and  went  into  Galilee.  For 
Jesus  Himself  testified,  that  a  prophet  hath  no  honour  in  his  own 
country.  Then  when  He  was  come  into  Galilee,  the  Galilseans  received 
Him,  having  seen  all  the  things  that  He  did  at  Jerusalem  at  the  feast : 
for  they  also  went  unto  the  feast.  So  Jesus  came  again  into  Cana  of 
Galilee,  where  He  made  the  water  wine.  And  there  was  a  certain 
nobleman,  whose  son  was  sick  at  Capernaum. 

When  he  heard  that  Jesus  was  come  out  of  Judiea  into  Galilee,  he 
went  unto  Him,  and  besought  Him  that  He  would  come  down  and  heal 
his  son  :  for  he  was  at  the  point  of  death.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  him. 
Except  ye  see  signs  and  wonders,  ye  will  not  believe.  The  nobleman 
saith  unto  Him,  Sir,  come  down  ere  my  child  die.  Jesus  saith  unto 
liim,  Go  thy  way  ;  thy  s(m  liveth.  And  the  man  believed  the  word 
that  Jesus  had  spoken  unto  him,  and  he  went  his  way.  And  as  he  was 
now  going  down,  his  servants  met  him,  and  told  A/rn,  saying,  Thy  son 
liveth.  Then  enquired  he  of  them  the  hour  when  he  began  to  amend. 
And  they  said  unto  him,  Yesterday  at  the  seventh  hour  the  fever  left 
him.  So  the  father  knew  that  it  nas  at  the  same  hour,  in  the  which 
Jesus  said  unto  him,  Thy  son  liveth  :  and  himself  believed,  and  his 
whole  house.  This  h  again  the  second  miracle  that  Jesus  did,  when  He^ 
was  come  out  of  Judaja  into  Galilee. 


15.-Ilejecl  o  t      ?"'  Jesus  by  His  own  Countrymen. 

:    ,       St  Luke  4.  14-30. 

Nazareth. 

And  Jesus  returned  in  the  power  of  the  Spirit  into  Galilee  :  and 
there  went  out  a  fame  of  Him  through  all  the  region  round  about.  And 
He  taught  in  their  synagogues,  being  glorified  of  all.  ,|.,i 
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•!  And  He  came  to  Nazareth,  where  He  had  been  brou^dit  up  :  and,  as 
His  custom  was,  He  went  into  the  synagogue  on  the  S;  llath  day,  and 
Rtood  up  for  to  read.  And  there  was  delivered  unto  llini  the  book  of 
the  prophel  Esaias.  And  when  He  had  opened  theb«)ok,  He  found  the 
place  where  it  was  written.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  in  upon  Me,  because 
He  hath  anointed  Me  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  poor  ;  He  hath  sent  Me 
to  heal  the  broken-hearted,  to  preach  deliverance  to  the  captives,  and 
recovering  of  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty  them  that  are  biuised 
to  preach  the  acceptaV)le  year  of  the  Lord. 

And  He  closed  the  book,  and  He  gave  it  again  to  the  minister,  and  sat 
down.  And  the  eyes  oi  all  them  that  were  in  the  synagogue  \n  ere 
fastened  on  Him.  And  He  began  to  say  unto  them,  This  day  is  this 
scripture  fulfilled  in  your  ears.  And  all  bare  Him  witness,  and  wondered 
at  the  gracious  words  which  proceeded  out  of  His  mouth.  And  they 
said,  Is  not  this  Joseph's  son  ? 

And  He  said  unto  them.  Ye  will  surely  say  unto  Me  this  proverb. 
Physician,  heal  thyself  :  whatsoever  we  have  heard  done  in  Capernaum, 
do  also  here  in  Thy  country.  And  he  said,  Verily,  I  say  unto  you,  no 
I)rophet  is  accepted  in  his  own  country. 

But  I  tell  you  of  a  truth,  many  widows  were  in  Israel  in  the  days  of 
Elias,  when  the  heaven  was  shut  up  three  years  and  six  months,  when 
great  famine  was  throughout  all  the  land  ;  but  untt)  nc^ne  of  them  was 
Elias  sent,  save  unto  Sarepta,  a  cit;i  of  Sidon,  unto  a  woman  that  ivatt  a 
widow.  And  many  lei)ers  were  in  Israel  in  the  time  of  Eliseus  the 
prophet ;  and  none  of  them  was  cleansed,  saving  Naanian,  the  Syrian. 

And  all  they  in  the  synagogue,  when  they  heard  these  things,  were 
filled  with  wrath,  and  rose  up,  and  thrust  Him  out  of  the  city,  and  led 
Him  unto  the  brow  of  the  hill  whereon  their  city  was  built,  that  they 
might  cast  Him  down  headlong.  But  He  passing  through  the  midst  of 
them  went  His  way. 

16.-  Four  Disciples  called,  and  Jesus  at 

Capernaum. 

St  Matt.  4.  12-22  ;   St  Mark  1.  14-20  ;   St  Luke  4.  31. 

Nazareth — Capernaum. 

'    Now  when   Jesus  had  heard  that  John  was  cast  into   prison.  He 
departed  into  Galilee  ;  and  leaving  Nazareth,  He  came  and  dwelt  in 
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Oapernauin,  a  city  of  (Jalilee,  which  is  upon  the  sea  coast,  in  the  bordera  ^ 
of  Zabulon  and  Nephthalim  :  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  wa* 
H[)oken  )>y  Ksaias  the  proi)het,  Haying,  The  land  of  Zabulon,  and  the 
land  of  Nephthalim,  hif  the  way  of  the  sea,  bey^md  Jordan,  Galilee  of 
the  Gentiles  ;  the  people  which  sfit  in  darkness  saw  great  light  ;  and  to 
them  which  sat  in  the  region  and  shadow  of  death  light  is  sprung  up. 
From  that  time  Jesus  began  to  preach  the  Gospel  of  the  kingdom  of 
God.  and  to  say,  llepent :  the  time  is  fulfilled,  and  the  kingdom  of  God 
is  at  hand  :  rei)ent  ye,  and  believe  the  Gospel. 

And  Jesus,  walking  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  saw  two  brethren,  Simon 
called  Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brother,  casting  a  net  into  the  sea :  for 
they  were  fishers.  And  He  saith  unto  them.  Follow  Me,  and  I  will 
make  j'ou  to  become  fishers  of  men.  And  they  straightway  left  their 
nets,  and  followed  Him.  And  going  on  a  little  farther  thence,  He  saw 
other  two  brethren,  Jame.s  the  mn  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother,  in 
a  ship  with  Zebedee  their  father,  mending  their  nets.  And  straightway 
He  called  them  :  and  they  immediately  left  the  ship  and  their  father 
Zebedee  in  the  shi])  with  the  hired  servants,  and  went  after  Him. 

17 —Jesus  teaching'  and  healing  in  Capernaum. 

St  Matt.  8.  14-17  ;  St  Mark  1.  21-34  ;  St  Luke  4.  31-41. 

Capernaum. 

And  they  went  into  Capernaum  ;  and  straightway  on  the  Sabbath  A. 
day   He   enteied   into  the   synagogue,   and   taught.     And   they  were  A 
astonished  at  His  doctrine:  for  His  word  was  with  power:  for  He  taught  ^ 
them  as  one  that  had  authority,  and  not  as  the  scribes.     And  in  the 
synagogue  there  was  a  man,  which  had  a  spirit  of  an  unclean  devil,  and 
ci'ied  out  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Let  as  alone  ;  what  have  we  to  do 
with  Thee,  Thou  Jesus  of  Nazareth  ?  art  Thou  come  to  destroy  us  ?  I 
know  Thee  who  Thou  art  ;  the  Holy  One  of  God.     And  Jesus  rebuked 
him,  saying.  Hold  thy  peace,  and  come  out  of  him.     And  when  the 
devil  had  torn  him,  had  thrown  him  in  the  midst,  and  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  he  came  out  of  him  ;   and  hurt  him  not.     And  they  were  all 
amazed,  insomuch  that  they  questioned  among  themselves,  saying.  What 
thing  is  this  ?      What  new  doctrine  is  this  ?      What  a  word  is  this  !    ■ 
for    with   authority   and  power   He  commandeth   even    the    unclean  *'t'l 
spirits,  and  they  do  obey  Him,  and  they  come  out.     And  imniediatejyuif 
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Hi8  fame  Kpread  abroad  throughout  all  the  region,  into  every  place  of 
the  oouutrv  round  about  Galilee. 

And  forthwith,  when  they  were  come  out  of  the  synagogue,  they 
entered  into  the  house  of  Simon  and  Andrew,  with  James  and  John. 
And  Simon's  wife's  mother  was  taken  with  a  great  fever  ;  and  anon 
they  tell  Him  of  hei",  and  they  besought  Him  for  her.  And  He  stood 
over  her,  and  rebuked  the  fever  ;  and  took  her  by  the  hand,  and  lifte«l 
her  up  ;  and  immediately  the  fever  left  her,  and  she  arose,  ami 
ministered  unto  them. 

And  at  even,  when  the  sun  was  setting,  they  brought  unto  Hina^  all 
that  were  diseased,  and  them  that  were  jiossessed  with  devils  ;  and  He 
laid  His  hands  on  every  one  of  them,  and  healed  them.  And  all  the 
city  was  gathered  together  at  the  door.  And  devils  also  came  out  of 
many,  crying  out,  and  saying,  Thou  ar*:  Christ  the  Son  of  God.  And 
He  rebuking  them  suffered  them  not  to  speak  :  for  they  knew  that  He 
was  Christ :  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  Esaias  the 
prophet;  saying,  Himself  took  our  infirmities,  and  bare  our  sicknesses. 

18.— Jesus  itinerating  in  Galilee. 

St  Matt.  4.  23-25  ;  St  Mark  1.  35-39  ;  St  Luke  4.  42-44. 

A  round  Capernaum. 

And  in  the  morning  rising  up  a  great  while  before  day,  and  when 
it  was  day,  He  went  out,  and  departed  into  a  solitary  i>lace,  and  there 
prayed.  And  Simon  and  they  that  were  with  Him  followed  after  Him. 
And  when  they  had  found  Him,  they  said  unto  Him,  All  men  seek  for  Thee. 
And  He  said  unto  them,  Let  us  go  into  the  next  towns,  that  I  may  preach 
there  also  :  for  therefore  came  I  forth.  And  the  people  sought  Him, 
and  came  unto  Him,  and  stayed  Him,  that  He  should  not  depart  from 
them.  And  He  said  unto  them,  I  must  preach  the  kingdom  of  God  to 
other  cities  also  ;  for  therefore  am  I  sent.  And  Jesus  went  about  all 
<  ialilee,  teaching  in  their  synagogues,  and  preaching  the  Gospel  of  the 
kingdom,  and  healing  all  manner  of  sickness  and  all  manner  of  disease 
among  the  people,  and  cast  out  devils.  And  His  fame  went  throughout 
all  Syria  :  and  they  brought  unto  Him  all  sick  people  that  were  taken 
with  divers  diseases  and  torments,  and  those  which  were  possessed  with 
devils,  and  those  which  were  lunatick,  and  those  that  had  the  palsy  ;  and 
He  healed  them.  And  there  followed  Him  great  multitudes  of  people 
from  Galilee,  and  from  Decapolis,  and  froiu  Jerusalem,  and  from  Judaea, 
nkudfrom  beyond  Jordan. 
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19.— The  Sermon  on  the  Mount. 

St  Matt.  5. 
Near   Capernaum. 

And  seeing  the  multirude,  He  went  up  into  a  mountain  :  and  when 
He  was  set,  His  disciples  came  unto  Him  : 

And  He  opened  His  mouth,  and  taught  them,  saying,  Blesised  are  tlic 
|)oor  in  spirit :  for  their's  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Blessed  are  they 
that  mourn  :  for  they  shall  l)e  comforted.  Blessed  are  the  meek:  iuv 
they  shall  inherit  the  earth.  Blessed  are  they  which  <lo  hunger  and 
thirst  after  righteousness  :  for  they  shall  be  filled.  Blessed  are  the 
merciful  :  for  they  shall  obtain  mercy.  Blessed  are  the  pure  in  heart  : 
for  they  shall  see  God.  Blessed  are  the  peace-makers  :  for  they  shall 
be  called  the  chiUlren  of  God.  Blessed  are  they  which  are  persecuted 
for  righteousness'  sake  :  for  their's  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Blessed 
are  ye,  when  men  shall  revile  you,  and  persecute  you,  and  shall  say  all 
manner  of  evil  against  you  falsely,  for  My  sake.  Rejoice,  Jind  be 
exceeding  glad  :  for  great  is  your  reward  in  heaven  :  for  so  persecuted 
they  the  prophets  which  were  before  you. 

Ye  are  the  salt  of  the  earth  :  but  if  the  salt  have  lost  his  savoui-, 
wherewith  shall  it  be  salted  ?  it  is  thenceforth  good  for  nothing,  but  to 
be  cast  out,  and  to  be  trodden  under  foot  of  men.  Ye  are  the  light  of 
the  world.  A  city  that  is  set  on  an  hill  cannot  be  hid.  Neither  do 
men  light  a  candle,  and  put  it  under  a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick  ;  and 
it  giveth  light  unto  all  that  are  in  the  house.  Let  your  light  so  shine 
l>efore  men,  that  they  may  see  your  good  works,  and  glorify  your  Father 
which  is  in  heaven. 

Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  destroy  Ihe  law,  or  the  prophets  :  T 
am  not  come  to  destroy,  but  to  fulfil.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you,  Till 
heaven  and  earth  pass,  one  jot  or  one  tittle  shall  in  no  wise  pass  from 
the  law,  till  all  be  fulfilled.  Whosoever  therefore  shall  break  one  of 
these  least  commandments,  and  shall  teach  men  so,  he  shall  be  called 
the  least  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven  :  but  whosoever  shall  do  and  teach 
tkem,  the  same  shall  be  called  great  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  For  I 
say  unto  you,  That  except  your  righteousness  shall  exceed  the  righteovn- 
n€88  of  the  scribes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  in  no  case  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven. 

Ye  have  he  j,rd  that  it  was  said  bv  them  of  old  time,  Thou  shaltiioli. 
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kill  :  and  whosoever  shall  kill  .-hall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgnuMit  :  lut 
1  rjiy  unto  you,  That  whosoever  in  angry  with  his  brother  without  a 
cauHe  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment:  and  whosoever  shall  say  to 
liis  brother,  Raca,  shall  be  in  danger  of  the  council :  but  whoscuver 
sLall  say.  Thou  fool,  shall  be  in  danger  of  hell  fire. 

Therefore  if  thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altai-,  and  there  ronienibeiest 
that  thy  brother  hath  ought  against  thee  ;  leave  there  thy  gift  before 
the  altar,  and  go  thy  way  ;  first  be  reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then 
come  and  offer  thy  gift.  Agree  with  thine  adversaiy  <|uickly,  while>i 
thou  art  in  the  way  with  him  ;  lest  at  any  time  the  adversary  deliver 
thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the  officer,  and  thou  be 
ca.st  into  prison.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  Thou  shaft  by  no  means  come- 
out  thence,  till  thou  hast  paid  tin;  uttermost  farthing. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time,  Thou  shalt  not 
commit  adultery  :  but  I  say  unto  you,  That  whosoever  looketh  on  a 
woman  to  lust  after  her  hath  committed  adultery  with  her  alieady  iu 
his  heart.  And  if  thy  right  eye  offend  thee,  })luck  it  out,  and  cast  It 
from  thee  :  for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of  thy  members  should 
l>erish,  and  not  that  thy  whole  ])()dy  should  be  cast  into  hell. 

And  if  thy  right  hand  offen<l  thee,  cut  it  off,  and  cast  it  from  thee  : 
for  it  is  profitable  for  thee  that  one  of  thy  members  should  perish,  and 
not  tidtt  thy  whole  body  should  be  cast  into  hell. 

It  hath  been  said,  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife,  let  him  give 
her  a  writing  of  divorcement  :  but  I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever 
shall  put  away  his  wife,  saving  for  the  cause  of  fornication,  causeth  her 
to  commit  adultery  :  and  whosoever  shall  marry  her  that  is  divorced 
committeth  adulterv. 

Again,  ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said  by  them  of  old  time^ 
Thou  shalt  not  forswear  thyself,  but  shalt  perfoiin  unto  the  Lord  thine 
oatlis  :  but  I  say  unto  you.  Swear  not  at  all  ;  neither  by  heaven  ;  for 
it  is  God's  throne  :  nor  by  the  earth  ;  for  it  is  His  footstool  :  neither  by 
.Jerusalem  ;  for  it  is  the  city  of  the  great  King.  Neither  shalt  thou 
swear  by  thy  hfead,  V>ecause  thou  canst  not  make  one  hair  white  or  black. 
But  let  your  communication  be,  Yea,  yea  ;  Nay,  nay  :  for  whats<jever 
is  more  than  these  cometh  of  evil. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  said,  An  eye  for  an  eye,  and  a 
tooth  for  a  tooth  :  but  I  say  unto  you.  That  ye  resist  not  evil  :  but 
whosoever  shall  smite  thee  on  thy  right  cheek,  turn  to  him  the  other 
also.  And  if  any  man  will  sue  thee  at  the  law,  and  take  away  thy  ctiat, 
let  him  have  thy  cloke  also.     And  whosoever  shall  compel  thee  fo  go  a 
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mile,  po  with  liini  twain,     (iive  to  him  that  asketh  thoe,  and  from  him 
that  would  V)oiTow  of  thoe  turn  not  thou  away. 

Ye  have  heard  that  it  hath  been  .said,  Thou  nhalt  love  tliy  neighlxtur, 
and  hate  thine  enetny.  liut  \  say  unto  you,  Love  your  cnomieH,  blesH 
tliom  that  curse  you,  <lo  good  to  them  that  hate  you,  and  pray  for 
them  whieh  despitefuUy  use  you.  and  ])('rsecute  you  ;  that  ye  may  lie 
the  children  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  :  for  He  maketh  His 
sun  to  rise  on  the  evil  and  on  the  good,  and  sendeth  rain  on  the  just 
and  on  the  u!ijust.  For  if  ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  reward  have 
ye?  do  not  even  the  publicans  the  same?  And  if  ye  salut-e  your 
brethren  only,  what  do  ye  more  thui  ofherx?  do  not  even  the  publicans 
so  ?  Be  ye  therefore  perfect,  even  as  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  is 
perfect. 

20.    The  Sermon  on  the  M-Ount. —Continued. 

St  Matt.  G. 
Near  Capenmuni. 

Takehee<l  that  ye  do  not  your  alms  before  men,  to  be  seen  of  them  : 
otherwise  ye  have  no  reward  of  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven. 
Therefore  when  thou  doest  thine  alms,  do  not  sound  a  trumpet  before 
thee,  as  the  hypoLjrites  do  in  the  synagogues  and  in  the  streets,  that 
they  may  have  glory  of  men.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  they  have  their 
reward.  But  when  thou  doest  alms,  let  not  thy  left  hand  know  what 
thy  right  hand  doeth  :  that  thine  alms  may  be  secret :  and  thy  Fatlier 
which  seeth  in  secret  Himself  shall  reward  thee  openly. 

And  when  thou  ])rayest,  thou  shalt  notice  as  the  Lypocrites  are  : 
for  they  love  to  pray  standing  in  the  synagogues  and  in  th  •  corners  of 
the  streets,  that  they  may  be  seen  of  men.  Verily  I  -.py  unto  you, 
they  have  their  reward.  But  tlicju,  when  thou  praye^t,  enter  into  thy 
(jloset,  and  when  thou  hast  shut  thy  d<K)r,  Y>ray  to  thy  Father  which 
is  in  secret  ;  and  thy  Father  which  seetli  in  secret  shall  reward  thee 
-openly. 

But  when  ye  pray,  use  not  vain  repatitions,  a^  the  heathen  do  :  for 
they  think  that  they  shall  be  heard  for  their  much  speaking.  Be  not 
ye  therefore  like  unto  them  ;  for  your  Father  knoweth  what  things  ye 
have  need  of,  before  ye  ask  Him.  After  this  manner  therefore  pray  ye: 
<>ur  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  \ye  Thy  name.  Thy  kingdom 
<^oine.  Thy  will  be  done  in  earth,  as  it  is  in  h*»aven.  Give  us  this  day 
our  daily  breaii.     And  forgive  us  our  debts,  as  we  forgive  our  debt^M; 
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And  lead  uh  not  into  teniplution,  hut  deliver  uh  from  evil  :  Ft»r  Thine  in 
the  kintjdoni,  and  the  power,  at'.d  the  glory,  for  ever.     Amen. 

For  if  ye  forgive  nuni  thei'  Lre.«^i>a.sse.M,  your  heavenly  Father  ^^i^ 
alno  forgive  you  ;  hut  if  ye  forgive  not  men  tlieir  treH|»a.-^he8,  neither 
will  your  Father  forgive  your  trespa-sses. 

Moreover,  when  ye  fant.  he  ni>t,  an  the  hypocriten,  of  a  nad  counte- 
nance :  for  they  dirttigure  their  face.M,  that  they  may  appear  unto  men 
tofaat.  W'rily  1  way  unto  you,  They  have  theii-  reward.  Hut  thou,  when 
th«»u  fastesst,  anoint  thine  head,  and  wanh  thy  face  ;  that  thou  apptar 
not  unto  men  to  fast,  V)ut  unto  thv  Father  which  is  in  secret  :  and  thy 
Father,  which  Heeth  in  secret,  nhall  reward  thee  o])enly. 

Lay  not  up  for  your.selves  treasures  upon  earth,  where  moth  and 
ruHt  doth  corrui)t,  and  where  thieves  hreak  through  and  steal  :  hut  lay 
up  f<»r  yourHclves  treasures  in  heaven,  where  neither  moth  nor  rust  dotli 
corrupt,  and  where  thieves  do  not  hreak  through  nor  steal :  for  wheie 
your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  he  also. 

The  light  of  the  hody  is  the  eye  :  if  therefore  thine  eye  he  single. 
thy  whole  body  shall  he  full  of  light.  But  if  thine  eye  he  evil,  thy 
whole  body  shall  he  full  of  darkness.  If  therefore  the  light  that  is  in 
thee  be  darkness,  how  great  /«  that  darkness  !  No  man  can  serve  two 
masters  :  for  either  he  will  hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other  ;  or  else  he 
will  hold  to  the  one,  and  despise  the  other.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and 
luainnion. 

Therefore  I  say  unto  you,  Take  no  thought  for  your  life,  what  ye 
shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall  drink  ;  nor  yet  for  your  lH)dy,  what  ye  shall 
put  on.  Is  not  the  life  more  than  meat,  and  the  hody  than  raiment  ? 
Behold  the  fowls  of  the  air  :  fttr  tliey  sow  not,  neither  do  they  reap,  nor 
gather  into  barns  ;  yet  your  heavenly  Father  feedeth  them.  Are  ye 
not  much  better  than  they  ?  Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add 
one  cubit  unto  his  stature  ?  And  why  take  ye  thought  for  raiment  'f 
Consider  the  lilies  of  the  field,  how  they  grow  :  they  toil  not,  neither 
do  they  spin  :  and  yet  I  say  unto  you,  That  e\  -A  Solomon  in  all  his 
glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one  of  these.  Wherefore,  if  God  so  clothe 
the  grass  of  the  field,  which  to-day  is,  and  to-morrow  is  cast  into  the 
oven,  shall  Be  not  much  more  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith  ?  Therefore 
take  no  thought,  saying,  What  shall  we  eat  ?  or.  What  shall  we  drink  ? 
or.  Wherewithal  shall  we  be  clothed  ?  (for  after  all  these  things  do  the 
Gentiles  seek  :)  for  your  heavenly  Father  knoweth  that  ye  have  need  of 
•11  these  things.  But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  His  right- 
eeusuess  ;  and  all  these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you.   Take  therefore 
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no  thought  for  the  morrow  :  for  the  morrow  shall  take  thfught  for  the 
tilings  of  itself.     Sufficient  unto  the  day  is  the  evil  thereof. 


21— The  Sermon  on  the  Mount— Continued 

St  Matt.  7—8.  1. 
JVear  Capernaum. 

.Fudge  not,  that  ye  be  not  judged.  For  with  what  judgment  ye 
judge,  ye  shall  be  judged  :  and  with  v;hat  measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be 
measured  to  you  again.  And  why  beholdest  thou  the  mote  that  is  in 
•t  ly  brother's  eye,  but  considerest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own 
<iye  ?  Or  how  wilt  thou  say  to  thy  brother,  Let  me  pull  out  the  mote 
oat  of  thine  eye  ;  and,  behold,  a  beam  lit  in  thine  own  eye?  Thou 
hypocrite,  first  cast  out  the  beam  out  of  thine  own  eye  ;  and  thenshalt 
thou  see  elearl}'  to  cast  out  the  mote  out  of  thy  brother's  eye. 

(live  not  that  which  is  holy  unto  the  dogs,  neither  cast  ye  your 
piarls  before  swine,  lest  they  trample  them  under  their  feet,  and  turn 
ii^ain  and  rend  you. 

Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you  ;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find  ;  knosk,  and 
it  shall  be  opened  unto  you  :  for  every  one  that  asketh  receiveth  ;  and 
hi  that  seeketh  findeth  ;  and  to  him  that  knocketh  it  shall  be  opened. 

Or  what  man  is  there  of  you,  wliom  if  his  son  ask  bread,  will  he  give 
him  a  stone  ?  or  if  he  ask  a  fish,  will  he  give  him  a  serpent  ?  If  ye  then, 
b^ing  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your  children,  how 
much  more  shall  your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  give  good  things  to 
them  that  ask  Him  ?  Therefore  all  things  whatsoever  ye  would  that 
men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  even  so  to  them  :  for  this  is  the  law  and 
the  prophets. 

Enter  ye  in  at  the  strait  gate  :  for  wide  is  the  gate,  and  broad  is  the 
way,  that  leadeth  to  destruction,  and  many  there  be  which  go  in 
thereat ;  because  strait  is  the  gate,  and  narrow  is  the  way,  which  lead- 
<3th  unto  life,  and  few  there  be  that  find  it.  l 

Beware  of  false  prophets,  which  come  to  you  in  sheep's  clothing,  but 
inwardly  they  are  ravening  wolves.  Ye  shall  know  them  by  their  fruits. 
T)o  men  gather  grapes  of  thorns,  or  figs  of  thisties  ?  Even  so  every  g<xKl  ■ 
tree  bringeth  forth  good  fruit ;  but  a  corrupt  tree  bringeth  forth  evil 
.;f ruit.  A  good  tree  cannot  bring  forth  evil  fruit,  neither  can  a  corrupt 
Ires  bring  forth  good  fruit.     Every  trea  that  bringeth  not  forth  good"' 
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fi-uit  is  hewn  down  and  cast  into  the  fire.     Wherefore,  by  their  fruits  ye 
shall  know  them.  , 

Not  every  one  that  saith  unto  Me,  Lord,  Lord,  shall  enicr  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  ;  but  he  that  doeth  tlie  will  of  My  Father  which  is 
in  heaven.  Many  will  say  to  Me  in  that  day.  Lord,  Lord,  have  we  not 
prophesied  in  Thy  name  ?  and  in  Thy  name  have  cast  out  devils  ?  and  in 
Thy  name  done  many  wonderful  works  ?  And  then  will  I  profess  unto 
them,  I  never  knew  you  :  depart  from  Me,  ye  that  work  iniquity. 

Therefore  whosoever  heareth  these  sayings  of  Mine,  and  doeth  them, 
I  will  liken  him  unto  a  wise  man,  which  built  his  house  upon  a  rock  : 
and  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds  blew,  and 
beat  upon  that  house  ;  and  it  fell  not  :  for  it  was  founded  upon  a  rock. 
And  every  one  that  heareth  these  sayings  of  Mine,  and  doeth  them  not, 
.shall  be  likened  unto  a  foolish  man,  which  built  his  house  ujum  the  sand  : 
«,nd  the  rain  descended,  and  the  floods  came,  and  the  winds  blew,  and 
beat  upon  that  house  ;  and  it  fell  :  and  great  was  the  fall  of  it. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  ended  these  sayings,  the  people 
were  astonished  at  His  doctrine :  for  He  taught  them  a8  one  having 
authority,  and  not  as  the  scribes. 

When  He  was  come  down  from  the  mountain,  great  multitudes 
followed  Him. 

22 —Miracles,  Healing',  and  Prayer. 

St  Matt.  8.  2-4  ;  St  Mark  1.  40-45  ;  St  Luke  5.  1-lL 

Lake  of  Gcnneaaret. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  the  i)eople  pressed  uj)on  Him  to  hear 
the  word  of  God,  He  stood  by  the  lake  of  Gennesaret,  and  saw  two 
ships  standing  by  the  lake  :  but  the  fishermen  were  gone  out  of  them, 
ami  were  washing  their'  nets.  And  He  entered  into  one  of  the  ships, 
which  was  Simon's,  and  prayed  him  that  he  would  thrust  out  a  little 
from  the  land.  And  He  sat  down,  and  taught  the  people  out  dE  the 
ship. 

Now  when  He  had  left  speaking,  He  said  unto  Simtm,  Launch  out 
into  the  deep,  and  let  down  your  nets  for  a  draught.  And  Simon 
answering  said  unto  Him,  Master,  we  have  toiled  all  the  night,  and  have 
taken  nothing  :  nevertheless  at  Thy  word  I  will  let  down  the  net.  Ami 
when  they  had  this  done,  they  inclosed  a  great  multitude  of  fishes : 
and  their  net  brake.     And  they  beckoned  unto  Uieir  jmrtnerSy  which 
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•were  in  the  other  ship,  that  they  should  come  and  help  them.  An<l 
they  came,  and  filled  both  the  ships,  so  that  they  began  t^>  sink.  When 
S^mon  Peter  saw  it,  he  fell  down  at  Jesus'  knees,  saying,  Depart  from 
me  ;  for  I  am  a  sinful  man,  O  Lord.  For  he  was  astonished,  and  all 
that  were  with  him,  at  the  draught  of  the  fishes  which  they  ha<i  taken  : 
and  so  teas  also  James,  and  John,  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  which  weic 
partners  with  Simon.  And  Jesus  said  unto  Simon,  Fear  not  ;  from 
henceforth  thou  shalt  catch  men.  And  when  they  had  brought  their 
ships  t^)  land,  they  f<>rsook  all,  and  followed  Him. 

And  it  camo  to  pass,  when  He  was  in  a  certain  city,  behold,  theie 
came  a  man  full  of  leprosy  to  Him,  beseeching  Him,  and  kneeling  down 
to  Him,  worshipped  Him,  and  fell  on  his  face,  and  Vjesought  Him, 
saying,  Lord,  if  Thou  wilt.  Thou  canst  make  me  clean.  And  Jesus,. 
moved  with  compassion,  put  forth  His  hand,  and  touched  him,  and 
fi»ith  unto  him,  I  will  ;  be  thou  clean.  And  as  soon  as  He  had  spoken, 
immediately  the  leprosy  departed  from  him,  and  he  was-  cleansed. 
And  He  straitly  charged  him,  and  forthwith  sent  him  away.  And 
JcHus  saith  untx)  him,  See  thou  say  nothing  to  any  man  :  but  go  thy 
way,  shew  thyself  to  the  priest,  and  offer  for  thy  cleansing  those  things 
"which  Moses  commanded,  for  a  testimony  unto  them. 

But  he  went  out,  and  began  to  pul>lish  it  much,  and  to  blaze  abroad 
the  matter,  and  great  multitudes  came  together  to  hear,  and  to  be 
healed  by  Him  of  their  infirmities,  insomuch  that  Jesus  could  no  more 
openly  enter  into  the  city,  but  was  without  in  desert  places  :  and  He 
withdrew  himself  into  the  wilderness,  and  prayed.  And  they  came  to- 
Him  from  every  quarter. 

23.— Palsy  Cured,  and  Matthe-w  Called. 

St  Matt.  9.  2-9  ;  St  Mark  2.  1-22  ;  St  Luke  5.  17  39. 

Capernaum.' 

And  again  He  entere<l  into  Capernaum  after  some  days  ;  and  it  was 
noised  that  He  was  in  the  house.  And  straightway  many  were  gathered 
t<^ether,  insomuch  that  there  was  no  room  to  receive  them^  no,  not  so 
much  as  about  the  door  :  and  He  preached  the  wo.d  unto  them. 

And  it  came  to  pass  on  a  certain  day,  as  He  was  teaching,  that  there 

were  Pharisees  and  doctors  of  the  law  sitting  by,  which  were  come  out 

of  every  town  of  Galilee,  and  Judaea,  and  Jerusalem  :  and  the  power  of 

ithe  Lgrd  was  pretent  to  heal  them.    And,  behold,  men  brou^bt  Jn  a 
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bed  a  man  which  was  taken  with  a  palsy  :  which  was  borne  of  four.  And 
they  sought  means  to  bring  him  in,  and  to  lay  him  before  Him.  And 
when  they  could  not  find  by  what  mti/  they  might  bring  him  in  nigh 
unto  Him  because  of  the  multitude,  they  went  uj)on  the  housetop  ; 
they  uncovered  the  roof  where  He  was  :  and  when  the\'  had  broken  It 
up/they  let  him  down  through  the  tiling  with  his  couch,  wherein  the 
sick  of  the  palsy  lay,  into  the  midst  before  Jesus.  When  Jesus  saw 
their  faith,  He  s-aid  unto  the  sick  of  the  palsy,  Son,  be  of  good  cheer  ; 
thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee.  And  the  Scribes  and  the  Phariciees  began  to 
reason  in  their  heai'ts,  Why  doth  this  man  thus  speak  blasphemies  '( 
who  can  forgive  sins  but  God  only  ?  And  immediately  when  Jesus 
perceived  in  His  spirit  that  they  so  reasoned  within  themselves,  He, 
knowing  their  thoughts,  said  unto  them,  Why  reason  ye  these  things  ? 
wherefore  think  ye  evil  in  your  hearts  ?  whether  is  it  easier  Ui  say  to 
the  sick  of  the  palsy.  Thy  sins  be  forgiven  thee  ;  or  to  say,  Arise,  and 
take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk  ?  But  that  ye  may  know  that  the  Son  of 
man  hath  power  on  earth  to  forgive  sins,  (He  saith  to  the  sick  of  the 
palsy,)  I  say  unto  thee,  Arise;  and  take  up  thy  bed,  and  go  thy  way  iiit(» 
thine  house.  And  immediately  he  rose  up  before  them,  and  took  up 
that  whereon  he  lay,  and  depaited  to  his  own  house,  glorifying  God, 
But  when  the  multitudes  saw  it,  thny  marvelled,  and  glorified  (iod, 
which  had  given  such  power  unto  men  ;  and  were  filled  with  fear, 
saying,  We  never  saw  it  on  this  fashion  ;  we  have  seen  strange  things 
to-day. 

And  after  these  things  He  went  forth  again  b)'  the  sea-side ;  and  all 
the  multitude  resorted  unto  Him.  and  He  taught  them.  And  as  Jesus 
]>assed  forth  from  thence,  He  saw  a  man,  named  Matthew — a  publican, 
named  Levi— the  son  of  Alphirus,  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  custom  ; 
and  He  said  unto  him,  Follow  Me.  And  he  left  all,  rose  up,  and 
followed  Him. 

And  Levi  made  Him  a  great  feast  in  his  own  house.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  that,  as  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  his  house,  many  publicans  and 
sinners  sat  also  together  with  Jesus  and  His  disciples  :  for  there  weie 
many,  and  they  followed  Him.  And  when  the  scribes  and  Pharisees 
saw  Him  eat  with  publicans  and  sinners,  they  murmured  against  His 
disciples,  saying,  How  is  it  that  He  eateth  and  drinketh  with  publicans 
and  sinners  ?  When  Jesus  heard  it.  He  saith  unto  them.  They  that  aie 
whole  have  no  need  of  the  physician,  but  they  that  are  sick  :  I  came 
not  to  call  the  righteous,  but  sinners  to  rejjentance. 

And  the  disciples  of  John  and  of  the  Pharisees  used  to  fast :  and  they 
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<nine  and  say  unto  Him,  Why  do  the  disciples  of  John  and  of  the 
P.iaiisees  fast  often,  and  make  prayers,  but  Thy  disciphjs  fast  not? 
And  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Can  ye  make  the  children  of  the  bride- 
«:haml>er  fast,  while  the  bridegroom  is  with  them  ?  As  long  aa  they 
have  the  bridegroom  with  them,  they  cannot  fast.  But  the  days  will 
come,  when  the  bridegroom  shall  be  taken  away  from  them,  and  then 
shall  they  fast  in  those  days. 

And  He  spake  also  a  parable  unto  them :  No  man  also  seweth  a  piece 
of  new  cloth  on  an  old  garment :  else  the  new  piece  that  ftlled  it  up 
taketh  away  from  the  old,  and  the  rent  i(s  made  worse  :  and  the  piece 
that  was  taken  out  of  the  new  agreeth  not  with  the  old.  And  no  man 
putteth  new  wine  into  old  bottles  :  else  the  new  wine  will  burst  the 
bottles,  and  l>e  spilled,  and  the  btjttles  shall  perish.  But  new  wine 
mu  t  ])e  \ut  i-ito  new  bottles  ;  and  both  are  preserved.  No  man  also 
hi,vijg  drunk  old  wine  straightway  desii'eth  new  ;  for  he  saith,  The 
old  is  better.

24— Jesus  and  the  Impotent  Man. 

St  John  5. 
Jerusalem. 

After  this  there  was  a  feast  of  the  Jews  ;  and  Jesus  went  np  to 
Jerusalem.  Now  there  is  at  Jerusalem  by  the  sheep  market  a  p(K>l, 
which  is  called  in  the  Hebrew  tongue  Beth^'iida,  having  five  porches. 
In  these  lay  a  great  multitude  of  im})oteDt  folk,  of  blind,  halt,  withered, 
waiting  for  the  moving  of  the  water.  For  an  angel  went  down  at  a 
certain  season  into  the  pool,  and  troubled  the  water  ;  whosoever  then 
tirst  after  the  troubling  of  the  water  stepped  in  was  made  whole  of 
whatsoever  disease  he  had. 

And  a  certain  man  was  there,  which  had  an  infirmity  thirty  and 
eight  years.  When  Jesus  saw  him  lie,  and  knew  that  he  had  been  now 
a  long  time  in  that  case^  He  saith  unto  him,  Wilt  thou  be  made  whol^  f 
The  impotent  man  answered  Him,  Sir,  I  have  no  man,  when  the  waier 
is  troubled,  to  put  me  into  the  pool :  but  while  I  am  coming,  another 
steppeth  down  before  me.  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Rise,  take  up  thy . 
bed,  and  walk.  And  immediately  the  man  was  made  whole,  and  took.  • 
up  his  bed,  and  walked  :  and  on  the  same  day  was  the  Sabbath.  ; 

The  Jews  therefore  said  unto  him  that  was  cured,  It  is  the  SabbaUi'. 
4lay  :  it  is  not  lawful  idr  thee  to  carry  thi/  bed.     He  answered  tfaian. 
He  that  made  me  whole,  the  same  said  unto  me;  Take  up  thy  bed^  alMi's 
walk.     Then  asked  they  him,  W^hat  man  is  that  which  said  unW  thac^.  / 
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Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk  ?  And  he  that  was  healed  wist  not  wlut  it 
was  :  for  Jesus  had  conveyed  Himself  away,  a  multitude  being  in  that 
place. 

Afterward  Jchus  findeth  him  in  the  temple,  and  said  unto  him, 
Behold,  thou  are  made  whole  :  sin  no  more,  lest  a  worse  thing  come 
unto  thee.  The  man  departed,  and  told  the  Jews  that  it  was  Jesus 
which  had  made  him  whole.  And  therefore  did  the  Jews  persecute 
JesuS;  and  sought  to  slay  Him,  because  He  had  done  these  things  en  the 
Sabbath  day. 

But  Jesus  answered  them,  My  Father  worketh  hitherto,  and  I  work. 
Therefore  the  Jews  sought  the  more  to  kill  Him,  because  He  not  only 
had  broken  the  Sabbath,  but  said  also  that  God  was  His  F'ather,  making 
Himself  equal  with  God. 

Then  answered  Jesus  and  said  unto  tliem,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  The  Son  can  do  nothing  of  Hiiiself,  but  what  He  seeth  the  Father 
do  :  for  what  things  soever  He  doeUi,  il  'se  u,j.>o  doeth  the  Son  likewise. 
For  the  Father  loveth  the  Son,  and  sheweth  Him  all  things  that  Him- 
self doeth  :  and  He  will  shew  Him  greater  works  than  these,  that  ye 
may  marvel.  For  as  the  Father  raiseth  up  the  dead,  and  quicken eth 
^em ;  even  so  the  Son  quickeneth  whom  He  will.  F'or  the  Father 
judgeth  no  man,  but  hath  committed  all  judgment  unto  the  Son  :  that 
all  men  should  honour  the  Son,  even  as  they  honour  the  Father.  He 
that  honoureth  not  the  Son  honoureth  not  the  Father  which  hatli  sent 
Him.  Verily,  veiily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  heareth  My  word,  and 
believeth  on  Him  that  sent  Me,  hath  everlasting  life,  and  shall  not 
come  into  cr  lenmation  ;  but  is  passed  from  death  unto  life.  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  -*nto  you,  The  hour  is  coming,  and  now  is,  when  the  dead 
shall  hear  the  voice  of  the  Son  of  God  :  and  they  that  hear  shall  live. 
For  as  the  Father  hath  life  in  Himself  ;  so  hath  He  given  to  the  Son  to 
haye  lif e  in  Himself  ;  and  hath  given  Him  authority  to  execute  judg- 
ment also,  because  He  is  the  Son  of  man.  Marvel  not  at  this  :  for  the 
hour  is  coming,  in  the  which  all  that  are  in  the  graves  shall  hear  His 
voice,  and  shall  come  forth  ;  they  that  have  done  good,  unto  the  resur- 
rection of  life  ;  and  they  that  have  done  evil,  unto  the  resurrection  of 
damnation.  I  can  of  Mine  own  self  do  nothing  :  as  I  hear,  I  judge :' 
and  My  judgment  is  just  ;  because  I  seek  not  Mine  own  will,  but  the 
will  of  the  Father  which  hath  sent  Me. 

If  I  bear  witness  of  Myself,  My  witness  is  not  true.  There  as 
another  that  beareth  witness  of  Me  :  and  I  know  that  the  witness 
which  he  witnesseth  of  Me  is  true.    Ye  sent  unto  John,  and  he  bare 
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witness  unto  the  truth.  But  I  receive  not  testimony  from  man  :  but 
these  things  I  say,  that  ye  might  be  saved.  He  was  a  burning  and  a 
shining  light  :  and  ye  were  wilHng  for  a  season  to  rejoice  in  his  light. 

But  I  have  greater  witness  than  that  of  John  :  for  the  works  which 
the  Father  hath  given  Me  to  finish,  the  same  works  that  I  do.  bear 
witness  of  Me,  that  the  Father  hath  sent  Me.  And  the  Father  Himself, 
whicii  hath  sent  Me,  hath  borne  witness  of  Me.  Ye  have  neither  heard 
His  voice  at  any  time,  nor  seen  His  shape.  Atid  ye  have  not  His  word 
abiding  in  you  :  for  whom  He  hath  sent,  Him  ye  believe  not. 

Search  the  scriptures  :  for  in  them  ye  think  ye  have  eternal  life  : 
and  they  are  they  which  testify  of  Me.  And  ye  will  not  come  to  Me, 
that  ye  might  have  life.  I  receive  not  honour  from  men.  But  I  know 
you,  that  ye  have  not  the  love  of  God  in  you.  I  am  come  in  My 
Father's  name,  and  ye  receive  Me  not :  if  another  shall  come  in  his 
own  name,  him  ye  will  receive.  How  can  ye  believe,  which  receive 
honour  one  of  another,  and  seek  not  the  honour  that  coineth  from  God 
only  ? 

Do  not  think  that  1  will  accuse  you  to  the  Father  :  there  is  one  that 
accuseth  you,  eren  Moses,  in  whom  ye  trust.  For  had  ye  believed 
Moses,  ye  would  have  believed  Me  :  for  he  wrote  of  Me.  But  if  ye 
believe  not  his  writings,  how  shall  ye  believe  My  words  ? 

25.— The  Disciples  and  the  Sabbath. 

St  Matt.  12.  1-8  ;  St  Mark  2.  23-28  ;  St  Luke  6.  1-5. 

Around  Jerusalem. 

And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  second  Sabbath  after  the  first,  that 
Jesus  went  through  the  corn  fields  ;  and  His  disciples  were  anhungered, 
and  began  to  pluck  the  ears  of  corn,  and  did  eat,  rubbing  them  in  their 
liands.  But  when  the  Pharisees  saw  it,  they  said  unto  Him,  Behold, 
Thy  disciples  do  that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do  upon  the  Sabbath  day. 
But  He  said  unto  them,  Have  ye  never  read  what  David  did,  when  he 
had  need,  and  was  an  hungered,  he,  and  they  that  were  with  him  ?  how 
he  went  into  the  house  of  God  in  the  days  of  Abiathar  the  high  priest, 
and  did  eat  the  shew-bread,  and  gave  also  to  them  that  were  with  him  ; 
which  was  not  lawful  for  him  to  eat,  neither  for  them  which  were  with 
him,  but  only  for  the  priests  ?  Or  have  ye  not  read  in  the  law,  how 
that  on  the  Sabbath  days  the  priests  in  the  temple  profane  the  Sabbath, 
Hrtd  are  blameless?    But  I  say  unto  you,  That  in  this  place  is  One  greater 
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than  the  temple.  But  if  ye  had  known  what  this  meaneth,  I  will  have 
mercy,  and  not  sacrifice,  ye  would  not  have  condemned  the  guiltlei^x. 
And  He  said  unto  them,  The  Sabbath  was  made  for  man,  and  not  maii 
for  the  Sabbath  :  therefore  the  Son  of  man  is  Lord  also  of  the  Sabbath. 


26.— Further  teaching  on  the  Sabbath. 

St  Matt.  12.  9-14  ;  St  Mark  3.  1-6  ;  St  Luke  6.  6-11. 

At  Cajpernaum. 

And  it  came  to  pass  also  on  another  Sabbath,  when  He  was  depart<'<l 
thence,  that  He  entered  into  the  synagogue  and  taught :  and  there  was 
»  man  there  whose  right  hand  was  withered.  And  the  Scribes  and 
Pharisees  watched  Him,  whether  He  would  heal  him  on  the  Sabbath 
day.  And  they  asked  Him,  saying,  Ls  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the  Sabbatli 
days  ?  that  they  might  find  an  accusation  against  Him.  But  He  knew 
their  thoughts,  and  said  to  the  man  which  had  the  withered  hand, 
Rise  up,  and  stand  forth  in  the  midst.  And  he  arose  and  stood  forth. 
Then  said  Jesus  unto  them,  I  will  ask  you  one  thing  •  Is  it  lawful  <>n 
the  Sabbath  days  to  do  good,  or  to  do  evil  ?  to  save  life  or  to  destioy 
it  ?  But  they  held  their  peace.  And  He  said  unto  them,  What  man 
shall  there  be  among  you,  that  shall  have  one  sheep,  and  if  it  fall  into 
a  pit  on  the  Sabbath  day,  will  he  not  lay  hold  on  it,  and  lift  H  out  f 
How  much  then  is  a  man  better  than  a  sheep  ?  Wherefore  it  is  lawful 
to  do  well  on  the  Sabbath  days.  And  when  He  had  looked  round  about 
cm  them  with  anger,  being  grieved  for  the  hardness  of  their  hearts,  He 
saith  unto  the  man.  Stretch  forth  thine  hand.  And  he  stretched  it 
forth  ;  and  his  hand  was  restored  whole  as  the  other.  And  they  were 
filled  with  madness.  And  the  Pharisees  went  forth,  and  straightway 
took  counsel  with  the  Herodians  against  Him,  how  they  might  destroy 
Him. 

27.— The  meekness  and  gentleness  of  Christ. 

St  Matt.  12.  15-21  ;  St  Mark  3.  7-12. 

By  the   Western  shore  of  the  sea  of  Galilee. 

. ,  But  when  Jesus  knew  it.  He  withdrew  Himself  from  thence,  with 
His  disciples,  to  the  sea  :  and  a  great  multitude  from  Galilee  followed 
JElini,  and  from  Juda}a,  and  from  Jerusalem,  and  from  Iduma?a,  and 
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/rM» beyond  Jordan  ;  and  they  about  Tyre  and  Sidon,  a  prrat  multitu<lr. 
when  they  had  heard  what  great  things  He  did,  came  u'.to  Him.^  And 
He  spake  to  His  disciples,  that  a  small  ship  should  wait  <  n  Him  because 
vi  the  multitude,  lest  they  should  throng  Him.  For  He  had  healed 
inany :  insomuch  that  they  pressed  upon  Him  for  to  touch  Him.  us 
many  as  had  plagues.  And  unclean  spirits,  when  they  saw  Him,  fell 
down  before  Him,  and  cried,  saying.  Thou  art  the  Son  of  Ood.  And 
He  straitly  charged  them  that  they  should  not  make  Him  known  :  th:  t 
it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  by  Esaias  the  prophet,  sayinj.'. 
Behold  My  servant  whom  I  have  chosen,  My  beloved,  in  whom  My  soi  1 
is  well  pleased  :  I  will  put  My  spiiit  upon  Him,  and  He  shall  shew 
judgment  to  the  Gentiles.  He  shall  not  strive,  nor  cry  ;  neither  shall 
any  man  hear  His  voice  in  the  street.^.  A  liruised  reed  shall  He  not 
break,  and  smoking  flax  shall  He  not  quench,  till  He  send  forth  judg- 
ment unto  victory.     And  in  His  name  shall  the  Gentiles  trust. 

28.— Ordination  of  the  Twelve  Apostles. 

St  Matt.  IC.  2-4  ;  St  Mark  3.  1.3-19  ;  St  Luke  6.  12-49. 

North  of  Capeimaum. 

And  it  came  to  pass  in  those  days  that  He  went  out  into  a  mountain  1  o 
pray,  and  continued  all  night  in  prayer  to  God.  And  when  it  was  day. 
He  called  unto  Him  His  disciples  :  whom  He  would  :  and  they  came  un'o 
Him.  And  of  them  He  chose  twelve,  whom  also  He  named  apostles  ; 
that  they  should  be  with  Him,  and  that  He  might  send  them  foith  to 
preach,  and  to  have  ])ower  to  heal  sicknesses, and  to  cast  out  devils.  Now 
the  names  of  the  twelve  apostles  are  these  ;  The  first  Simon  (whom  He 
also  named  Peter),  and  Andrew  his  brother  ;  and  James  the  sov.  of 
Zebedee,  and  John  the  brother  of  James  ;  and  He  surnamed  then> 
Boanerges,  which  is,  The  sons  of  thunder  ;  Philip,  and  Barthokmew  ; 
Thomas,  and  Matthew  the  publican  ;  and  James  the  sen  of  AlphpcuK, 
and  LebboGus,  whose  surname  was  Thaddfcus ;  and  Simon,  called  Zelotes- ; 
and  Judas  Iscariot,  who  also  betrayed  Him. 

And  He  cf me  down  with  them,  and  stood  in  the  plain,  and  tie 
comj:any  of  His  disciples,  and  a  great  multitude  of  pec  pie  out  of  rll 
Jtidaa  ar.d  Jerusalem,  and  frcm  the  =€a  coast  of  Tyre  ard  Sidon,  which 
crme  to  hear  Him,  trd  to  be  healed  of  Iheir  diseases  ;  &i;d  they  tl  at 
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were  vexed  with  unclean  spii-its  :  and  they  were  healed.  And  the  whole 
multitude  soujjht  to  touch  Him  :  for  there  went  virtue  out  of  Him,  and 
liealed  them  all. 

And  He  lifted  up  His  eyes  on  His  disciplea,  and  said,  Blessed  he  ye 
poor  ;  for  your's  is  the  kingdom  of  God.  Blessed  are  ye  that  hunger 
now  :  for  ye  shall  be  filled.  Blessed  are  ye  that  weep  now :  for  ye  shall 
laugh.  Blessed  are  ye,  when  men  shall  hate  you,  and  when  they  shall 
separate  you  from  their  company^  and  shall  reproach  yoUy  and  cast  out 
your  name  as  evil,  for  the  Son  of  man's  sake.  Rejoice  ye  in  that  day, 
and  leap  for  joy :  for,  behold,  your  reward  in  great  in  heaven  :  for  in  the 
like  maimer  did  their  fathers  unto  the  prophets. 

But  woe  unto  you  that  are  rich  !  for  ye  have  received  your  con- 
solation. Woe  unto  you  that  are  full  !  for  ye  shall  hunger.  Woe  unto 
you  that  laugh  now  !  for  ye  shall  mourn  and  weep.  Woe  unto  you, 
when  all  men  shall  speak  well  of  you  !  for  so  did  their  fathers  to  the 
false  prophets. 

But  I  say  unto  you  which  hear,  Love  your  enemies,  do  good  to  them 
which  hate  you,  bless  them  that  curse  you,  and  pray  for  them  which 
ilespitefully  use  you.  And  unto  him  that  smiteth  thee  on  the  one 
cheek  otf'ei-  also  the  other  ;  and  him  that  taketh  away  thy  cloke  forbid 
not  to  take  thy  coat  also.  Give  to  every  man  that  asketh  of  thee  ;  and 
of  him  that  taketh  away  thy  goods  ask  them  not  again.  And  as  ye 
would  that  men  should  do  to  you,  do  ye  also  to  them  likewise.  For  if 
ye  love  them  which  love  you,  what  thank  have  ye  ?  for  sinners 
also  love  those  that  love  them.  And  if  ye  do  good  to  them 
which  do  good  to  you,  what  thank  have  ye  ?  for  sinners  also  do  even 
the  same.  And  if  ye  lend  to  them  of  whom  ye  hope  to  receive,  what 
thank  have  ye  ?  tor  sinners  also  lend  to  sinners,  to  receive  as  much 
again.  But  love  ye  your  enemies,  and  do  good,  and  lend,  hoping  for 
nothing  again  ;  and  your  reward  shall  be  great,  and  ye  shall  be  the 
children  of  the  Highest :  for  He  is  kind  unto  the  unthankful  and  to 
the  evil.     Be  ye  therefore  merciful,  as  your  Father  also  is  merciful. 

Judge  not,  and  ye  shall  not  be  judged  :  condemn  not,  and  ye  shall 
not  be  condemned  :  forgive,  and  ye  shall  be  forgiven  :  give,  and  it  shall 
be  given  unto  you  ;  good  measure,  pressed  down,  and  shaken  together, 
and  running  over,  shall  men  give  into  your  bosom.  For  with  the  same 
measure  that  ye  mete  withal  it  shall  be  measured  to  you  again. 

And  He  spake  a  parable  unto  them,  Can  the  blind  lead  the  blind  ? 
shall  they  not  both  fall  into  the  ditch  ?  The  disciple  is  not  above  his 
master  :  but  every  one  that  is  perfect  shall  be  as  his  master.     And  why 
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heholfle-st  thou  the  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye,  but  perceivest  not 
the  b^ain  that  is*  iii  thine  own  eye  ?  Either  how  canst  thou  say  to  thy 
brother,  Brother,  let  me  pull  out  the  mote  that  is  in  thine  eye,  when 
thou  thyself  beholdest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own  eye  ?  Thou 
hypocrite,  cast  out  first  the  beam  out  of  thine  own  eye,  and  then  shalt 
thou  see  clearly  to  i)ull  out  tire  mote  that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye. 

For  a  ^ooA  tree  bringoth  not  forth  corrupt  fruit  ;  neither  doth  a 
corrupt  tree  bring  forth  good  fruit.  For  every  tree  is  known  by  his 
own  fruit.  For  of  thorns  men  do  not  gather  figs,  nor  of  a  bramble  bush 
gather  they  grapes.  A  good  man  out  of  the  good  treasure  of  his  heart 
bringeth  forth  that  which  is  good  ;  and  an  evil  man  out  of  the  evil 
treasure  of  his  heart  bringeth  forth  that  which  is  evil  :  for  of  the 
abundance  of  the  heart  his  mouth  speaketh. 

And  why  call  ye  Me,  Lord,  Lord,  and  do  not  the  things  which  I  say  ? 
Whosoever  comath  to  Me,  and  heareth  My  sayings,  and  doeth  them,  I 
will  shew  you  to  whom  he  is  like  :  he  is  like  a  man  which  built  an 
house,  and  cligged  deep,  and  laid  the  foundation  on  a  rocjk  :  and  when 
the  flood  arose,  the  stream  beat  vehemently  upon  that  house,  and  could 
not  shake  it :  for  it  was  founded  upon  a  rook.  Bat  he  that  heareth, 
and  doeth  not,  is  like  a  man  that  without  a  foundation  built  an  house 
u{)on  the  earth  ;  against  which  the  stream  did  beat  vehemently,  and 
immediately  it  fell ;  and  the  ruin  of  that  house  was  great. 

29.— Jesus  and  the  Centurion's  Servant. 


St.  Matt.  8.  5-13  ;  St  Luke  7.  1-10. 

Capernaum, 

Now  when  He  had  ended  all  His  sayings  in  the  audituue  of  the 
.]»3ople.  He  entered  into  Capernaum.  And  a  certain  centurion's  servant, 
who  was  dear  unto  him,  was  sick,  and  ready  to  die.  And  when  he  heard 
<»f  Jesus,  he  sent  unto  Him  the  elders  of  the  Jews,  baseeching  Him  that 
H3  would  come  and  heal  his  ssrvant.  And  when  they  came  to  Jesus, 
thsy  besought  Him  instantly,  sayiag,  Tint  he  was  worthy  for  whom  He 
should  do  this  :  for  he  loveth  our  nation,  and  he  hath  built  us  a 
symagogue.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I  will  come  and  heal  him.  Then 
Jesus  went  with  them.  And  when  He  was  now  not  far  from  the  house, 
the  centurion  sent  friends  to  Him,  saying  unto  Him,  Lord,  trouble  not 
Thyself  :  for  I  am  not  worthy  that  Thou  shouldest  enter  under  my 
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foof  :  wherefore  neither  tliought  I  myself  worthy  t(^  come  unt<»  Thee  ; 
but  Rpeak  the  word  only,  and  my  Hervant  Bhall  V)e  healed.  For  I  al  <» 
»ni  a  man  set  under  authority,  havingunder  nie  Soldiers,  and  I  say  unto 
one,  Oo,  and  he  goeth  ;  and  to  another,  Come,  and  he  cometh  ;  and  t<> 
my  servant,  Do  this,  and  he  doeth  it.  When  Jesus  heard  these  things. 
He  marvelled  at  him,  and  turned  Him  aVjout.  and  paid  unto  the  people 
that  followed  Him,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  have  not  found  so  great 
faith,  no,  not  in  Israel.  And  1  say  unto  you.  That  many  shall  come 
from  the  east  and  west,  and  shall  sit  down  with  Abraham,  and  Tpaac,  and 
Jacob,  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  But  the  children  of  the  kingdom 
shall  be  cast  out  into  outer  darkness :  there  shall  be  weeping  and 
gnashing  of  teeth.  And  Jesus  said  unto  the  centurion.  Go  thy  way  ; 
and  as  thou  hast  believed,  so  be  it  done  unto  thee.  And  his  servant  was 
healed  in  the  selfsame  hour.  And  they  tliJit  were  sent,  returning  to  tie 
house,  found  the  servant  whole  that  had  been  sick.

30.— The  Widow's  Son  and  John  the  Baptist's 

Messengers. 

St  Matt.  Jl.  2-30  ;  St  Luke  7.  11-35. 
Nain. 

And  it  came  to  pass  the  day  after,  that  He  went  into  a  city  called 
^fain  ;  and  many  of  His  disciples  went  with  Him,  and  much  people. 

Now  when  He  came  nigh  to  the  gate  of  the  city,  behold,  there  wa.^- 
a  dead  nian  carried  out,  the  only  son  of  his  mother,  and  s^he  was  a 
widow  :  and  much  people  of  the  city  was  with  her.  And  when  the  Lord 
Faw  her.  He  had  compassion  on  her,  and  said  unto  her,  Weep  not.  And 
He  csme  and  touched  the  biei-  :  and  they  that  bare  him  stood  still. 
And  He  said.  Young  man,  I  say  unto  thee,  Arise.  And  he  that  was  dead 
sat  up,  and  began  to  speak.  And  He  delivered  him  to  his  mother. 
And  there  came  a  fear  on  all  :  and  they  glorified  God,  saying,  That  a 
great  prophet  is  risen  up  among  us ;  and,  That  God  hath  visited  His 
people. 

And  this  rumour  of  Him  went  forth  throughout  all  Judaea,  and 
throughout  all  the  region  round  about.  And  the  disciples  of  John 
shewed  him  of  all  these  things.  Now  when  John  had  heard  in  the 
priEon  the  works  of  Christ,  he  sent  two  of  his  disciples  to  Jesus,  saying-.. 
Art  thou  He  that  should  come  ?  (»r  look  we  for  another?     When  the 
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men  were  come  unto  Him,  they  8uid,  John  Baptist  hath  sent  us  ui  t«» 
Thee,  saying,  Art  Thou  He  that  should  come  ?  or  look  we  for  unollur  .' 
And  in  that  same  hour  He  cure<l  many  of  their  inhrmities  and  plaguuh, 
and  of  evil  sjnrits  ;  and  unto  many  that  were  blind  He  gave  sigiit.  Then 
JesuH  answering  said  unto  them,  (Jo  your  way,  and  tell  John  what  things 
ye  have  seen  and  heard  ;  how  that  the  blind  receive  their  sight,  and  th< 
lume  walk,  the  lepers  aie  cleansed,  and  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead  an^  raintd 
up.  and  the  poor  have  the  Gospel  preached  to  them.  And  bleshed  isA<- 
wluwoever  shall  not  be  offended  in  Me. 

And  when  the  messengers  of  John  were  departed,  Jesus  began  t(» 
»:vy  unto  the  multitudes  concerning  John,  What  went  ye  out  into  tie 
wilderness  to  see  ?  A  reed  shaken  with  the  wind  '(  But  what  went  ve 
out  for  to  see  i  A  man  clothed  in  soft  raiment  i  behold,  they  that  weai 
soft  dothing,  they  which  are  gorgeously  apparel'"d,  and  live  delicately. 
are  in  king's  courts.  But  what  went  ye  out  ioi-  U)  see  i  A  proi)het  't 
yea.  I  say  unto  you,  and  more  than  a  prophet.  For  this  is  he,  of  whom 
it  is  written.  Behold,  I  send  My  messenger  before  Thy  face,  which  shall 
preimre  Thy  way  before  Thee.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Among  them  that 
are  born  of  women  there  hath  not  risen  a  greater  prophet  than  John 
the  Baptist  :  notwithstanding  he  that  is  least  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven 
is  greater  tha,n  he. 

And  from  the  days  of  John  the  B{ii)tist  until  now  tlie  kingdom  of 
heaven  sutfereth  violence,  and  the  violent  take  it  by  force.  Foi-  all  the 
prophets  and  the  law- prophesied  until  John.  And  if  ye  will  receive/', 
this  is  Elias,  which  was  for  to  come.  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him 
hear. 

And  all  the  pec»ple  that  heard  Him,  and  the  publicans,  justified  Ood, 
being  baptised  with  the  baptism  of  John.  But  the  Phaiisees  and 
lawyers  rejected  the  counnel  of  God  against  themselves,  being  not  baj  - 
tised  of  him.  And  the  Lord  said,  Whereunto  then  sliall  1  liken  the 
men  of  this  generation  ?  and  to  what  are  they  like  ?  They  are  like  unto 
children  sitting  in  the  market-place,  and  calling  one  to  another,  aiid 
saying.  We  have  piped  unto  you,  and  ye  have  not  danced  :  we  have 
mourned  to  you,  and  ye  have  not  wept.  For  John  the  Ba}»tist  came 
neither  eating  bread  nor  drinking  wine  ;  and  ye  say.  He  hath  a  flevij. 
The  Son  of  man  is  come  eating  and  drinking  ;  and  N'e  say,  Behold  a 
gluttonous  man,  and  a  wine- bibber,  a  friend  of  imblicans  and  sinners  \ 
liut  wisdom  is  justified  of  all  her  children; 

Then  began  He  to  upbraid  the  cities  wherein  most  of  His  mighty 
works  were  done,  because  they  rej>ented  not:  Woe  unto  thee,  Chora/in! 
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woe  unto  thee.  Bethsaicla  !  for  if  the  mighty  works,  which  wereVlone  in 
you,  hatl  l)een  done  in  Tyre  and  Sidon,  they  would  have  repented  long 
jigo  in  sackcloth  and  ashes.  But  I  say  unto  you,  It  shall  be  more 
tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Sidon  at  the  day  of  judgment  than  for  you. 
And  thou,  (yapernaum,  which  art  exalted  unto  heaven,  shalt  be  brought 
down  to  hell :  for  if  the  mighty  works,  which  have  been  done  in  thee, 
had  been  done  in  Sodom,  it  would  have  remained  until  this  day.  But 
I  say  unto  you.  That  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  the  land  of  Sodom 
in  the  day  of  judgment  than  for  thee. 

At  that  time  Jesus  answered  and  said,  I  thank  Thee,  0  Father,  Lord 
of  heaven  and  earth,  because  Thou  hast  hid  these  t^.ings  from  the  wise 
and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them  unto  babes.  Even  so.  Father,  for 
so  it  seemed  good  in  Thy  sight.  All  things  are  delivered  unto  Me  of  My 
Father :  and  no  man  knoweth  the  Son,  but  the  Father  ;  neither 
knoweth  any  man  the  Father,  save  the  Son,  and  he  to  whomsoever  the 
8or  ^^'ill  reveal  Him. 

>  1  I  ine  unto  Me.  all  ?/c  that  labour  and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will 
give  you  rest.  Take  My  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  Me  ;  for  I  am 
meek  and  lowly  in  heart :  and  ye  shall  find  rest  unto  your  souls.  For 
My  yoke  in  easy,  and  My  burden  is  light. 


31.— A  woman   anoints   Jesus'   feet,  and;^^^.„^ 
a  Demoniac  is  healed  i 


St  Matt.  12.  22-50  ;  St  Mark  3.  19-35  ;  St  Luke  7.  36-50,  8.  1-3. 

Na/'m — Capernaum. 

And  one  of  the  Pharisees  desired  Him  that  He  would  eat  with  him. 
And  He  went  into  the  Pharisee's  house,  and  sat  down  to  meat. 

And.  behold,  a  woman  in  the  city,  which  was  a  sinner,  when  she 
knew  tiiat  Jemis  sat  at  meat  in  the  Pharisee's  house,  brought  an 
alabaster  box  oi  ointment,  and  stood  at  His  feet  behind  Him  weeping, 
and  began  to  wash  His  feet  with  tears,  and  did  wi{)e  them  with  the 
hairs  of  her  head,  and  kissed  His  feet,  and  anointed  them  with  the  oint- 
ment. Now  when  the  Pharisee  which  had  bidden  Him  saw  it,  he  spake 
within  himself,  saying.  This  man,  if  He  were  a  prophet,  would  hav6 
known  who  and  what  manner  of  woman  thin  is  that  toucheth  Hitn  :  fdf 
she  is  a  sinner.  And  Jesus  answering  said  unto  him,  Simon,  I  have 
womewhat  to  say  unto  thee.     And  he  saith.  Master,  say  on.       twj^^i'jvii

A    MAN,   DEVIL-POHSKHSED   AND   BLIND    AND    DUMB,    HKAI.KI). 


There  was  a  certain  creditor  which  had  two  deVjtorn  :  the  one  owed 
iive  hundred  pence,  and  the  other  fifty.  And  wlien  they  had  nothinjjf 
to  pay,  he  frankly  forgave  them  both.  Tell  Me,  therefore,  which  of  tlieni 
will  love  him  most  ?  Simon  answered  and  said,  I  suppose  that  he,  to 
whom  he  forgave  most.  And  He  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast  rightly 
judged. 

And  He  turned  to  the  woman,  and  said  unto  Simon,  Seest  thou 
this  woman  ?  I  entered  into  thine  house,  thou  gavest  Me  no  water  for 
My  feet :  but  she  hath  washed  My  feet  with  tears,  and  wiped  them  with 
the  hairs  of  her  head.  Thou  gavest  Me  no  kiss  :  but  this  woman  since 
the  time  I  came  in  hath  not  ceased  to  kiss  My  feet.  My  head  with  oil 
thou  didst  not  anoint :  but  this  woman  hath  anointed  My  feet  with 
ointment.  Wherefore  1  say  unto  thee.  Her  sins,  which  are  many,  are 
forgiven  ;  for  she  loved  much  :  but  to  whom  little  is  foi-given,  the  same 
loveth  little. 

And  He  said  unto  her,  Thy  sins  are  forgiven.  And  they  that 
sat  at  meat  with  Him  began  to  say  within  themselves.  Who  is  this  that 
forgiveth  sins  also  ?  And  He  said  to  the  woman,  Thy  faith  hath  saved 
thee  ;  go  in  peace. 

And  it  came  to  pass  afterward,  that  He  went  throughout  every  city 
and  village,  pi  caching  and  shewing  the  glad  tidings  of  the  kingdom  of 
(jrod  :  and  the  twelve  were  with  Him,  and  certain  women,  which  had 
been  healed  of  evil  spirits  and  infirmities,  Mary  called  Magdalene,  out  of 
whom  went  sev^n  devils,  and  Joanna  the  wife  of  Chuza,  Herod's 
steward,  and  Susanna,  and  many  others,  which  ministeied  unto  Him  of 
their  substance.     And  they  went  into  an  house. 

And  the  multitude  cometh  together  again,  so  that  they  could  not  so 
nmch  as  eat  bread.  And  when  His  friends  heard  of  it,  they  went  out 
to  lay  hold  on  Him  :  for  they  said.  He  is  beside  Himself. 

Then  was  brought  unto  Him  one  possessed  with  a  devil,  blind,  and 
dumb :  and  He  healed  him,  insomuch  that  the  blind  and  dumb  both 
spake  and  saw.  And  all  the  people  were  amazed,  and  said.  Is  not  this 
the  Son  of  David  ? 

But  when  the  Pharisees  and  the  Scribes  x'hich  came  down  from 
Jerusalem  heard  it,  they  said,  He  hath  Beelzebub,  and  this  fellow  doth 
not  cast  out  devils,  but  by  Beelzebub  the  prince  of  the  devils.  And 
Jesus  knew  their  thoughts,  and  He  called  them  unto  Him,  and  -said 
unto  them  in  parables,  How  can  Satan  cast  out  Satan  ?  And  if  a 
kingdom  •  be  divided  against  itself,  that  kingdom  oannot  stand,  and 
every  city  or  tiouse  divided  agpiost  itself  shall  not  stand  :  and  if  Satan 
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cast  out  Satan,  he  is  divided  against  himself  ;  how  shall  then  his  kiiig- 
dooi  stand  ?  he  cannot  stand,  but  hath  an  end.  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub 
cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do  your  children  cast  them  out  ?  therefore 
t'ley  shall  be  your  judges.  But  if  1  cast  out  devils  by  the  Spirit  of 
(J.^d,  then  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come  unto  you.  Or  else  how  can  one 
enter  into  a  strong  man's  house,  and  spoil  his  goods,  except  he  first 
bind  the  strong  man  ?  and  then  he  will  spoil  his  house.  He  that  is  not 
with  Me  is  against  Me  ;  and  he  that  gathereth  not  with  Me  scatbereth 
abroad.  Wherefore  I  say  unto  you,  All  manner  of  sin  shall  be  forgiven 
unto  the  sons  of  men,  and  blasphemies  wherewith  soever  they  shall 
blaspheme  :  but  the  blasphemy  af/ainst  the  Holi/  Ghost  shall  noL  be 
forgiven  unto  men.  And  whosoever  speaketh  a  word  against  the  Son 
of  man,  it  shall  be  forgiven  him  :  but  whosoever  speaketh  against  the 
Holy  Ghost,  it  shall  not  be  forgiven  him,  neither  in  this  world,  neither 
in  the  icorhl  to  come,  but  is  in  danger  of  eternal  damnation  :  because 
they  said.  He  hath  an  unclean  spirit. 

Either  make  the  tree  good,  and  his  fruit  good  ;  or  else  make  the 
tree  corrupt,  and  his  fruit  corrupt :  for  the  tree  is  known  by  his  fruit. 
O  generation  of  vipers,  how  can  ye,  being  evil,  speak  good  things  ?  for 
out  of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  the  mouth  speaketh.  A  good  man 
out  of  the  good  treasure  of  the  heart  bringeth  forth  good  things  :  and 
an  evil  man  out  of  the  evil  treasure  bringeth  forth  evil  things.  But  I 
say  unto  you.  That  every  idle  word  that  men  shall  speak,  they  shall 
give  account  thereof  in  the  day  of  judgment.  For  by  thy  words  tbou 
shalt  be  justified,  and  by  thy  words  thou  shalt  be  condemned. 

Then  certain  of  the  scribes  and  of  the  Pharisees  answered,  saying. 
Master,  we  would  see  a  sign  from  Thee. 

But  He  answered  and  said  unto  them,  An  evil  and  adultycrous 
generation  seeketh  after  a  sign,  and  there  shall  no  sign  be  given  to  it,  but 
the  sign  of  the  prophet  Jonas  :  for  as  Jonas  was  three  days  and  three 
nights  in  the  whale's  belly  ;  so  shall  the  Sou  of  man  be  three  days  an<l 
three  nights  in  the  heart  of  the  earth. 

The  men  of  Nineveh  shall  rise  in  judgment  with  this  generation, 
aad  ^all  condemn  it :  because  thny  repented  at  the  preaching  of  Jonas  ; 
and,  behold,  a  greater  than  Jonas  ia  here.  The  queen  of  the  south  shall 
rise  up  in  the  judgment  with  this  generaticm,  and  shall  condemn  it : 
f  >r  she  came  from  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  to  hear  the  wisdom 
of  Solomon  ;  and,  behold,  a  greater  than  Solomon  ia  here. 

When  the  unclean  spirit  is  giae  out  of  a  man,  he  walketh  through 
■dry  places,  seeking  rest,  and  find  )th  none.     Then  he  saith,  I  wiU  return 
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into  my  house  from  whence  I  came  out ;  and  when  he  is  come,  he  findeth 
/>  empty,  swept,  and  garnished.  Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  with  him- 
s  ilf  seven  other  spirits  more  wicked  than  himself,  and  they  enter  in  and 
dwell  there  :  and  the  last  state  of  that  man  is  worse  than  the  first.  Even 
«(j  shall  it  be  also  unto  this  wicked  generation. 

While  He  yet  talked  to  the  people,  behold,  Uin  mother  and  His 
brethren  stood  without,  desiring  to  speak  with  Him.  And  the  multi- 
tude sat  about  Him.  Then  one  said  unto  Him,  Behold,  Thy  mother 
and  Thy  brethren  stand  without,  desiring  to  speak  with  Thee.  But  He 
answered  and  said  unto  him  that  told  Him,  Whr  is  My  mother  ?  and 
who  are  My  brethren  ?  And  He  looked  round  about  on  them  wliich  sat 
about  Him,  and  He  stretched  forth  His  hand  toward  His  disciples,  and 
said.  Behold  My  mother  and  My  brethren  !  for  whosoever  shall  do  the 
will  of  My  Father  which  is  in  heaven,  the  same  is  My  brother,  and 
sister,  and  mother.

St  Matt.  13.  1-17,  24-35  ;  St  Mark  4.  1-9,  26-34  ;  St  Luke  8.  4-8. 

Sea  oj  Galilee. 

The  same  <lay  went  Jesus  out  of  the  house,  and  He  began  again  U»'^ 
t^ach  by  the  sea-side.     And  great  multitudes  were  gathered  togethw, 
and  were  come  to  Him  out  of  every  city,  so  that  He  entered  into  a  ship^  - 
H'ld  sat  in  the  sea  ;  and  the  whole  multitude  was  by  the  sea  on  the^ 
land.     And  He  taught  them  many  things  by  parables,  and  said  unto:'. 
them  in  His  doctrine.  Hearken  :  Behold,  there  went  out  a  sower  to  sow 
his  seed.     And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sowed,  some  seeds  fell  by  the  way- 
side, and  it  was  trodden  down,  and   the  fowls  of  the  air  came  and 
<l8voured  them  up.     Some  fell  upon  stony  places,  where  they  had  not 
much  earth  :  and  forthwith  they  sprung  up,  because  they  had  no  deep-  ' 
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nc88  of  earth  :  and  when  the  sun  was  up,  they  were  scorched  ;  and 
because  they  had  no  root,  they  withered  away,  because  it  lacked 
moisture.  And  seme  fell  among  thorns,  and  the  thorns  grew  up,  and 
choked  it  and  it  yielded  no  fruit.  And  other  fell  on  good  ground,  and 
did  yield  fruit  that  sprang  up  and  increased  ;  and  brought  forth,  son:e 
thirt}^,  and  some  sixty,  and  some  an  hundred  fold.  And  when  He  had 
said  these  things,  He  cried.  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 

And  the  disciples  came,  and  said  unto  Him,  Why  speakest  Thou 
unto  them  in  parables  ?  He  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Because  it 
is  given  unto  you  to  know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  but 
to  them  it  is  not  given.  For  whosoever  hath,  to  him  shall  be  given, 
and  he  shall  have  more  abundance  :  but  whosoever  hath  not,  from  him 
fthall  be  taken  away  even  that  he  hath.  Therefore  «peak  I  to  them  in 
parables  :  because  they  seeing  lee  not ;  and  hearing  they  hear  not, 
neither  do  they  understand.  And  in  them  is  fulfilled  the  prophecy  (  f 
Esaias,  which  saith.,  By  hearing  ye  shall  hear,  and  shall  not  understand  ; 
and  seeing  ye  shall  see,  and  shall  not  perceive  :  for  this  people's  heai  t 
is  waxed  gross,  and  their  ears  are  dull  of  hearing,  and  their  eyes  they 
have  closed  ;  lest  at  anytime  they  should  see  with  theii'  ejes,  and  htar 
with  their  ears,  and  should  understand  with  their  heart,  and  should  be 
converted  and  I  should  heal  them.  But  blessed  are  your  eyes,  for  they 
see  :  and  your  ears,  for  they  hear.  For  verily  I  say  unto  you.  That 
many  prophets  and  righteous  men  have  desired  to  see  those  things  which 
ye  see,  and  have  not  seen  them  ;  and  to  hear  those  things  which  ye  hear, 
and  have  not  heard  them. 

Another  parable  put  He  forth  unto  them,  saying.  The  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  likened  unto  a  man  which  sowed  good  seed  in  his  field  :  but 
while  men  slept,  his  enemy  came  and  sowed  tares  among  the  wheat, 
and  went  his  way.  But  when  the  blade  was  sprung  up,  and  brought 
forth  fruit,  then  appeared  the  tares  also.  So  the  servants  of  the  house- 
holder came  and  said  unto  him,  Sir,  didst  not  thou  sow  good  seed  in 
thy  field  ?  from  whence  then  hath  it  tares  ?  He  said  unto  them,  An 
enemy  hath  done  this.  The  servants  said  unto  him,  Wilt  thou  then 
that  we  go  and  gather  them  up  ?  But  he  said.  Nay  ;  lest  while '  ye 
gatbo*  up  the  tares,  ye  root  up  also  the  wheat  with  them.  Let  both 
grow  together  until  the  harvest :  and  in  the  time  of  harvest  I  will  say 
to  the  reapers,  Gather  ye  tog€  'ler  first  the  tares,  and  bind  them  in 
bundles  to  burn  them  :  but  gather  the  wheat  into  my  barn.  And  He 
8aid«  So  is  the  kingdom  of  God,  as  if  a  man  should  cast  seed  into  the 
ground  ;  and  should  sleep,  and  rise  night  and  day,  and  the  seed  should 
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spring  and  grow  up,  he  knoweth  not  how.  For  the  earth  bringeth  forth 
fruit  of  herself  ;  first  the  blade,  then  the  ear,  after  tliat  the  full  corn  in 
the  ear.  But  when  the  fruit  is  brought  forth,  immediately  he  putteth 
in  the  sickle,  because  the  harvest  is  come. 

Another  parable  put  He  forth  unto  them,  saying,  Whercunto  shall 
we  liken  the  kingdom  of  God  ?  or  with  what  comparison  shall  we  com- 
pare it  ?  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  to  a  grain  of  mustard  seed, 
which  a  man  took,  and  sowed  in  his  field  :  which,  when  it  is  sown  in 
the  earth,  is  less  than  all  the  seeds  that  be  in  the  earth  :  but  when  it 
is  sown,  it  groweth  up,  and  becometh  greater  than  all  herbs,  and 
shoot«th  out  great  branches,  and  becometh  a  tree,  so  that  the  birds  of 
the  air  come  and  lodge  in  the  branches  thereof. 

Another  parable  spake  He  unto  them  :  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is 
like  unto  leaven,  which  a  woman  took,  and  hid  in  three  measures  of 
meal,  till  the  whole  was  leavened. 

And  with  many  such  parables  spake  He  the  word  unto  them,  as  they 
were  able  to  hear  it.  But  without  a  parable  spake  He  not  unto  them  : 
that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  s{)oken  by  the  prophet,  saying,  I 
will  open  My  mouth  in  parables  ;  I  will  utter  things  which  have  been 
kept  secret  from  the  foundation  of  the  world.  And  when  they  were 
alone,  He  expounded  all  things  to  His  disciples. 


2.— Explanation  of  Parables  of  Sower  and  Tares,  &c. 

St  Matt.  13.  36, 18-23, 36-52  ;  St  Mark  4. 10-25  ;  St  Luke  8.  9-21. 

Capeitimun. 

Then  Jesus  sent  the  multitude  away  and  went  into  the  house.  And 
when  He  was  alone,  they  that  were  about  Him  with  the  twelve  discii>le8 
asked  Him,  saying,  What  might  this  parable  be  ?  And  He  said  unto  them. 
Unto  you  it  \»  given  to  know  the  mystery  of  the  kingdom  of  God  ;  but 
unto  them  that  are  without,  all  these  things  are  done  in  parables  ;  that 
seeing  they  may  see,  and  not  perceive  ;  and  hearing  they  may  hear,  and 
not  understand  :  lest  at  any  time  they  should  be  converted,  and  their 
sins  should  be  forgiven  them.  And  He  said  unto  them,  Know  ye  not 
this  parable  ?  and  how  then  will  ye  know  all  parables  ?  Hear  ye  there- 
fore the  parable  of  the  sower.  Now  the  parable  is  this  :  The  seed  is 
the  word  of  God.  The  sower  soweth  the  word.  Those  by  the  way- 
side, where  the  word  is  sown,  are  they  that  hear  the  word  of  the  king- 
4Qin,  but  when  they  have  heard,  and  understand  it  not,  then  Satan 
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Cometh  immediately,  and  taketh  away  the  word  that  was  sown  in  their 
hearts,  lent  they  should  believe  and  be  saved.  This  is  he  which  received 
seed  by  the  wayside.  And  these  are  they  likewise  which  are  sown  on 
stony  ground  ;  who,  when  they  have  heard  the  word,  immediately 
receive  it  with  gladness  ;  and  have  no  root  in  themselves,  and  so  endure 
but  for  a  time  :  afterward,  in  time  of  temptation,  when  affliction  or 
persecution  ariseth  for  the  word's  sake,  immediately  they  are  offended, 
and  fall  away.  And  that  which  fell  among  thorns  are  they  which,  when 
they  have  heard  the  word,  go  forth  ;  and  the  cares  of  this  world,  and 
the  deceitfulneas  of  riches,  and  pleasures  of  thiH  life,  and  the  lusts  of 
other  things  entering  in,  choke  +he  word,  and  it  becometh  unfruitfuL 
And  these  are  they  which  are  sown  on  good  ground,  such  as  in  an  honest 
and  good  heart,  having  heard  the  word,  keep  it,  and  bring  forth  fruit 
with  patience,  some  thirty-fold,  some  sixty,  d,nd  some  an  hundred. 

And  He  said  unto  them,  No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  candle, 
covereth  it  with  a  vessel,  oi*  putteth  it  under  a  bushel,  or  under  a  bed, 
but  setteth  it  on  a  candlestick,  that  they  which  enter  in  may  see  th6 
light :  for  there  is  nothing  hid,  which  shall  not  be  manifested  ;  neither 
was  anything  kept  secret  that  shall  not  be  known  and  come  abroad.  If 
any  man  have  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear.  And  He  said  unto  them, 
Take  heed  what  ye  hear  :  with  what  measure  ye  mete,  it  shall  be 
measured  to  you  :  and  unto  you  that  hear  shall  more  be  given.  For 
ho  that  hath,  to  him  shall  be  given  ;  and  he  that  hath  not,  from  him 
S'lall  be  taken  even  that  which  he  seemeth  to  have.  And  His  disciples 
cime  unto  Him,  saying.  Declare  unto  us  the  parable  of  the  tares  of  the 
field.  He  answered  and  said  unto  them,  He  that  soweth  the  good  seed 
is  the  Son  of  man  ;  the  field  is  the  world  ;  the  good  seed  are  the 
children  of  the  kingdom  ;  but  the  tares  are  the  children  of  the  wicked 
one.  The  enemy  that  sowed  them  is  the  devil :  the  hai'vest  is  the  end 
of  the  world  ;  and  the  reapers  are  the  angels.  As  therefore  the  tares 
are  gathered  and  burned  in  the  fire  :  so  shall  it  be  in  the  end  of  this 
world.  The  Son  of  man  shall  s'jnd  forth  His  angels,  and  they  shall 
gather  out  of  His  kingdom  all  things  that  offend,  and  them  which  do 
iniquity  ;  and  shall  cast  them  into  a  furnace  of  fire :  there  shall  be 
wailing  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  Then  shall  the  righteous  shine  forth  as 
the  sun  in  the  kingdom  of  their  Father.  Who  hath  ears  to  hear,  let 
him  hear. 

Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  treasure  hid  in  a  field  ; 
the  which  when  a  man  hath  found,  he  hideth,  and  for  joy  thereof  goeth 
and  selleth  all  that  he  hath,  and  buyeth  that  field. 
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Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  merchant  man,  seeking 
goodly  pearls  :  who,  when  he  had  found  one  pearl  of  great  price,  went 
and  sold  all  that  he  had,  and  bought  it. 

Again,  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  net,  that  was  cast  into 
the  sea,  and  gathered  of  every  kind  :  which,  when  it  was  full,  they  drew 
t'>  shore,  an<l  sat  down,  and  gathered  the  good  into  vessels,  but  cast  the 
had  away.  So  shall  it  h>e  at  the  end  of  the  world  :  the  angels  shall 
come  forth,  and  sever  the  wicked  from  among  the  just,  and  sshall  cast 
i  hem  into  the  furnace  of  fire  :  there  shall  be  wailing  and  gnashing  of 
toeth. 

Jesus  aaith  unto  them,  Have  ye  understood  all  these  things  ?  They 
H\y  unto  Him,  Yea,  Lord.  Then  said  He  unto  them,  Therefore  every 
sjribe  ivhicA  is  instructed  unto  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a 
man  that  is  an  householder,  which  bringeth  forth  out  of  his  treasure 
things  new  and  old. 

Then  came  to  Him  His  mother  and  His  brethren,  and  could  not 
conic  at  Hini  for  the  press.  And  it  was  told  Him  by  cei'tain  which  said, 
\  hy  mother  and  Thy  brethren  stand  without,  desiring  to  see  Thee. 
And  He  answered  and  said  unto  them.  My  mother  and  My  brethren  are 
these  which  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  do  it, 

3.— Jesus  Calms  a  Storm. 

St  Matt,  13,  53  ;  8.  18-27 ;  St  Mark  4,  35-41  ;  St  Luke  8.  22-25,     ' 

Capernaum — TJi^  Sea  of  Galilee. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jesus  had  finished  these  parablea,^ 
He  departed  thence.  And  the  same  day,  when  the  even  was  come,  when 
Jesus  saw  great  multitudes  about  Him,  He  gave  commandment  ta' 
<lepart  unto  the  other  side. 

And  a  certain  scribe  came,  and  said  unto  Him,  Master,  I  will  follow 
Thee  whithersoever  Thou  goest.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  The  foxes' 
have  holes,  and  the  birds  of  the  air  have  nests  ;  but  the  Son  of  man 
hath  not  where  to  lay  His  head.  And  another  of  His  disciples  said 
unto  Him,  Lord,  suffer  me  first  to  go  and  bury  my  father.  But  Jesus 
said  unto  him,  Follow  Me  ;  and  let  the  dead  bury  their  dead.  '    "' 

And  when  they  had  sent  away  the  multitude,  and  when  He  was 
enterted  into  a  ship,  His  disciples  followed  Him  :  and  He  said  unto 
them,  Let  us  go  over  unto  the  other  side  of  the  lake.  And  there  w6re 
iilso  with  Him  other  little  ships.     And  they  launched  forth.     But  sd 
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they  sailed  He  fell  asleep.  And,  behold,  there  came  down  a  great 
Rtorm  of  wind  on  +he  lake  ;  and  the  waves  beat  into  the  ship,  insomuch 
that  the  ship  was  covered  with  the  waves  :  and  they  were  filled  v'lth 
watery  and  were  in  jeopardy.  And  He  was  in  the  hinder  part  of  the 
ship,  asleep  on  a  pillow.  And  His  disciples  came  to  11  im,  and  awnke 
Him,  saying.  Lord,  save  us;  Master,  Master,  carest  Thou  not 
that  we  perish  ?  And  He  saith  unto  them,  Why  are  ye  fearful,  () 
ye  of  little  faith  ?  Then  He  arose,  and  rebuked  the  winds  and  the  raging 
of  the  water  ;  and  said  unto  the  sea.  Peace,  be  still.  And  the  wind 
ceased,  and  there  was  a  great  calm.  And  He  said  unto  them,  Why  are 
ye  so  iearful?  how  is  it  that  ye  have  no  faith  ?  But  the  men  marvelled, 
and  tLey  feared  exceedingly,  and  said  one  to  another,  Whac  manner  of 
man  is  this  ;  for  He  commandeth  even  the  winds  and  water,  and  they 
obey  Him. 

4.— Jesus  in  the  Country  of  the  Gadarenes. 

St  Matt.  8.  28—9.  1  ;  St  Mark  5.  1-21  ;  St  Luke  8.  26-40. 

East  of  the  Sea  of  Galilee — Capernaum. 

And  they  came  over  unto  the  other  side  of  the  sea,  into  the  country 
of  the  Gadarenes,  which  is  over  against  Galilee.  And  when  He  went 
forth  to  land,  there  met  Him  out  of  the  city  a  certain  man,  which  had 
devils  long  time,  and  ware  no  clothes,  neither  abode  in  any  house,  but 
in  the  tombs,  exceeding  fierce,  so  that  no  man  might  pass  by  that  way. 
And  no  man  could  bind  him,  no,  not  with  chains  :  because  that  he  had 
been  often  bound  with  fetters  and  chains,  and  the  chains  had  been 
plucked  asunder  by  him,  and  the  fetters  broken  in  pieces :  neither  could 
any  man  tame  him.  And  always,  night  and  day,  he  was  in  the  moun- 
tains, and  in  the  tombs,  crying,  and  cutting  himself  with  stones.  But 
when  he  saw  Jesus  afar  oflf,  he  ran  and  fell  down  before  Him,  and  wor- 
shipped Him,  and  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and  said.  What  have  I  to  do 
with  Thee,  Jesus,  Tliou  Si,  n  of  the  most  high  God  ?  art  Thou  come  hither 
to  torment  us  before  the  time  ?  I  adjure  Thee  by  God,  that  Thou  tor- 
ment me  not.  For  He  said  unto  him,  Come  out  of  the  man,  tJiou 
jnclean  spirit.  (For  oftentimes  it  had  caught  him  :  and  he  was  kept 
bound  in  chains  and  in  fetters  ;  and  he  brake  the  bands,  and  was  driven 
of  the  devil  into  the  wilderness).  And  Jesus  asked  him,  saying.  What 
18  thy  name  ?  And  he  said.  Legion  :  because  many  devils  were  entered 
into  IjL^u.    And  they  besought  Him  that  He  would  not  command  themi 
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to  go  out  into  the  deep.  And  there  was  a  good  way  oif  from  them,  nigh 
unto  the  mountains,  a  great  herd  of  swine  feeding.  And  all  the  devils 
besought  Him,  saying,  If  Thou  cast  us  out,  suffer  us  to  go  away  into  the 
herd  of  swine,  that  we  may  enter  into  them.  And  forthwith  Jesus 
gave  them  leave.  And  the  unclean  spirits  went  out,  and  entered  into 
the  swine  :  and,  behold,  the  whole  herd  of  swine  ran  violently  down  ^ 
steep  place  into  the  sea,  (they  were  about  two  thousand  ;)  and  were 
choked  in  the  sea.  When  they  that  fed  them  saw  what  was  done,  they 
fled,  and  went  and  told  it  in  the  city  and  in  the  country  :  and  told 
everything,  and  what  was  befallen  to  the  pirsse.ssed  of  the  devils. 

And,  behold,  the  whole  city  came  out  to  see  what  it  was  that  was 
<lone.  And  they  came  to  Jesus,  and  found  the  man,  out  of  whom  the 
devils  were  departed,  sitting  at  the  feet  of  Jesus,  clothed,  and  in  his 
right  mind  :  and  they  were  afraid.  They  also  which  saw  it  told  them 
by  what  means  he  that  was  possessed  of  the  devils  was  healed,  and  also 
concerning  the  swine.  Then  the  whole  multitude  of  the  country  of 
the  (4adarenes  rouncL  about  besought  Him  that  He  would  depart  out  of 
their  coasts,  for  they  were  taken  with  great  fear  ;  and  He  went  up  into 
the  ship,  and  returned  back  again.  And  when  He  was  come  into  the 
ship,  the  man  out  of  whom  the  devils  were  departed  besought  Him  that 
he  might  be  with  Him.  Howbeit  Jesus  suffered  him  not,  but  saith 
unto  him,  Gf)  home  to  thy  friends,  and  tell  them  how  great  things  the 
Lord  hath  done  for  thee,  and  hath  had  compassion  on  thee.  And  he 
<le!)arte'd,  and  began  to  publish  thi-oughout  the  whole  city  how  great 
things  Jesus  had  done  for  him  :  and  all  men  did  marvel. 

And  He  entered  into  a  ship,  and  passed  over,  and  came  into  His 
own  city.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when  Jesus  was  returned  again 
by  ship  unto  the  other  side,  much  people  gladly  received  Him  :  for  they 
Wvire  all  waiting  for  Him,  and  He  was  nigh  unto  the  sea. 


5  —The  Raising  of  Jairus'  Daughter  and  Healing  of 

Woman  with  Issue. 

St  Matt.  9.  10-34  ;  St  Mark  5.  22-43  ;  St  Luke  8.  41-56. 

Capernaum. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  Jesus  sat  at  meat  in  the  house,  behold,  many 
publicans  and  sinners  came  and  sat  down  with  Him  and  His  disciples. 
And  when  the  Pharisees  saw  it,  they  said  unto  His  disciples.  Why  eateth 
yoir  Master  with  publicans  and  sinners?     But  when  Jesus  heard  thai, 
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He  said  unto  them,  They  tliat  be  whole  need  not  a  physician,  but  they 
that  are  sick.  But  go  ye  and  learn  what  that  meaneth,  I  will  have 
mercy  and  not  sacrifice  :  for  I  am  not  come  to  call  the  righteous,  but 
fiinnere  to  repentance. 

Then  came  to  Him  the  disciples  of  Jolin,  saying,  Why  do  we  and  the 
I^arisees  fast  oft,  but  Thy  disciples  fast  not  ?  And  Jesus  said  unto 
them,  Can  the  children  of  the  bridechamber  mourn,  as  long  as  the 
bridegroom  is  with  them  ?  but  the  days  will  come,  when  the  bridegroom 
shall  be  taken  from  them,  and  then  shall  they  fast.  No  man  putteth  a 
piece  of  new  cloth  unto  an  old  garment,  for  that  which  is  put  in  to  till 
it  up  taketh  from  the  garment,  and  the  rent  is  made  worse.  Neith'  r 
do  men  put  new  wine  into  old  bottles  :  else  the  bottles  break,  and  the 
wine  runneth  out,  and  the  bottles  perish  ;  but  they  put  new  wine  into 
new  bottles,  and  both  are  preserved. 

While  He  spake  these  things  unto  them,  behold,  there  cometh  one  of 
the  rulers  of  the  synagogue,  Jairus  by  name  ;  and  when  he  saw  Him,  he 
fell  down  at  Jesus'  feet,  and  besought  Him  greatly,  that  He  would  come 
into  his  house  :  saying,  My  little  daughter  lieth  at  the  point  of  deatli : 
I  pray  Thee^  come  and  lay  Thy  hands  on  her,  that  she  may  be  healeil  ; 
and  she  shall  live.  For  ho  had  one  only  daughter,  about  twelve  year!< 
of  age,  and  she  lay  a  dying.  And  Jesus  arose,  and  followed  him,  and  no 
did  His  disciples.     And  much  people  followed  Him,  and  thronged  Him. 

And,  behold,  a  woman,  which  was  diseased  with  an  issue  of  blood 
twelve  years,  and  had  suflPerjed  many  things  of  many  physicians,  and  had 
spent  all  that  she  had,  and  was  nothing  bettered,  neither  could  be  healed 
of  any,  but  rather  grew  worse,  when  she  had  heard  of  Jesus,  came  in  the 
press  behind  Him,  and  touched  the  hem  of  His  garment :  for  she  said 
within  herself,  If  I  may  but  touch  His  garment,  I  shall  be  whole.  And 
straightwaj'^  the  fountain  of  her  blood  was  dried  up  ;  and  she  felt  in  h<r 
body  that  she  was  healed  of  that  plague.  And  Jesus,  immediately 
knowing  in  Himself  that  virtue  had  gone  out  of  Him,  turned  Him  about 
in  the  press,  and  said.  Who  touched  My  clothes  ?  When  all  denied, 
Peter  and  they  that  were  with  Him  said,  Master,  Thou  seest  the  multi- 
tude throng  Thee  and  press  Thee,  and  say  est  Thou,  Who  touched  Me  ? 
Ajid  Jesus  said,  Somebody  hath  touched  Me  :  for  I  perceive  that  virtue 
is  gone  out  of  Me.  And  He  looked  round  about  to  see  her  that  had 
done  this  thing.  And  when  the  woman  saw  that  she  was  not  hid,  she 
came  fearing  and  trembling,  knowing  what  was  done  in  her,  and  falling 
down  before  Him,  she  declared  unto  Him  all  the  truth,  before  all  the 
people,  for  what  cause  she  had  touched  Him,  and  how  she  was  healed 
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immediately.  And  when  He  saw  her,  He  said  unto  her,  Daughter,  he 
of  good  comfort :  thy  faitli  hath  made  thee  whole  ;  go  in  f>eace,  and  he 
whole  of  thy  plague.     And  the  woman  was  made  whole  from  that  liour. 

While  He  yet  »pake,  there  came  from  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue's 
house  certain  which  said,  Thy  daughter  is  dead  :  why  troulilest  thou  the 
Master  any  further  ?  As  soon  as  Jesus  heard  the  word  that  was  spoken, 
He  saith  unto  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue,  Be  not  afraid,  only  beHeve, 
and  she  shall  be  made  whole.  And  He  suffered  no  man  to  follow  Him. 
save  Peter,  and  James,  and  John  the  brother  of  James.  And  wl.c«n 
Jesus  came  to  the  house  of  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue,  and  saw  the 
minstrels  and  the  people  making  a  noise,  and  them  that  wept  and  wailed 
greatly.  He  suffered  no  man  to  go  in,  save  Peter,  and  James,  and  John, 
and  the  father  and  the  nuther  of  the  maiden.  And  all  wept,  and 
bewailed  her.  And  when  He  was  come  in.  He  saith  unto  them.  Why 
make  ye  this  ado,  and  weep  ?  give  place  :  for  the  maid  is  not  dead,  but 
sleepeth.  And  they  laughed  Him  to  scorn,  knowing  that  she  was  dead. 
But  when  He  had  put  them  all  out,  He  taketh  the  father  and  the  mother 
of  the  damsel,  and  them  that  were  with  Him,  and  ent«^»""<-h  in  where  the 
damsel  was  lying.  And  He  took  the  damsel  by  the  hand,  antl  said 
unto  her,  Talitha  cunii  ;  which  is,  being  inttrpreted,  Damsel,  I  say  unto 
thee,  arise.  And  her  spirit  came  again,  and  she  arose  straightway,  and 
walked  :  for  she  was  of  the  (uje  of  twelve  years.  And  her  patents  were 
astonished  with  a  great  astonishment.  And  He  charged  them  straitly 
that  no  man  should  know  it :  and  commanded  that  something  shouM 
l)e  given  her  to  eat.  And  the  fame  hereof  went  al>road  into  all  that 
land. 

And  when  Jesus  departed  thence,  two  blind  men  followed  Hiui. 
^Tying,  and  saying,  Thou  tion  of  David,  have  mercy  on  us.  And  when 
He  was  come  into  the  house,  the  blind  men  came  to  Him  :  and  Jesits 
saith  unto  them,  Believe  ye  that  I  am  able  to  do  this  ?  They  said  uii  o 
Him,  Yea,  Lord.  Then  touched  He  their  eyes,  «aying.  According  to 
your  faith  be  it  unto  you.  And  their  eyes  were  opened  :  and  Jesus 
straitly  charged  them,  saying,  See  that  no  man  know  it.  But  thoy, 
when  they  were  departed,  spread  abroad  His  fame  in  all  that  countiy. 

As  they  went  out,  behold,  they  brought  to  Him  a  dumV>  man  pos- 
sessed with  a  devil.  And  when  the  devil  was  cast  out,  the  dumb  spake: 
and  the  multitudes  marvelled,  saying.  It  was  never  so  seen  in  Israel. 
But  the  Pharisees  said,  He  casteth  out  devils  through  the  prince  of  the 
devils. 
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6. —Jesus  visits  Nazareth,   and  sends   but 

Twelve  Apostles. 

St  Matt.  9.  35,  36  ;  10.  l-t>,  11.  1  :  13.  ni-.^S  ;  St  Mark  6.  1-13  ; 

St  Luke  9.  1  G. 

Nazareth — Around  Capernaum. 

And  Ho  went  out  from  thence,  and  came  into  His  own  country  ;  and 
Hi.sdiHcii)le,s  follow  Him.  And  when  He  wa^  come  into  His  own  country, 
and  when  the  Sabbath  day  was  come,  He  began  to  teach  in  the 
synagogue :  and  many  hearing  Ifim  were  astonished,  saying.  From 
wh-ince  hath  this  man  these  things  ?  and  what  wisdom  is  this  which  is 
givriU  unto  Him,  that  even  such  mighty  works  are  wrought  by  His 
hauls  ?  Is  not  this  the  cai'penter  ?  is  not  His  mother  called  Mary  ?  and 
His  brethren,  James  and  Joses,  and  Simon,  and  Judas  ?  and  His  sisters, 
are  they  not  all  with  us  '\  Whence  then  hath  this  man  all  these  things  ? 
All  1  they  wt!re  offended  in  Him.  But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  A  prophet 
is  not  without  honour,  save  in  his  own  country,  and  among  his  own  kin, 
an  1  in  hir^  own  house.  And  He  did  not  many  mighty  works  thei-e 
because  of  tlieir  unbelief,  sive  that  He  laid  His  hands  upon  a  few  sick 
folk,  and  healed  them.     And  He  inarvelled  because  of  their  unbelief. 

And  J(»sus  went  aV)out  all  the  cities  and  villages,  teaching  in  their 
•synagogues,  .ind  j»reaching  the  gospel  of  the  kingdom,  and  healing  every 
sic'cness  and  every  disease  among  the  people. 

But  \N  hen  He  saw  the  multitudes,  He  was  moved  with  compassion 
on  them,  because  they  fainted,  and  were  scattered  abroad,  as  sheep 
having  no  shepherd.  Then  sa'^h  He  unto  His  disciples.  The  harvest 
truly  is  i)lenteous,  but  the  labourers  are  few  :  pray  ye  therefore  the 
Lr)id  of  the  harvest,  that  He  will  send  forth  labourers  into  His  harvest. 

And  wiien  He  had  called  unto  Him  His  twelve  disciples,  He  gave 
them  power  and  authority  over  all  devils,  to  cast  them  out,  and  to  heal 
all  manner  of  sickness  and  all  manner  of  disease.  And  He  sent  them 
forth  by  two  and  two,  to  preach  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  to  heal  the 
sick.  These  twelve  Jesus  sent  forth,  and  commanded  them,  saying,  Go 
not  into  the  way  of  the  Gentiles,  and  into  any  city  of  the  Samaritans 
enter  ye  not :  but  go  rather  to  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  IsraeL 
And  as  ye  go,  preach,  saying.  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand.  Heil 
the  sick,  cleanse  the  lepers,  raise  the  dead,  cast  out  devils  :  freely  yd<* 
hav3  rejeived,  freely  give.     And  He  said  unto  them,  Take  nothing  foi*^^ 
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ifoiir  journey,  save  a  ntaff  only  :  provide  neither  gold,  nor  Hilver,  nor 
Imvhh  in  your  purses,  nor  scrip  for  i/our  journey,  neither  two  coat-H, 
neither  shoes,  but  hf  sliod  with  sandals  ;  for  the  workman  is  worthy  of 
his  meat.  And  into  whatsoever  city  or  town  ye  shall  enter,  cn(iuirc 
who  in  it  is  W(»ithy  ;  and  there  alnde  till  ye  go  thence.  And  when  ye 
come  into  an  house,  salute  it.  And  if  the  house  be  worthy,  let  your 
])ea(;e  come  upon  it  :  but  if  it  be  not  worthy,  let  your  peace  return  to 
y(ni.  And  whosoever  shall  not  receive  you,  nor  hear  your  ivords,  when 
ye  depart  out  of  that  house  or  city,  shake  off  the  very  dust  from  your 
feet  for  a  testimony  against  them.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  It  shall  be 
more  tolerable  for  the  land  of  Sodcmi  and  (lomorrhain  the  day  of  judg- 
ment, than  for  that  city. 

l^ehoM,  I  send  you  forth  as  sheep  in  the  midst  of  wolves  :  be  ye 
therefore  wise  as  serpents,  and  harmless  as  doves.  But  beware  of  men  : 
for  tliey  will  deliver  you  up  to  the  councils,  and  they  will  scourge  you 
in  their  synagogues  ;  and  ye  shall  be  brought  before  governors  and 
kings  tor  \I y  sake,  for  a  testimony  against  them  and  the  Gentiles.  But 
when  they  deliver  you  up,  take  no  thought  how  or  what  ye  shall  speak  : 
for  it  shall  be  given  you  in  that  same  hour  wlipt  ye  shall  speak.  For  it 
is  not  3'e  that  speak,  but  the  Spirit  of  your  Father  which  speaketh 
in  vou. 

And  the  brother  shall  deliver  up  the  brother  to  death,  and  the 
father  the  child  :  and  the  children  shall  rise  up  again.=?t  tJicir  parents, 
and  cause  them  to  be  i)ut  to  death.  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  metb 
for  My  name's  sake  :  but  he  that  endureth  to  the  end  shall  be  saved. 

But  when  they  persecute  you  in  this  city,  flee  ye  into  another  :  for 
verily  I  say  unto  you,  Ye  shall  not  have  gone  over  the  cities  of  Israel, 
li"  the  Son  of  man  be  come. 

rho  <iisciple  is  not  ab(jve  his  master,  nor  the  servant  above  his  lord. 
It  is  'Miough  for  the  disciple  that  he  be  as  his  master,  and  the  servant 
as  hi  lord.  If  they  have  called  the  master  of  the  house  Beelzebul),  how 
much  more  shaft  thet/  raff  them  of  his  household  ? 

Fear  them  not  therefore  :  for  there  is  nothing  covered,  that  shall 
not  be  revealef^  ;  and  hid,  that  shall  not  Vje  known.  What  I  tell  you 
in  darkness,  th  U  speak  ye  in  light;  and  what  ye  hear  in  the  ear,  that 
l)reach  ye  u]>on  the  house-tops. 

And  fear  not  them  which  kill  the  body,  but  are  not  able  to  kill  the 
soul :  but  rather  fear  Him  which  is  able  to  destroy  both  soul  and  body 
in  hell.  Are  ,  ot  two  sparrows  sold  for  a  farthing  ?  and  one  of  them 
:shall  not  fall  on  the  ground  without  your  Father.     But  the  very  hairs 
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f)f  your  head  are  all  numbered.     Fear  ye  not  therefore,  ye  are  of  more 
value  than  mapy  sparrows. 

Whosoever  therefore  shall  confess  Me  before  men,  him  will  I  confess 
also  before  My  Father  which  is  in  heaven.  But  whosoever  shall  deny 
Me  before  men,  him  will  I  also  deny  before  My  Father  which  ia  in 
heaven. 

Think  not  that  I  am  come  to  send  peace  on  earth :  I  came  not 
to  send  peace,  but  a  sword.  For  I  am  come  to  set  a  man  at  variance 
against  his  father,  and  the  daughter  against  her  mother,  and  the 
daughter-in-law  against  her  mother-in-law.  And  a  man's  foes  diall  he 
they  of  his  own  household.  He  that  loveth  father  or  mother  morc^ 
than  Me  is  not  worthy  of  Me  :  and  he  that  loveth  son  or  daug.  ter  moi  o 
than  Me  is  not  woithy  of  Me.  And  he  that  taketh  not  his  cross,  and 
folio weth  after  Me,  is  not  worthy  of  Me.  He  that  findeth  his  life  shall 
lose  it :  and  he  that  loseth  his  life  for  My  sake  shall  find  it. 

He  that  receiveth  you  receiveth  Me,  and  he  that  receivetli  Me 
receiveth  Him  that  sent  Me.  He  that  receiveth  a  prophet  in  the  name 
of  a  prophet  shall  receive  a  prophet's  reward  ;  and  he  that  receiveth  a 
righteous  man  in  the  name  of  a  righteous  man  shall  receive  a  righteous 
man's  reward.  And  whosoever  shall  give  to  drink  unto  one  of  theto 
little  ones  a  cup  of  cold  water  only  in  the  name  of  a  disciple,  verily  I 
say  unto  you,  he  shall  in  no  wise  lose  his  reward. 

And  they  departed,  and  went  through  the  towns,  preaching  the 
■gospel,  that  men  should  repent.  And  they  cast  out  many  devils,  and 
anointed  with  oil  many  that  were  sick  and  healed  them. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  made  an  end  of  commanding 
His  twelve  discii)les,  He  departed  thence  to  teach  and  to  preach  in  their 
cities. 

7.— King  Herod  beheads  John  the  Baptist. 

St  Matt  14.  1-12  ;  St  Mark  6.  14-29  ;  St  Luke  9.  7-9. 

Galilee-  —Manhcvrus. 

At  that  time  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard  of  the  fame  of  Jesus,  of  all 
that  was  done  by  Him  :  (for  His  name  was  spread  abroad  :)  and  he  v  as 
perplexed,  because  that  it  was  said  of  some,  that  John  was  risen  from 
ihtt  dead  ;  and  of  some,  that  Elias  had  app«^ared  ;  and  of  others,  that 
one  of  the  old  prophets  was  risen  again.  And  Herod  said,  Jolin 
have  I  beheaded  :  but  who  is  this,  of  whom  I  hear  such  tilings  ?  aitdf 
said  unto  his  servants,  This  is  John  the  Baj)tist  ;  he  is  risen  from  the 
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dead  ;  and  therefore  mighty  works  do  shew  forth  themselves  in  him. 
And  he  desired  to  see  Him.  Ocners  said,  That  it  is  Elias.  And  others 
said,  That  it  is  a  prophet,  or  as  one  of  the  prophets.  But  when  Herod 
heard  thereof ^  he  said,  It  is  John,  whom  I  beheaded  :  he  is  risen  fiom 
Uie  dead.  For  Herod  himself  had  sent  forth  and  laid  hold  ujion  John, 
and  bound  him.  in  prison  for  Herodias'  sake,  his  brothei  Phili}''s  wife  : 
for  he  had  married  her.  For  John  had  said  unto  Herod,  It  is  not  lawful 
for  thee  to  have  thy  brother's  wife.  Therefore  Herodias  had  a  (juarit! 
against  him,  u-id  would  have  killed  him  ;  but  she  could  not  :  for  Herod 
feared  John,  knowing  that  he  was  a  just  men  and  an  holy,  and  observed 
him  ;  and  when  h«3  heard  him,  he  did  mayiy  things,  and  heard  him 
gladly.  And  when  a  convenient  day  was  come,  that  Herod  on  his 
birthday  made  a  supper  to  his  lords,  high  cajjtains,  and  chief  eatateit  of 
Galilee  :  and  when  the  daughter  of  the  said  Herodias  came  in,  and 
danced,  and  pleased  Herod  and  them  that  sat  with  him,  the  king  said 
unto  the  damsel,,  Ask  of  me  whatsoever  thou  wilt,  and  I  will  give  it 
thee.  Whereupon  he  promised  with  an  oath  to  give  her  whatsoever  sl:e 
would  ask.  And  he  swaro  unto  her.  Whatsoever  thou  shalt  ask  of  nie, 
I  will  give  it  thee,  unto  the  half  of  my  kingdom.  And  she  went  forth, 
and  said  unto  her  mother,  Wliat  shall  I  ask  ?  And  she  said.  The  head 
of  John  the  Baptist.  And  she,  being  befv>re  instructed  o\'  he>-  mother, 
came  in  straightway  with  haste  unto  the  king,  joid  asked,  saying,  I  will 
that  thou  give  me  b^  and  by  in  a  charger  the  head  of  John  the  Baptist. 
And  the  king  was  ej  ceeding  sorry  ;  yet  for  his  oath's  sake,  and  for  their 
sakes  which  sat  with  him,  he  would  not  reiect  her.  And  immediate! v 
the  king  sent  an  executioner,  and  commanded  his  head  to  be  brought  : 
and  he  went  and  beheaded  John  in  the  }>rison.  And  his  head  was 
brought  in  a  charger,  and  given  to  the  damsel  :  and  she  brought  it  to 
her  mother.  And  when  his  disciples  heard  o/ /<,  they  came  and  took 
up  his  corpse,  and  laid  it  in  a  tomb,  and  werM  and  told  Jesus. 

8.— Miracle  of  feeding  five  thousand  in  the  desert. 

St  Matt.  14.  13-21  ;  St  Mark  6.  30-44  ;  Sr  Like  9.  10-17  ;  St  Jt)HX 

6.  1-13. 

Capernaum — Desert  of  Bethsaida. 

And  the  apostles,  when  they  were  returned,  gathered  themselves 
together  unto  Jesus,  and  told  Him  all  things,  both  what  they  ha<l  done 
and  what  they  had  taught.     And  He  said  unto  them.  Come  ye  your- 
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selves  a}>art  into  a  desert  place,  and  rest  awhile  :  for  there  were  many 
coming  and  going,  and  they  had  no  leisure  so  much  as  to  eat.  After 
these  things,  Jesus  went  over  the  sea  of  Galilee,  which  is  the  sea  of 
Tiberias,  into  a  desert  plaee  belonging  to  the  city  called  Bethsaida,  by 
ship  privately.  And  the  people  saw  them  departing,  and  many  knew 
Him,"'and  ran  afoot  thither  out  of  all  cities,  and  outwent  them,  and 
came  together  unto  Him,  because  they  saw  His  miracles  which  He  did 
on  them  that  were  diseased.  And  Jesus,  when  He  came  out,  saw  much 
people,  and  was  moved  with  compassion  toward  them,  because  they  were 
as  sheep  not  having  a  shepherd  :  and  He  began  to  teach  them  many 
things,  and  spake  unto  them  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  healed  them 
that  had  need  of  healing.  And  Jesus  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and 
there  He  sat  with  His  disciples.  And  the  passover,  a  feast  of  the  Jews, 
WIS  nigh.  When  Jesus  then  lifted  up  His  eyes,  and  saw  a  great  coni- 
)>  my  come  unto  Him,  He  saith  unto  Philip,  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread, 
that  these  may  eat  ?  And  this  He  said  to  ])rove  him  :  for  He  Himself 
knew  what  He  would  do.  Philip  answered  Him,  Two  hundred  penny- 
w  )rth  of  bread  is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every  one  of  them  may 
ta'ce  a  little.  And  when  it  was  evening.  His  disciples  came  unto  Him, 
a' id  said,  This  is  a  desert  place,  and  now  the  time  is  far  passed  :  send 
them  away,  that  they  may  go  into  the  towns  and  country  round  about, 
a  id  loflge,  and  buy  themselves  bread  :  for  they  have  nt)thing  to  eat.  for 
we  are  hei'e  in  a  desert  place.  But  Jesus  said  unto  them,  They  need  nol> 
depart  ;  give  ye  them  to  eat.  And  they  say  unto  Him,  Shall  we  go  and 
buy  two  hundred  pennyworth  of  bread,  and  give  them  to  eat  ?  He  saith 
unto  them,  How  many  loaves  have  ye  ?  go  and  see.  And  when  they 
knew,  one  of  His  disciples,  Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  brother,  saith  unto 
Him,  There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley  loaves,  and  two 
small  fishes  :  but  what  are  they  among  so  many  ?  We  have  no  more 
but  five  loaves  and  two  fishes  ;  except  we  should  go  and  buy  meat  for 
all  this  people.  For  they  were  about  five  thousand  men.  He  said, 
Bring  them  hither  to  Me.  And  He  said  to  His  disciples.  Make  them 
.'^it  down  by  fifties  in  a  company  upon  the  green  grass.  Now  there  was 
much  grass  in  the  place  ;  so  the  men  sat  down  in  ranks,  by  hundreds, 
an.l  bv  fifties,  in  number  about  five  thousand.  And  when  He  had  taken 
thft  five  loaves  and  the  two  fishes,  and  when  He  had  given  thanks,  look- 
ing up  to  heaven,  He  blessed  them,  and  brake  the  loaves,  and  gave'the 
loaves  to  His  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to  the  multitude  that  were  set 
d«»wn  ;  and  likewise  the  two  fishes  divided  He  among  them  all,  as  much 
as  they  would.    And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled.     When  they  were 
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filled,  He  said  unto  His  disciples,  Gather  up  the  fragments  that  remain,, 
that  nothing  be  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered  them  together,  and  filled 
twelve  baskets  with  the  fragments  of  the  five  barley  loaves  and  of  thefisl.es 
which  remained  over  and  above  unto  them  that  had  eaten.  And  they 
that  had  eaten  were  about  five  thousand  men,  beside  women  ai.d 
children. 

9.— Jesus  Walks  on  the  Sea,  and  tries  Peter's 

Faith. 

St  Matt.  14.  22-36  ;  St  Mark  6.  45-56 ;  St  John  6.  14-21. 

The  Sea  of  Galilee — Gennesaret. 

Then  those  men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle  that  Jesus  did, 
said,  This  is  of  a  truth  that  prophet  that  should  come  into  the  world. 
And  straightway  Jesus  constrained  His  disciples  to  get  into  a  ship,  ai.d 
to  go  before  Him  unto  the  other  side,  unto  Bethsaida,  wliile  He  sent 
away  the  people.  When  Jesus  therefore  perceived  that  they  wou  cl 
come  and  take  Him  by  force,  to  make  Him  a  king,  and  when  He  lu.d 
sent  the  multitudes  away,  He  departed  again  into  a  Uiountain  Himstlf 
alone  to  pray.  And  when  even  was  now  coLne,  His  disciples  went  down 
unto  the  sea,  and  entered  into  a  ship,  and  went  over  the  sea  toward 
Capernaum.  And  it  was  now  dark,  and  Jesus  was  not  come  to  thenj. 
But  the  ship  was  now  in  the  midst  of  the  sea,  tossed  with  waves  :  for 
the  wind  was  contrary  ;  and  He  alone  on  the  land. 

And  the  sea  arose  by  reason  of  a  grea  vind  that  blew.  And  He  saw 
them  toiling  in  rowing  ;  for  the  wind  v.  hs  contrary  unto  them.  !So 
when  they  had  rowed  about  five-and-twenty  or  thirty  furlongs,  and 
about  the  fourth  watch  of  the  night,  they  see  Jesus  walking  on  the  sea, 
and  drawing  nigh  unto  the  ship  :  and  would  have  pa.<sed  by  then-. 
And  when  the  disciples  saw  Him  walking  on  the  sea,  they  were 
troubled,  saying.  It  is  a  spirit  ;  and  they  cried  out  for  fear,  for  they  all 
saw  Him,  and  were  troubled.  But  straightway  Jesus  spake  unto  them, 
saying.  Be  of  good  cheer  ;  it  is  I  ;  be  not  afraid.  And  Peter  answered 
Him  and  said,  Lord,  if  it  be  Thou,  bid  me  come  unto  Thee  on  the  water. 
And  He  said,  Come.  And  when  Peter  was  come  down  out  of  the  ship, 
he  walked  on  the  water,  to  go  to  Jesus.  But  when  he  saw  the  wind 
boisterous,  he  was  afraid  ;  and  beginning  to  sink,  he  cried,  saying.  Lord, 
save  me.  And  immediately  Jesus  stretched  foi-th  His  hand,  and  caught 
him,  and  said  unto  him,  0  thou  of  little  faith,  wherefore  didst  thou 
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doubt  ?  Then  they  willingly  received  Him  into  the  ship.  And  wlien 
they  were  come  into  the  ship,  the  wind  ceased,  and  immediately  the 
.ship  was  at  the  land  whithti-  they  went.  Then  they  that  were  in  the 
«hip  came  and  worshipped  Him,  saying,  Of  a  truth  Thou  art  the  Son  of 
God.  And  they  were  sore  amazed  in  themselves  beyond  measure,  and 
wondered.  For  they  considered  not  the  miracle  of  the  loaves  ;  for  their 
heart  was  hardened. 

And  when  they  had  passed  over,  they  came  into  the  land  of  Gen- 
nesaret,  and  drew  to  the  shore.  And  when  they  were  come  out  of  the 
ship,  and  when  the  men  of  that  place  had  knowledge  of  Him,  they  sent 
out  into  all  that  country,  and  ran  through  that  whole  region  round 
about,  and  began  to  carry  about  in  beds  those  that  were  sick,  where  they 
heard  He  was.  And  whithersoever  He  entered,  into  villages,  or  cities, 
or  country,  they  laid  the  sick  in  the  streets,  and  besought  Him  that 
they  might  touch  if  it  were  but  the  border  of  His  garment :  and  as 
many  as  touched  Him  were  made  whole. 

The  day  following,  when  the  people  which  stood  on  the  other  side 
of  the  sea  saw  that  there  was  none  other  boat  there,  save  that  one 
wherein  to  His  disciples  were  entered,  and  that  Jesus  went  not  with  His 
discii)les  into  the  boat,  but  that  His  disciples  were  gone  away  alone  ; 
(howljeit  there  came  other  boats  from  Tiberias  nigh  unto  the  place 
where  they  did  eat  bread,  after  that  the  Lord  had  given  thanks  :)  when 
the  people  therefore  saw  that  Jesus  was  not  there,  neither  His  disciples, 
they  also  took  shipping,  and  came  to  Capernaum,  seeking  for  Jesus. 

10.— Jesus  proclaims  Himself  the  Bread  of  Life. 

St  John  6.  25-71. 
Capernaum. 

And  when  they  had  found  Him  on  the  other  side  of  the  sea,  they 
said  unto  Him,  Rabbi,  when  camest  Thou  hither  ?  Jesus  answered  them 
and  said,  Veiily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Ye  seek  Me,  not  because  ye  saw 
the  miracles,  but  because  ye  did  eat  of  the  loaves,  and  were  filled. 
La^»our  not  for  the  meat  which  perisheth,  but  for  that  meat  which 
ei  du  -eth  unto  everlasting  life,  which  the  Son  of  man  shall  give  unt<» 
vou  :  for  Him  hath  God  the  Father  sealed. 

Then  said  they  unto  Him,  What  shall  we  do,  that  we  might  work 
the  works  of  Gkni  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  This  is  the 
work  of  God,  that  ye  believe  on  Him  whom  He  h«ith  sent. 
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They  said  therefore  unto  Him,  What  sign  shewest  Thou  then,  that 
we  may  see,  and  believe  Thee  ?  what  dost  Thou  work  ?  Our  fathers  did 
eat  manna  in  the  desert ;  as  it  is  written,  He  gave  them  bread  from 
heaven  to  eat.  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  Moses  gave  you  not  that  bread  from  heaven  :  but  My  Father  giveth 
you  the  true  bread  from  heaven.  For  the  bread  of  God  is  He  which 
c«nueth  down  from  heaven,  and  giveth  life  unto  the  world. 

Then  said  they  unto  Him,  Lord,  evermore  give  us  this  bread.  And 
Jv\-us  said  unto  them,  I  am  the  bread  of  life  :  he  that  cometh  to  Me 
shall  never  hunger  ;  and  he  that  believeth  on  Me  shall  never  thirst. 
B  it  I  said  unto  you.  That  ye  also  have  seen  Me,  and  believe  not.  All 
t'lat  the  Father  giveth  Me  shall  come  to  Me,  and  liim  that  cometh 
to  Me  I  will  in  no  wise  cast  out.  For  I  came  down  from  heaven,  not  to  do 
Mine  own  will,  biit  the  will  of  Him  that  sent  Me.  And  this  is  the 
Father's  will  which  hath  sent  Me,  that  of  all  which  He  hath  given  Me, 
1  should  lose  nothing,  but  should  raise  it  up  again  at  the  last  day.  And 
this  is  the  will  of  Him  that  sent  Me,  that  every  one  which  seeth  the  Son, 
a.d  believeth  on  Him.  may  have  everlasting  life  :  and  I  will  raise  him 
up  at  the  last  day. 

The  Jews  then  murmure<l  at  Him,  because  He  said,  I  am  the  bread 
which  came  down  from  heaven.  And  they  said,  Is  not  this  Jesus,  the 
son  of  Jose})h,  whose  father  and  mother  we  know  ?  how  is  it  then  that  He 
saith,  I  came  down  from  heaven  ?  Jesus  therefore  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  Murmur  not  among  yourselves.  No  man  can  come  to  Me, 
except  the  Father  which  hath  sent  Me  draw  him  :  and  I  will  raise  him 
up  at  the  last  day.  It  is  written  in  the  i)rophets,  And  they  shall  be 
all  taught  of  God.  P]very  man  therefore  that  hath  heard,  and  hath 
learned  of  the  Father,  cometh  unto  Me.  Not  ti}at  any  man  hath  seen 
the  Father,  save  He  which  is  of  God,  He  hath  seen  the  Father.  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  believeth  on  Me  hath  everlasting  life, 
I  am  that  bread  of  life.  Your  fathers  did  eat  manna  in  the  wilderness, 
and  are  dead.  This  is  the  bread  which  cometh  down  from  heaven,  that 
a  man  may  eat  thereof,  and  not  die.  I  am  the  living  bread  which  came 
down  from  heaven  :  if  any  man  eat  of  this  bread,  he  shall  live  for  ever : 
and  the  bread  that  I  will  give  is  My  flesh,  which  I  will  give  for  the  life 
of  the  world. 

The  Jews  therefore  strove  among  themt;elves,  saying,  How  can  this 
man  give  us  His  flesh  to  eat '(  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Except  ye  eat  the  flesh  of  the  Son  of  man,  and 
drink  His  blood,  ye  have  no  life  in  you.     Whoso  eateth  My  flesh,  and 
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drinketh  My  blood,  hath  eternal  life  ;  and  I  will  raise  him  up  at  the 
last  day.  For  My  flesh  is  meat  indeed,  and  My  blood  is  drink  indeed. 
He  that  eateth  My  flesh,  and  drinketh  My  blood,  dwelleth  in  Me,  and  [ 
in  him.  As  the  living  Father  hath  sent  Me,  and  I  live  by  the  Father  : 
so  he  that  eateth  Me,  even  he  shall  live  by  Me.  This  is  that  bread 
which  came  down  from  heaven  :  not  as  your  fathers  did  eat  manna,  and 
are  dead  :  he  that  eateth  of  this  bread  shall  live  for  ever. 

These  things  said  He  in  the  synagogue,  as  He  taught  in  Cai)ernaum. 
Many  therefore  of  His  disciples,  when  they  had  heard  ihh,  said.  This  is 
an  hard  saying  ;  who  can  hear  it  ?  When  Jesus  knew  in  Himself  that 
His  disciples  murmured  at  it,  He  said  unto  them,  Doth  this  offend  you? 
What  and  if  ye  shall  see  the  Son  of  man  ascend  up  whtre  He  was  before? 
It  is  the  spirit  that  quickeneth  ;  the  flesh  profiteth  nothing  :  the  words 
that  I  speak  unto  you,  they  are  spirit,  and  they  are  life.  But  there  are 
some  of  you  that  believe  not.  For  Jesus  knew  from  the  beginning  who 
they  were  that  believed  not,  and  who  should  betray  Him.  And  He  said» 
Therefore  said  I  unto  you,  that  no  man  can  come  unto  Me,  except  it 
were  given  unto  him  of  My  Father. 

From  that  time  many  of  His  disciples  went  back,  and  walked  wo 
more  with  Him.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  the  twelve.  Will  ye  also  go 
away  ?  Then  Simon  Peter  answered  Him,  Lord,  to  whom  shall  we  go  ? 
Thou  hast  the  words  of  eternal  life.  And  we  believe  and  are  sure  that 
Thou  art  that  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God.  Jesus  answered  them. 
Have  not  I  chosen  you  twelve,  and  one  of  you  is  a  devil  ?  He  spake  of 
Judas  Iscariot  the  son  of  Simon  ;  for  he  it  was  that  should  betray  Him^ 
being  one  of  the  twelve.

11.— Jesus  denounces  the  Pharisees. 

St  Matt.  15.  1-20  ;  St  Mark  7.  1-23. 

Capernaum. 

Then  came  together  unto  Him  the  Pharisees,  and  certain  of  the 
Scribes,  which  came  from  Jerusalem.  And  when  they  saw  some  of  His 
disciples  eat  bread  with  defiled,  that  is  to  say,  with  unwasben,  hands, 
they  found  fault.  For  the  Pharisees,  and  all  the  Jews,  except  they  wash 
their  h9.nds  oft,  eat  not.  holding  the  tradition  of  the  elders.  And  when 
they  come  from  the  market,  except  they  wash,  they  eat  not.  And  many 
other  things  there  be,  which  they  have  received  to  hold,  as  the  washing 
of  cups,  and  pots,  and  brasen  vessels,  and  of  tables.  Then  the  Pharisees 
and  Scribes  asked  Him,  Why  do  Thy  disciples  transgress  the  tradition  of 
the  elders?  for  they  wash  not  their  hands  when  they  eat  bread.  But  He 
answered  and  said  unto  them,  Why  do  ye  also  transgress  the  command- 
ment of  God  by  your  tradition  ?  Full  well  ye  reject  the  commandment  of 
God,  that  ye  may  keep  your  own  tradition  :  for  God  commanded,  saying, 
Honour  thy  father  and  mother  :  and.  He  that  curseth  father  or  mother, 
let  him  die  the  death.  But  ye  say.  Whosoever  shall  say  to  his  father 
or  his  mother,  It  is  Corban,  that  is  to  say,  a  gift,  by  whatsoever  thou 
mightest  be  profited  by  me,  and  honour  not  his  father  or  his  mother,  he 
shall  he  free.  Thus  have  ye  made  the  commandment  of  God  of  none  effect 
by  your  tradition.  And  ye  suffer  him  no  more  to  do  ought  for  his 
father  or  his  mother  ;  making  the  word  of  God  of  none  effect  through 
y<Mir  tradition,  which  ye  have  delivered  ;  and  many  such  like  things  do 
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ye.  Ye  hypocrites,  well  did  Esaias  prophesy  of  you,  saying,  This  people 
draweth  nigh  unto  Me  with  their  mouth,  and  honoureth  Me  with  their 
lips  ;  but  their  heart  is  far  from  Me.  But  in  vain  they  do  worship  Me, 
teaching  for  doctrines  the  commandments  of  men.  For  laying  aside  the 
commandment  of  God,  ye  hold  the  tradition  of  men,  as  the  washing  of 
I)ot8  and  cups  :  and  many  other  such  like  things  ye  do.  And  when  He 
had  called  all  the  people  unto  Ilim,  He  said  unto  them.  Hearken  unto 
Me  every  one  of  you,  and  understand  :  There  is  nothing  from  without 
a  man,  that  entering  into  him  can  defile  him  ;  but  the  things  which  come 
out  of  him,  those  are  they  that  defile  the  man.  If  any  man  have  ears 
to  hear,  let  him  hear.  And  when  He  was  entered  into  the  house  from 
the  people,  then  came  His  disciples,  and  said  unto  Him,  Knowest  Thou 
that  the  Pharisees  were  offended,  after  they  heard  this  saying  ?  But 
He  answered  and  said.  Every  plant,  which  My  heavenly  Father  hath 
not  planted,  shall  be  rooted  up.  Let  them  alone :  they  be  blind 
leaders  of  the  blind.  And  if  the  blind  lead  the  blind,  both  shall  fall 
into  the  ditch.  Then  answered  Peter  and  said  unto  Him,  Declare  unto 
us  this  parable.  And  Jesus  said,  Are  ye  also  yet  without  understanding? 
Do  not  ye  yet  understand  that  whatsoever  thing  from  without  entereth 
into  the  man,  it  cannot  defile  him  ;  because  it  entereth  not  into  His  heart, 
but  into  the  belly,  and  goeth  out  into  the  draught,  purging  all  meats? 
And  He  said.  But  those  things  which  proceed  out  of  the  mouth  come 
forth  from  the  heart ;  and  they  defile  the  man.  For  from  within, 
out  of  the  heart  of  men,  proceed  evil  thoughts,  adulteries,  fornications, 
murders,  theft,  covetousness,  wickedness,  false  witness,  deceit,  lascivious- 
ness,  an  evil  eye,  blasphemy,  pride,  foolishness  :  all  these  evil  things 


come  from  within,  and  defile  the  man 
defileth  not  a  man. 


but  t(j  eat  with  unwashen  hands 


12.— Jesus  heals  a  Syrophenician,  and  feeds  Four 

Thousand. 

St  Matt.  15.  21-38  ;  St  Mark  7.  24-31-8.  9. 

Coasts  of  Tyre  and  Sidon — Desert  of  BetJisaida.         ,,,um 

Then  Jesus  went  thence,  and  departed  into  the  coasts  of  Tyffe'  afid 

Sidon.     And,  behold,  a  woman  of  Oaanan  came  out  of  the  same  coasts, 

and  cried  unto  Him,  saying,  Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  Lord,  Thou  Son 

of  David;  my  daughter  is  grievously  vexed  with  a  devil.     But  He 

.answered  her  not  a  woixl.     And  His  dispiples  came  and  besought  Him, 
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A   DEVIL   CAST   OUT   ASD   A   DEAF   MAN   CURED. 
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.saying,  Send  her  away  ;  for  she  crieth  after  us.  But  He  answered  and 
said,  I  am  not  sent  but  unto  the  lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel :  and 
entered  into  an  house,  and  would  have  no  man  know  it ;  but  He  could 
not  be  hid.  For  a  certain  woman,  whose  young  daughter  had  an 
unclean  spirit,  heard  of  Him,  and  came  and  fell  at  His  feet,  and  wor- 
shipped Him,  saying,  Lord,  help  me.  The  woman  was  a  Greek,  a  Syro- 
phenician  by  nation  ;  and  she  besought  Him  that  He  would  cast  forth 
the  devil  out  of  her  daughter.  But  Jesus  said  unto  her,  Let  the 
children  first  be  filled  :  for  it  is  not  meet  to  take  the  children's  bread, 
and  cast  it  unto  the  dogs.  And  she  answered  and  said  unto  Hin^, 
Truth.  Lord  :  yet  the  dogs  under  the  table  eat  of  the  children's  crumbs 
which  fall  from  their  masters'  table.  Then  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  hei',  O  woman,  great  u  thy  faith  :  be  it  unto  thee  even  as  thou 
wilt.  And  He  said  unto  her,  For  this  saying  go  thy  way  ;  the  devil  is 
gone  out  of  thy  daughter.  And  her  daughter  was  made  whole  from 
that  very  hour.  And  when  she  was  come  to  her  house,  she  found  tl;^e 
devil  gone  out,  and  her  daughter  laid  upon  the  bed. 

And  again  Jesus  departed  from  the  coasts  of  Tyre  and  Sidon,  and 
came  nigh  unto  the  sea  of  Galilee,  through  the  midst  of  the  coasts  of 
Decapolis. 

And  they  bring  unto  Him  one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an  impedi- 
ment in  his  speech  ;  and  tjiey  beseech  Him  to  put  His  hand  upon  him. 
And  He  took  him  aside  from  the  multitude,  and  put  His  fingers  into 
his  eari!,  and  He  spit,  and  touched  his  tongue  ;  and  looking  up  i<o 
heaven,  He  sighed,  and  saith  unto  him,  Ephphatha,  that  is.  Be  opened. 
And  straightway  his  ears  were  opened,  and  the  string  of  his  tongue  was 
loosed,  and  he  spake  plain.  And  He  charged  thenj  that  they  should 
tell  no  man  :  but  the  more  He  charged  them,  so  much  the  more  a  great 
deal  they  published  it ;  and  were  beyond  measure  astonished,  saying, 
He  hath  done  all  things  well ;  He  maketh  both  the  deaf  to  hear,  and 
the  dumb  to  speak. 

And  Jesus  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and  sat  down  there.  And  great 
multitudes  came  unto  Him,  having  with  them  those  tJiat  were  lame, 
blind,  dumb,  maimed,  and  many  others,  and  cast  them  down  at  Jesus* 
feet  ;  and  He  healed  them  :  insomuch  that  the  multitude  wondered, 
when  they  saw  the  dumb  to  speak,  tiie  maimed  to  be  whole,  the  lame 
fco  w^lk,  and  the  blind  to  see  :  and  they  glorified  the  God  of  Israel 
,..  In  those  days  the  multitude  being  very  great,  and  having  nojbhing 
tp  eat,  Jesus  called  His  disciples  unto  Him,  and  saith  unto  them,  I  have 
•^^Qu^passion  on  the  multitude,  because  they  have  now  beeu  yfikh  'iip 
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three  days,  and  have  nothing  to  eat :  and  if  I  send  them  away  fasdng 
to  their  own  houses,  they  will  faint  by  the  way  :  for  divers  of  thcrn 
came  from  far.  And  His  disciples  say  unto  Him,  Whence  should  we 
have  so  much  bread  in  the  wilderness,  as  to  fill  so  great  a  multitude  ? 
And  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  How  many  loaves  have  ye  ?  And  they 
said,  Seven,  and  a  few  little  fishes.  And  He  commanded  the  nmltitude 
to  sit  down  on  the  ground.  And  He  took  the  seven  loaves  and  the 
fishes,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake  them,  and  gave  to  His  disciples  to 
set  before  them  ;  and  they  did  set  them  before  the  people.  And  they 
had  a  few  small  fishes  :  and  He  blessed,  and  commanded  to  set  them  also 
before  them.  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were  filled  :  and  they  took  uj> 
of  the  broken  meat  that  was  left  seven  baskets  full.  And  they  that  did 
e^-*  were  four  thousand  men,  beside  women  and  children  ;  and  He  sent 
thorn  away. 

13.— Jesus  warns  against  the  Pharisees,  and  heals  a 

Bhnd  Man. 

St  Matt.  15.  39—16.  12  ;  St  Mark  8.  10-26.  .^,. 

Magdala  and  DalmanutJia — Bethsaida. 

And  He  sent  away  the  multitude,  and  straightway  He  entered  into  a 
ship  with  His  disciples,  and  came  into  the  parts  of  Dalraanutha.  And 
the  Pharisees,  also  with  the  Sadducees,  came  forth,  and  began  to 
question  with  Him,  and  tempting  desired  Hirn  that  He  would  shew 
them  a  sign  from  heaven.  He  answered  and  said  unto  them,  When  it 
18  evening,  ye  say,  It  mil  be  fair  weather,  for  the  sky  is  red.  And  in  the 
morning,  Jt  will  he  foul  weather  to-day  :  for  the  sky  is  red  and  lowring. 
O  ye  hypocrites,  ye  can  discern  the  face  of  the  sky  ;  but  can  ye  not 
dMcem  the  signs  of  the  times  ?  A  wicked  and  adulterous  generation 
seeketh  after  a  sign  ;  and  there  shall  no  sign  be  given  unto  it,  but  the 
sign  of  the  prophet  Jonas.  And  He  sighed  deeply  in  His  spirit,  and 
saith.  Why  doth  this  generation  seek  after  a  sign  ?  verily  I  say  unto 
you,  There  shall  no  sign  be  given  to  this  generation. 

And  He  left  them,  and  entering  into  the  ship  again  departed  to  the 
other  side.  And  when  His  disciples  were  come  to  the  other  side,  they  had 
foi^otten  to  take  bread ;  neither  had  they  in  the  ship  with  them  more  thaui 
one  loaf.  Then  Jesus  charged  them,  saying.  Take  heed  and  beware  of 
the  leaven  of  the  Pharisees  and  of  the  Sadducees,  and  of  the  leaven  of 
Heirod.  And.  they  reasoned  among  themselves,  saying.  It  is  because  we 
%Ye  taken  no  bread.    Which  when  Jesus  perceived,  He  said  unto  them,  O* 
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yeof  little  faith,  why  reason  ye  among  yourselves, because  ye  have  brought 
no  bread  ?  Do  ye  not  yet  undersstand,  perceive  ye  not  yet,  neither  under- 
stand ?  have  ye  youi-  heart  yet  hardened  ?  Having  eyes,  see  ye  not  ? 
and  having  ears,  hear  ye  not  ?  and  do  ye  not  remember  the  five  loaves 
of  the  five  thousand,  and  how  many  baskets  ye  took  up?  Neither  the 
seven  loaves  of  the  four  thousand,  and  how  many  baskets  ye  took  up  ? 
When  I  brake  the  five  loaves  among  five  thousand,  how  many 
baskets  full  of  fragments  took  ye  up  '(  They  say  unto  Him,  Twelves 
And  when  the  seven  among  four  thousand,  how  many  baskets  full  qf 
fragments  t»Jok  ye  up  ?  And  they  said.  Seven.  And  He  said  unto  them, 
How  is  it  that  ye  do  not  understand  that  I  spake  it  not  to  you  con- 
cerning bread,  that  ye  should  beware  of  the  leaven  of  the  Pharinees  and 
of  the  Sadducees,  Then  understood  they  how  that  He  bade  them  not 
beware  of  the  leaven  of  bread,  but  of  the  doctrine  of  the  Pharisees  and 
of  the  Sadducees. 

And  He  cometh  to  Bethsaida  ;  and  they  bring  a  blind  man  unto 
Him,  and  besought  Him  to  touch  him.  And  He  took  the  blind  man  by 
the  hand,  and  led  him  out  of  the  town  ;  and  when  He  had  8{»it  on  his 
eyes,  and  put  His  hands  upon  him,  He  asked  him  if  he  saw  ought.  And 
he  looked  up,  and  said,  I  see  men  as  trees,  walking.  After  that  He  put 
JIls  hands  again  upon  his  eyes,  and  made  him  look  up  :  and  he  was 
restored,  and  saw  every  man  clearly.  And  He  sent  him  away  to  his  house^ 
saying  Neither  go  into  the  town,  nor  tell  it  to  any  in  the  town. 

14. —Jesus  speaks  of  His  Death  and  Second  Comingr- 

St  Matt.  16.  13-28  ;  St  Mark  8.  27—9.  1  ;  St  Luke  9.  18-27. 

Ccesarea  Philippi. 

And  Jesus  went  out,  and  His  disciples,  into  the  towns  of  CsesareA 
Pliilippi.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  He  was  alone  praying,  His  disciplea 
vare  with  Him  :  and  by  the  way  He  asked  His  disciples,  saying  unto 
them,  Whom  do  men  say  that  I  the  Son  of  man  am  ?  And  they  said, 
Some  say  that  Thou  art  John  the  Baptist :  some,  Elias :  and  others, 
Jeremias,  or  that  one  of  the  old  prophets  is  risen  again.  He  said  unto 
them,  But  whom  say  ye  that  I  am  ?  And  Simon  Peter  answered  and 
said  unto  Him,  Thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God.  And 
Jeaus  answered  and  said  unto  him.  Blessed  art  thou,  Simon  Barjona  : 
for  flesh  and  blood  hath  not  revealed  it  unto  thee,  but  My  Father  which 
is  m  heaven.     And  I  say  also  unto  thee,  That  thou  art  Peter,  and  upon 
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tms  rock  T  will  build  My  church  ;  and  the  gates  of  hell  shall  not  pre- 
vail against  it.  And  I  will  give  unto  thee  the  keys  of  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  :  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  bind  on  earth  shall  be  bound  in 
heaven,  and  whatsoever  thou  shalt  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in 
heaven.  Then  charged  He  His  disciples  that  they  should  tell  no  man 
that  He  was  Jesus  the  Christ. 

From  that  time  forth  began  Jesus  to  shew  unto  His  disciples,  how 
that  He  the  Son  of  man  must  go  unto  Jerusalem,  and  suffer  many 
things,  and  be  rejected  of  the  elders,  and  of  the  chief  priests,  and 
ScribcH,  and  be  killed,  and  after  three  days  rise  again.  And  He  spake 
that  saying  openly.  Then  Peter  took  Him,  and  began  to  rebuke  Him, 
saying,  Be  it  far  from  Thee,  Lord  :  this  shall  not  be  unto  Thee.  But 
when  He  had  turned  about  and  looked  on  His  disciples,  He  rebuked 
Peter,  saying.  Get  thee  behind  Me,  Satan  :  thou  art  an  offence  unto- 
Me  :  for  thou  savourest  not  the  things  that  be  of  God,  but  those  that. 
be  of  men.  And  when  He  had  called  the  people  unto  Him,  with  His- 
disciples  also,  He  said  unto  them  all,  Whosoever  will  come  after  iMe, 
let  him  deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross  daily,  and  follow  Me.  For 
whosoever  will  save  his  life  shall  lose  it  ;  but  whosoever  shall  lose  his- 
life  for  My  sake  and  the  Gospel's,  the  same  shall  save  it.  For  what 
shall  it  profit  a  man,  what  is  a  man  advantaged,  if  he  shall  gain  the 
whole  world,  and  lose  his  own  soul,  or  be  cast  away  ?  Or,  what  shall 
a  man  give  in  exchange  for  his  soul  ?  For  the  Son  of  man  shall  come 
in  the  glory  of  His  Father  with  His  angels  ;  and  then  He  shall  reward 
every  man  according  to  his  works.  Whosoever  therefore  shall  be 
ashamed  of  Me  and  of  My  words  in  this  adulterous  and  sinful  genera- 
tion ;  of  him  also  shall  the  Son  of  man  be  ashamed,  when  He  shall  come 
in  His  own  glory,  and  in  Bis  Father's,  and  of  the  holy  angels.  And  He 
said  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  That  there  be  some  of  them  that 
stand  uere,  which  shall  not  taste  of  death,  till  they  have  seen  the 
kingdom  of  God  come  with  power. 

16.— The  Transfiguration  of  Jesus,  and  Healing 
f  of  a  Demoniac. 

St  Matt.  17.  1-21  ;  St  Mark  9.  2-29  ;  St  Luke  9.  28-42. 

Mount  Hermon. 

' "  4-nd  after  six  days  Jesus  taketh -mjiVA-  Him  Peter  and  James  and  John,. 
hi3  brother,  and  leadeth  them  up  into  an  high  mountain  apart  by  them- 
selves to  pray.     And  as  He  prayed,  the  fashion  of  His  countenance  t\*ai^ 
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altered,  and  He  was  transfigured  before  them.  And  His  face  did  shine 
as  the  sun,  and  His  raiment  was  white  as  the  light,  ami  glistering, 
exceeding  white  as  snow  ;  so  as  no  fuller  on  earth  can  white  them. 
And,  behold,  there  appeared  unto  them  two  men,  which  were  Moses  and 
VAiaa  :  who  ap{)eared  in  glorj^  and  they  were  talking  witli  Jesus,  and 
spake  of  His  decease  which  He  should  accomplish  at  Jerusalem.  But 
Peter  and  they  that  were  with  him  were  heavy  with  sleep  :  and  when 
they  were  awake,  they  saw  His  glory,  and  the  two  men  that  stood  with 
Him.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  departed  from  Him,  Peter  said 
unto  Jesus,  Master,  it  is  good  for  us  to  be  here  :  if  Thou  wilt,  let  us 
make  here  three  tabernacles  ;  one  for  Thee,  and  one  for  Moses,  and  one 
for  Elias.  For  he  wist  not  what  to  say  ;  for  they  were  sore  afraid. 
While  he  yet  spake,  behold,  a  bright  cloud  overshadowed  them  ;  and  ' 
they  feared  as  they  entered  into  the  cloud.  And  there  came  a  voice 
out  of  the  cloud,  which  said.  This  is  My  beloved  Son.  in  whom  I  ani 
well  pleased  ;  hear  ye  Him.  And  when  the  disciples  heard  it,  they  fell 
on  their  face,  and  were  sore  afraid.  And  when  the  voice  was  past, 
Jesus  came  and  touched  them,  and  said.  Arise,  and  be  not  afraid.  Antl 
suddenly,  when  they  had  looked  round  about,  they  saw  no  man  any 
more,  save  Jesus  only  with  themselves.  And  they  kept  it  close,  anil 
told  no  man  in  those  days  any  of  those  things  which  they  liad  seen. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  the  next  day,  as  they  came  down  from 
the  mountain,  Jesus  charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no  man  what 
things  they  had  seen,  till  the  Son  of  man  were  risen  from  the  dead. 
And  they  kept  that  saying  with  themselves,  questioning  one  with 
another  what  the  rising  from  the  dead  should  mean.  And  His  di8cij)les 
asked  Him,  saying.  Why  then  say  the  Scribes  that  Filias  must  first 
come  ?  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  Elias  truly  shall  first 
come,  and  restore  all  things  ;  and  how  it  is  written  of  the  Son  of  man, 
that  He  must  suffer  many  things,  and  be  set  at  nought.  But  I  say 
unto  you.  That  Elias  is  come  already,  and  they  knew  him  not,  but 
have  done  unto  him  whatsoever  they  listed,  as  it  is  written  of  him. 
Likewise  shall  also  the  Son  of  man  suffer  of  them.  Then  the  disciples 
understood  that  He  spake  unto  them  of  John  the  Baptist.  When  they 
were  come  down  from  the  hill,  much  people  met  Him. 

And  when  He  came  to  Jlis  disciples.  He  saw  a  great  multitude  about 
them,  and  the  Scribes  questioning  with  them.  And  straightway  all 
the  people,  when  they  beheld  Him,  were  greatly  amazed,  and  running 
to  Him,  saluted  Him.  And  He  asked  the  Scribes,  W^hat  question  ye 
with  them  ?

And  when  they  were  come  to  the  multitude,  there  came  to  Him  a 
certain  man,  kneeHng  down  to  Him,  and  saying,  Masiter,  I  have  brought 
unto  Thee  my  son,  whi(;h  hath  a  dumb  spirit ;  I  beseech  Thee,  look 
upon  my  son  :  for  he  is  mine  only  child.  Lord,  have  r^ercy  on  my 
son  :  for  he  is  lunatick,  and  sore  vexed  :  for  ofttimes  he  fallethinto  the 
fii-e,  and  oft  into  the  water.  And,  lo,  a  spirit  taketli  him,  and  he 
suddenly  ciieth  out  ;  and  wheresoever  he  taketh  him,  he  teareth  him  : 
and  he  foanieth,  and  gnasheth  with  his  teeth,  and  pineth  away  :  and 
bruising  him  hardly  departeth  from  him.  And  I  brought  him  to  Thy 
disciples,  that  they  should  cast  him  out  ;  and  they  could  not  cure  him. 
Then  Jesus  answered  and  said,  O  faithless  and  perverse  generation,  how 
long  sliall  I  be  with  you  ?  how  long  shall  I  suffer  you  ?  Bring  thy  son 
hitlier.  And  they  brought  him  unto  Him  :  and  vvhen  he  saw  Him, 
straightway  the  spirit  tare  him  ;  and  he  fell  on  the  ground,  and  wal- 
lowed foaming.  And  He  asked  his  father.  How  long  is  it  ago  since  this 
came  unto  him?  And  he  said,  Of  a  child.  And  ofttimes  it  hath  cast 
him  into  the  fire,  and  into  the  waters,  to  destroy  him  :  but  if  Thou 
canst  do  anything,  have  compassicjn  on  us,  and  help  us.  Jesus  said 
unto  him.  If  thou  canst  believe,  all  things  are  possible  to  him  that 
believeth.  And  straightway  the  father  of  the  child  cried  out,  and  said 
with  tears,  Lord,  1  believe  ;  help  Thou  mine  unbelief.  When  Jeaufj 
saw  that  the  people  came  running  together.  He  rebuked  the  foul  spirit, 
saying  unto  him.  Thou  dumb  and  deaf  spirit,  I  charge  thee,  come  out  of 
him,  and  enter  no  more  into  him.  And  the  spirit  cried,  and  rent  him 
sore,  and  came  out  of  him  :  and  he  was  as  one  dead  ;  insomuch  that 
many  said.  He  is  dead.  But  Jesus  took  him  by  the  hand,  and  lifted 
him  up  ;  and  he  arose.  And  the  child  was  cured  from  that  very  hour, 
and  delivered  again  to  his  father. 

And  when  He  was  come  into  the  house,  then  came  the  disciples  to 
Jesus  apart,  and  asked  Him  privately,  Why  could,  not  we  cast  him  out  ? 
And  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Because  of  your  unbelief :  for  verily  I  say 
unto  you,  If  ye  have  faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  ye  shall  say  unto 
this  mountain,  Remove  hence  to  yonder  place  ;  and  it  shall  remove  ; 
and  notliing  sliall  be  impossible  unto  you.  Howbeit  this  kind  can  come 
forth  by  nothing,  but  by  prayer  and  fasting.

The  Holy  Mount  to  Capernaum. 


After  these  things  Je.sus  departed  thence,  and  passed  through 
Galilee  :  and  He  would  not  that  anv  man  should  know  it,  for  He  would 
not  walk  in  Jewry,  because  the  Jews  sought  to  kill  Him.  And  they 
were  all  amazed  at  the  mighty  power  of  God.  But  while  they  wondered 
every  one  at  all  things  which  JesuH  did.  He  said  unto  His  disciples,  Let 
these  sayings  sink  down  into  your  ears  :  for  tlie  Son  of  man  shall  be 
])etrayed  into  the  hands  of  men  :  and  they  shall  kill  Him,  and  after 
that  He  is  killed.  He  shall  rise  the  third  day.  But  they  understood 
not  that  saying,  and  it  was  hid  from  them,  that  they  perceived  it  not  : 
and  they  feared  to  ask  Him  of  that  saying,  and  they  were  exceeding 
sorry.  Then  there  arose  a  reasoniag  among  them,  which  of  them 
should  be  greatest. 

And  when  they  were  come  to  Capernaum,  they  that  received  tribute 
moneij  came  to  Peter,  and  said.  Doth  not  your  Master  pay  tribute  ?  He 
saith.  Yes.  And  when  He  was  come  into  the  house,  Jesus  prevented 
him,  saying,  What  thinkest  thou,  Simon  ?  of  whom  do  the  kings  of  the 
earth  take  custom  or  tribute  ?  of  their  own  children,  or  of  strangers  ? 
Peter  saith  unto  Him,  Of  strangers.  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Then  are 
the  children  free.  Notwithstanding,  lest  we  should  offend  them,  go 
thou  t'^  the  sea,  and  cast  an  hook,  and  take  up  the  fish  that  first  cometh 
up  :  and  when  thou  hast  opened  his  mouth,  thou  shalt  find  a  piece  of 
money  :  that  take,  and  give  unto  them  for  Me  and  thee. 

And  being  in  the  house  He  asked  them.  What  was  it  that  ye  dis- 
puted among  yourselves  by  the  way  ?  But  they  held  their  peace  :  for 
l>y  the  way  they  had  disputed  among  themselves,  who  skoald  be  the 
greatest.  And  Jesus,  perceiving  the  thought  of  their  heait,  sat  down, 
and  called  the  twelve,  and  saith  unt(j  them,  If  any  man  desire  to  be 
first,  the  same  shall  be  last  of  all,  and  servant  of  all.  And  He  took  a 
c'.iild,  and  set  him  in  the  midst  of  them  :  and  when  He  had  taken  him 
in  His  arms.  He  said  unto  them,  Whosoever  shall  receive  one  of  such 
children  in  My  name,  receiveth  Me  :  and  whosoever  shall  receive  Me, 
receiveth  not  Me,  but  Him  that  sent  Me.  For  he  that  is  least  among 
you  all,  the  same  shall  be  great. 

And  John  answered  Him,  saying,  Master,  we  saw  one  casting  out 
davils  in   Thy  name,  and  he  followed  not   us  :  and   we   forbad   him, 
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because  he  followeth  not  with  us.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Forbid 
him  not :  for  there  is  no  rnan  which  shall  do  a  miracle  in  My  name,  that 
can  lightly  speak  evil  of  Me.  For  he  that  is  not  against  us  is  on  our 
part.  For  whosoever  shall  give  you  a  cup  of  water  to  drirk  in  My 
name,  because  ye  belong  to  Christ,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  shall  not 
lose  his  reward.  And  whosoever  shall  offend  one  of  thene  little  ones 
that  believe  in  Me,  it  is  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hanged 
about  his  neck,  and  he  were  cast  into  the  sea.  And  if  thy  hand  offend 
thee,  cut  it  off :  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  maimed,  than 
having  two  hands  to  go  into  hell,  into  the  fire  that  never  shall  be 
quenched  :  where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the  fire  is  not  quenched. 
And  if  thy  foot  oflfend  thee,  cut  it  off :  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter 
halt  into  life,  than  having  two  feet  to  be  cast  into  hell,  into  the  fire 
that  never  shall  be  quen  ;hed  :  where  their  worm  dieth  not,  and  the 
fire  is  not  quenched.  And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it  out  :  it  i^ 
better  for  thee  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  with  one  eye,  than 
having  two  eyes  to  be  cast  into  iiell  fire  :  where  their  worm  die*h  not, 
and  the  fire  is  not  quenched.  For  every  one  shall  be  salted  with  fire,  and 
every  sacrifice  shall  be  salted  with  salt.  Salt  is  good  :  but  if  the  salt 
have  lost  his  saltness,  vvherewith  will  ye  season  it  ?  Have  salt  in 
yourselves,  and  have  peace  one  with  another. 


IT— Jesus  discourses  of  Humility  and  Forgiveness. 

St  Matthew  18. 
Capernaum. 

At  the  same  time  came  the  disciples  unto  Jesus,  saying,  Who  is  the 
greatest  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven  ?  And  Jesus  called  a  little  child 
unto  Him,  and  set  him  in  the  midst  of  them,  and  said,  Verily  I  say 
unto  you.  Except  ye  be  converted,  and  become  as  little  children,  ye 
uhall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  Whosoever  therefore  shall 
humble  himself  as  this  little  child,  the  same  is  great^est  in  the  kingd(»m 
of  heaven.  And  whoso  shall  receive  one  such  little  child  in  Mv  name 
receiveth  Me.  But  whoso  shall  offend  one  o^  these  little  ones  which 
believe  in  Me,  it  were  better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hanged 
about  his  neck,  and  that  he  were  drowned  in  the  depth  of  the  sea. 

Woe  unto  the  world  because  of  offences  !  for  it  must  needs  be  that 
offences  come  ;  but  woe  to  that  man  by  whom,  the  oftence  cometh  f 
Wherefore  if  thy  hand  or  thy  foot  offend  thee,  cut  them  off',  and  cast 
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PARABLES  OF  THE  LOST  SHEEP  AND  THE  KING  S  RECKONING. 

them  from  thee  :  it  is  better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  halt  or  maimed,, 
rather  than  having  two  hands  or  two  feet  to  be  cast  into  everlasting^ 
fire.  And  if  thine  eye  offend  thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  cast  it  from  thee  : 
it  is  better  for  thee  to  entei-  into  life  with  one  eye,  rather  than  having 
two  eyes  to  be  cast  into  hell  fire. 

Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones  ;  for  I  say 
unto  you,  That  in  heaven  their  angeU  do  always  l)ehold  the  face  of  My 
Father  which  is  in  heaven.  For  the  Son  of  man  is  come  to  save  that 
whicli  was  lost. 

How  think  ye  ?  if  a  man  have  an  hundred  sheep,  and  one  of  them- 
be  gone  astray,  doth  he  not  leave  the  ninety  and  nine,  and  goeth  into 
the  mountains,  and  seeketh  that  which  is  gone  astray?  And  if  so  be 
that  he  find  it,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he  rejoiceth  more  of  that  nhecp,. 
than  of  the  ninety  and  nine  which  went  not  astray.  Even  so  it  is  not 
the  will  ( t  >  ur  Father  which  is  in  heaven,  that  one  of  these  little  ones 
should  pc>     \. 

Moreover  if  thy  brother  shall  trespass  against  thee,  go  and  tell  him 
his  fault  between  thee  and  him  alone  :  if  he  shall  hear  thee,  thou  hfut 
gained  thy  brother.  But  if  he  will  not  hear  thee,  then  take  with  thee 
one  or  two  more,  that  in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnesses  every 
word  may  be  established.  And  if  he  shall  neglect  to  hear  them,  tell  it 
unto  the  Church  :  but  if  he  neglect  to  hear  the  Church,  let  him  be  unto 
thee  as  an  heathen  mr.,n  and  a  publican.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  What- 
soever ye  shall  bind  on  earth  shall  be  bound  in  heaven  :  and  whatsoever 
ye  shall  loose  on  earth  shall  be  loosed  in  heaven.  Again  I  say  unto 
you,  that  if  two  of  you  shall  agree  on  earth  as  touching  anything  that 
they  shall  ask,  it  shall  be  done  for  them  of  My  Father  which  is  in 
heaven.  For  where  two  or  three  are  gathered  together  in  My  naine^ 
there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them. 

Then  came  Peter  to  Him,  and  said.  Lord  how  oft  shall  my  l)rother 
sin  against  me,  and  I  forgive  him  ?  till  seven  times  '.  Jesus  saith  unto 
him,  I  say  not  unto  thee,  Until  seven  times  ;  but,  Until  seventy  times 
yeven. 

Tlierefore  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven  likened  unto  a  certain  king, 
which  would  take  account  of  his  servants.  And  when  he  had  begun  t(v 
reckon,  one  was  brought  unto  him,  which  owed  him  ten  thousand 
talents.  But  forasmuch  as  he  had  not  to  pay,  his  lord  conmianded  him 
to  be  sold,  and  his  wife,  and  children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and  payment 
to  be  made.  The  servant  therefore  fell  down  and  worship])ed  him, 
saj'ing,  Lord,  have  patience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.     Then  the 
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li>rd  of  that  nervant  was  moved  with  compassion,  and  loosed  him,  and 
forgave  him  the  debt.  But  the  same  servant  went  out,  and  found  one 
of  his  fellow-servants,  which  owed  him  an  hundred  pence  ;  and  he  laid 
hands  on  him,  and  took  hi7n  by  the  throat,  saying,  Pay  me  that  thou 
owest.  And  his  fellow-servant  fell  down  at  his  feet,  and  besought  him, 
saying,  Have  patience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  And  he  would 
not ;  but  went  and  cast  him  into  prison,  till  he  should  pay  the  debt. 
80  when  his  fellow-servants  saw  what  was  done,  they  were  very  sorry, 
and  came  and  told  unto  their  lord  all  that  was  done.  Then  his  lord, 
after  that  he  had  called  him,  said  unto  him,  O  thou  wicked  servant, 
I  forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  because  thou  desiredst  me  :  shouldest  not 
thou  also  have  had  compassion  on  thy  fellow-servant,  even  as  I  had 
pity  on  thee  ?  And  his  lord  was  wroth,  and  delivered  him  to  the  tor- 
mentors, till  he  should  pay  all  that  was  due  unto  him. 

So  likewise  shall  My  heavenly  Father  do  also  unto  you,  if  ye  from 
your  hearts  forgive  not  every  one  his  brother  their  trespasses.  -^ 

18— Jesus  goes  to  the  Feast  of  Tabernacles. 

St  John  7.  2—8.  1. 
Capernaum — Jerusalem. 

Now  the  Jews'  feast  of  tabernacles  was  at  hand.  His  brethren 
thei-efore  said  unto  Him,  Depart  hence,  and  go  into  Juda  a,  that  Thy 
(VHciples  also  may  see  the  works  that  Thou  doest.  For  there  is  no  man 
that  doeth  any  thing  in  secret,  and  he  himself  seeketh  to  be  known 
o,jenly.  If  Thou  do  these  things,  shew  Thyself  to  the  world.  For 
n  iither  did  His  brethren  believe  in  Him.  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them, 
]My  time  is  not  yet  come  :  but  your  time  is  alway  ready.  The  world 
c  mnot  hate  you  :  but  Me  it  hateth,  because  I  testify  of  it,  that  the 
works  thereof  are  evil.  Go  ye  up  unto  this  feast  :  I  go  not  up  yet 
luito  this  feast :  for  My  time  is  not  yet  full  come.  When  He  had  said 
these  words  unto  them.  He  abode  still  in  Galilee. 

But  when  His  brethren  were  gone  up,  then  went  He  also  up  unto 
the  feast,  not  openly,  but  as  it  were  in  secret.  Then  the  Jews  sought 
Him  at  the  feast,  and  said,  Where  is  He  ?  And  there  was  much  mur- 
muring among  the  people  concerning  Him  :  for  some  said.  He  is  a  g«jod 
man  :  others  said,  Nay  ;  but  He  deceiveth  the  people.  Howbeit  no 
man  spake  openly  of  Him  for  fear  of  the  Jews.  ,_^,i^ 

Now  about  the  midst  of  the  feast  Jesus  went  up  into  the  temple, 
and  taught.     And  the  Jews  marvelled,  saying,  How  kuoweth  this  maa 
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letters,  having  never  learned  ?  Jesus  answered  them,  and  said,  My 
doctrine  is  not  Mine,  but  His  that  sent  Me.  If  any  man  will  do  His 
will,  he  shall  know  of  the  doctrine,  whether  it  be  of  (Jod,  or  whcthei'  I 
speak  of  Myself.  He  that  speaketh  of  himself  seeketh  his  own  glory  : 
but  He  that  seeketh  His  glory  that  sent  him,  the  same  is  true,  and  no- 
unrighteousness  is  in  Him. 

Did  not  Moses  give  you  the  law,  and  yet  none  of  you  keepeth  the 
law  ?  Why  go  ye  about  to  kill  Me  ?  The  people  answered  and  said. 
Thou  hast  a  devil :  who  goeth  about  to  kill  Thee  ?  Je.«us  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  I  have  done  one  work,  and  ye  all  maivel.  Moses 
therefore  gave  unto  you  circumcision  ;  (not  because  it  is  of  Moses,  but 
of  the  fathers  ;)  and  ye  on  the  Sabbath  day  circumcise  a  man.  li  a 
man  on  the  Sabbath  day  receive  circumcision,  that  the  law  of  Moses 
should  not  be  broken  ;  are  ye  angrj'^  at  Me,  because  1  have  made  a  man 
every  whit  whole  on  the  Sabbath  day  ?  Judge  nc>t  according  to  the 
appearance,  but  judge  righteous  judgment. 

Then  said  some  of  them  of  Jerusalem,  Is  not  this  He,  whom  they 
seek  to  kill  ?  But,  lo.  He  speaketh  boldly,  and  they  say  nothing  unto 
Him.  Do  the  rulers  know  indeed  that  this  is  the  very  Christ  ?  Howbeit 
we  know  this  man  whence  He  is  :  but  when  Christ  conieth  no  man 
knoweth  whence  He  is.  Then  cried  Jesus  in  the  temple  as  He  taught, 
sa}ing,  Ye  both  know  Me,  and  ye  know  whence  I  am  •  and  I  am  nc.t 
come  of  Myself,  but  He  that  sent  Me  is  true,  whom  ye  know  not.  But 
I  know  Him  :  for  I  am  from  Him,  and  He  hath  sent  Me.  Then  they 
sought  to  take  Him  :  but  no  man  laid  hands  on  Him,  because  His  hour 
was  not  yet  come. 

And  many  of  the  people  believed  on  Him,  ahr:  said.  When  Christ 
Cometh,  will  He  do  more  miracles  than  these  which  this  ukui  hath  dune? 

The  Pharisees  lieard  that  the  people  murmured  such  things  concern- 
ing Him  ;  and  the  Pharisees  and  the  chief  priests  sent  officers  to  take 
Him.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them,  Yet  a  little  while  am  I  with  you, 
and  then  I  go  unto  Him  that  sent  Me.  Ye  shall  seek  Me,  and  shall  not 
lind  Me  :  and  where  1  am,  thither  ye  cannot  come. 

Then  said  the  Jews  among  themselves,  Whither  will  He  go,  that 
we  shall  not  find  Him?  will  He  go  unto  the  dispersed  among  the  (Jentil«^s, 
and  teach  the  (ientiles  ?  What  manner  of  saying  is  this  that  He  said. 
Ye  shall  seek  Me,  and  shall  not  find  Me :  and  where  I  am,  thither  ye 
cannot  come  ' 

In  the  last  day,  that  great  day  of  the  feast,  Jesus  stood  and  cried, 
aaying,  If  any  man  thirst,  let  him  come  unto  Me,  and  drink.     He  that 
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"belie veth  on  Me,  an  the  scripture  liath  said,  out  of  his  belly  shall  flow 
river«  of  liviug  water.  (But  this  spake  He  of  the  Spirit,  which  they 
that  believe  on  Him  should  receive  :  for  the  Holy  Ghost  was  not 
yet  given:  because  that  Jesus  was  not  yet  glorified.)  Many  of  the 
.people  therefore,  when  they  heard  this  saying,  said,  Of  a  truth  this  i.s 
the  Prophet.  Others  said.  This  is  the  Christ.  But  some  said,  Shall 
Christ  come  out  of  Galilee  ?  Hath  not  the  scripture  said,  That  Christ 
Cometh  of  the  seed  of  David,  and  out  of  the  town  of  Bethlehem,  where 
David  was  ?  So  there  was  a  division  among  the  people  because  of  Him. 
And  some  of  them  would  have  taken  Him  ;  but  no  man  laid  hands  on 
.  Him. 

Then  came  the  officers  ix>  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  :  and  they 
•  said  unto  theui,  Wliy  have  ye  not  brought  Him  ?  The  officers 
►answered.  Never  man  spake  like  this  man.  Then  answered  them  the 
'Pharisees,  Are  ye  also  deceived  ?  Have  any  of  the  rulers  or  of  the 
Pharisees  believed  on  Him  ?  But  this  people  who  knoweth  not  the  law 
;are  cursed.  Nicodenms  saith  unto  them^  (he  that  came  to  Jesus  by 
.night,  being  one  of  them,)  Doth  our  law  judge  any  man,  before  it  hear 
,  him,  and  know  what  lift  doeth  ?  They  answered  and  said  unto  him, 
.Art  thou  also  of  Galilee  ?  Search,  and  look  :  for  out  of  Galilee  ariseth 
.110  prophet.  And  every  man  went  unto  his  own  house. 
;.       Jesus  went  unto  the  mount  of  Olives.  > 

19.— Jesus  and  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees. 

St  John  8.  2-. 59. 


''  The  Temple  at  Jerusalem. 

And  early  in  the  morning,  He  came  again  into  the  temple,  and  all 
ithe  people  came  unti>  Him  ;  and  He  sat  down,  and  taught  them. 

And  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees  brought  unto  Him  a  woman  taken 
in  adultery  ;  and  when  they  had  set  her  in  the  midst,  they  say  untt* 
Him,  Master,  this  woman  was  taken  in  adultery,  in  the  very  act.  Now 
.Moses  in  the  law  commanded  us,  that  such  should  be  stoned  :  but  what 
sayest  Thou  ?  This  they  said,  tempting  Him,  that  they  might  have  U* 
accuse  Him.  But  Jesus  stooped  down,  and  with  His  finger  wrote  on  the 
ground,  as  though  He  heard  them  not. 

So  when  they  continued  asking  Him,  He  lifted  up  Himself,  and  said 

unto  them.  He  that  is  without  sin  among  you,  let  him  first  cast  a  stone 

l^.t  her.     And  again  He  stooped  down,  and  wrote  on  the  ground.     And 
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they  which  heard  it,  being  convicted  by  their  oiim  conscience,  went  out 
one  by  one,  beginning  at  the  eldest,  even  unto  the  last :  and  Jesus  was  left 
ai'  ne,  and  the  woman  standing  in  the  midst.  When  Jesus  had  lifted 
up  Himself,  and  saw  none  but  the  woman.  He  said  unto  her,  Woman, 
where  are  those  thine  accu(-crs  ?  hath  no  man  condemned  thee  ?  She 
said.  No  man,  Lord.  And  Jesus  said  unto  her.  Neither  do  I  condemn 
thee  :  go,  and  sin  no  more. 

Then  spake  Jesus  again  unto  them,  saying,  I  am  the  light  of  the 
world  :  he  that  followeth  Me  shall  not  walk  in  darkness,  but  shall  have 
the  liglit  of  life.  The  Pharisees  therefore  said  unto  Him,  Thou  bearest 
record  of  Thyself  ;  Thy  record  is  not  true.  Jesus  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  Though  I  bear  record  of  Myself,  yet  My  record  is  true  :  for 
I  know  whence  I  came,  and  whither  I  go  ;  but  ye  cannot  tell  whence  1 
come,  and  whither  I  go.  Ye  judge  after  the  tlesh  ;  I  judge  no  man. 
And  yet  if  1  judge,  My  judgment  is  true  ;  for  I  am  not  alone,  but  I 
and  the  Father  that  sent  Me.  It  is  also  written  in  your  law  that  the 
testimony  of  two  men  is  true.  I  am  one  that  bear  witness  of  Myself, 
and  the  Father  that  sent  Me  beareth  witness  of  Me.  Then  said  they 
unto  Him,  Where  is  Thy  Father  ?  Jesus  answered,  Ye  neither  know 
Me,  nor  My  Father  :  if  ye  luui  known  Me,  ye  should  have  known  My 
Father  also.  These  words  spake  Jesus  in  the  treasury,  as  He  taught  in 
the  temple  :  and  no  man  laid  hands  on  Him  ;  for  His  hour  was  not  yet 
come. 

Then  said  Jesus  again  unto  them,  I  go  My  way,  and  ye  shall  seek 
Me,  and  shall  die  in  your  sins  :  whither  I  go,  ye  cannot  come.  Then 
«aid  the  Jews,  Will  He  kill  Himself,  because  He  saith,  Whither  I  go,  ye 
cannot  come.  And  He  said  unto  them,  Ye  are  from  beneath  ;  I  am 
from  above  :  ye  are  of  this  world  ;  I  am  not  of  this  world.  I  said 
therefore  unto  you,  that  ye  shall  die  in  your  sins  :  for  if  ye  believe  not 
that  I  am  //e,  ye  shall  die  in  your  sins.  Then  said  they  unto  Him, 
Who  art  Thou  ?  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Even  the  same  that  I  said 
unto  you  from  the  beginning.  I  have  many  things  to  say  and  to  judge 
<»f  you  :  but  He  that  sent  Me  is  true  ;  and  I  speak  to  the  world  those 
things  which  I  have  heard  of  Him.  They  understood  not  that  He 
i^pake  to  them  of  the  Father.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them.  When  ye 
have  lifted  up  the  Son  of  man,  then  shall  ye  know  that  I  am  Ue^  and 
that  I  do  nothing  of  Myself  ;  but  as  My  Father  hath  taught  Me,  I  speak 
these  things.  And  He  that  sent  Me  ia  with  Me  :  the  Father  hath  not 
left  Me  alone  ;  for  I  do  always  those  things  that  please  Him.  As  He 
sjmke  these  words,  many  believed  on  Him. 
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Then  said  Jesus  to  those  Jews  which  believed  on  Him,  If  ve  con- 
tinue  in  My  word,  then  are  ye  My  disciples  indeed  ;  and  ye  shall  know 
the  truth,  and  the  truth  shall  make  you  free.  ^4 

They  answered  Him,  We  be  Abraham's  seed,  and  were  never  in 
bondage  to  any  man  :  how  sayest  Thou,  Ye  shall  be  made  free  ?  Jesus 
answere<l  them,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  committeth 
sin  is  the  servant  of  sin.  And  the  servant  abideth  not  in  the  house  for 
ever  :  but  the  Son  abideth  ever.  If  the  Son  therefore  shall  make  you 
free,  ye  shall  be  free  indeed.  I  know  that  ye  are  Abiaham's  seed  ;  but 
ye  seek  to  kill  Me,  because  My  word  hath  no  place  in  you.  I  speak 
that  which  I  have  seen  with  My  Father  :  and  ye  do  that  which  ye  have 
seen  with  your  father.  They  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Abraham  is 
our  father.  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  If  ye  were  Abraham's  children,  ye 
would  do  the  W(jrk8  of  Abraham.  But  now  ye  seek  to  kill  Me,  a  man 
that  hath  told  you  the  truth,  which  I  have  heard  of  God  :  this  did  not 
Abraham.     Ye  do  the  deeds  of  your  father.     Then  said  they  to  Him'.. 

fWe  be  not  born  of  fornication  ;  we  have  one  Father,  ei-en  God,  Jesus 
said  unto  them,  If  God  were  your  Father,  ye  would  love  Me  :  for  I 
proceeded  forth  and  came  from  God  ;  neither  came  I  «>f  Myself,  but  He 
sent  Me.  Why  do  ye  not  understand  My  speech  ?  eren  because  ye 
cannot  hear  My  word.  Ye  are  of  your  father  the  devil,  and  the  lusts  of 
your  father  ye  will  do.  He  was  a  murderer  from  the  beginning,  and 
abode  not  in  the  truth,  because  there  is  no  truth  in  him.  When  he 
speaketh  a  lie,  he  speaketh  of  his  own  :  for  he  is  a  liar,  and  the  father 
of  it.  And  because  I  tell  you  the  truth,  ye  believe  Me  not.  Which  of 
you  convinceth  Me  of  sin  ?  And  if  I  say  the  truth,  why  do  ye  not 
believe  Me  ?  He  that  is  of  God  heareth  God's  words  :  ye  therefore 
hear  them  not,  because  ye  are  not  of  God.  Then  answered  the  Jews, 
and  said  unto  Him,  Say  we  not  well  that  Thou  art  a  Samaritan,  and 
hast  a  devil  ?     Jesus  answered.  I  have  not  a  devil  ;  but  I  honour  Mv 

^Father,  and  ye  do  dishonour  Me.  And  I  seek  not  Mine  own  glory  : 
'there  is  One  that  seeketh  and  judgeih.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
If  a  man  keep  My  saying,  he  shall  never  see  death.  Then  said  the 
Jews  unto  Him,  Now  we  know  that  Thou  hast  a  devil.  Abraham  is 
dead,  and  the  prophets  ;  and  Thou  sayest.  If  a  man  keep  My  saying,  he 
shall  never  taste  of  death.  Art  Thou  greater  than  our  father  Abraham, 
which  is  dead  ?  and  the  prophets  are  dead  :  whom  makest  Thou  Thy- 
self ?  Jesus  answered,  If  I  honour  Myself,  My  honour  is  nothing  :  it  is 
My  Father  that  honoureth  Me  ;  of  whom  ye  say,  that  He  is  your  God  : 
yet  ye  have  not  known  Him  ;  but  I  know  Him  :  and  if  I  should  say,  I 
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know  Him  not,  I  shall  be  a  liar  like  unto  you  :  but  I  know  Him,  and 
keep  His  saying.  Your  father  Abraham  rejoiced  to  see  My  day  :  and 
he  saw  it,  and  was  glad.  Then  said  the  Jews  unto  Him,  Thou  art  not 
yet  fifty  years  old,  and  hast  Thou  seen  Abraham  ?  Jesus  said  unto 
them,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  Before  Abraham  was,  I  am. 

Then  took  they  up  stones  to  cast  at  Him  :  but  Jasus  hid  Himself, 
and  went  out  of  the  temple,  going  through  the  midst  of  them,  and 
so  passed  by. 

20.— Blind  Man  healed,  and  Parable  of  the  Good 

Shepherd.  ;^ 


St  John  9.— 10.  21.

And  as  Jesus  passed  by.  He  saw  a  man  which  was  blind  from  hU 
Ijlrth.  And  His  disciples  asked  Him,  saying,  Master,  who  did  sin,  this 
man,  or  his  parents,  that  he  was  born  blind  ?  Jesus  answered,  Neither 
hath  this  man  sinned,  nor  his  parents  :  but  that  the  works  of  Qod 
should  be  made  manifest  in  him.  I  must  work  the  works  of  Him  that 
.sent  Me,  while  it  is  day  :  the  night  cometh,  when  no  man  can  work. 
As  long  as  I  am  in  the  world,  I  am  the  light  of  the  world.  When  He 
had  thus  spoken,  He  spat  on  the  ground,  and  made  clay  of  the  spittle, 
and  He  anointed  the  eyes  of  the  blind  man  with  the  clay,  and  said  unto 
him,  Go,  wash  in  the  pool  of  Siloam,  (which  is,  by  interpretation,  Sent.) 
He  went  his  way  therefore,  and  washed,  and  came  seeing. 

The  neighbours  therefore,  and  they  which  before  had  seen  him  that 
he  was  blind,  said.  Is  not  this  he  that  sat  and  begged  ?  Some  said. 
This  is  he  :  others  said^  He  is  like  him  :  hut  he  said,  I  am  he.  There- 
fore said  they  unto  him,  How  were  thine  eyes  opened  ?  He  answered 
and  said,  A  man  that  is  called  Jesus  made  clay,  and  anointed  mine  eyes, 
and  said  unto  me.  Go  to  the  pool  of  Siloam,  and  wash  :  and  I  went  and 
washed,  and  I  received  sight.  Then  said  they  unto  him.  Where  is  He  ? 
He  said,  I  know  not. 

They  brought  to  the  Pharisees  him  that  aforetime  was  blind.  And 
it  was  the  Sabbath  day  when  Jesus  made  the  clay,  and  opened  his  eyes. 
Then  again  the  Pharisees  also  asked  him  how  he  had  received  hia  sight. 
He  said  unto  them,  He  put  clay  upon  mine  eyes,  and  I  washed,  and  do 
see.  Therefore  said  some  of  the  Pharisees,  This  man  is  not  of  Qod, 
because  He  keepeth  not  the  Sabbath  day.     Others  said.  How  can  a  man 
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Ihat  is  a  sinner  do  such  miracles  ?  And  there  was  a  division  among- 
them.  They  say  ui.to  the  blind  man  again,  What  saye^t  thou  of  Him^ 
that  He  hath  opened  thine  eyes  ?     He  said,  He  is  a  i)r»)i)Iiet. 

But  the  Jews  did  not  believe  concerning  him,  that  he  had  been 
blind,  and  received  his  sight,  until  they  called  the  ])arents  of  him 
that  had  received  his  sight.  And  they  asked  them,  saying.  Is  this  your 
«on,  who  ye  say  was  born  blind  ?  how  then  doth  he  now  see  'i  His 
parents  answered  tliem  and  said.  We  know  that  this  is  our  son,  and 
that  he  was  born  blind  :  but  bv  what  means  he  now  seetli,  we  know 
not :  or  who  hath  opened  his  eyes,  we  know  not :  he  is  of  age  ;  as-k 
him  :  he  shall  speak  for  himself.  These  vords  si)ake  his  j)aTents, 
l)ecau8e  they  feared  the  Jews":  for  the  Jews  had  agreed  alieady  that  if 
any  man  did  confess  that  He  was  Christ,  he  should  be  })ut  out  of  tl  c 
synagogue.     Theref(^re  said  his  parents,  He  is  of  age  ;  ask  him. 

Then  again  called  they  the  man  that  was  ))lind,  and  said  unto  him. 
Give  God  the  praise  :  we  know  that  this  man  is  a  sinner.  He  answered 
and  said.  Whether  He  be  a  sinner  or  no,  I  know  not :  one  thing  \  know, 
that,  whereas  I  was  blind,  now  I  see.  Then  said  they  to  him  again. 
What  did  He  to  thee  ?  how  opened  He  thine  eyes  ?  He  answered  them, 
I  have  told  you  already,  and  ye  did  not  hear  :  wherefore  would  ye  hear 
it  again  ?  will  ye  also  be  His  disciples  ? 

Then  they  reviled  him,  and  said.  Thou  art  His  disciple  ;  but  we  are 
Moses'  disciples.  We  know  that  God  spake  unto  Moses  :  as  for  this 
fellow,  we  know  not  from  whence  He  is.  The  man  answered  and  said 
unto  them,  Why  herein  is  a  marvellous  thing,  that  ye  know  not  from 
whence  He  is,  and  yet  He  hath  opened  mine  eyes.  Now  we  know  that 
God  heareth  not  sinners  :  but  if  any  man  be  a  worshippei-  of  God,  and 
doeth  His  will,  him  He  heareth.  Since  the  world  began  was  it  not 
heard  that  any  man  opened  the  eyes  of  one  that  was  born  blind.  If 
this  man  were  not  of  God,  He  could  do  nothing.  They  answered  and 
said  unto  him,  Thou  wast  altogether  born  in  sins,  and  dost  thou  teach 
lis  ?     And  they  cast  him  out. 

Jesus  heard  that  they  had  cast  him  out,  and  when  He  had  found 
him,  He  said  unto  him,  Dost  thou  believe  on  the  Son  of  God  ?  He 
answered  and  said,  Who  is  He,  Lord,  that  I  might  believe  on  Him  ? 
And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast  both  seen  Him,  and  it  is  He  that 
talketh  with  thee.  And  he  said,  Lord,  I  believe.  And  he  worshipped 
Him. 

And  Jesus  said.  For  judgment  I  am  come  into  this  world,  that  they 
which  see  not  might  see  ;  and  that  they  which  see  might   be  made 
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blind.  And  some  of  the  Pliurisees  which  were  with  Him  hoiud  these 
words,  and  .said  unto  Him,  Are  we  blind  also '?  Jewus  said  unto  them, 
If  ye  were  bHnd,  ye  should  have  no  sin  :  but  now  ye  say,  We  .see  ; 
therefore  your  sin  remaineth. 

Verily,  verily,  I  .say  unto  you,  He  that  entereth  not  by  the  door  into 
the  sheepfold,  but  climbeth  uj)  some  other  way,  the  .same  is  a  thief  and 
a  robber.  P»ut  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the  shepheid  of  the 
sheep.  To  liim  the  porter  o])eneth  ;  and  the  sheep  hear  his  voice  :  and 
he  calleth  his  own  .sheep  by  name,  and  leadeth  them  out.  And  when 
he  putteth  forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  them,  and  the  sheep 
follow  him  :  for  they  know  his  voice.  And  a  sti-anger  will  they  not 
follow,  but  will  Hee  from  him  :  for  they  know  not  the  voice  of  .strangers. 
This  paral)le  spake  Jesus  unto  them  :  but  they  understood  nt)t  what 
thhigs  they  were  which  He  .spake  unto  them. 

Then  said  Jesus  u)ito  them  again.  Verily,  Terily,  I  .say  unto  you,  I 
am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  that  ever  came  before  Me  are  thieves 
and  robbers  ;  but  the  sheep  did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the  dooi- :  by 
Me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in  and  out,  and 
find  pa.sture.  The  thief  cometh  not,  Imt  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and 
to  destroy  :  I  am  come  that  they  may  have  life,  and  that  they  might 
have  it  more  abundantly. 

I  am  the  good  shepherd  :  the  good  shepherd  giveth  His  life  for  the 
sheep.  But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not  the  shepherd,  whose  own 
the  sheep  are  not,  seeth  the  wolf  coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep,  and 
fleeth  :  and  the  wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scattereth  the  sheep.  The 
hireling  ileeth,  because  he  is  an  hireling,  and  caieth  not  for  the  sheep. 
I  am  the  Good  Sheph*>rd,  and  know  My  ishetp,  and  am  known  of  Mine 
As  the  Father  knoweth  Me,  even  so  know  I  the  Father  :  and  I  lay 
down  My  life  for  the  sheep.  And  other  sheej)  I  have,  which  are  not  of 
this  f<jld  :  them  also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  My  voice  ;  and 
there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  shepherd.  Therefore  doth  My  Father 
love  Me,  because  I  lay  down  My  life,  that  I  might  take  it  again. 
No  man  taketh  it  from  Me,  but  I  lay  it  down  of  Myself.  1  have  power 
to  lay  it  down,  and  I  have  power  to  take  it  again.  This  commandment 
have  I  received  of  My  Father. 

There  was  a  division  therefore  again  among  the  Jews  for  these 
.sayings.  And  many  of  them  said.  He  hath  a  devil,  and  is  mad  ;  why 
hear  ye  Him  ?  Others  said,  These  are  not  the  words  of  him  that  hath 
a  devil.     Can  a  devil  open  the  eyes  of  the  blind  ? 
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IHB  JEWS  THREATEN  TO  STONE  JESUS,   BUT   HE  ESCAPES. 

21.— Jesus  at  the  Feast  of  Dedication.  ! 

St  John  10.  22-42.  \ 

Jertualem — Bethany  or  Bethabara. 

And  it  was  at  Jerusalem  the  feast  of  the  dedication,  and  it  was 
winter.     And  Jesus  walked  in  the  temple  in  Solomon's  porch. 

Then  came  the  Jews  round  about  Him,  and  said  unto  Him,  How 
long  dost  Thou  make  us  to  doubt  ?  If  Thou  be  the  Christ  tell  u» 
plainly.  Jesus  answered  them,  I  told  you,  and  ye  believed  not :  the 
works  that  I  do  in  My  Father's  name,  they  bear  witness  of  Me.  But 
ye  believe  not,  because  ye  are  not  of  My  sheep,  as  I  said  unto  you.  My 
sheep  hear  My  voice,  and  I  know  them,  and  they  follow  Me  :  and  I 
give  unto  them  eternal  life  :  and  they  shall  never  perish,  neither  shall 
any  man  pluck  them  out  of  My  hand.  My  Father,  which  gave  them 
Me,  is  greater  than  all ;  and  no  man  is  able  to  pluck  them  out  of  My 
Father's  hand.  I  and  My  Father  are  one.  Then  the  Jews  took  up 
stones  ^ain  to  stone  Him.  Jesus  answered  them.  Many  good  work^j 
have  I  shewed  you  from  My  Father  ;  for  which  of  those  works  do  ye 
stone  Me  ?  The  Jews  ar-iwered  Him,  saying.  For  a  good  work  we  stone 
Thee  not ;  but  for  blasphemy  ;  and  because  that  Thou,  being  a  man, 
makest  Thyself  God.  Jesus  answered  them.  Is  it  not  written  in  your 
law,  I  said,  Ye  are  gods  ?  If  he  called  them  gods,  unto  whom  the 
word  of  God  came,  and  the  scripture  cannot  be  broken,  say  ye  of  Him, 
whom  the  Father  hath  sanctified,  and  sent  into  the  world,  Thott 
blasphemest ;  because  I  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God  ?  If  I  do  not  the 
works  of  My  Father,  believe  Me  not.  But  if  I  do,  though  ye  believe 
not  Me,  believe  the  works  :  that  ye  may  know,  and  believe,  that  the 
Father  is  in  Me,  and  I  in  Him. 

Therefore  they  sought  again  to  take  Him,  but  He  escaped  out  of 
their  hand,  and  went  away  again  beyond  Jordan,  into  .the  place  where 
John  at  first  baptised  ;  and  there  He  abode.  And  many  resorted  unto 
Him,  and  said,  John  did  no  miracle :  but  all  things  that  John  spake  of 
this  man  were  true.     And  many  believed  on  Him  there. 


22.— Sioktieas,  Death,  and  Resurrection  of  Lazarus

Now  a  certain  man  was  siok,  named  Lazarus,  of  Bethany,  the  town 
of  Mary  and  her  sister  Martha.     (It  was  that  Mary  which  anointed  tlie 
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Lord  with  ointment,  and  wiped  His  feet  with  her  hnir,  whose  bi*othtr 
Lasarus  was  sick.)  Therefore  his  sisters  sent  unto  Him,  saying,  Lord, 
behold,  he  whom  Thou  lovest  is  sick.  When  Jesus  heard  tftaty  He  saii*, 
'J'his  sickness  is  not  unto  death,  but  for  the  glory  of  Qod,  that  tl  e 
Son  of  Qod  might  be  glorified  thereby.  Now  Jesus  loved  Martha,  ai  d 
her  sister,  and  Lazarus. 

When  He  had  heard  therefore  that  he  was  sick,  He  abode  two  da}  s 
still  in  the  same  place  where  He  was.  Then  after  that  saith  He  to  Ji  i« 
diaciples.  Let  us  go  into  Judsea  again.  His  disciples  say  unto  Hiii  , 
Master,  the  Je>\s  of  late  sought  to  stone  Thee  ;  and  goest  Thou  thitlur 
again  ?  Jesus  answered,  Are  there  not  twelve  hours  in  the  day  ?  If 
any  man  walk  in  the  day,  he  stumbleth  not,  because  he  seeth  the  ligl.t 
of  this  world.  But  if  a  man  walk  in  the  night,  he  stumbleth,  because 
there  is  no  light  in  him.  These  things  said  He  :  and  after  that  He 
saith  unto  them,  Our  friend  Lazarus  sleepeth  ;  but  I  c^a,  that  I  may 
awake  him  out  of  sleep.  Then  said  His  disciples.  Lord,  if  he  sleep,  he 
shall  do  well.  Howbeit  Jesus  spake  of  his  death  :  but  they  thought 
that  He  had  spoken  of  taking  of  rest  in  sleep.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them 
plainly,  Lazarus  is  dead.  And  I  am  glad  for  your  sakes  that  I  was  not 
there,  to  the  intent  ye  may  believe  ;  nevertheless,  let  us  go  unto 
him.  Then  said  Thomas,  which  is  called  Didymus,  unto  his  fellow 
disciples.  Let  us  also  go,  that  we  may  die  with  Him. 

Then  when  Jesus  came,  He  found  that  he  had  lain  in  the  grave  four 
days  already.  Now  Bethany  was  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  about  fifteen 
furlongs  off:  and  many  of  the  Jews  came  to  Martha  and  Mary,  to  con« 
fort  them  concerning  their  brother.  Then  Mai-tha,as  soon  as  she  heard 
that  Jesus  was  coming,  went  and  met  Him  :  but  Mary  sat  still  in  the 
house.  Then  baid  Martha  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  if  Thou  hadst  been  her*', 
my  brother  had  not  died.  But  I  know,  that  even  now,  whatsoever 
Thou  wilt  ask  of  Qod,  Qod  will  give  it  Thee.  Jesus  saith  unto  her. 
Thy  brother  shall  rise  again.  Martha  saith  unto  Him,  I  know  that  ho 
shall  rise  again  in  the  resurrection  at  the  last  day.  Jesus  said  unto  her, 
I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life  :  he  that  believeth  in  Me,  though  he 
were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live  :  and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  Me 
shAll  never  die.  Believest  thou  this  ?  She  saith  unto  Him,  Yea,  Lord  : 
I  beUeve  that  Thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Sou  of  Qod,  which  should  come 
into  the  world. 

And  when  she  had  so  said,  she  went  her  way,  and  called  Mary  !ier 
secretly,  saying.  The  Master  is  come,  and  calleth  for  thee.     As 
■9illiMi  she  heard  thatf  she  arose  quickly,  and  came  unto  Him.     Now 
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Jenus  WM  not  yet  come  into  the  town,  but  was  in  that  place  where 
Martha  met  Him.  The  Jews  then  which  were  with  her  in  the  house, 
and  comforted  her,  when  they  saw  Mary,  that  she  rose  up  hastily  «nd 
went  out,  followed  her,  saying.  She  goeth  unto  the  grave  to  weep  thera 
Then  when  Mary  was  come  where  Jesus  was,  and  saw  Him,  she  fell 
down  at  His  feet,  saying  unto  Him,  Lord,  if  Thou  hadst  been  here,  my 
brother  had  not  died.  When  Jesus  therefore  saw  her  weeping,  and  the 
Jews  also  weeping  which  came  with  her,  He  groaned  in  the  spirit,  and 
was  troubled,  and  said.  Where  have  ye  laid  him  ?  They  said  unto  Him, 
Lord,  come  and  see.  Jesus  wept.  Then  said  the  Jews,  Behold,  how 
He  loved  him  !  And  8ome  of  them  said.  Could  not  this  man,  which 
opened  the  eyes  of  the  blind,  have  caused  that  even  this  man  should  not 
have  died  ? 

Jesus  therefore  again  groaning  in  Himself  cometh  to  the  grava  It 
was  a  cave,  and  a  stone  lay  up<m  it.  Jesus  said.  Take  ye  away  the 
stone.  Martha,  the  sister  of  him  that  was  dead,  saith  unto  Him,  Lord, 
by  this  time  he  stinketh  :  for  he  hath  been  dead  four  days.  Jesus  saith 
unto  her,  Said  I  not  unto  thee,  that,  if  thou  wouldest  believe,  thou 
shouldest  «ee  the  glory  of  God  ?  Then  they  took  away  the  stone  from 
the  pfacc  where  the  dead  was  laid.  And  Jesus  lifted  up  Hix  eyes,  and 
said.  Father,  I  thank  Thee  that  Thou  hast  heard  Me.  And  I  knew  that 
Thou  hearest  Me  always  :  but  because  of  the  people  which  stand  by,  I 
said  it,  that  they  may  believe  that  Thou  hast  sent  Me.  And  when  He 
thus  had  spoken.  He  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  Lazarus,  come  forth. 
-And  he  that  was  dead  came  forth,  bound  hand  and  foot  with  grave 
clothes :  and  his  face  was  bound  about  with  a  napkin.  Jesus  saith 
unto  them.  Loose  him,  and  let  him  go. 

Then  many  of  the  Jews  which  came  to  Mary,  and  had  seen  the 
things  which  Jesus  did,  believed  on  Him.  But  some  of  them  went  their 
ways  to  the  Pharisees,  and  told  them  what  things  Jesus  had  done. 

Then  gathered  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  a  couuv'^il,  and  said. 
What  do  we  ?  for  this  man  doeth  many  miracles.  If  we  let  Him  thus 
alone,  all  men  will  believe  on  Him :  and  the  Romans  shall  come  and 
take  away  both  our  place  and  nation.  And  one  of  them,  fiatmnl 
Caiaphas,  being  the  high  priest  that  same  year,  said  unto  them,  Te 
know  nothing  at  all,  nor  consider  that  it  is  expedient  for  us,  that  one 
man  should  die  for  the  people,  and  that  the  whole  nation  perish  not. 
And  this  spake  he  not  of  himself  :  but  being  high  priest  that  year,  he 
prophesied  that  Jesus  should  die  for  that  nation  ;  and  not  for  t^Mt 
nation  only,  but  that  also  He  should  gather  together  in  one  the  children 
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<.>f  God  that  were  scattered  abroad.     Then  from  that  day  forth  thef 
tr>ok  counsel  together  for  to  put  Him  to  death. 

Jesus  therefore  walked  no  more  openly  among  the  Jews  :  but  wenl 
thence  unto  a  country  near  to  the  wilderness,  into  a  city  called  Ephraim, 
«nd  there  continued  with  Hie  disciples. 


1^3.— Seventy  Disciples,  and  Parable  of  the  Qood 

Sainaritan. 

St  Lukb  9.  61-62—10.  37. 
Ephraim— Capernaum, 
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And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  time  was  come  that  He  shoald 
be  received  up,  He  stedfastly  set  His  face  t-o  go  to  Jerusalem,  and  arai 
messengers  before  His  face  :  and  they  went,  and  entered  into  a  village 
of  the  Samaritans,  to  make  ready  for  Him.  And  they  did  not  receive 
Him,  because  His  face  was  as  though  He  would  go  to  Jerusalem.  ^ 

And  when  His  disciples  James  and  John  saw  thU^  they  said,  Lord, 
wilt  Thou  that  we  command  fire  to  come  down  from  heaven,  and  oon- 
sxime  them,  even  as  Elias  did  ?  But  He  turned,  and  rebuked  them,  and 
said.  Ye  know  not  what  manner  of  spirit  ye  are  of.  For  the  Sc»n  of  man 
i  i  not  come  to  destroy  men's  lives,  but  to  save  them.  And  they  went 
to  another  village. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  they  went  in  the  way,  a  certain  man 
.■<iid  unto  Him,  Lord,  I  will  follow  Thee  whithersoever  Thou  goeet. 
And  JcHus  said  unto  him.  Foxes  have  holes,  and  birds  of  the  nir  have 
nests  ;  but  the  Son  of  man  hath  not  where  to  lay  Hi$  head. 

And  He  said  unto  another.  Follow  Me.  But  he  said.  Lord,  sufier 
1  le  first  to  go  and  bury  my  father.  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Let  the  dead 
1  )ury  their  dead  :  but  go  thou  and  preach  the  kingdom  of  GocL 

And  another  also  said,  Loifl,  I  will  follow  Thee  ;  but  let  me  first  g» 
bid  them  farewell,  which  are  at  home  at  my  house.  And  Jesus  said 
uato  him,  No  man,  having  put  his  hand  to  the  plough,  and  looking 
back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom  of  God. 

After  these  things  the  Lord  appointed  other  seventy  also,  and  sent 
tliem  two  and  two  before  His  face  into  every  city  and  plau^,  whither 
He  Himself  would  come.  Therefore  said  He  unto  them.  The  harvest 
truly  ie  great,  but  the  labourers  air  few  :  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
•of  the  harvest,  that  He  would  send  forth  labourers  into  His  ' 
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Qo  your  ways  :  behold,  I  send  you  forth  as  lambs  amoug  wolves.  Carry 
neither  purse,  nor  scrip,  nor  shoes  :  and  salute  no  man  by  the  way.  And 
into  whatsoever  house  ye  enter,  first  say,  Peace  be  to  this  house.  And 
if  ih^  son  of  peace  be  there,  your  peace  shall  rest  upon  it :  if  not,  it 
shal]  turn  to  you  again.  And  in  tiie  same  house  remain,  eating  and 
drinking  such  things  as  they  give  :  for  the  labourer  is  worthy  of  hi» 
hire.  Qo  not  from  house  to  house.  And  into  whatsoever  city  ye  enter,. 
And  they  receive  you,  cat  such  things  as  are  set  before  you  :  and  heal 
the  sick  that  are  therein,  and  bay  unto  them,  The  kingdom  of  God  is 
€ome  nigh  unto  you.  But  into  whatsoever  city  ye  enter,  an<l  they 
receive  you  not.  go  your  ways  out  into  the  streets  of  the  same,  and  say, 
Even  the  very  dust  of  your  city,  which  cleaveth  on  us,  we  do  wipe  off 
against  you  :  notwithstanding  be  ye  sure  of  this,  that  the  kingdom  of 
God  is  come  nigh  unto  you.  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  it  shall  be  more 
tolerable  in  that  day  for  Sodom,  than  for  that  city. 

Woe  unto  thee,  Chorazin  !  woe  unto  thee,  Bethsaida  !  for  if  the 
mighty  works  had  been  done  in  Tyre  and  Sidon,  which  have  been  don& 
in  you,  they  had  a  great  while  ago  repented,  sitting  in  sackcloth  and 
ashes.  But  it  shall  be  more  tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Sidon  at  the  judg- 
ment, than  for  you.  And  thou,  Capernaum,  which  art  e:i(alted  to 
heaven,  shall  be  thrust  down  to  hell. 

He  that  heareth  you  heareth  Me  ;  and  he  that  despiseth  you 
deapiseth  Me  ;  and  he  that  despiseth  Me  despiseth  Hini  that  sent  Me. 

And  the  seventy  returned  again  with  joy,  saying,  Lord,  even  the- 
devils  are  subject  unto  us  through  Thy  name.  And  He  said  unto 
them,  I  beheld  Satan  as  lightning  fall  from  heaven.  Behold,  I  give 
unto  you  power  to  tread  on  serpents  and  scorpions,  and  over  all  the 
power  of  the  enemy :  and  nothing  shall  by  any  means  hurt  you.  Not- 
withstanding in  this  rejoice  not,  that  the  spirits  are  subject  unto  you  ; 
but  rather  rejoice,  because  your  names  are  written  in  heaven. 

In  that  hour  Jesua^  rejoiced  in  spirit,  and  said,  I  thank  Thee,  O 
Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  that  Thou  hast  hid  these  things  from 
the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them  unto  babes :  even  so. 
Father  ;  for  so  it  seemed  good  in  Thy  sight.  All  things  are  delivered 
to  Me  of  My  Father  :  and  no  man  knoweth  who  the  Son  is,  but  the 
Father  ;  and  who  the  Father  is,  but  the  Son,  and  he  to  whom  the  Son 
will  reveal  Bim, 

And  He  turned  Him  unto  Hit  disciples,  and  said  privately,  Blessed 
«f«  the  eyes  which  see  the  things  that  ye  see :  for  I  tell  you,  that  many 
prophets  and  kings  have  desired  to  see  those  things  wluch  ye  see,  and 
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have  not  seen  them ;  and  to  hear  those  things  which  ye  hear,  and  have- 
not  heard  them. 

And,  behold,  a  certain  lawyer  stood  up,  and  tempted  Him,  saying, 
Master,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ?  He  said  unto  him. 
What  is  written  in  the  law  ?  how  readest  thou  ?  And  he  answering 
said,  Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all 
thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength,  and  with  all  thy  mind  ;  and  thy 
neighbour  as  thyself.  And  He  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast  answered 
right :  this  do,  and  thou  shalt  live. 

But  he,  willing  to  justify  himself,  said  unto  Jesus,  And  who  is  my 
neighbour  ?  And  Jesus  answering  said,  A  certain  man  went  down  from 
Jerusalem  to  Jericho,  and  fell  among  thieves,  which  strip] :cd  him  of  his 
raiment,  and  wounded  him^  and  departed,  leaving  him  haJf  dead.  And 
by  chance  there  came  down  a  certain  priest  that  way  :  and  when  he 
saw  him,  he  passed  by  on  the  other  side.  And  likewise  a  Levite,  when 
he  was  at  the  place,  came  and  looked  on  hhuj  and  passed  by  on  the 
other  side.  But  a  certain  Samaritan,  as  he  journeyed,  came  where  he 
was :  and  when  he  saw  him,  he  had  compassion  on  him^  and  went  to 
Attn,  and  bound  up  his  wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and  wine,  and  set  him  on 
his  own  beast,  and  brought  him  to  an  inn,  and  took  care  of  him.  And 
on  the  morrow  when  he  departed,  he  took  out  two  pence,  and  gave 
th€m  to  the  host,  and  said  unto  him,  Take  care  of  him  ;  and  whatso- 
ever thou  spendest  more,  when  I  come  again,  I  will  repay  thee.  Which 
now  of  these  three,  thinkest  thou,  was  neighbour  unto  him  that  fell 
among  the  thieves  ?  And  be  said,  He  that  shewed  mercy  on  him.  Then 
said  Jesus  unto  him,  Oo,  and  do  thou  likewise. 

24.— The  Good  Part,  and  Prayer. 

St  Luke  10.  38-42—11.  1-13. 
Bethany — Capernaum. 

Now  it  came  to  pass,  as  they  went,  that  He  entered  into  a  certain 
village:  and  a  certain  woman  named  Martha  received  Him  into  hcr- 
house.  And  she  had  a  sister  called  Mary,  which  also  sat  at  Jesus'  feet, 
and  heard  His  word.  But  Martha  was  cumbered  about  much  serving, 
and  came  to  Him,  and  said.  Lord,  dost  Thou  not  care  that  my  sister 
hath  left  me  to  serve  alone  ?  bid  her  therefore  that  she  help  me. 

And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her,  Martha,  Martha,  thou  art 
careful  and  troubled  about  many  things  :  but  one  thing  is  needful :: 
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and  Mary  hath  choeen  that  good  part,  which  shall  not  be  taken  away 
from  her. 

And  it  came  to  pasB,  that,  as  He  was  praying  in  a  certain  place, 
when  He  ceased,  one  of  His  disciples  said  unto  Him,  Lord,  teach  us  to 
pray,  as  John  also  taught  his  disciples.  And  He  said  unto  them,  Whm 
ye  ]>ray,  say,  Our  Father  which  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name. 
Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done,  as  in  heaven,  so  in  earth.  Qive 
us  day  by  day  our  daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  sins  ;  for  we  also 
forgive  every  one  that  is  indebted  to  us.  And  lead  us  not  into  tempta- 
tion ;  but  deliver  us  from  evil. 

And  He  said  unto  them,  Which  of  you  shall  have  a  friend,  and  r^  i 
go  untr>  him  at  midnight,  and  say  unto  him,  Friend,  lend  me  tL.  ee 
loave.s  ;  for  a  friend  of  mine  in  his  journey  is  come  to  me,  and  I  have 
nothing  to  set  before  him  ?  And  he  from  within  shall  answer  and  say, 
Trouble  me  not :  the  door  is  now  shut,  and  my  children  are  with  me  in 
bed  ;  I  cannot  rise  and  give  thee.  I  say  unto  you,  Though  ho  will  not 
rise  and  give  him,  because  he  is  his  friend,  yet  because  of  his  impor- 
tunity he  will  rise  and  give  him  as  many  as  he  needeth.  And  I  say 
unto  you,  Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you  ;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find  ; 
knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto  you.  For  every  one  that  asketh 
receiveth  ;  and  he  that  seeketh  findeth  ;  and  to  him  that  knocketh  it 
shall  be  of)ened.  If  a  son  shall  ask  bread  of  any  of  you  that  is  a  father, 
will  he  give  him  a  stone  ?  or  if  he  ask  a  fish,  will  he  for  a  fish  give  him 
a  serpent  ?  Or  if  he  shall  ask  an  egg,  will  he  offer  him  a  scorpitm  ?  If 
ye  then,  being  evil,  know  how  to  give  good  gifts  unto  your  children, 
how  much  more  shall  pour  heavenly  Father  give  the  Holy  Spirit  to 
them  that  ask  Him  ? 

25.— Jesus  accused  of  ccustingr  out  Devils  by 

Beelzebub. 

St  Luke  11.  14-54. 
North  of  Capernaum. 

And  He  was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it  was  dumb.  And  it  came  to 
pa9S,  when  the  devil  was  gone  out,  the  dumb  spake  ;  and  the  people 
wondered.  But  some  of  them  said,  He  casteth  out  devils  through 
Beelzebub  the  chief  of  the  devils.  And  others,  tempting  Himy  sought 
of  Him  a  sign  from  heaven. 

But  He,  knowing  their  thoughts,  said  unto  them,  Every  kingdom 
•  divided  against  itself  is  brought  to  desolation  ;  and  a  house  divided 
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against  a  house'falleth.  If  Satan  ahK>  be  divided  against  himself,  how 
shall  his  kingdom  stand  ?  because  ye  say  that  I  cast  out  devils  through 
Reelssebub.  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do  your 
sons  cast  tfiem  out?  therefore  shall  they  be  your  judges.  But  if  I 
with  the  finger  of  God  oast  out  devils,  no  doubt  the  kingdom  of  God  ia 
come  upon  you.  When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  liis  palace,  hia 
goods  are  in  peace :  but  when  a  stronger  than  he  shall  come  upon  him« 
and  overcome  him,  he  taketh  from  him  all  his  armour  wherein  he 
trusted,  and  divideth  his  spoils.  He  that  is  not  with  Me  is  against  Me: 
and  he  that  gathereth  not  with  Me  scattereth. 

When  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walketh  through 
dry  places,  seeking  rest  ;  and  finding  none,  he  saith,  I  will  return  unto 
my  liouf«e  whence  I  came  out.  And  when  he  cometh,  he  iindeth  ii 
8 wept  and  garnished.  Then  goeth  he,  and  taketh  to  him  seven  other 
spirits  more  wicked  than  himself  ;  and  they  enter  in,  anil  dwell  there : 
a  ad  the  last  state  of  that  man  is  worse  than  the  first. 

And  it  came  t/O  pass,  as  He  spake  theiie  things,  a  certain  woman  of 
the  company  liftetl  up  her  voice,  and  said  unto  Him,  Blessed  is  the 
womb  that  bare  Thee,  and  the  paps  which  Thou  hast  sucked.  But  He 
said,  Yea  rather,  blessed  are  they  that  hear  the  word  of  God,  and  keep  it. 

And  when  the  people  were  gathered  thick  together.  He  began  to  say. 
This  is  an  evil  generation  :  they  seek  a  sign  ;  and  there  shall  no  sign 
be  given  it,  but  the  sign  of  Jonas  the  prophet.  For  as  Jonas  was  a  sign 
unto  the  Ninevites,  so  shall  also  the  Son  of  man  be  to  this  generation. 
The  queen  f>f  the  south  shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment  with  the  men  of 
this  generation,  and  condemn  them  :  for  she  came  from  the  utmost  parta 
of  the  earth  to  hear  the  wisdom  of  Sok)mon  ;  and,  behold,  a  greater 
than  Solomon  is  here.  The  men  of  Nineve  shall  rise  up  in  the  judgment 
with  thin  generation,  and  shall  condemn  it :  for  they  repented  at  the 
f>reaching  of  Jonas  ;  and,  behold,  a  greater  than  Jonas  is  here. 

No  man,  when  he  hath  lighted  a  candle,  putteth  it  in  a  secret  [ilaee, 
neither  under  a  bushel,  but  on  a  candlestick,  that  they  which  come  in 
may  see  the  light.  The  light  of  the  body  is  the  eye :  therefore  when 
thine  eye  is  single,  thy  whole  body  also  is  full  of  light  ;  but  when  thinr 
ffe  is  evil,  thy  body  also  is  fuU  of  darkness.  Take  heed  therefore  that 
the  light  which  is  in  thee  be  not  darkness.  If  thy  whole  body  therefore 
be  full  of  light,  having  no  part  dark,  the  whole  shall  be  full  of  light,  aa 
when  the  bright  shining  of  a  candle  doth  give  thee  light. 

And  as  He  spake,  a  certain  Pharisee  liesought  Him  to  dine  with  him : 
and  He  went  in,  and  sat  down  to  meat.     And  when  the  Pharisee 
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U,  he  manrelled  that  He  had  oot  first  washed  before  dinner.  And  the 
Lord  aaid  unto  him,  Now  do  ye  Pharisees  make  clean  the  outside  of  the 
cup  and  the  platter ;  but  your  inward  part  is  full  of  ravening  and 
wickedness.  Ye  fools,  did  not  He  that  made  that  which  is  with<»ut 
make  that  which  is  within  also  ?  But  rather  give  alms  of  such  things 
a«  ye  have  ;  and,  behold,  all  things  are  clean  unto  you.  But  woe  unto 
you,  Pharisees  !  for  ye  tithe  min^  and  i*ue  and  all  manner  of  herbs,  and 
pass  over  judgment  and  the  love  of  God  :  these  ought  ye  to  have  done, 
and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone.  Woe  unto  you,  Pharisees  !  for  ve 
love  the  uppermost  seats  in  the  synagogues,  and  greetings  in  the 
markets.  Woe  unto  you.  Scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  !  for  ye  are 
as  graves  which  appear  not,  and  the  men  that  walk  over  tfiem  are  not 
aware  of  l/tem. 

Then  answered  one  of  the  lawyers,  and  said  unto  Him,  Master,  thus 
aaying  Thou  reproachest  us  also.  And  He  said.  Woe  unto  you  also,  ifn 
lawyers  !  for  ye  lade  men  with  burdens  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  ye 
yourseltres  touch  not  the  burdens  with  one  of  your  fingers. 

Woe  unto  you  !  for  ye  build  the  sepulchres  of  the  prophets,  and 
your  fathers  killed  them.  Truly  ye  bear  witness  that  ye  allow  the 
deeds  of  your  fathers  :  for  they  indeed  killed  them,  and  ye  build  their 
sepulchres.  Therefore  also  said  the  wisdom  of  Qod,  I  will  send  them 
prophets  and  apostles,  and  some  of  them  they  shall  slay  and  persecute  : 
that  the  blood  of  all  the  prophets,  which  was  shed  from  the  foundation 
of  the  Wv,rld,  may  be  required  of  this  generation  ;  from  the  blood  oi 
Abel  unto  the  blood  of  Zacharias,  which  perished  between  the  altar  and' 
the  temple :  verily  I  say  unto  you.  It  shall  be  required  of  this  generation. 

Woe  unto  you,  lawyers  !  for  ye  have  taken  away  the  key  of  know- 
Lige  :  ye  entered  not  in  yourselves,  and  them  that  were  entering  in  ye 
hindered. 

And  as  He  said  these  things  unto  them,  the  Scribes  and  the 
Pharisees  began  to  urge  Him  vehemently,  and  to  provoke  Him  to  speak 
of  many  things  :  laying  wait  for  Him,  and  seeking  to  catch  something 
out  of  His  mouth,  that  they  might  accuse  Him. 

26.— Jesus  warns  a^rainst  Govetousness,  and 
exhorts «to  Diligence.^ 

St  Luks  12. 

Galilee.  s         / 

In  the  mean  time,  when  there  were  gathered  together  an  inh^ei^^ 
able  multitude  of  people,  insomuch  that  they  trode  one  up6n  ^dtn^rt 
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He'  began  to  say  unto  His  disciples  first  of  all,  Beware  ye  of  the  ieaven 
of  the  Pharisees,  which  is  hypocrisy.  For  there  is  nothing  covered, 
that  shall  not  be  revealed ;  neither  hid,  that  shall  not  be  known. 
Therefore  whatsoever  ye  have  spoken  in  darkness  shall  be  heard  in  the 
light ;  and  that  which  ye  have  spoken  in  the  ear  in  closets  shall  be  prO' 
claimed  upon  the  house-tops.  And  I  say  unto  you  my  friends,  Be  not 
afraid  of  them  that  kill  the  body,  and  after  that  have  no  more  that 
they  can  do.  But  I  will  forewarn  you  whom  ye  shall  fear  i  Fear  him, 
Tvhich  after  he  hath  killed  hath  power  to  cast  into  hell ;  yea,  I  say 
unto  you.  Fear  him.  Are  not  five  sparrows  sold  for  two  farthings, 
and  not  one  of  them  is  fc»^otten  before  God  ?  But  even  the  very  hau? 
of  your  head  are  all  numbered.  Fear  not  therefore :  ye  are  of  more 
value  than  many  sparrows.  Also  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  shall  con- 
fess Me  before  men,  him  shall  the  Son  of  man  also  confess  before  the 
angels  of  God  :  but  he  that  denieth  Me  before  men  shall  be  denied 
before  the  angels  of  God.  And  whosoever  shall  speak  a  word  against 
the  Son  of  man,  it  shall  be  forgiven  him :  but  unto  him  that  bias- 
phemeth  against  the  Holy  Ghost  it  shall  not  be  forgiven.  And  when 
they  bring  you  unto  the  synagogues,  and  unto  magistrates,  and  powers, 
take  ye  no  thought  how  or  what  thing  ye  shall  answer,  or  what  ye  shall 
«sky :  for  the  Holy  Ghost  shall  teach  you  in  the  same  hour  what  ye 
-ought  to  say. 

And  one  of  the  company  said  unto  Him,  Master,  speak  to  my 
brother,  that  he  divide  the  inheritance  with  me.  And  He  said  unto 
him,  Man,  who  made  me  a  judge  or  a  divider  over  you  ?  And  He  said 
unto  them.  Take  heed,  and  beware  of  covetousness :  for  a  man's  life 
<;onsi8teth  not  in  the  abundance  of  the  things  which  he  possesseth. 
And  He  spake  a  parable  unto  them,  saying.  The  ground  of  a  certain 
rich  man  brought  forth  plentifully :  and  he  thought  within  himself, 
.saying.  What  shall  I  do,  because  I  have  no  room  where  to  bestow  my 
fruits  ?  And  he  said.  This  will  1  do  :  I  will  pull  down  my  bams,  and 
build  greater  ;  and  there  will  I  bestow  all  my  fruits  and  my  gooda. 
And  I  will  say  to  my  soul,  Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods  laid  up  for 
many  yeikrs  :  take  thine  ease,  eat,  drink,  and  be  merry.  But  God  said 
unto  him.  Thou  fool,  this  night  thy  soul  shall  be  required  of  thee  :  then 
whose  shall  those  things  be,  which  thou  hast  provided  ?  So  it  he  that 
iayeth  up  treasure  for  himself,  and  is  not  rich  toward  God. 

And  He  said  unto  His  disciples,  Therefore  I  say  unto  you.  Take  no 
thought  for  your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat ;  neither  for  the  body,  what  ye 
■shall  put  on.     The  life  is  more  than  meat,  and  the  body  u  wtore  than 
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mment.  Consider  the  ravens  :  for  they  neither  sow  nor  reap  ;  whiob 
UMther  hftvci  .MiorehuuAe  nor  barn  ;  and  God  feedeth  them  :  how  much 
more  are  ye  better  than  the  fowls  t  And  which  of  you  with  taking 
thought  can  add  to  his  stature  one  cubit  i  If  ye  then  be  not  able  to 
do  t^t  thing  which  is  least,  why  take  ye  thought  for  the  rest  ?  Con- 
Hder  the  lilien  how  they  grow  :  they  toi'  not,  they  spin  not ;  and  yet  I 
•ay  unto  you,  that  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like  one  of 
these.  If  then  Qod  so  clothe  the  grass,  which  is  to-day  in  the  field, 
and  to-morrow  is  cast  into  the  oven  ;  how  much  more  will  JJe  cluthr 
you,  O  ye  of  little  faith  ?  And  seek  not  ye  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what 
ye  shall  drink,  neither  be  ye  of  doubtful  mind.  For  all  these  things  d<» 
the  nations  of  the  world  seek  after  :  and  your  Father  knowetli  that  yv 
have  need  of  these  things. 

But  rather  seek  ye  the  kingdom  of  God  ;  and  all  these  things  shaU 
be  added  unto  you. 

Fear  not,  little  flock  ;  for  it  is  your  Father's  good  pleasure  to  give 
you  the  kingdom.  Sell  that  ye  have,  and  give  alms :  provide  your- 
selves bags  which  wax  not  old,  a  treaHure  in  the  heavens  that  failetli 
not,  where  no  thief  approacheth,  neither  motJi  corrupteth.  For  where 
your  treasure  is,  there  will  your  heart  be  also. 

Let  your  loins  be  girded  about,  and  your  lights  burning  ;  and  ye 
yourselves  like  unto  men  that  wait  for  their  lord,  when  he  will  return 
from  the  wedding  ;  that  when  he  cometh  and  knocketh,  they  may  open 
unto  him  immediately.  Ble^Hcd  are  those  servants,  whom  the  lord 
when  he  conieth  shall  find  watching  :  verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  he 
shall  gird  himself,  and  make  them  to  sit  down  to  meat,  and  will  come 
forth  and  serve  them.  And  if  he  shall  come  in  the  second  watch,  or 
come  in  the  third  watch,  and  4iud  them  so,  blessed  are  those  servants. 
And  this  know,  that  if  tlie  goodman  of  the  house  had  known  what  hour 
the  thief  would  come,  he  would  have  watched,  and  not  have  sutt'ered  blH 
lioase  to  be  broken  through.  Be  ye  therefore  ready  ako :  for  the  Son 
of  man  cometh  at  an  hour  when  ye  think  not. 

f<  Then  Peter  said  unto  Him.  Lord,  speakest  Thou  this  parable  unto 
lis,  or  even  to  all?  And  the  Lord  said.  Who  then  is  that  faithful  and 
'wise  steward,  whom  his  lord  shall  make  ruler  over  his  hou8eh<^>ld,  to 
give  them  their  portion  of  meat  in  due  season  ?  Blessed  is  that  servant, 
whom  his  lord  wlien  he  cometh  shall  find  so  doing.  Of  a  truth  I  say 
unto  you,  that  her  will  make  him  ruler  over  all  that  he  hath.  •  But  and 
if  that  serTUit  aay  in  his  hearty  My  lord  delayeth  his  coming  ;  aud  sliall 
begin  to  beat  the  menservants  and  maidens,  and  to  eat  and  drink)  aD<l 
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to  be  drunken  ;  the  lord  of  that  servant  will  come  in  a  day  when  he 
looketh  nut  for  him^  and  at  an  hour  when  he  is  not  aware,  and  will  cut 
him  in  nunder,  and  will  appoint  him  hiH  portion  with  the  unlx'lievet-H. 

Ami  that  servant,  which  knew  his  lord's  will,  and  pret>ared  not  him- 
wdf^  neither  did  according  to  Ids  will,  shall  be  beaten  with  many  utripry. 
But  he  that  knew  not,  and  did  oonimit  things  worthy  of  stripes,  shall 
be  beaten  with  few  gtripra.  For  unto  whomsoever  much  is  given,  of 
him  shall  be  much  retfuired  :  and  to  whom  men  have  connnitted  much, 
of  him  they  will  ask  the  more. 

1  am  come  to  send  fire  on  the  earth  ;  u.  \  what  will  I,  if  it  be 
already  kindled  ?  But  1  have  a  baptism  to  !•!  iiuptised  with  ;  and  how- 
am  1  straitened  till  it  be  accompllHhed  !  )Upp<>»e  y<  that  1  am  eoir.c 
to  give  i)eace  on  earth  ?  I  tell  you,  Nay  ;  hut  i  itlit-rdiviHion  :  for  from 
henceforlli  '  iere  shall  be  five  'n  one  h«)Us«  'In  Jed,  three  against  two, 
and  two  against  three.  The  father  shall  I  o  d'v  ided  against  the  son,  ai:d 
the  hon  against  the  father  ;  the  mother  against  ihe  daughter,  and  the 
daughter  against  the  mother  ;  the  mother-in  law  itgaiiu.  her  daughter- 
in-law,  and  the  daughter-in-law  against  her  mother-iu  law. 

And  He  said  also  to  the  people,  Whtn  ye  see  a  cloud  ri«e  out  of  th«» 
west,  straightway  ye  t-ay,  There  cometh  a  shower,  and  so  it  is.  An^l 
when  ye  nee  the  south  wind  blow,  ye  say,  There  will  be  luat  ;  and  it 
oometh  t^>  pass.  Ye  hypocrites,  ye  can  discern  the  face  oi  the  wky  and 
uf  the  earth  ;  but  how  is  it  that  ye  do  not  discern  this  time  < 

Yea,  and  why  even  of  yourselves  judge  ye  not  what  is  right  ?  When 
thou  goest  with  thine  adversai'y  to  the  magistrate,  ««  than  art  in  the 
way,  give  diligence  that  thou  mayest  be  delivered  from  him  ;  lest  he 
haJe  thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge  delivei-  thee  to  the  otticer,  Hn<l 
the  officer  cast  thee  int^)  prison.  1  tell  thee,  thou  shalt  not  depart 
thence,  till  thou  hast  paid  the  very  last  mite. 

27.— A  Woman  with  a  Spirit  of  Infirmity,  and 

Herod's  Waming. 

St  Luke  13.  1-35. 

On  the  Last  J&umcy  through  Galilee, 

There  were  present  at  that  season  some  that  told  Him  of  the  Oali- 
Iseans,  whose  blood  Pilate  had  mingled  with  their  sacnfices.  And  .TesuH 
answering  said  unto  them,  Supp<»se  ye  that  these  Galilecans  were  sintiei  s 
above  all  the  QaUlasans,  because  they  suffered  such  things  ?    I  tell  you, 
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Nay  :  but,  except  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all  likewise  perish.  Or  those 
eighteen  upon  whom  the  tower  in  Siloam  fell,  and  slew  thenii.  thibk  ye 
that  they  were  sinners  above  all  men  that  dwelt  in  Jerusalem  I  •  I  tell 
you,  Nay  :  but,  except  ye  repent,  ye  shall  all  likewise  perish.    >  -'   ' 

He  spake  also  this  parable  :  A  certain  man  had  a  fig  tree  planted  in 
'hii  vineyard  ;  and  he  came  and  sought  fruit  thereon,  and  found  none. 
Then  said  he  unto  the  dresser  of  his  vineyard,  Behold,  these  three  years 
T  come  seeking  fruit  on  this  fig  tree,  and  find  none  :  cut  it  down  ;  why 
cunibereth  it  the  ground  ?  And  he  answering  said  unto  him,  Lord,  let 
ib  alone  this  year  also,  till  I  shall  dig  about  it,  and  dung  it ;  and  if  it 
bear  fruit,  well :  and  if  not,  then  after  that  thou  shalt  cut  it  down. 

And  He  was  teaching  in  one  of  the  synagogues  on  the  Sabbath. 
And,  behold,  there  was  a  woman  which  had  a  spirit  of  infirmity 
eighteen  years,  and  was  bowed  together,  and  could  in  no  wise  lift  up 
herself.  And  when  Jesus  saw  her,  He  called  Jier  to  Hinij  and  said  unto 
her,  Woman,  thou  art  loosed  from  thine  infirmity.  And  He  laid  HI* 
hands  on  her  :  and  immediately  she  was  made  straight,  and  glorified 
God. 

And  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  answered  with  indignation,  because 
that  Jesus  had  healed  on  the  Sabbath  day,  and  said  unto  the  people, 
There  are  six  days  in  which  men  ought  to  work  :  in  them  therefore 
come  and  be  healed,  and  not  on  the  Sabbath  day.  The  Lord  then 
answered  him,  and  said.  Thou  hypocrite,  doth  not  each  one  of  you  on 
the  Sabbath  loose  his  ox  or  his  ass  from  the  stall,  and  lead  him.  away  to 
watering  ?  And  ought  not  this  woman,  being  a  daughter  of  Abraham, 
whom  Satan  hath  bound,  lo,  these  eighteen  years,  be  loosed  from  this 
bond  on  the  Sabbath  day  ?  And  when  He  had  said  these  things,  all  His 
adversaries  were  ashamed  :  and  all  the  people  rejoiced  for  all  the  glori- 
ous things  that  were  done  by  Him. 

Then  said  He,  Unto  what  is  the  kingdom  of  God  like  ?  and  where- 
unio  shall  I  resemble  it  ?  It  is  like  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  which  a 
man  took,  and  cast  into  his  garden  ;  and  it  grew,  and  waxed  a  great 
tree  ;  and  the  fowls  of  the  air  lodged  in  the  branches  of  it. 

And  again  He  said,  Whereunto  shall  I  liken  the  kingdom  of  God  1 
It  is  like  leaven,  which  a  woman  took  and  hid  in  three  measures  of 
meal,  till  the  wholfe  was  leavened. 

AT?.d  He  went  through  the  cities  and  villages,  teaching,  and  journey- 
ing toward  Jerusalem. 

Then  said  one  unto  Him,  Lord,  are  there  few  that  be  saved  %  And 
'He  said  unto  them,  Strive  to  enter  in  at  the  strait  gate  :  for  inaii^,-l>

my  unto  you,  will  seek  to  enter  in,  and  shall  not  be  able.  When  once 
the  Master  of  the  house  is  risen  up,  and  hath  shut  to  the  door,  and  ye 
begin  to  stand  without,  and  to  knock  at  the  door,  saying,  Lord,  Lord, 
open  unto  us  ;  and  He  shall  answer,  and  say  unto  you,  I  know  you  not 
whence  ye  are  :  then  shall  ye  be^in  to  say.  We  have  eaten  and  drunk  in 
Thy  presence,  and  Thou  hast  taught  in  our  streets.  But  He  shall  say, 
I  tell  you,  I  know  you  not  whence  ye  are  ;  depart  from  Me,  all  ye 
workers  of  iniquity.  There  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth, 
when  ye  shall  see  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  and  all  the  prophets, 
in  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  you  yourselves  thrust  out.  And  they  shall 
come  from  the  east,  and/7*o?rt  the  west,  and  from  the  north,  and  from 
the  south,  and  shall  sit  down  in  the  kingdom  of  God.  And,  behold, 
there  are  last  which  shall  be  first,  and  there  are  first  which  shall 
be  last. 

The  same  day  there  came  certain  of  the  Pharisees,  saying  unto  Him, 
Get  Thee  out,  and  depart  hence  :  for  Herod  will  kill  Thee.  And  He 
said  unto  them,  Go  ye,  and  tell  that  fox.  Behold,  I  cast  out  devils,  and 
I  do  cures  to-day  and  to-morrow,  and  the  third  day  I  shall  be  perfected. 
Nevertheless  I  must  walk  to-day,  and  to-morrow,  and  the  day  follow- 
ing :  for  it  cannot  be  that  a  proi>het  perish  out  of  Jerusalem. 

O  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  which  killest  the  prophets,  and  stonest 
them  that  are  sent  unto  thee ;  how  often  would  I  have  gathered  thy 
children  together,  as  a  hen  doth  gather  her  brood  under  her  wings,  and 
ye  would  not  !  Behold,  your  house  is  left  unto  you  desolate  :  and  verify 
I  say  unto  you,  Ye  shall  not  see  Me  until  the  time  come  when  ye  shall 
say.  Blessed  is  He  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

,    28.— Dropsy  Healed,  and  Multitude  Taught. 

St  Luke  14. 

On  the  Last  Journey  through  Galilee. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  He  went  into  the  house  of  one  of  the  chief 
Pharisees  to  eat  bread  on  the  Sabbath  day,  that  they  watched  Him. 
And,  behold,  there  was  a  certain  maifl  before  Him  which  had  the  dropsy. 
And  Jesus  answering  spake  unto  the  lawyers  and  Pharisees,  saying,  Is  it 
lawful  to  heal  on  the  Sabbath  day  ?  And  they  held  their  peace.  And 
He  took  Atm,  and  healed  him,  and  let  him  go  :  and  answered  them, 
saying,  Which  of  you  shall  have  an  ass  or  an  ox  fallen  into  a  pit,  and 
wfllt'not  straightway  pull  him  out  on  the  Sabbath  day  ?  And  they  could 
not  answer  Him  again  to  these  things.

And  He  put  forth  a  parable  to  those  which  were  bidden,  when  He 
marked  how  they  cho.se  out  the  chief  rooms  ;  saying  unto  them,  When 
thou  art  bidden  of  5\ny  man  to  a  wedding,  sit  not  down  in  the  highest 
room  ;  lest  a  more  honourable  man  than  thou  be  bidden  of  him  ;  and 
he  that  bade  thee  and  him  come  and  say  to  thee,  Give  this  man  place  ; 
and  thou  begin  with  shame  to  take  the  lowest  room.  But  when  thou 
art  bidden,  go  and  sit  down  in  the  lowest  room  ;  that  when  he  that 
bade  thee  cometh,  he  may  say  unto  thee,  Friend,  go  up  higher  :  then 
shalt  thou  have  worship  in  the  presence  of  them  that  sit  at  meat  with 
thee.  For  whosoever  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased ;  and  he  that 
humbleth  himself  sha)l  be  exalted. 

Then  said  He  also  to  him  that  bade  Him,  When  thou  makest  a 
clinner  or  a  supper,  call  not  thy  friends,  nor  thy  brethren,  neither  thy 
tinsmen,  nor  thy  rich  neighbours  ;  lest  they  also  bid  thee  again,  and  a 
recompense  be  made  thee.  But  when  thou  makest  a  feast,  call  the 
poor,  the  maimed,  the  lame,  the  blind  :  and  thou  shalt  be  blessed  ;  for 
they  cannot  recompense  thee  :  for  thou  shalt  be  recompensed  at  the 
resurrection  of  the  just. 

And  when  one  of  them  that  sat  at  meat  with  Him  heard  these 
things,  he  said  unto  Him,  Blessed  is  he  that  shall  eat  bread  in  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Then  said  He  unto  him,  A  certain  man  made  a  great 
supper,  and  bade  many  :  and  sent  his  servant  at  supper  time  to  say  to 
them  that  were  bidden,  Come :  for  all  things  are  now  ready.  And 
they  all  with  one  consent  began  to  make  excuse.  The  firat  said  unto 
him,  I  have  bought  a  piece  of  ground,  and  I  must  needs  go  and  see  it : 
I  pray  thee  have  me  excused.  And  another  said,  I  have  bought  five 
yoke  of  oxen,  and  I  go  to  prove  them  :  I  pray  thee  have  me  excused. 
And  another  said,  I  have  married  a  wife,  and  therefore  I  cannot  come. 
So  that  servant  came,  and  shewed  his  lord  these  things.  Then  the 
master  of  the  house  being  angry  said  to  his  servant.  Go  out  quickly 
into  the  streets  and  lanes  of  the  city,  and  bring  in  hither  the  poor,  and 
the  maime<l,  and  the  halt,  and  the  blind.  And  the  servant  said.  Lord, 
it  is  done  as  thou  hast  commanded,  and  yet  there  is  room.  And  the  lord 
said  unto  the  servant,  Go  out  into  the  highways  and  hedges,  and  compel 
them  to  come  in,  that  my  house  may  be  filled.  For  I  say  unto  you, 
That  none  of  those  men  which  were  bidden  shall  taste  of  my  supper. 

And  there  went  great  multitudes  with  Him  :  and  He  turned,  and 
said  unto  them,  If  any  man  come  to  Me,  and  hate  not  hiis  father,  and 
mother,  and  wife,  and  children,  and  brethren,  and  sistehs,  yea,  iuid  hia 
own  life  also,  he  cannot  be  My  disciple.     And  whosoever  doth  not  bear 
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hW  cross,  atid  come  after  Me,  cannot  be  My  disciple.  For  which  of 
yon,  intending  to  build  a  tower,  sitteth  not  down  first,  and  countetii 
the  cost,  whether  he  have  su^Hcient  to  finish  it  ?  Lest  haply,  after  he 
hath  laid  the  foundation,  and  is  not  able  to  finish  it,  all  that  behold  it 
begin  to  mock  him,  saying.  This  man  began  to  build,  and  was  not  able 
to  finish.  Or  what  king,  going  to  make  war  against  another  king, 
sitteth  not  down  first,  and  consulteth  whether  he  be  able  with  ten 
tliojsand  to  meet  him  that  cometh  against  him  with  twenty  thousand  ? 
Or  else,  while  the  other  is  yet  a  great  way  off,  he  sendeth  an  ambassage, 
and  desireth  conditions  of  peace.  So  likewise,  whosoever  he  be  of  you 
that  forsaketh  not  all  that  he  hath,  he  cannot  be  My  disciple. 

Salt  is  good  :  but  if  the  salt  have  lost  his  savour,  wherewith  shall  it 
be  seasoned  ?  It  is  neither  fit  for  the  land,  nor  yet  for  the  dunghill  ; 
but  men  cast  it  out.     He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 


29.— Parables  of  the  Lost  Sheep,  Lost  Piece  of 
Silver,  and  Prodigral  Son. 


St  Luke  15. 
On  the  Last  Journey  through  Galilee. 


Theti  drew  near  unto  Him  all  the  publicans  and  sinners  for  to  h< 
Him.     And  the  Pharisees  and   Scribes  murmured,  saying,  Thia  tnaOok. 
receiveth  sinners,  and  eateth  with  them. 

And  He  spake  this  parable  unto  them,  saying.  What  man  of  you, 
having  an  hundred  sheep,  if  he  lose  one  of  them,  doth  not  leave  the 
ninety  and  nine  in  the  wilderness,  and  go  after  that  which  is  lost,  until 
he  find  it  ?  And  when  he  hath  found  it,  he  layeth  it  on  his  shoulders, 
rejoicing.  And  when  he  cometh  home,  he  calleth  together  his  friends 
and  neighbours,  saying  unto  them.  Rejoice  with  me  ;  for  I  have  found 
my  sheep  which  was  lost.  I  say  unto  you,  that  likewise  joy  shall  be  in 
heaven  over  cne  sinner  that  repenteth,  more  than  over  ninety  and  nine 
just  persons,  which  need  no  repentance. 

Either  What  woman  having  ten  pieces  of  silver,  if  she  lose  one 
piece,  doth  not  light  a  candle,  and  sweep  the  house,  and  seek  diligenUv 
till  she  find  it  f  And  when  she  hath  found  it,  she  calleth  her  friendb 
and  A<T  neighbours  together,  saying.  Rejoice  with  me  ;  for  I  have  fonnd 
the  piece  which  I  had  lost*  Likewise,  I  say  unto  you,  there  i«  joy  It^ 
the  presence  of  the  angels  of  God  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth.

And  He  Baid,  A  certain  man  had  two  sons :  and  the  younger  of  them; 
said  to  his  father,  Father,  give  me  the  portion  of  goods  that  falleth  to^ 
me.  And  he  divided  unto  them  his  living.  And  not  many  days  after 
the  younger  son  gathered  all  together,  and  took  his  journey  into  a  far 
country,  and  there  wasted  his  substance  with  riotous  living.  And  when 
he  had  spent  all,  there  arose  a  mighty  famine  in  that  land  ;  and  he 
began  to  be  in  want.  And  he  went  and  joined  himself  to  a  citizen  of 
that  country  :  and  he  sent  him  into  his  fields  to  feed  swine.  And  he 
would  fain  have  filled  his  belly  with  the  husks  that  the  swine  did  eat : 
and  no  man  gave  unto  him. 

And  when  he  came  to  himself,  he  said.  How  many  hired  servants  of 
my  father's  have  bread  enough  and  to  spare,  and  I  perish  with  hunger  I 
I  will  arise  and  go  to  my  father,  and  will  say  unto  him,  Father,  I  have 
sinned  against  heaven  and  before  thee,  and  am  no  more  worthy  to  be 
called  thy  son  :  make  me  as  one  of  thy  hired  servants.  And  he  arose, 
and  came  to  his  father. 

But  when  he  was  yet  a  great  way  off,  his  father  saw  him,  and  had 
compassion,  and  ran,  and  fell  on  his  neck,  and  kissed  him.  And  the 
eon  said  unto  him.  Father,  I  have  sinned  against  heaven,  and  in  thy 
eight,  and  am  no  more  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son.  But  the  father 
said  to  his  servants,  Bring  forth  the  best  robe,  and  put  it  on  him  ;  and 
put  a  ring  on  his  hand,  and  shoes  on  his  feet :  and  bring  hither  the 
-  fatted  calf,  and  kill  it ;  and  let  us  eat,  and  be  merry  :  for  this  my  son 
was  dead,  and  is  alive  again  ;  he  was  lost,  and  is  found.  And  they 
began  to  be  merry. 

Now  his  elder  son  was  in  the  field  :  and  as  he  came  and  drew  nigh 
to  the  house,  he  heard  musick  and  dancing.  And  he  called  oue  of  the 
servants,  and  asked  what  these  things  meant.  And  he  said  unto  him, 
Thy  brother  is  come ;  and  thy  father  hath  killed  the  fatted  calf, 
because  he  hath  received  him  safe  and  sound.  And  he  was  angry,  and 
would  not  go  in :  therefore  came  his  father  out,  and  intreated  him. 
And  he  answering  said  to  his  father,  Lo,  these  many  years  do  I  serve 
thee,  neither  transgressed  I  at  any  time  thy  commandment ;  and  yet 
thou  never  gavest  me  a  kid,  that  I  might  msd^e  merry  with  my  friends : 
but  as  soon  as  this  thy  son  was  come,  which  hath  devoun^d  thy  living 
with  harlots,  thou  hast  killed  for  him  the  fatted  calf.  And  he  said  unto 
him,  Son,  thou  art  ever  with  me,  and  all  that  I  have  is  thine.  It  was 
meet  that  we  should  make  merry,  and  be  glad :  for  this  thy  brother 
was  dead,  and  is  alive  again  ;  and  was  lost,  and  is  found.

ON  THE  MAMMON   OF  UNRIQHTEOTTSNESS. 
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80.— Parables  of  the  Unjust  Steward  and  Rich 

Glutton. 

St  Lukb  16. 
On  the  Last  Journey  through  Galilee. 

And  He  said  also  unto  His  disciples,  There  was  a  certain  rich  man, 
which  had  a  steward  :  and  the  same  was  accused  unto  him  that  he  had 
wasted  his  gocxls.  And  he  called  him.  and  said  unto  him,  How  is  it 
that  I  hear  tliis  of  thee  ?  give  an  account  of  thy  stewardship  ;  for  thou 
mayest  be  no  longer  steward.  Then  the  steward  said  within  himaelfy 
What  shall  I  do  ?  for  my  lord  taketh  away  from  me  the  stewardship : 
I  cannot  dig  ;  to  beg  I  am  ashamed.  I  am  resolved  what  to  do,  thaty 
when  I  am  put  out  of  the  stewardship,  they  may  receive  me  into  their 
houses.  So  he  called  every  one  of  his  lord's  debtors  unto  kim,  and  said 
unto  the  first,  How  much  owest  thou  unto  my  lord  ?  And  he  said.  An 
hundred  measures  of  oil.  And  he  said  unto  him,  Take  thy  bill,  and  sit 
<lown  quickly,  and  write  fifty.  Then  said  he  to  another,  And  how  much 
owest  thou  ?  And  he  said.  An  hundred  measures  of  wheat.  And  he 
Kaid  unto  him,  Take  thy  bill,  and  write  fourscore.  And  the  lord  com- 
mended the  unjust  steward,  because  he  had  done  wisely  :  for  the 
children  of  this  world  are  in  their  generation  wiser  than  the  childrm 
of  light. 

And  I  say  unto  you,  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of  the  mammon  of 
unrighteousness  ;  that,  when  ye  fail,  they  may  receive  you  into  ever- 
lasting habitations.  He  that  is  faithful  in  that  which  is  least  is  faithful 
also  in  much  :  and  he  that  is  unjust  in  the  least  is  unjust  also  in  much. 
If  therefore  ye  have  not  been  faithful  in  the  unrighteous  mammon,  who 
will  commit  to  your  trust  the  true  riches  ?  And  if  ye  have  not  been 
faithful  in  that  which  is  another  man's,  who  shall  give  you  that  which 
is  your  own  ?  No  servant  can  serve  two  masters  :  for  either  he  will 
hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other  ;  or  else  ho  will  hold  to  the  one,  and 
<le8pi8e  the  other.     Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mammon. 

And  the  Pharisees  also,  who  were  covetous,  heard  all  these  things  t 
and  they  derided  Him.  And  He  said  unto  them.  Ye  are  they  whicJi 
justify  yourselves  before  men  ;  but  God  knoweth  your  hearts  :  for  that 
which  is  highly  esteemed  among  men  is  abomination  in  the  sight  of  God. 

The  law  and  the  ])r<tphets  were  until  John  :  since  that  time  the 
kingdoni  of  God  is  preached,  and  every  man  presseth  into  it.  And  it 
is  easier  for  heaven  and  ^arth  to  pass,  than  one  tittle  of  the  law  to  faiL 
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Whosoever  putteth  away  his  wife,  and  marrieth  another,  committeth 
adultery  :  and  whosoever  marrieth  her  that  is  put  away  from  her 
husband  committeth  adultery. 

There  was  a  certain  rich  man,  which  was  clothed  in  purple  and  fine 
linen,  and  fared  sumptuously  every  day :  and  there  was  a  certain 
b^gar  named  Lazarus,  which  was  laid  at  his  gate,  full  of  sores,  and 
desiring  to  be  fed  with  the  crumbs  which  fell  from  the  rich  man's 
table  :  moreover  the  dogs  came  and  licked  his  sores.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  that  the  beggar  died,  ard  was  carried  by  the  angels  into  Abraham 'h 
bosom  :  the  rich  man  also  died,  and  was  buried  ;  and  in  hell  he  lift 
up  his  eyes,  being  in  torments,  and  seeth  Abraliam  afar  off,  and  Lazarus 
in  his  bosom.  And  he  cried  and  said.  Father  Abraham,  have  mercy  on 
me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that  he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his  finger  in  water, 
and  cool  my  tongue  ;  for  I  am  tormented  in  this  flame.  But  Abraham 
said,  Son,  remember  that  thou  in  thy  lifetime  receivedst  thy  goo'  things, 
and  likewise  Lazarus  evil  things  :  but  now  he  is  comforted,  and  thou 
art  tormented.  And  beside  all  this,  between  us  and  you  th^re  is  a 
great  gulf  fixed  :  so  that  they  which  would  pass  from  hence  to  you 
ciannot  ;  neither  can  they  pass  to  us,  that  would  conie  from  thence. 
Then  he  said,  I  pray  thee  therefore,  Father,  that  thou  wouldest  send 
him  to  my  father's  house  :  for  I  have  five  brethren  ;  that  he  may  testify 
unto  them,  lest  they  also  come  into  this  place  of  torment.  Abraham 
aaith  unto  him.  They  have  Moses  and  the  prophets  ;  let  them  hear 
them.  And  he  said.  Nay,  Father  Abraham  :  but  if  one  went  unto  them 
from  the  dead,  they  will  repent.  And  he  said  unto  him.  If  they  hear 
not  Moses  and  the  prophets,  neither  will  they  be  persuaded,  though  one 
rose  from  the  dead* 

31.— Jesud  heals  Ten  Lepers,  and  answers  Pharisees.

Then  said  He  unto  the  disciples.  It  is  impossible  but  that  ofifences 
fsdU  come  :  but  woe  unto  him  through  whom  they  come  !  It  were 
better  for  him  that  a  millstone  were  hanged  about  his  neck,  and  he  cast 
into  the  sea,  than  that  he  should  offend  one  of  these  little  ones.  Take 
heed  to  yourselves  :  if  thy  brother  trespass  against  thee,  rebuke  him  i 
and  if  he  repent,  forgive  him.  And  if  he  trespass  against  thee  seven 
times  in  a  day^  and  seven  times  in  a  day  turn  again  to  thee,  saying,  I 
repent:  thou  shalt  forgive  him.  umc^v; 
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•ipr^jA,nd  the  apostles  said  unto  the  Lord,  Incretise  our  faith.  And  the 
Lord  flaid,  If  ye  had  faith  as  a  grain  of  mustard  seed,  ye  might  say  unto 
this  sycamine-tree.  Be  thou  plucked  up  by  the  root,  and  be  thou 
planted  in  the  sea  ;  and  it  nhould  obey  you.  But  which  of  you,  having 
a  servant  ploughing  or  feeding  cattle,  will  say  unto  him  by  and  by, 
when  he  is  come  from  the  field.  Go  and  sit  down  to  meat  ?  And  will 
not  rather  say  unto  him.  Make  ready  wherewith  I  may  sup,  and  gird 
thyself,  and  serve  me,  till  I  have  eaten  and  drunken  ;  and  afterward 
thou  shalt  eat  and  drink  ?  I>oth  he  thank  that  servartt  l)ecause  he  did 
the  things  that  were  commanded  him  ?  I  trow  not.  So  likewise  ye, 
when  ye  shall  have  done  all  those  things  which  are  commanded  you, 
say^  We  are  unprofitable  servants  :  we  have  done  that  which  vi'us  our 
duty  to  do. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  as  He  went  to  Jerusalem,  that  He  passed 
liiTough  the  midst  of  Samaria  and  Galilee.  And  as  He  entered  into  a 
certain  village,  there  met  Him  ten  men  that  were  lepers,  which  stood 
afar  off :  and  they  lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said,  Jesus,  Master,  have 
mercy  on  us.  And  when  He  saw  thern^  He  said  unto  them,  Go  shew 
yourselves  unto  the  priests.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  they  went, 
they  were  cleansed.  And  one  of  them,  when  he  saw  that  he  was 
healed,  turned  back,  and  with  a  loud  voice  glorified  God,  and  fell  down 
on  his  face  at  His  feet,  giving  Him  thanks  :  and  he  was  a  Samaritan. 
And  Jesus  answering  said,  Were  there  not  ten  cleansed  ?  but  where  are 
the  nine  ?  There  are  not  found  that  returned  to  give  glory  to  G(k1, 
save  this  stranger.  And  He  said  unto  him,  Arise,  go  thy  way  :  thy 
faith  hath  made  thee  whole. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  Jesus  had  finished  these  sayings,  He 
depai-ted  from  Galilee,  and  came  into  the  coasts  of  Juda?a,  by  the 
farther  side  of  Jordan  :  and  great  multitudes  followed  Him  ;  and  He 
healed  them  there,  and,  as  He  was  wont,  He  taught  them  again. 

And  when  He  was  demanded  of  the  Pharisees,  when  the  kingdom  of 
God  should  come.  He  answered  them  and  said.  The  kingdom  of  God 
oometh  not  with  observation  :  neither  shall  they  say,  Lo  here  !  or,  lo 
there  !  for,  behold,  the  kingdom  of  God  is  within  you. 

And  He  said  unto  the  disciples.  The  days  will  cr»me,  when  ye  shall 
desire  to  see  one  of  the  days  of  the  Son  of  man,  and  ye  shall  not  see  it. 
Atnd  they  shall  say  to  you.  See  here  ;  or,  see  there  :  go  not  after  them, 
nor  follow  them.  For  as  the  lightning,  thai  lighteneth  out  of  the  one 
part  under  heaven,  shineth  unto  the  other  part  under  heaven  ;  so  shall 
also  the  Son  of  man  be  in  His  day.     But  first  mirat  He  suffer  many 
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things,  and  be  rejected  of  this  generation.  And  as  it  was  in  the  days 
of  Noe,  so  shall  it  be  also  in  the  days  of  the  Son  of  man.  They  did  eat, 
they  drank,  they  married  wives,  they  were  given  in  marriage,  until  the 
day  that  Noe  entered  into  the  ark,  and  the  flood  came,  and  destroyed 
them  all.  Likewise  also  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Lot ;  they  did  eat, 
they  drank,  they  bought,  they  sold,  they  planted,  they  builded  ;  but 
the  same  day  that  Lot  went  out  of  Sodom  it  rained  Hre  and  brimstone 
from  heaven,  and  destroyed  them  all.  Even  thus  shall  it  be  in  the  day 
when  the  Son  of  man  is  revealed.  In  that  day,  he  which  shall  be  upon 
the  housetop,  and  his  stuff  in  the  house,  let  him  not  come  down  to  take 
it  away  :  and  he  that  is  in  the  field,  let  him  likewise  not  return  back. 
Remember  Lot's  wife.  Whosoever  shall  seek  to  save  his  life  shall  lose 
it ;  and  whosoever  shall  lose  hvi  life  shall  preserve  it.  I  tell  you,  in 
that  night  there  shall  be  two  men  in  one  bed  ;  the  one  shall  be  taken, 
and  the  other  shall  be  left.  Two  voomta  shall  be  grinding  together  ; 
the  one  shall  be  taken,  and  the  other  left.  Two  m£n  shall  be  in  the 
field,  the  one  shall  be  taken,  and  the  other  left.  And  they  answered 
and  said  unto  Him,  Where,  Lord  ?  And  He  said  unto  them.  Whereso- 
ever tlie  body  is^  thither  will  the  eagles  be  gathered  toe;ether. 


DAILY  aOSPEL  READINGS  FOR  A  THIRD  MONTH. 


1.— Jesus  on  Prayer,  and  Divorce. 

St  Matt.  19.  3-12  ;  St  Mark  10.  2-12  ;  St  Luke  18.  1-14. 

Percea. 

And  He  spake  a  parable  unto  them  to  this  end,  that  men  ought 
always  to  pray,  and  not  to  faint ;  saying.  There  was  in  a  city  a  judge, 
which  feared  not  God,  neither  regarded  man  :  and  there  was  a  widow 
in  that  city  ;  and  she  came  unto  him,  saying,  Avenge  me  of  mine  adver- 
sary. And  he  would  not  for  a  while  :  but  afterward  he  said  within 
himself,  Though  I  fear  not  God,  nor  reganl  man  ;  yet  because  this 
widow  troubleth  me,  I  will  avenge  her,  lest  by  her  continual  coming 
she  weary  me.    And  the  Lord  said,  Hear  what  the  unjust  judge  saith. 
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And  shall  not  God  avenge  His  own  elect,  which  cry  day  and  night  unto 
Him,  though  He  bear  long  with  them  ?    I  tell  you  that  He  will  avenge 
them  speedily.     Nevertheless,  when  the  Son  of  man  cometh,  shall  He  ^ 
find  faith  on  the  earth  ? 

And  He  spake  this  parable  unto  certain  which  trusted  in  themselviis 
that  they  were  righteous,  and  despised  others  :  Two  men  went  up  intt» 
the  temple  to  pray  ;  the  one  a  Pharisee,  and  the  other  a  publican.  The 
Pharisee  stood  and  prayed  thus  with  himself,  God,  I  thank  Thee,  that 
I  am  not  as  other  men  ai'e,  extortioners,  unjust,  adulterers,  or  even  as 
this  publican.  I  fast  twice  in  the  week,  I  give  tithes  of  all  that  I 
possess.  And  the  publican,  standing  afar  off,  would  not  lift  up  so  much 
as  his  eyes  unto  heaven,  but  smote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  Gtxl  be . 
merciful  to  me  a  sinner  !  I  tell  you,  this  man  went  down  to  his  house* 
justitied  rather  than  the  otlier :  for  every  one  that  exalteth  himself 
«hall  be  abased  ;  and  he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted. 

The  Pharisees  also  came  unto  Him,  tempting  Him,  and  saying  unto 
Him,  Is  it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put  away  his  wife  for  every  cause  ? 
And  He  answered  and  said  unto  them,  What  did  Moses  command  you  ? 
And  they  said,  Moses  suffered  to  write  a  bill  of  divorcement,  and  to  put 
her  away.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  For  the  hard- 
ness of  your  heart  he  wrot«  you  this  preempt.  Have  ye  not  read,  that 
from  the  beginning  of  the  creation  God  made  them  male  and  female, 
and  said,  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  father  and  mother,  and  shall 
<jleave  to  his  wife  :  and  they  twain  shall  be  one  flesh  ?  Wlierefore  they 
are  no  more  twain,  but  one  flesh.  What  therefore  God  hath  joined 
together,  let  not  man  put  asunder.  They  say  unto  Him,  Why  did 
Moses  then  command  to  give  a  writing  of  divorcement,  and  to  put  her 
•away  'i  He  saith  unto  them,  Moses  because  of  the  hardness  of  your 
hearts  suffered  you  to  put  away  your  w^ives  :  but  from  the  beginning  it 
was  not  so.  And  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife, 
except  it  be  for  fornication,  and  shall  marry  another,  committeth  adul- 
tery :  and  whoso  marrieth  her  which  is  put  away  doth  commit  adultery. 
And  in  the  house  His  disciples  asked  Him  again  of  the  same  matter. 
And  He  saith  unto  them.  Whosoever  shall  put  away  his  wife,  and 
marry  another,  committeth  adultery  against  her.  And  if  a  woman 
shall  put  away  her  husband,  and  be  married  to  another,  she  committ«th 
adultery.  His  disciples  say  unto  Him,  If  the  case  of  the  man  be  so  with^ 
/^'M  wife,  it  is  not  good  to  marry.  But  He  said  unto  them.  All  m/emi 
cannot  receive  this  saying,  save  they  to  whom  it  is  given.  For  there  t 
are  some  eunuchs,  which  were  so  born  from  their  mother's  womb :  and  ^ 
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th^re  are  some  eunuchs,  which  were  made  eunuchs  of  men  :  and  there 
be  eunuchs,  which  have  made  themselves  eunuchs  for  the  kingdom  of 
heaven's  sake.     He  that  is  able  to  receive  it,  let  him  receive  it. 

2.— Little  Children,  and  the  Rich  Toungr  Buler. 

•      St  Matt.  19.  13-80  ;  St  Mark  10.  13-31  ;  St  Luke  18.  15-30. 

Percea. 

Then  there  were  brought  unto  Him  little  children,  that  He  should 
jnit  His  hands  on  them,  and  pray  :  but  when  His  disciples  saw  it,  they 
rebuked  thcKse  that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  He  was 
much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come 
unto  Me,  and  forbid  them  not :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God 
as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein.  And  He  took  them  up  in 
His  arms,  put  His  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them,  and  departed 
thence. 

And  when  He  was  gone  forth  into  the  way,  there  came  one  run- 
ning, and  kneeled  to  Him,  and  said  unto  Him,  Good  Master,  what  good 
thing  nhall  I  do,  that  I  may  have  eternal  life  ?  And  Jesus  ^aid  unto 
him.  Why  callest  thou  Me  good  ?  there  it  none  good  but  One,  that  ia, 
God  ;  but  if  thou  wilt  enter  into  life,  keep  the  commandments.  He  saith 
unto  Him,  W^hich  ?  Jesus  said,  Ihou  knowest  the  commandments  : 
Thou  shalt  do  no  murder,  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery,  Ihou  shalt 
not  steal.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness,  Defraud  not,  Honour  thy 
father  and  mother,  and,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself.  The 
young  man  saith  unto  Him,  Master,  all  these  things  have  I  kept  from  my 
youth  up  :  what  lack  I  yet  ?  Then  Jesus  beholding  him  loved  him,  and 
said  unto  him,  One  thing  thou  lackest :  if  thou  wilt  be  perfect,  go  thy 
way,  sell  whatsoever  thou  hast,  and  give  to  the  poor,  and  thou  shalt 
have  treasure  in  heaven  :  and  come,  take  up  the  cross,  and  follow  Me. 
But  when  the  young  man  heard  that  saying,  he  went  away  sorrowful : 
for  he  had  great  possessions. 

!  And  when  Jesus  saw  that  he  was  very  sorrowful,  Jesus  looked  round 
about,  and  saith  unto  His  disciples,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  That  a  rich 
man  shall  hardly  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  heaven.  And  the  disciples 
were  astonished  at  His  words.  But  Jesus  answereth  again,  and  saith 
unto  them.  Children,  how  hard  is  it  for  them  that  trust  in  riches 
to  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God  !  It  is  easier  for  a  camel  to  go 
through  the  eye  of  a  needle,  than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into  the 
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kitigdom  of  G(k1.  When  His  diHciples  heard  it^  they  were  arttonirihcd 
<mt  of  measure,  saying  among  themselves,  Who  then  can  be  naved  (  And 
•lesuB  looking  upon  them  saith,  With  men  it  is  impoHsible,  but  not  witli 
God  :  for  with  God  all  things  are  posnible.  Then  answered  Peter  and 
said  unto  Him,  Behold,  we  have  forsaken  all,  and  followed  Thee  ;  what 
shall  we  have  therefore  ?  And  Jesus  said  unto  them.  Verily  I  Hay  unto 
you,  That  yo  which  have  followed  Me,  in  the  regeneration  when  the 
Son  of  man  shall  sit  in  the  throne  of  His  glory,  ye  also  shall  sit  u[>on 
twelve  thrones,  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.  And  every  one 
that  hath  forsaken  houses,  or  brethren,  or  sistera,  or  father,  or  mother, 
or  wife,  or  children,  or  lands,  for  My  name's  sake,  and  the  Gospel's, 
shall  receive  an  hundred-fold — now  in  this  time,  houses,  and  brethren, 
and  sisters,  and  mothers,  and  children,  and  lands,  with  persecutions  ; 
and  in  the  world  to  come  eternal  Ufe.  But  many  t/tat  are  first  shall  be 
last  ;  and  the  last  first. 

3.— A  Parable,   a  Prediction,   and  a  Request. 

St  Matt.  20.  1-28  ;  St  Mark  10.  32-45  ;.  St  Luke  18.  31-34. 

Judcea — Jordan^  near  Jericho. 

For  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man  that  is  an  househoUler,. 
which  went  out  early  in  the  morning  to  hire  labourers  into  his  vine- 
yard. And  when  he  had  agreed  with  the  labourers  for  a  penny  a  doy, 
he  sent  them  into  his  vineyard.  And  he  went  out  about  the  third 
hour,  and  saw  others  standing  idle  in  the  market-place,  and  said  unto 
them  ;  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard,  and  whatsoever  is  right  1  will  give 
yjou.  And  they  w€nt  their  way.  Again  he  went  out  ab<Hit  the  eixlh 
and  ninth  hour,  and  did  likewise.  And  about  the  eleventh  hour  l.e 
went  out,  and  found  others  standing  idle,  and  saith  unto  them,  Wl»y 
stand  ye  here  all  the  day  idle  ?  They  say  unto  him.  Because  no  man 
hath  hired  us.  He  saith  unto  them.  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard  ; 
and  whatsoever  is  right,  that  shall  ye  receive.  So  when  even  was  come, 
the  lord  of  the  vineyard  saith  unto  his  steward.  Call  the  labourers,  and 
give  them  their  hire,  beginning  from  the  last  unto  the  first.  And  when 
they  came  that  were  hired  about  the  eleventh  hour,  they  receive*^^!  every 
mim  a  penny.  But  when  the  first  came,  they  supposed  that  they 
should  have  received  more  ;  and  they  likewise  received  every  man  a 
penny.  And  when  they  had  received  it^  they  murmured  against  the 
goodman  of  the  house,  saying,  These  last  have  wrought  but  one  hour, 
»nd  thou  hast  made  them  equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne  the  burden. 
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and  heat  of  the  day.  But  he  answered  one  of  them,  and  said,  Friend, 
I  do  thee  no  wrong  :  didst  not  thou  agree  with  me  for  a  penny  ?  Take 
that  thine  ?«,  and  go  thy  way  :  I  will  give  unto  this  last,  even  as  unto 
thee.  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will  with  mine  own  ?  Is 
thine  eye  evil,  because  I  am  good  ?  So  the  last  shall  be  first,  and  the 
first  last  :  for  many  be  called,  but  few  chosen. 

And  they  were  in  the  way  going  up  to  JcruBalem  :  and  Jesus  went 
]>efore  them  :  and  they  were  amazed  ;  and  as  they  followed,  they  were 
afraid.  And  He  took  again  the  twelve  disciples  apart  in  the  way,  and 
began  to  tell  them  what  things  should  happen  unto  Him,  ttaifing^ 
Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem  ;  and  all  things  that  are  written  by  the 
prophets  concerning  the  Son  of  man  shall  be  A*xoiri[>li8hed.  And  the 
Son  of  man  shall  be  betrayed  unto  the  chief  priests  and  unto  the 
Scribes,  and  they  shall  condemn  Him  to  death,  and  shall  deliver  Him  to 
the  Gentiles.  And  they  shall  mock  Him,  and  shall  scourge  Him,  and 
shall  spit  upon  Him,  and  shall  kill  Him  :  and  the  third  day  He  shall 
rise  again.  And  they  underst<^od  none  of  these  things  :  and  this  saying 
was  hid  from  them,  neither  knew  they  the  things  which  were  spoken. 

Then  came  to  Him  the  mother  of  Zebedee's  children  with  her  sons, 
James  and  John,  worshipping  Hivfiy  and  desiring  a  certain  thing  of  Him, 
Haying,  Master,  we  would  that  Thou  shouldest  do  for  us  whatsoever  we 
«hall  desire.  And  He  said  unto  them,  What  would  ye  that  I  should  do 
for  you  ?  They  said  unto  Him,  Grant  unto  us  that  we  may  sit,  one  on 
Thy  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  Thy  left  hand,  in  Thy  glory.  But 
Jesus  answered  and  said.  Ye  know  not  what  ye  ask.  Are  ye  able  to 
drink  (  '-  the  cup  that  I  shall  drink  of,  and  to  be  baptized  with  the  bap- 
tism that  I  am  baptized  with  ?  They  say  unto  Him,  We  are  able. 
And  Jesu4  said  unto  them,  Ye  shall  indeed  drink  of  the  cup  that  I 
ilrink  of  ;  and  with  the  baptism  that  I  am  baptized  withal  shall  ye  be 
baptized  :  but  to  sit  on  My  right  hand  and  on  My  left  hand  is  not  Mine 
to  give,  but  it  shall  he  given  to  them  for  whom  it  is  prepared  of  My 
Father.  And  when  the  ten  heard  it.  they  were  moved  with  indignation 
-against  the  two  brethren,  James  and  John.  But  Jesus  called  them  to 
Him,  and  saith  unto  them,  Ye  know  that  they  which  are  accounted  to 
rule  over  the  Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over  them  ;  and  their  great  ones 
exercise  authority  upon  them.  But  so  shall  it  not  be  among  you  :  but 
whosoever  will  be  great  among  you,  shall  be  your  minister :  and  whoso- 
ever of  you  will  be  the  chiefest,  shall  be  servant  of  alL  For  even  the 
Son  of  man  came  not  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to 
give  His  life  a  ransom  for  many. 
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St  Matt.  20.  29-34  ;  St  Mauk  10.  46-r)2  ;  St  Like  ]8.  35— li>.  1. 

East  and  West  of  Jericho. 

And  it  came  to  pa^H,  that  an  He  was  come  nigh  unto  Jericho,  a 
certain  blind  man  sat  by  the  way-side  begging  :  ami  hearing  the  niulti- 
tude  ))ass  by,  he  asked  what  it  meant.  And  they  tohl  hiui,  that  .Ie^^us 
of  Na/areth  passeth  by.  And  he  cried,  saying,  Jchuh,  7%m  son  of 
David,  liave  mercy  on  me.  And  they  which  went  before  rebuked  hini^ 
•that  he  sh  'ild  hold  his  peace :  but  he  cried  so  much  the  more,  I'/tou 
son  of  Da.  d,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  Jesus  stotKl,  and  commandc d 
him  to  be  brought  unto  Him  :  and  when  he  was  come  neai*,  He  asked 
him,  saying,  What  wilt  thou  that  I  shall  do  unto  thee  ?  And  he  said, 
Lord,  that  I  may  receive  my  sight.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Receive 
thy  sight :  thy  faith  hath  saved  thee.  And  immediately  he  received 
his  sight,  and  followed  Him,  glorifying  God  :  and  all  the  people,  when 
they  saw  i7,  gave  praise  unto  God. 

And  Jesus  entered  and  passed  through  Jericho.  And  as  He  went 
out  of  Jericho  with  His  disciples  and  a  great  number  of  people,  blind 
Bartima3U8,  the  son  of  Timaeus,  sat  by  the  highway-side  begging.  And 
when  he  heard  that  it  was  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  he  began  to  cry  out,  and 
say,  Jesus,  Thou  son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  many  charged 
him  that  he  should  hold  his  peace  :  but  he  cried  the  more  a  great  deal. 
Thou  son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me.  And  Jesus  stood  still,  and  com- 
manded him  to  be  called.  And  they  call  the  blind  man,  saying  unto 
him.  Be  of  good  comfort,  rise  ;  He  calleth  thee.  And  he,  casting  away 
his  garments,  rose,  and  came  to  Jesus.  And  Jesus  answered  and  giaid 
unto  him.  What  wilt  thou  that  I  should  do  unto  thee  ?  The  blind  man 
said  unto  Him,  Lord,  that  I  might  receive  my  sight.  And  Jesus  said 
unto  him.  Go  thy  way  ;  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole.  And  immedi- 
ately he  received  his  sight,  and  followed  Jesus  in  the  way. 

5.— ZcLcchaeus  brought  to  Jesus,  and  Parable  of  the 

Pounda 

St  Luke  19.  2-27. 

West  of  Jericho, 

And,  behold,  there  ims  a  man  named  Zacchseus,  which  was  the  chief 
among  the  publicans,  and  he  was  rich.     And  he  sought  to  see  Jesua 
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who  He  was  ;  and  could  not  for  the  press,  because  he  was  little  of 
stature.  And  he  ran  before,  and  climbed  up  into  a  sycamore  tree  tc> 
see  Him  :  for  He  was  to  pass  that  loay.  And  when  Jesus  came  to  the 
place,  He  looked  up,  and  saw  him,  and  said  unto  him,  Zacchseus,  make 
habte,  and  come  down  ;  for  to-day  I  must  abide  at  thy  liouse.  And  he 
made  haste,  and  came  down,  and  received  Him  joyfully.  And  when 
they  saw  it,  they  all  murmured,  saying,  That  He  was  gone  to  be  gue^ 
with  a  man  that  is  a  sinner.  And  Zacchajus  stood,  and  said  unto  the 
Ljid  ;  Behold,  Lord,  the  half  of  my  goods  I  give  to  the  poor  ;  and  if  I 
'have  taken  anything  from  any  man  by  false  accusation,  I  restore  him 
fourfold.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him,  This  day  is  salvation  come  to  this 
house,  forsomuch  as  he  also  is  a  son  of  Abraham.  For  the  Son  of  man 
is  come  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost. 

And  as  they  heard  these  things,  He  added  and  spake  a  parable, 
because  He  was  nigh  to  Jerusalem,  and  because  they  thought  that  the 
kingdom  of  God  should  immediately  appear.  He  said  therefore,  A 
certain  nobleman  went  into  a  far  country  to  receive  for  himself  a  king- 
dom, and  to  return.  And  he  called  his  ten  servants,  and  delivered 
thf  m  ten  pounds,  and  said  unto  them,  Occupy  till  I  come.  But  his 
citizens  hated  him,  and  sent  a  message  after  him,  saying.  We  will  not 
have  this  man  to  reign  over  us.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when  he 
wai  returned,  having  received  the  kingdom,  then  he  commanded  these 
servants  to  be  called  unto  him,  to  whom  he  had  given  the  money, 
tliat  he  might  know  how  much  every  man  had  gained  by  trading. 
Then  came  the  first,  saying.  Lord,  thy  pound  hath  gained  ten  pounds. 
And  he  said  unto  him.  Well,  thou  good  servant :  because  thou  hast 
baen  faithful  in  a  very  little,  have  thou  authority  over  ten  cities.  And 
the  second  came,  saying,  Lord,  thy  pound  hath  gained  five  pounds. 
And  he  said  likewise  to  him.  Be  thou  also  over  five  cities.  And  another 
came,  saying.  Lord,  behold,  here  is  thy  pound,  which  I  have  kept  laid 
up  in  a  napkin  :  for  I  feared  thee,  because  thou  art  an  austere  man  : 
thou  takest  up  that  thou  layedst  n<»t  down,  and  reapestthat  thou  didat 
nut  sow.  And  he  saith  unto  him,  Out  of  thine  own  mouth  will  I  judge 
thee,  thou  w'cked  servant.  Thou  knewest  that  I  was  an  austere  man, 
taking  up  that  I  laid  not  down,  and  reaping  that  1  did  not  sow  :  where- 
fore then  gavest  not  thou  my  money  into  the  bank,  that  at  ray  coming 
I  might  have  required  mine  own  with  usury  ?  And  he  said  unto  them 
that  stood  by,  Take  from  hitn  the  pound,  and  give  it  to  him  that  hath 
ten  pounds.  (And  they  said  unto  him.  Lord,  he  hath;  ten;  pounds.) 
For  I  say  unto  you,  That  unto  every  one  which  hath  fhall  be  ^y4^ , 
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and  from  him  that  hath  not,  even  that  he  hath  shall  be  taken  away 
from  him.  But  those  mine  enemies,  which  would  not  that  I  should 
reign  over  them,  bring  hither,  and  slay  them  before  me. 

6.— Jesus  Anointed  by  Mary  of  Bethany. 


St  Matt.  26.  6-13  ;  St  Mark  14.  3-9  ;  St  Luke  19.  28  ;  St 

John  11.  55—12.  1-11. 

Bethany. 
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And  when  He  had  Ihus  spoken,  He  went  before,  ascending  up  to 
Jerusalem.  And  the  Jews'  passover  was  nigh  at  hand  :  and  many  went 
out  of  the  country  up  to  Jerusalem  before  the  passover,  to  purify  them- 
selves. Then  sought  they  for  Jesus,  and  spake  among  themselves,  as 
they  stood  in  the  temple.  What  think  ye,  that  He  will  not  come  to  the 
feast  ?  Now  both  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  had  given  a  com- 
nmndment,  that,  if  any  man  knew  where  He  were,  he  should  shew  i«, 
that  they  might  take  Him. 

Then  Jesus  six  days  before  the  passover  came  to  Bethany,  where 
Lazarus  was  which  had  been  dead,  whom  He  raised  from  the  dead. 

Now  when  Jesus  was  in  Bethany,  in  the  house  of  Simon  the  leper, 
there  they  made  Him  a  supper  ;  and  Martha  served  :  but  Lazarus  was 
one  of  them  that  sat  at  the  table  with  Him.  Then  took  Mary  an 
alabaster  box  of  a  pound  of  ointment  of  spikenard,  veiy  costly,  and  she 
brake  the  box,  and  poured  it  on  His  head,  as  He  sat  at  meaty  and 
anointed  the  feet  of  Jesus,  and  wiped  His  feet  with  her  hair  :  and  the 
house  was  filled  with  the  odour  of  the  ointment.  And  there  were  some 
that  had  indignation  within  themselves,  and  said.  Why  was  this  waste 
of  the  ointment  made  ?  For  it  might  have  been  sold  for  more  than 
three  hundred  pence,  and  have  been  given  to  the  poor.  And  they 
murmured  against  her.  Then  faith  one  of  His  disciples,  Judas  Iscariot, 
Simon's  son,  which  should  betray  Him,  Why  was  not  this  ointment  sold 
for  three  hundred  pence,  and  given  to  the  poor  ?  This  he  said,  not 
that  he  cared  for  the  poor  ;  but  because  he  was  a  thief,  and  had  t<he 
bag,  and  bare  what  was  put  therein. 

When  Jesus  understood  t^.  He.  said  unto  them,  Why  trouble  ye  the 
woman  ?  let  her  alone,  why  trouble  ye  her  %  she  hath  w^rought  a  good 
^ofk  on  Me  :  against  the  day  of  My  burying  hath  she  kept  this.  For 
ye  have  the  poor  with  you  always,  and  whensoever  ye  will  ye  may  do 
ohem  good  :  but  Me  ye  have  not  always.      She  hath  done  what  she 
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C€uld  :  for  in  that  she  hath  poured  this  ointment  on  My  body,  she  is 
come  aforehand  to  anoint  My  body  to  the  buryinjsj.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  Wheresoever  this  gospel  shall  be  preached  throughout  the  whole 
world,  there  shall  also  this,  that  this  woman  hath  done,  be  told  for  a 
memorial  of  her. 

Much  people  of  the  Jews  therefore  knew  that  He  was  there  :  and 
they  came  not  for  Jesus'  sake  only,  but  that  they  might  see  Lazarus 
also,  whom  He  had  raised  from  the  dead. 

But  the  chief  priests  consulted  that  they  might  put  Lazarus  also  to 
death  ;  because  that  by  reason  of  him  many  of  the  Jews  went  away, 
and  believed  on  Jesus. 

7.— The  Triumphal  Entry  of  Jesus  into  Jerusalem. 

St  Matt.  21.  1-11,  14-17  ;  St  Mark  11.  1-11  ;  St  Luke  19.  29-44  ;     . 

St  John  12.  12-36. 

Bethphage — Bethany — Jerusalem.  .       . 

On  the  next  day  much  people  that  were  come  to  the  feast,  when 
they  heard  that  Jesus  was  coming  to  Jerusalem,  took  branches  of  palm 
trees,  and  went  forth  to  meet  Him,  and  cried,  Hosanna  :  Blessed  i»  the 
Eling  of  Israel  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

And  when  they  drew  nigh  unto  Jerusalem,  and  were  come  nigh  to 
Bethphage  and  Bethany,  at  the  mount  called  the  mount  of  OUves,  then 
sent  Jesus  two  disciples,  saying  unto  them.  Go  into  the  village  over 
against  you,  and  straightway,  as  soon  as  ye  be  entered  into  it,  ye  shall 
find  an  ass  tied,  and  a  colt  with  her,  whereon  yet  never  man  sat :  loose 
them,  and  bring  them  unto  Me.  And  if  any  man  say  unto  you.  Why  do 
ye  this  ?  say  ye  that  the  Lord  hath  need  of  them  ;  and  straightway  he 
will  send  them  hither.  All  this  was  done,  that  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet,  saying,  Tell  ye  the  daughter  of  Sion, 
Behold,  thy  King  cometh  unto  thee,  meek,  and  sitting  upon  an  ass,  and 
a  colt,  the  foal  of  an  ass. 

And  the  disciples  that  were  seat  went  their  way,  and  found  even  as 
He  had  said  unto  them  :  the  colt  tied  by  the  door  without,  in  a  place 
where  two  ways  met ;  and  they  loose  him.  And  as  they  were  loosing 
the  colt,  the  owners  thereof  said  unto  them.  Why  loose  ye  the  colt  ? 
And  they  said,  The  Lord  hath  need  of  him  ;  even  as  Jesus  had  com- 
manded :  and  they  let  them  go.  And  they  brought  the  ass  and  th« 
<xA.t  to  Jesus :  and  they  cast  their  gannents  upon  the  oolt,  and  thty  set 
Jesu     hereon  ;  as  it  is  written,  Fear  not,  daughter  of  Sion  :  behold,

thy  Kiug  Cometh,  sitting  on  an  ass*s  colt.  These  things  understood  not 
His  disciples  at  the  first :  but  when  Jesus  was  glorified,  then  remem- 
bered they  that  these  things  were  written  of  Him,  and  that  they  had 
done  these  things  unto  Him. 

And  as  He  went,  a  very  great  multitude  spread  their  garments  in 
the  way  ;  others  cut  down  branches  from  the  trees,  and  strawed  them 
in  the  way.  And  when  He  w^as  come  nigh,  even  now  at  the  descent  of 
the  mount  of  Olives,  the  whole  multitude  of  the  disciples  began  to 
rejoice  and  praise  God  with  a  loud  voice  for  all  the  mighty  works  that 
they  had  seen  ;  saying.  Blessed  he  the  King  that  cometh  in  the  name  of 
the  Lord :  peace  in  heaven,  and  glory  in  the  highest.  The  people  there- 
fore that  was  with  Him  when  He  called  Lazarus  out  of  his  grave,  and 
raised  him  from  the  dead,  bare  record.  For  this  cause  the  people  also 
met  Him,  for  that  they  heard  that  He  had  done  this  miracle.  And 
some  of  the  Pharisees  from  among  the  multitude  said  unto  Him, 
Master,  rebuke  Thy  disciples.  And  He  answered  and  said  unto  them, 
I  tell  you  that,  if  these  should  hold  their  peace,  the  stones  would 
immediately  cry  out. 

And  the  multitudes  that  went  before,  and  that  followed,  cried,  say- 
ing, Hosanna  to  the  Son  of  David  :  Blessed  is  He  that  cometh  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  ;  Hosanna  in  the  highest ;  blessed  he  the  kingdom  of 
our  father  David,  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  :  Hosanna  in 
the  Highest. 

And  when  He  was  come  near.  He  beheld  the  city,  and  wept  over  it,, 
saying.  If  thou  hadst  known,  even  thou,  at  least  in  this  thy  day,  the 
things  which  belong  unto  thy  peace  !  but  now  they  are  hid  from  thine 
eyes.  For  the  days  shall  come  upon  thee,  that  thine  enemies  shall  cast 
a  trench  about  thee,  and  compass  thee  round,  and  keep  thee  in  on  every- 
side,  and  shall  lay  thee  even  with  the  ground,  and  thy  children  within 
thee  ;  and  they  shall  not  leave  in  thee  one  stone  upon  another  ;  because 
thou  knewest  not  the  time  of  thy  visitation. 

And  when  He  was  come  into  Jerusalem,  all  the  city  was  moved, 
saying,  Who  is  this  ?  And  the  multitude  daid,  This  is  Jesus,  the  pro- 
phet of  Nazareth  of  Galilee.  And  Jesus  entered  into  Jerusalem,  and- 
into  the  temple.  The  Pharisees  therefore  said  among  themselves.  Per- 
ceive ye  how  ye  prevail  nothing  ?  behold  the  world  is  gone  after  Him. 
And  the  blind  and  the  lame  came  to  Him  in  the  temple  ;  and  He  healed' 
them.  And  when  the  chief  priests  and  Scribes  saw  the  wonderful 
things  that  He  did,  and  the  children  cr3dng  in  the  temple,  and  saying, 
HoBftdnlk  to  the  Son  of  David  ;  they  were  sore  displeased,  and  said  unto' 
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Him,  Hearest  thou  what  these  say  ?  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Yea  j 
have  ye  never  read,  Out  of  the  mouth  of  babes  and  sucklings  Thou  hast 
perfected  ])raise  ?  And  when  He  had  looked  round  about  upon  all 
things,  and  now  the  eventide  was  come,  He  went  out  of  the  city  into 
Bethany  with  the  twelve,,  and  He  lodged  there. 

And  there  were  certain  Greeks  among  them  that  came  up  to  worship 
at  the  feast :  the  same  came  therefore  to  Philip,  which  was  of  Bethsaida 
of  Galilee,  and  desired  liim,  saying,  Sir,  we  Wi)uld  see  Jesus.  Philip 
Cometh  and  telletli  Andrew  :  and  again  Andrew  and  Philip  tell  Jesus. 
And  Jesus  answered  them,  saying,  The  hour  is  come  that  the  Son  of 
nian  should  be  glorified.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  Except  a  com 
of  wheat  fall  into  the  ground  and  die,  it  abideth  alone  :  but  if  it  die, 
it  bringeth  forth  much  fruit.  He  that  loveth  his  life  shall  lose  it ;  and 
lie  that  hateth  his  life  in  this  world  shall  keep  it  unto  life  eternal.  If 
any  man  serve  Me,  let  hijn  follow  Me  ;  and  where  I  am,  there  shall 
a  so  My  servant  be  :  if  any  man  serve  Me,  him  will  My  Father  honour. 
!Now  is  My  soul  troubled  ;  and  what  shall  I  say  ?  Father,  save  Me  from 
this  hour  :  but  for  this  cause  came  I  unto  this  hour.  Father,  glorify 
Thy  name.  Then  came  there  a  voice  from  heaven,  saying,  I  have  both 
glorified  it^  and  will  glorify  it  again.  .,,; 

The  people  therefore  that  stood  by,  and  heard  it,  said  that  it  thun- 
dered :  others  said,  An  angel  spake  to  Him.  Jesus  answered  and  said. 
This  voice  came  not  because  of  Me,  but  for  your  sakes.  Now  is  the 
judgment  of  this  world  :  now  shall  the  prince  of  this  world  be  cast  out. 
And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  will  draw  all  men  unto  Me. 
This  He  said,  signifying  what  death  He  should  die. 

The  people  answered  Him,  We  have  heard  out  of  the  law  that  Christ 
abideth  for  ever  :  and  how  sayest  Thou,  The  Son  of  man  must  be  lifted 
U])  ?  who  is  this  Son  of  man  ?  Then  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Yet  a  little 
while  is  the  light  with  you.  Walk  while  ye  have  the  light,  lest  dark- 
ness come  upon  you  :  for  he  that  walketh  in  darkness  knoweth  not 
whither  he  goeth.  While  ye  have  light,  believe  in  the  light,  that  ye 
liiay  be  the  children  of  light.  These  things  spake  Jesus,  and  departed^ 
and  did  hide  Himself  from  them. 

8.— Barren  Pig  Tree  and  the  Money  Ghanfarers. 

St  Matt.  21.  12,  13  ;  18-22  ;  St  Mark  11.  12-19  :  St  Luke  19.  45,-4^ 

Bethany — Jerusalem. 
And  on  the  morrow,  in  the  morning,  when  they  were  come  frdm 
Bethany,  as  He  returned  into  the  city,  He  hungered^    And  wbeui  Hd 
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saw  a  fig-tree  in  the  way,  afar  off,  having  leaves,  He  came,  if  haply  He 
might  find  anything  thereon  :  and  when  He  came  to  it,  He  found 
nothing  but  leaves  ;  for  the  time  of  figs  was  not  yet  And  Jesus 
answered  and  aftid  unto  it,  No  man  eat  fruit  of  thee  hereafter  for  ever. 
And  His  disciples  heard  it.  And  presently  the  fig-tree  withered  away. 
And  when  the  disciples  saw  it,  they  marvelled,  saying,  How  soon  is  Uie 
fig'tree  withered  away  !  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them.  Verily  I 
^ay  unto  you.  If  ye  have  faith,  and  doubt  not,  ye  shall  not  only  do  thia 
ivJdrh  Is  done  to  the  fig-tree,  but  also  if  ye  slmll  say  unto  this  mouutaiiiy 
Be  thou  removed,  and  be  thou  cast  into  the  sea  ;  it  shall  be  done.  And 
-all  things,  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  prayer,  believing,  ye  shall  receive. 
And  they  come  to  Jerusalem  :  and  Jesus  went  into  the  t«mple  of 
Ood,  and  began  to  cast  out  them  that  sold  therein,  and  them  Uiat 
bought  in  the  temple,  and  overthrew  the  tables  of  the  money  changers, 
^ud  the  seats  of  them  that  sold  doves  ;  and  v/ould  not  suffer  that  any 
man  should  carry  any  vessel  through  the  temple.  And  He  taught^ 
saying  unto  them.  Is  it  not  written,  My  house  shall  be  called  of  all 
nations  the  house  of  prayer  ?  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves^ 
And  the  Scribes  and  chief  priests  heard  it.  And  He  taught  daily  in 
the  temple.  But  the  chief  priests  and  the  Scribes  and  the  chief  of  the 
people  sought  to  destroy  Him,  and  could  not  find  what  they  might  do  : 
for  they  feared  Him,  because  all  the  people  was  astonished  at  His 
doctrine — ^were  very  attentive  to  hear  Him.  Arwl  when  even  was  come^ 
He  went  out  of  the  city.

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9.— Jesus  Exposes  the  Pharisees. 

St  Matt.  21.  23-46  ;  St  Mark  11.  20—12.  12  ;  St  Luke  20,  1-19. 


Bethany — Jerusalem, 
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And  in  the  morning,  as  they  passed  by,  they  saw  the  fig-tree  drie<l 
up  from  the  roots.  And  Peter  calling  tio  remembrance  saith  unto  Hino^ 
Master,  behold,  the  fig-tree  which  Thou  cursedst  is  withered  awayi 
And  Jesus  answering  saith  unto  them.  Have  faith  in  Gk»d.  For  verily 
I  say  unto  you.  That  whosoever  sliall  say*  unto  tliis  mountain.  Be  thod 
j-emoved,  and  be  thou  cast  into  the  sea  ;  and  shall  not  doubt  in  his 
hcai't,  but  shall  believe  that  those  things  which  he  saith  shall  comt  t(A 
pass  ;  he  shall  have  whatsoever  he  saith.  Therefore  I  say  unto  you^ 
What  things  soever  ye  desire,  when  ye  pray,  believe  that  ye  receiTtt 
theaif  and  yc  shall  have  them.     And  when  ye  stand  praying,  forgive,  i£ 
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ye  haye  ought  against  any  :  that  your  Father  also  which  is  in  heaven 
may  forgive  you  your  trespasses.  But  if  ye  do  not  forgive,  neither  will 
your  Father  which  is  in  heaven  forgive  your  trespasses. 

And  they  come  again  to  Jerusalem  :  and  it  came  to  pass,  that  on  one 
f)f  those  days,  as  He  taught  the  people  in  the  temple,  and  preached  the 
gospel,  the  chief  priests  and  the  Scribes  and  the  elders  of  the  people 
laune  unto  Him  as  He  was  teaching,  and  spake  unto  Him,  saying,  Tell 
lis,  by  what  authority  doest  Thou  these  things  ?  or  who  is  he  that  gave 
Thee  this  authority  to  do  these  things  ? 

And  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  them,  I  will  also  ask  of  you  one- 
question,  which  if  ye  tell  Me,  I  in  like  wise  will  tell  you  by  what  authority 
I  do  these  things.  The  baptism  of  John,  whence  was  it  ?  from  heaven,. 
or  of  men  ?  answer  Me.  And  they  reasoned  with  themselves,  saying. 
If  we  shall  say,  From  heaven  ;  He  will  say.  Why  then  did  ye  not  believe 
him  ?  But  if  we  shall  say,  Of  men  ;  all  the  people  will  stone  us  :  for 
aU  Tnen  counted  John,  that  he  was  a  prophet  indeed.  And  they 
Answered  and  said  unto  Jesus,  We  cannot  tell.  And  Jesus  answering 
«aith  unto  them,  Neither  do  I  tell  you  by  what  authority  I  do  these 
ihingSw 

But  what  think  ye  ?  A  certain  man  had  two  sons  ;  and  he  came  to 
the  first,  and  said.  Son,  go  work  to-day  in  my  vineyard.  He  answered 
and  said,  I  will  not :  but  afterward  he  repented,  and  went.  And  he 
came  to  the  second,  -and  said  likewise.  And  he  answered  and  said,  I  go^ 
eir  :  and  went  not.  Whether  of  them  twain  did  the  will  of  Ms  father  T 
They  say  unto  Him,  The  first.  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you.  That  the  publicans  and  the  harlots  go  into  the  kingdom  of 
God  before  you.  For  John  came  unto  you  in  the  way  of  righteousness^ 
and  ye  believed  him  not :  but  the  publicans  and  the  harlots  believed 
him  :  and  ye,  when  ye  had  seen  it,  repented  not  afterward,  that  ye  might 
believe  him. 

Hear  another  parable :  There  was  a  certain  householder,  which 
in'ua         '  vineyard,  and  hedged  it  round  about,  and  digged  a  winepress 
^r.  i)!).    ^  ;  ,'    'lilt  a  tower,  and  let  it  out  to  husbandmen,  and  went  into  a 
♦  •;il.i;',  -'or  a  long  time.     And  at  the  season,  when  the  time  of  the 
ttac   :  ear,  he  sent  to  the  husbandmen  a  servant,  that  he  might 

receive  from  the  husbandmen  of  the  fruit  of  the  vineyard.  And  tlie 
husbandmen  caught  Aim,  and  beat  him,  and  sent  him  away  empty.  And 
again  he  sent  unto  them  another  servant  ;  and  at  him  they  cast  stones. 
and  wounded  him  in  the  head,  and  entreated  him  shamefully,  and  sent 
JUm  away  empty.    And  again  he  sent  a  third  ;  and  him  they  killed,  an  1 
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«ast  him  out :  and  many  others  ;  beating  some,  and  killing  some. 
Having  yet  therefore  one  son,  his  well-beloved,  then  said  the  lord  of 
the  vineyard,  What  shall  I  do  ?  I  will  send  my  beloved  son.  He  sent 
liim  also  last  unto  them,  saying,  It  may  be  they  will  reverence  him 
when  they  see  him.  But  when  the  husbandm'^n  saw  him,  they  reasoned 
among  themselves,  saying,  This  is  the  heir  :  come,  let  us  kill  him,  that 
the  inheritance  may  be  ours.  So  they  cast  him  out  of  the  vineyard,  and 
killed  him.  When  the  lord  therefore  of  the  vineyard  cometh,  what  will 
he  do  unto  those  husbandmen  ?  They  say  unto  Uim,  He  will  miserably 
<le8troy  those  wicked  men,  and  will  let  out  his  vineyard  unto  other  hus- 
bandmen, which  shall  render  him  the  fruits  in  their  seasons.  And  when 
they  heard  it,  they  said,  God  forbid.  And  He  beheld  them,  and  said 
unto  them.  Did  ye  never  read  in  the  scriptures,  The  stone  which  the 
builders  rejected,  the  same  is  become  the  head  of  the  corner :  this  is 
the  Lord's  doing,  and  it  is  marvellous  in  our  eyes  ?  Therefore  I  say 
unto  you.  The  kingdom  of  God  shall  be  taken  from  you,  and  given  to  a 
nation  bringing  forth  the  fruits  thereof.  And  whosoever  shall  fall  on 
this  stone  shall  be  broken  :  but  on  whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  will  grind 
him  to  powder.  And  when  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees  had  heaixl 
His  parables,  they  perceived  that  He  spake  of  them.  But  when  they 
sought,  the  same  hour,  to  lay  hands  on  Him,  they  feared  the  multitude, 
because  they  took  Him  for  a  prophet  ;  for  they  knew  that  He  had 
spoken  the  parable  against  them :  and  they  left  Him,  and  went  their  way. 

10.— Of  the  Wedding  Garment  £ind  Tribute  to 

Caesar. 

St  Matt.  22.  1-22  ;  St  Mark  12.  13-17  ;  St  Luke  20.  20-26. 

The  Temple  at  Jerusalem,. 

And  Jesus  answered  and  spake  unto  them  again  by  parables,  and 
said.  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  certain  king,  which  made  a 
marriage  for  his  son,  and  sent  forth  his  servants  to  call  them  that 
were  bidden  to  the  wedding  :  and  they  would  not  come.  Again,  he 
sent  forth  other  servants,  saying.  Tell  them  which  are  bidden,  Behold, 
I  have  prepared  my  dinner  :  my  oxen  and  my  fatlings  are  killed,  and 
all  things  are  ready  :  come  unto  the  marriage.  But  they  made  light  of 
it,  and  went  their  ways,  one  to  his  farm,  another  to  his  merchandise  : 
and  the  remnant  took  his  servants,  and  entreated  them  spitefully,  and 
sXevf  them.    But  when  the  king  heard  thereof  ^  he  was  wroth :  and  he  sent 
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forth  his  armies,  and  destroyed  those  murderers,  and  burned  up  their- 
city.  Then  saith  he  to  his  servants,  The  wedding  is  ready,  but 
tlicy  mihich  were  bidden  were  not  worthy.  Go  ye  th-refore  into  the 
highways,  and  as  many  as  ye  shall  find,  bid  to  the  marriage.  So  those 
servants  went  out  into  the  highways,  and  gathered  together  all  as  many 
as  they  found,  both  bad  and  good,  and  the  wedding  was  furnished  with 
guef>ts.  And  when  the  king  came  in  to  see  the  guests,  he  saw  there  a  mnn 
trhich  had  not  on  awedding  garment :  and  he  saith  unto  him.  Friend, htw 
earnest  thou  in  hither  not  having  a  wedding  garment  ?  And  he  was 
speechless.  Then  said  the  king  to  the  servants,  Bind  him  hand  and  foot^ 
and  take  him  away,  and  cast  him  into  outer  darkness  ;  there  shall  1  c 
weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  For  many  are  called,  but  few  are 
chosen. 

Then  went  the  Pharisees,  and  took  counsel  how  they  might  entangle 
Him  in  His  talk.  And  they  watched  Him,  and  sent  forth  spies,  certain 
«f  the  Pharisees  and  of  the  Herodians,  which  should  feign  themselves 
just  men,  that  they  might  take  hold  of  His  words,  that  so  they  might 
deliver  Him  unto  the  power  and  authority  of  the  governor.  And  when 
they  were  come,  they  say  unto  Him,  Master,  we  know  that  Thou  ajt 
true,  and  teachest  the  way  of  God  in  truth,  neither  carest  Thou  for  any 
man  :  for  Thou  regardest  not  the  person  of  men  ;  but  teachest  the  way 
fif  God  in  truth.  Tell  us,  therefore.  What  thinkest  Thou  ?  Is  it  lawful 
tD  give  tribute  unto  Caesar,  or  not  ?  Shall  we  give,  or  shall  we  not 
give  ?  But  Jesus  perceived  their  wickedness,  and  said.  Why  tempt  ye 
Me,  ye  hypocrites  ?  Shew  Me  the  tribute  money  ;  bring  Me  a  penny,. 
that  I  may  see  it.  And  they  brought  unto  Him  a  penny.  And  He 
»aith  unto  them,  Whose  is  this  image  and  superscription  ?  They  say 
unto  Him,  Ca?sar'8.  Then  saith  He  unto  them.  Render  therefore  unto 
Caesar  the  things  which  are  Caesar's  ;  and  unto  God  the  things  that  are 
God's.  And  they  could  not  take  hold  of  His  words  before  the  people. 
When  they  had  heard  these  words,  they  marvelled  at  His  answer,  and  held 
their  peace. 

il.— The  Sadducees  and  the  Pharisees  Question 

Jesus. 

St  Matt.  22.  23-46  ;  St  Mark  12.  18-37  ;  St  Luke  20.  27-44. 

The  Temple  at  Jerusalem. 

The  same  day  came  to  Him  certain  of  the  Sadducees,  which  deny 
that  there  is  any  resurrection  ;  and  they  asked  Him,  sayings  Master^ 
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Moses  wrote  unto  us,  If  any  man's  brother  die.  and  leave  hl8  wife  behind 
him,  and  leave  no  children,  that  his  brother  shall  marry  his  wife,  and 
rftise  up  seed  unto  his  brother.  Now  there  were  with  us  seven  brethren  : 
and  the  first,  when  he  had  married  a  wife,  died,  and,  having  no  issue,  left 
his  wife  unto  his  brother.  And  the  second  took  her  to  wife,  and  he 
died  childless.  And  the  third  took  her  ;  and  in  like  manner  the  seven 
•iso  :  and  they  left  no  children,  and  died.  Last  of  all  the  woman  died 
also.  Therefore  in  the  resurrection,  when  they  shall  rise,  whose  wife 
shall  she  be  of  the  seven  ?  for  they  all  had  her  to  wife.  And  Jesus 
answering  said  unto  them.  Do  ye  not  therefore  err,  because  ye  know  not 
the  scrijitures,  neither  the  power  of  God  ?  The  children  of  this  world 
marry,  and  are  given  in  marriage  :  but  they  which  shall  be  accounte<l 
worthy  to  obtain  that  world,  and  the  resurrection  from  the  dead, 
neither  marry  nor  are  giveii  in  marriage  :  neither  can  they  die  any 
more  :  for  they  are  equal  unto  the  angels  of  God  in  heaven,  and  are  the 
rfiildren  of  God,  being  the  children  of  the  resurrection.  And  as  touch- 
ing the  dead,  that  they  rise  :  have  ye  not  read  in  the  book  of  Moses, 
how  in  the  bush  God  spake  unto  him,  saying,  I  am  the  Grxl  of 
Abraham,  and  the  God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob  ?  He  is  not 
the  (jod  of  the  dead,  but  the  God  of  the  living  :  for  all  live  unto  Him. 
Ye  therefore  do  greatly  err. 

And  when  the  multitude  heard  this,  they  were  astonished  at  His 
doctrine.  Then  certain  of  the  Scribes  answering  said,  Mawter,  Thou 
hast  well  said.  And  after  that  they  durst  not  ask  Him  any  queatlon 
at  all. 

But  when  the  Pharisees  had  heard  that  He  had  put  the  Sadducees 
to  silence,  they  were  gathered  together.  Then  one  of  them,  one  of 
the  Scribes,  which  was  a  lawyer,  came,  and  having  heard  them  reasoning 
together,  and  perceiving  that  He  had  answered  them  well,  asked  IJim  a 
question,  tempting  Him,  and  saying,  Master,  which  is  the  great  com- 
mandment in  the  law  ?  which  is  the  first  commandment  of  all  ?  And 
Jesus  answered  him.  The  first  of  all  the  commandments  18,  Hear,  O 
Israel  ;  The  Lord  our  God  is  one  Lord  :  and  thou  shalt  Ifjve  the  Lord 
thy  God  with  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy 
mind,  and  with  all  thy  strength  :  this  is  the  first  and  great  command- 
ment. And  the  second  is  like  unto  it,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself.  On  these  two  commandments  hang  all  the  law  and  the  pro- 
phets. There  is  none  other  commandment  greater  than  these.  And 
tbei  Scribe  said  unto  Him,  Wlell,  Master,  Thou  hast  said  the  truth  :  for 
ibece  is  one  God  :  and  there  is  none  other  but  He  :  and  to  love  Him  with 
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all  the  heart,  and  with  all  the  understanding,  and  with  all  thiB  soul,  and 
with  all  the  strength,  and  to  love  hia  neighbour  as  himself,  is  more  than 
all  whole  burnt  offerings  and  sacrifices.  And  When  Jesus  saw  that  he 
answered  discreetly,  He  said  unto  him,  Thou  art  not  far  from  the  king- 
dom of  God.  And  no  man  after  that  durst  ask  Him  any  question.  i  a 
While  the  Pharisees  were  gathered  together,  Jesus  asked  them,  say* 
ing,  What  think  ye  of  Christ  ?  whose  son  is  He  ?  They  say  unto  Him, 
The  Son  of  David.  He  saith  unto  them.  How  then  doth  David  in  spirit 
call  Him  Lord.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  while  He  taught  in  the 
temple,  How  say  the  Scribes  that  Christ  is  the  son  of  David  ?  For 
David  himself  saith  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  in  the  bock  of  Psalms,  The 
Ijord  said  to  ray  Lord,  Sit  Thou  on  my  right  hand,  till  I  make  Thine 
enemies  Thy  footstool.  David  therefore  himself  calleth  Him  Lord  :  and 
whence  is  He  then  his  son  ?  And  no  man  was  able  to  answer  Him  a 
word.  And  the  common  people  heard  Him  gladly  ;  neither  dursfe 
any  man  from  that  day  forth  ask  Him  any  more  qttestions.  :u<xi 
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12.— Warning's   against  the   Scribes,   and     '^'^^^ 
Commendation  of  a  Widow. 

St  Mark  12.  38-44  ;  St  Luke  20.  45—21.  4  ;  St  John  12.  37-5at! 

The  Temple  at  Jerusalem. 

Then  in  the  audience  of  all  the  people  He  said  unto  His  disciples,  in 
His  doctrine.  Beware  of  the  Scribos,  which  love  to  go  in  long  clothing, 
and  love  salutations  in  the  mark^it  places,  and  the  chief  seats  in  the 
synagogues,  and  the  uppermost  rooms  at  feasts  :  which  devour  veidows* 
houses,  and  for  a  pretence  make  long  prayers  :  these  shall  receive  greater 
damnation. 

And  Jesus  sat  over  against  the  treasury.  And  He  looked  up,  and 
saw  the  people  casting  their  gifts  into  the  treasury  :  and  many  that  were 
rich  cast  in  much.  And  there  came  a  certain  poor  widow,  and  she  threw 
in  two  mites,  which  make  a  farthing.  And  He  called  unto  Him  His 
disciples,  and  saith  unto  them.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  That  this  poor 
widow  hath  cast  more  in,  than  all  they  which  have  cast  into  the 
treasury  :  for  all  thei/  did  cast  in  of  their  abundance  unto  the  offerings 
of  God  ;  but  she  of  her  want  did  cast  in  all  that  she  had,  even  All  h^ 
living.  '.vt«*vif*f 

•I     But  though  He  had  done  so  many  miracles  before  them,  yet  they 
believed  not  on  Him  :  that  the  saying  of  Esaias  the  prophet  might  <b6 
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fulfilled,  which  he  spake,  Lord,  who  hath  believed  our  report  ?  and  to 
whom  hath  the  arm  of  the  Lord  been  revealed  ?  Therefore  they  could 
not  believe,  because  that  Esaias  said  again.  He  hath  blinded  their  eyes, 
and  hardened  their  heart ;  that  they  should  not  see  with  their  eyes,  nor 
understand  with  their  heart,  and  be  converted,  and  I  should  heal  them. 
These  things  said  Esaias,  when  he  saw  His  glory,  and  spake  of  Him. 
Nevertheless,  among  the  chief  rulers  also  many  believed  on  Him  ;  but 
because  of  the  Pharisees  they  did  not  confess  Hinij  lest  they  should  be 
put  out  of  the  synagogue  :  for  they  loved  the  praise  of  men  more  than 
the  i)rai6e  of  God. 

Jesus  cried  and  said.  He  that  believeth  on  Me,  believeth  not  on  Met 
but  on  Him  that  sent  Me.  And  he  that  seeth  Me  seeth  Him  that  sent 
Me.  I  am  come  a  light  into  the  world,  that  whosoever  believeth  on  Me 
should  not  abide  in  darkness.  And  if  any  man  hear  My  words,  and 
believe  not,  I  judge  him  not :  for  I  came  not  to  judge  the  world,  but 
to  save  the  world.  He  that  rejecteth  Me,  and  receiveth  not  My  words, 
hath  one  that  judgeth  him  ;  the  word  that  I  have  spoken,  the  same 
shall  judge  him  in  the  last  day.  For  I  have  not  spoken  of  Myself  ;  but 
the  Father  which  sent  Me,  He  gave  Me  a  commandment,  what  I  should 
say,  and  what  I  should  speak.  And  I  know  that  His  commandment  is 
life  everlasting  :  whatsoever  I  speak  therefore,  even  as  the  Father  said 
unto  Me,  so  I  speak. 
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13.— The  Scribes  and  the  Pharisees  Denounced. 

St  Matt.  23. 
The  Temple  at  JeruscUem. 


Then  spake  Jesus  to  the  multitude,  and  to  His  disciples,  saying. 
The  Scribes  and  the  Pharisees  sit  in  Moses'  seat.  All  therefore  whatso- 
ever they  bid  you  observe,  that  observe  and  do  ;  but  do  not  ye  after 
their  works  :  for  they  say,  and  do  not.  For  they  bind  heavy  burdens 
and  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  lay  them  on  men's  shoulders  ;  but  they 
themselves  will  not  move  them  with  one  of  their  fingers. 
"*:  But  all  their  works  they  do  for  to  be  seen  of  men  :  they  make 
broad  their  phylacteries,  and  enlarge  the  borders  of  their  garments,  and 
love  the  uppermost  rooms  at  feasts,  and  the  chief  seats  in  the 
synagogues,  and  greetings  in  the  markets,  and  to  be  called  of  men. 
Rabbi,  Rabbi.     But  be  not  ye  called  Rabbi :  for  One  is  your  Master,  even^ 


woB  !  WOE  !  !  WOE  !  !  !  woe  I  !  ! ! 


Christ ;  and  all  ye  are  brethren.  And  call  no  man  your  father  upon 
the  earth  :  for  One  is  your  Father,  which  in  in  heaven.  Neither  be  ye 
called  masters :  for  One  is  your  Master,  eren  Christ.  But  he  that  is 
greatest  among  you  shall  be  your  servant.  And  whosoever  shall  exalt 
himself  shall  be  abased  ;  and  he  that  shall  humble  himself  shall  be 
exalted.  <> 

But  woe  unto  you,  Scriben  and  Pharisees,  hy|M>crites  !  for  ye  shut 
up  the  kingdom  of  heaven  against  men  ;  for  ye  neither  go  in  youirselirH, 
neither  suffer  ye  them  that  are  entering  to  go  in. 

Woe  unto  you,  Scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  !  for  ye  devour 
widows*  houses,  and  for  a  pretence  make  long  prayer  :  therefore  ye  shall 
receive  the  greater  damnation. 

Woe  unto  you,  Scribes  and  Pharisees,  hjrpocrites  !  for  ye  compass 
sea  and  land  to  make  one  proselyte,  and  when  he  is  made,  ye  make  him 
twofold  more  the  child  of  hell  than  yourselves. 

Woe  unto  you,  ye  blind  guides,  which  say,  Whofioever  shall  swear  by 
the  temple,  it  is  nothing  ;  but  whosoever  shall  swear  by  the  gold  of  the 
temple,  he  is  a  debtor  !  Ye  fools  and  blind  :  for  whether  is  greater,  the 
gold,  or  the  temple  that  sanctifieth  the  gold  ?  And,  Whosoever  shall 
■wear  by  the  altar,  it  is  nothing  ;  but  whosoever  sweareth  by  the  gift 
that  is  upon  it,  he  is  guilty.  Ye  fools  and  blind  ;  for  whether 
i»  greater,  the  gift,  or  the  altar  that  sanctifieth  the  gift  ?  Whoso 
therefore  shall  swear  by  the  altar,  sweareth  by  it,  and  by  all 
things  thereon.  And  whoso  shall  swear  by  the  temple,  sweareth  by  it, 
and  by  Him  that  dwelleth  therein.  And  he  that  shall  swear  by  heaven, 
sweareth  by  the  throne  of  God,  apd  by  Him  that  sitteth  thereon. 

Woe  unto  you,  Scribes  and  Pharisees,  liyp'tsrites!  for  ye  pay  tithe 
of  mint  and  anise  and  cummin,  and  have  ointted  the  weightier  matters 
of  the  law,  judgment,  mercy,  and  faith  ;  th&se  ought  ye  to  have  done, 
and  not  to  leave  the  other  undone.  Ye  blind  guides,  which  strain  at  a 
gnat,  and  swallow  a  camel. 

Woe  unto  you,  Scribes  a,nd  Pharisees,  hypocrites  !  for  ye  make  clean 
the  outside  of  the  cup  and  of  the  platter,  but  within  they  are  full  of 
extortion  and  excess.  Thou  blind  Pharisee,  cleanse  first  that  which  is 
within  the  cup  and  platter,  that  the  outside  of  them  may  be  clean  also. 

Woe  unto  you,  Scribes  and  Pharisees,  hypocrites  !  for  ye  are  like 
onto  whited  sepulchres,  which  indeed  appear  beautiful  outward,  but  are 
within  full  of  dead  men's  bones,  and  of  all  uncleanness.  Even  so  ye  als» 
outwardly  appear  righteous  unto  men,  but  within  ye  are  full  of  hypo- 
erisy  and  iniquity.  Ir 
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t'  Woe  unto  you,  Srribes  and  PhariHCCH,  hypooriteH  !  because  ye  build 
the  tombH  of  the  projheta,  ami  garnish  the  HepulchrcH  of  the  righteous, 
ainl  say,  If  we  had  been  in  the  days  of  our  fathers,  we  WDuld  not  have 
been  partakers  with  them  in  the  Hood  of  the  pro])het«.  Wherefore  ye 
lie  witnesses  unto  yourselves,  that  ye  are  the  children  of  them  which 
kille<l  the  prophets.     Fill  ye  up  then  the  measure  of  your  fathers. 

Ye  serpents,  i/e  generation  of  vipers,  how  can  ye  escape  the  damna- 
tion of  hell  i  Wherefore,  behold  I  send  unto  you  pn)phets,  and  wise 
men,  and  scribes  :  and  some  of  them  ye  shall  kill  and  crucify  ;  and  some 
of  them  shall  ye  scourge  in  your  synagogues,  and  j)ersecute  thnn  from 
city  to  city  :  that  upon  you  may  come  all  the  righteous  blood  shed  upon 
the  earth,  from  the  blood  of  righteous  Abel  unto  the  blood  of  Zacharias 
son  of  Barachias,  whom  ye  slew  between  the  temple  and  the  altai-. 
Verily  I  say  unto  you,  All  these  things  shall  come  upon  this  generation. 
O  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  than  that  killest  the  prophets,  and  stonest  them 
which  are  sent  unto  thee,  how  often  would  I  have  gathered  thy  children 
together,  even  as  a  hen  gathereth  her  chickens  under  her  wings,  and  ye 
would  not  ?  Behold  your  house  is  left  unto  you  desolate.  For  I  nay 
unto  you.  Ye  shall  not  see  Me  henceforth,  till  ye  shall  say,  Blessed  is 
He  that  cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord.

And  Jesus  went  out,  and  departed  from  the  temi)le.  And  as  He 
went  out,  His  disciples  came  to  Him  for  to  shew  Him  the  buildings  of 
the  temple.  And  as  some  spake  of  the  temple,  how  it  was  adorned  with 
goodly  stones  and  gifts,  one  of  His  disciples  saith  unto  Him,  Master, 
see  what  manner  of  stones  and  whai  ^niildings  are  here  !  And  Jefcus 
answering  said  unto  him,  Seest  thou  these  great  buildings  ?  Ai  frr 
these  things  which  ye  behold,  the  days  will  come,  in  the  which,  veril}' 
I  say  unto  you.  There  shall  not  be  left  here  one  stone  upon  another, 
that  shall  not  be  thrown  down. 

And  as  He  sat  upon  the  mount  of  Olives,  over  against  the  temple, 
Peter  and  James  and  John  and  Andrew  asked  Him  privately,  saying, 
Master,  Tell  us,  when  shall  these  things  be  ?  and  what  shall  he  the  sign 
when  all  these  things  shall  be  fulfilled  ?  and  what  shall  he  the  sign  of 
Thy  coming,  and  of  the  end  of  the  world  ?     And  Jesus  answered  anrl 
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said  unto  them,  Take  heed  that  no  man  deceive  you.  For  many  shall 
come  in  My  name,  saying,  I  am  Christ,  and  the  time  draweth  near,  aUd 
shall  deceive  many.  Go  ye  not  therefore  after  them.  But  when  ye 
shall  hear  of  wars,  and  rumours  of  wars  :  see  that  ye  be  not  troubled  : 
for  all  these  things  must  first  come  to  pass  ;  but  the  end  is  not  yet. 
Then  said  He  unto  them,  Nation  shall  rise  against  nation,  and  kingdom 
against  kingdom  :  and  there  shall  be  famines,  and  pestilences,  and 
earthquakes,  in  divers  places  ;  and  fearful  sights  and  great  signs  shall 
there  be  from  heaven.  All  these  are  the  beginning  of  sorrows.  But 
take  heed  to  yourselves  :  before  all  these,  they  shall  lay  their  hands  on 
you,  and  persecute  you :  for  they  shall  deliver  you  up  to  councils  ;  and 
in  the  synagogues  ye  shall  be  beaten  :  and  ye  shall  be  brought  before 
rulers  and  kings  for  My  sake,  for  a  testimony  against  them  ;  and  shall 
kill  you  :  and  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  nations  for  My  name's  sake.  And 
the  Gospel  must  first  be  published  among  all  nations.  But  when  they 
shall  lead  you,  and  deliver  you  up,  take  no  thought  beforehand  what  ye 
shall  speak,  neither  do  ye  premeditate  :  but  whatsoever  shall  be  given 
you  in  that  hour,  that  speak  ye  :  for  it  is  not  ye  that  speak,  but  the 
Holy  Ghost.  For  I  will  give  you  a  mouth  and  wisdom,  which  all  your 
adversaries  shall  not  be  able  to  gainsay  nor  resist.  And  then  shall 
many  be  offended,  and  shall  betray  one  another,  and  shall  hate  one 
another.  And  ye  shall  be  betrayed  both  by  parents,  and  brethren,  and 
kinsfolks,  and  friends.  The  brother  shall  betray  the  brother  to  death, 
and  the.  father  the  son  ;  and  children  shall  rise  up  against  their  parents, 
and  shall  cause  them  to  be  put  to  death,  and  some  of  you  shall  they 
cause  to  be  put  to  death.  And  ye  shall  be  hated  of  all  men  for  My 
name's  sake.  But  there  shall  not  &n  hair  of  your  head  perish.  In  your 
])atience  possess  ye  your  souls.  And  many  false  prophets  shall  rise,  and 
shall  deceive  many.  And  because  iniquity  shall  abound,  the  love  of 
many  shall  wax  cold.  But  he  that  shall  endure  unto  the  end,  the  same 
«hall  be  saved.  And  this  Gospel  of  the  kingdom  shall  be  preached  in  all 
the  world  for  a  witness  unto  all  nations  ;  and  then  shall  the  end  come. 
When  ye  therefore  shall  see  the  abomination  of  desolation,  spoken  of  by 
Daniel  the  prophet,  stand  in  the  holy  place,  and  when  ye  shall  see 
Jerusalem  compassed  with  armies,  (whoso  readeth,  let  him  understand :) 
then  know  that  the  desolation  thereof  is  nigh.  Then  let  them  which 
are  in  Judaea  flee  to  the  mountains  ;  and  leb  them  which  are  in  the 
midst  of  it  depart  out ;  and  let  not  them  that  are  in  the  countries  enter 
thereinto.  And  let  him  that  is  on  the  house-top  not  go  down  into  the 
■  hous  ;,  Xieither  enter  therein,  to  take  anything  out  of  his  house :  and'  let

liim  that  is  in  the  field  not  turn  back  again  for  to  take  up  hi.s 
garment.  For  these  be  the  days  of  vengeance,  that  all  things  which 
are  written  may  be  fulfilled.  But  woe  unto  them  that  are 
with  child,  and  to  them  that  give  suck,  in  those  days  !  But 
pray  ye  that  your  flight  be  not  in  the  winter,  neither  on  the 
Sabbath  day  :  for  then  shall  be  great  tribulation,  such  as  was  not  since 
the  beginning  of  the  world  which  God  created  unto  this  time,  neither 
shall  be.  And  except  that  the  Lord  had  shortened  those  days,  no  flesh 
should  be  saved  ;  but  for  the  elect's  sake,  whom  He  hath  chosen,  He 
hath  shortened  the  days  ;  for  there  shall  be  great  distress  in  the  land, 
and  wrath  upon  this  people.  And  they  shall  fall  by  the  edge  of  the 
sword,  and  shall  be  led  away  captive  into  all  nations  :  and  Jerusalem 
shall  be  trodden  down  of  the  Gentiles,  until  the  times  of  the  Gentiles 
be  fulfilled.  And  then  if  any  man  shall  say  to  you,  Lo,  here  is  Christ  ; 
or,  lo,  He  u  there  ;  believe  him  not :  for  false  Christs  and  false  prophets 
shall  rise,  and  shall  shew  signs  and  wonders,  to  seduce,  if  it  tvere  pos- 
sible, even  the  elect.  But  take  ye  heed  :  behold,  I  have  foretold  you  all 
things.  Wherefore  if  they  shall  say  unto  you,  Behold,  He  is  in  the 
desert ;  go  not  forth  :  behold,  He  is  in  the  secret  chambers  ;  believe  it 
not.  For  as  the  lightning  cometh  out  of  the  east,  and  shineth  even 
unto  the  west,  so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  Man  be.  For 
wheresoever  the  carcase  is,  there  will  the  eagles  be  gathered  together. 
Immediately  after  the  tribulation  of  those  days  shall  the  sun  be 
darkened,  and  the  moon  shall  not  give  her  light,  and  the  stars  shall  fall 
from  the  heaven,  and  upon  the  earth  distress  of  nations,  with  per- 
plexity ;  the  sea  and  the  waves  roaring  ;  men's  hearts  failing  them  for 
fear,  and  for  looking  after  those  things  which  are  coming  on  the  earth  ; 
for  the  powers  of  heaven  shall  be  shaken.  And  then  shall  appear  the 
sign  of  the  Son  of  man  in  heaven  ;  and  then  shall  all  the  tribes  of  the 
earth  mourn,  and  they  shall  see  the  Son  of  man  coming  in  the  clouds  of 
heaven,  with  power  and  great  glory.  And  He  shall  send  His  angels 
with  a  great  sound  of  a  trumpet,  and  they  shall  gather  together  His. 
elect  from  the  four  winds,  from  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth  to  the 
uttermost  part  of  heaven.  And  when  these  things  begin  to  come  to 
pass,  then  look  up,  and  lift  up  your  heads  ;  for  your  redemption  draweth 
nigh.  And  He  spake  to  them  a  parable  :  Now  learn  a  parable  of  the 
fig-tree.  Behold  the  fig-tree,  and  all  the  trees  ;  when  his  branch  is  yet 
tender,  and  putteth  forth  leaves,  ye  see  and  know  of  your  own  selves  that 
summer  is  now  nigh  at  hand.  So  likewise  ye,  when  ye  see  these  things 
come  to  pass,  know  ye  that  the  kingdom  of  Qod  is  nigh  at  hand,  even 
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at  the  doors.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  This  generation  shall  not  paKs 
-away  till  all  these  things  be  fulfilled.  Heaven  and  eai-th 
shall  pass  away,  but  My  words  shall  not  pass  away.  And 
take  heed  to  yourselves,  lest  at  any  time  your  hearts  be  overcharged 
with  surfeiting,  and  drunkenness,  and  cares  of  this  life,  and  so  that  day 
come  upon  you  unawares.  For  as  a  snare  shall  it  come  on  all  them 
that  dwell  on  the  face  of  the  whole  earth.  V/atch  ye  therefore,  and 
pray  always,  that  ye  may  be  accounted  worthy  to  escape  all  these  things 
that  shall  come  to  pass,  and  to  stand  before  the  Son  of  man.  But  of 
that  day  and  that  hour  knoweth  no  man,  no,  not  the  angels  which  are 
in  heaven,  neither  the  Sou,  but  My  Father  only.  Take  ye  heed,  watch 
and  pray,  for  ye  know  not  when  the  time  is.  But  as  the  days  of 
Noe  were,  so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be.  For 
as  in  the  days  that  were  before  the  flood  they  were  eating  and 
drinking,  marrying  and  giving  in  marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noe 
eatered  into  the  ark,  and  knew  not  until  the  flood  came,  and  took  them 
all  away  :  so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Son  of  man  be.  Then  shall 
two  be  in  the  field  ;  the  one  shall  be  taken  and  the  other  left.  Two 
women  shall  be  grinding  at  the  mill  ;  the  one  shall  be  taken  and  the 
other  left.  Watch,  therefore  :  for  ye  know  not  what  hour  your  Lor^ 
(loth  come. 

For  the  Son  of  man  k  as  a  man  taking  a  far  journey,  who  left  his 
house,  and  gave  authority  to  his  servants,  and  to  every  man  his  work, 
and  commanded  the  porter  to  watch.  Watch  ye  therefore  :  for  ye 
know  not  when  the  Master  of  the  house  cometh,  at  even,  or  at  mid- 
night, or  at  the  cock-crowing,  or  in  the  morning  :  lest  coming  suddenly 
He  find  you  sleeping.  But  know  this,  that  if  the  goodman  of  the  house 
had  known  in  what  watch  the  thief  would  come,  he  would  have  watched, 
and  would  not  have  suffered  his  house  to  be  Vjroken  up.  Therefore  be 
ye  also  ready  :  for  in  such  an  hour  as  ye  think  not  the  Son  of  man 
cometh.     And  whao  I  say  unto  you  I  say  unto  all,  Watcti.

Who  then  is  a  faithful  and  wise  servant,  whom  his  lord  hath  made 
ruler  over  his  household,  to  give  them  meat  in  due  season  ?  Blessed  itt 
that  servant,  whom  his  lord  when  he  cometh  shall  find  so  doing.    Verily 
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I  say  unto  you,  That  he  shall  make  him  ruler  over  all  his  got)ds.  But 
and  if  that  evil  servant  shall  say  in  his  heart,  My  Lord  delayeth  hia 
coming  ;  and  shall  begin  to  smite  his  fellow-servants,  and  to  eat  and 
drink  with  the  drunken  ;  the  lord  of  that  servant  shall  come  in  a  day 
when  he  looketh  not  for  him,  and  in  an  hour  that  he  is  not  aware  of^ 
and  shall  cut  hiu^.  asunder,  and  appoint  him  his  portion  with  the 
hypocrites  :  there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth. 

Then  shall  the  kingdom  of  heaven  be  Ijkened  unto  ten  virgins,  which 
took  their  lamps,  and  went  forth  to  meet  the  bridegroom.  And  five  of 
them  were  wise,  and  five  were  foolish.  They  that  were  foolish  took  their 
lamps,  and  took  no  oil  with  them  :  but  the  wise  took  oil  in  their  vessela 
with  their  lamps.  While  the  bridegroom  tarried,  they  all  slumbered  and 
slept. 

And  at  midnight  there  was  a  cry  made,  Behold,  the  bridegroom 
Cometh  ;  go  ye  out  to  meet  him.  Then  all  those  virgins  arose,  and 
trimmed  their  lamps.  And  the  foolish  said  unto  the  wise,  Give  us  of 
your  oil ;  for  our  lamps  are  gone  out.  But  the  wise  answered,  sayings 
Not  so  ;  lest  there  be  not  enough  for  us  and  you  :  but  go  ye  rather  to 
them  that  sell,  and  buy  for  yourselves.  And  while  they  went  to  buy, 
the  bridegroom  came  ;  and  they  that  were  ready  went  in  with  him  to 
tlie  marriage  :  and  the  door  was  shut.  Afterward  cAme  also  the  other 
virgins,  saying,  Lord,  Lord,  open  to  us.  But  he  answered  and  said, 
A'erily  I  say  unto  you,  I  know  you  not.  Watch  therefore,  for  ye  know 
neither  the  day  nor  the  hour  wherein  the  Son  of  man  cometh. 

For  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  as  a  man  travelling  into  a  far  country, 
'trho  called  his  own  servants,  and  delivered  unto  them  his  goods.  And 
unto  one  he  gave  five  talents,  to  another  two,  and  to  another  one  ;  to, 
every  man  according  to  his  several  ability  ;  and  straightway  took  his 
j<»urney.  Then  he  that  had  received  the  five  talents  went  and  traded 
\N  ith  the  same,  and  made  them  other  five  talents.  And  likewise  he  that 
h((d  received  two,  he  also  gained  other  two.  But  be  that  had  received 
-one  went  and  digged  in  the  earth,  and  hid  his  lord's  money.  After  a^ 
long  time  the  lord  of  those  servants  cometh,  and  reckoneth  with  them^ 
And  so  he  that  had  received  five  talents  came  and  brought  other  five 
talents,  saying.  Lord,  thou  deliveredst  unto  me  five  talents  :  behold,  I 
■  have  gained  beside  them  five  talents  more.  His  lord  said  unto  him^ 
Well  done,  thou  good  and  faithful  servant :  thou  hast  been  faithful  over; 
a  few  things,  I  will  make  thee  ruler  over  many  things :  enter  thou  into 
the  joy  of  thy  lord.  He  also  that  had  received  two  talents  came  an4 
.said,  Lord,  thou  deliveredst  unto  me  two  talents  :  behold,  I  ha.ve^aiae4. 
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two  other  talents  beside  them.  His  lord  said  unto  him,  Well  done,, 
good  and  faithful  servant ;  thou  hast  been  faithful  over  a  feW  things,  I 
will  make  thee  ruler  over  many  things  :  enter  thou  into  the  joy  of  thy 
lord.  Then  he  which  had  received  the  one  talent  came  and  said,  Lord, 
I  knew  thee  that  thou  art  an  hard  man,  reaping  where  thou  hast  nf>t 
sown,  and  gathering  where  thou  hast  not  strawed  :  And  I  was  afraid,  and 
went  and  hid  thy  talent  in  the  earth  :  lo,  there  thou  hast  that  i«  thine. 
His  lord  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Thmi  wicked  and  slothful  servant, 
thou  knewest  that  I  reap  where  I  sowed  not,  and  gather  where  I  have 
not  strawed.  Thou  oughtest  therefore  to  have  put  my  money  to  the 
exchangers,  and  then  at  my  coming  I  should  have  received  mine  own 
with  usury.  Take  therefore  the  talent  from  him,  and  give  it  unto  him 
which  hath  ten  talents.  For  unto  every  one  that  hath  shall  be  given, 
and  he  shall  have  abundance  :  but  from  him  that  hath  not  shall  be 
taken  away  even  that  which  he  hath  And  cast  ye  the  unprofitable 
servant  into  outer  darkness :  there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of 
teeth.  '"■^'^U' 

16.— The  la.st  Judgment,  and  the  Covenant  of  Judas^^' 


St  Matt.  25.  31-46—26.  1-5,  14-16  :  St  Mark  14. 1,  2,  10,  11  ;

When  the  Son  of  man  shall  come  in  His  glory,  and  all  the  holj^ 
angels  with  Him,  then  shall  He  sit  upon  the  throne  of  His  glory  :  And 
before  Him  shall  be  gathered  all  nations  :  and  He  shall  separate  thent 
one  from  another,  as  a  shepherd  divideth  his  sheep  from  the  goats  r 
And  He  shall  set  the  sheep  on  His  right  hand,  but  the  goats  on  the  left. 

Then  shall  the  King  say  unto  them  on  His  right  hand,  Come,  ye  blessed 
of  My  Father,  inherit  the  kingdom  prepared  for  you  from  the  founda-^' ' 
tion  of  the  world  :  For  I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave  Me  meat :  I  was 
thirsty,  and  ye  gave  Me  drink  :  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  Me  in  r 
naked,  and  ye  clothed  Me :  I  was  sick,  and  ye  visited  Me :  I  was  in 
prison,  and  ye  came  unto  Me.  Then  shall  the  ri^teous  answer  Him, 
saying,  Lord,  when  saw  we  Thee  an  hungered,  and  fed  Thee  ?  or  thirsty^ 
and  gave  TJiee  drink  ?  When  saw  we  Thee  a  stranger,  and  took  Thee  in  ? 
or  naked,  and  clothed  Thee  ?  Or  when  saw  we  Thee  sick,  or  in  prison,. 
4nd  came  unto  Thee  ?  And  the  King  shall  answer  and  say  unto  them,. 
Yerily  I  say  unto  you,  Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the 
iettit  of  these  My  brethren,  ye  have  done  it  unto  Me.  •"  •'  •'•  <•  '%&&  * 
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tThen  shall  He  say  also  unto  them  on  the  left  hand,  Depart  from 
Me,  ye  cursed,  mto  everlasting  fire,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his 
angels :  For  I  was  an  hungered,  and  ye  gave  Me  no  meat :  I  was 
thirsty,  and  ye  gave  Me  no  drink  :  I  was  a  stranger,  and  ye  took  Me 
not  in  :  naked,  and  ye  clothed  Me  not :  sick,  and  in  prison,  and  ye 
visited  Me  not.  Then  shall  they  also  answer  Him,  saying,  Lord,  when 
saw  we  Thee  an  hungered,  or  athirst,  or  a  stranger,  or  naked,  or  sick,  or 
in  piison,  and  did  not  minister  unto  Thee  ?  Then  shall  He  answer 
them,  saying,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  not  to  one 
of  the  least  of  these,  ye  did  it  not  to  Me.  And  these  shall  go  away  into 
everlasting  punishment :  but  the  righteous  into  life  eternal. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  Jesus  had  finished  all  these  sayings.  He 
said  unto  His  disciples.  Ye  know  that  after  two  days  is  the  feast  of  the 
passover,  and  of  unleavened  bread :  and  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  to 
be  crucified. 

Then  assembled  together  the  chief  priests,  and  the  Scribes,  and  the 
elders  of  the  people,  unto  the  palace  of  the  high  priest,  who  was  called 
Caiaphas,  and  consulted  that  they  might  take  Jesus  by  subtilty,  and 
kill  Mim.  But  they  said.  Not  on  the  feast  day,  lest  there  be  an  uproar 
among  the  people,  for  they  feared  the  people.  Then  entered  Satan  into 
Judas  surnamed  Iscariot,  being  of  the  number  of  the  twelve.  And  he 
went  his  way,  and  communed  with  the  chief  priests  and  captains,  how 
he  might  betray  Him  unto  them,  and  said  unto  them,  What  will  ye  give 
me,  and  I  will  deliver  Him  unto  you  ?  And  when  they  heard  it,  they 
were  glad,  and  promised  to  give  him  money.  And  they  covenanted 
with  him  for  thirty  pieces  of  silver.  And  from  that  time  he  sought 
opportunity  how  he  might  conveniently  betray  Him  unto  them  in  the 
absence  of  the  multitude. 

And  in  the  day-time  He  was  teaching  in  the  temple  ;  and  at  night 
He  went  out,  and  abode  in  the  mount  that  is  called  the  mount  of  OUves. 
And  all  the  people  came  early  in  the  morning  to  Him  in  the  temple,  for 
to  hear  Him. 

17— Waehingr  the  Disciples'  feet  and  Institution  of 
.iK  -   '  the  Lord's  Supper.

Now  the  first  day  of  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread,  when  the 
passover  must  be  killed,  He  sent  Peter  and  John,  saying.  Go  and  prepare 
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tis  the  passover,  that  we  may  eat.  And  they  said  unto  Him,  Where 
wilt  Thou  that  we  go  and  prepare  that  Thou  mayest  eat  the  passover  ^ 
And  He  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  into  the  city,  and,  behold,  when  ye  are 
entered  into  the  city,  there  shall  a  man  meet  you,  bearing  a  pitcher  of 
water ;  follow  him  into  the  house  where  he  entereth  in.  And  wheresoever 
he  shall  go  in.  say  ye  to  the  goodman  of  the  house,  The  Master  saith, 
My  time  is  at  hand  ;  I  will  keep  the  passover  at  thy  house  with  My 
disciples.  Where  is  the  guest  chamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the  passover 
with  My  disciples  ?  And  he  will  shew  you  a  large  upper  room  fur- 
nished and  prepared  :  there  make  ready  for  us.  And  His  disciples  went 
forth,  and  came  into  thf  ci^^  and  found  as  He  had  said  unto  them. 
And  the  disciples  did  as  Jes'iw  had  appointed  them  ;  and  they  made 
ready  the  passover.         '"^ 

And  in  the  evening,  wher»  ^^e  •  ../was  come,  He  sat  down,  and  the 
twelve  apostles  with  Him.  And  He  said  unto  them,  With  desire  I  have 
desired  to  eat  this  passover  with  you  before  I  suffer :  for  I  say  unto 
you,  I  will  not  any  more  eat  thereof,  until  it  be  fulfilled  in  the  kingdom 
of  God.  And  He  took  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  said.  Take  this, 
and  divide  it  among  yourselves  :  for  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink 
of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  the  kingdom  of  God  shall  come. 

Now  before  the  feast  of  the  passover,  when  Jesus  knew  that  His 
hour  was  come  that  He  should  depart  out  of  this  world  unto  the 
Father,  having  loved  His  own  which  were  in  the  world.  He  loved  them 
ur  the  end.  And  supper  being  ended,  the  devil  having  now  put  into 
the  heart  of  Judas  Iscariot,  Simon's  son,  to  betray  Him  ;  Jesus  knowing 
that  the  Father  had  given  all  things  into  His  hands,  and  that  He  .was 
come  from  God,  and  went  to  God  ;  He  riseth  from  supper,  and  laid 
aside  His  garments,  and  took  a  towel,  and  girded  Himself.  After  that 
He  poureth  water  into  a  bason,  and  began  to  wash  the  disciples'  feet, 
and  to  wipe  them  with  the  towel  wherewith  He  was  girded.  Wf^  j 

Then  cometh  He  to  Simon  Peter  :  and  Peter  saith  unto  Him,  Lora, 
dost  Thou  wash  my  feet  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  Him,  What  1 
do  thou  knowest  not  now  ;  but  thou  shalt  know  hereafter.  Peter  saith 
unto  Him,  Thou  shalt  never  wash  my  feet.  Jesus  answered  him,  If  t 
wash  thee  not,  thou  hast  no  part  with  Me.  Simon  Peter  saith  unto 
Him,  Lord,  not  my  feet  only,  but  also  my  hands  and  my  head.  Jesus 
saith  to  him.  He  that  is  washed  needeth  not  save  to  wash  his  feet,  but  is 
clean  every  whit :  and  ye  are  clean,  but  not  all.  For  He  knew  who 
should  betray  Him  ;  therefore  said  He,  Ye  are  not  all  clean. 

So  after  He  had  washed  their  feet,  and  had  taken  His  garments^ 
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aticT  Was  'se^  down  again,  He  said  unto  them,  Know  ye  what  I  have 
done  to  you  ?  Ye  call  Me  Master  and  Lord  :  and  ye  say  well,  for  so  I 
^m.  If  I  then,  your  Lord  and  Master,  have  washed  your  feet,  ye  also 
ought  to  wash  one  another's  feet.  For  I  have  given  you  an  example^ 
that  ye  should  do  as  I  have  done  to  you.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
The  servant  is  not  greater  than  his  lord  ;  neither  he  that  is  sent  greater 
than  he  that  sent  him.  If  ye  know  these  things,  happy  are  ye  if  ye  do 
them. 

And  as  they  were  eating,  the  Lord  Jesus  the  same  night  in  which 
He  was  betrayed  took  bread,  and  gave  thanks,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake 
it,  and  gave  it  to  the  disciples,  and  said.  Take,  eat :  this  is  My  body, 
which  is  broken  for  vou  :  this  do  in  remembrance  of  Me. 

But,  behold,  the  hand  of  him  that  betrayeth  Me  is  with  Me  on  the" 
table.  And  truly  the  Son  of  man  goeth,  as  it  was  determined  ;  but  woe 
unto  that  man  by  whom  He  is  betrayed  !  I  speak  not  of  you  all ;  I 
know  whom  I  have  chosen  :  but  that  the  scripture  may  be  fulfilled,  He 
that  eateth  bread  with  Me  hath  lifted  up  his  heel  against  Me.  Now  I 
tell  you  before  it  come,  that,  when  it  is  come  to  pass,  ye  may  believe  that 
I  am  He.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  receiveth  whomsoever 
I  send  receiveth  Me  ;  and  he  that  receiveth  Me  receiveth  Him  that 
sent  Mie.  And  as  they  sat  and  did  eat,  when  Jesus  had  thus  said.  He 
was  troubled  in  spirit,  and  testified,  and  said.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you,  that  one  of  you  which  eateth  with  Me  shall  betray  Me.  Then  the 
disciples  looked  one  on  another,  doubting  of  whom  He  spake.  And  they 
began  to  enquire  among  themselves,  which  of  them  it  was  that  should  do 
this  thing.  And  they  were  exceeding  sorrowful,  and  began  every  one  of 
them  to  say  unto  Him,  one  by  one,  Lord,  is  it  I  ?  And  He  answered  and  said 
unto  them.  It  is  one  of  the  twelve  that  dippeth  with  Me  in  the  dish ;  the 
same  shall  betray  Me.  The  Son  of  man  goeth  as  it  is  written  of  Him  : 
but  woe  unto  that  man  by  whom  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  !  it  had 
been  good  for  that  man  if  he  had  not  been  born.  Xow  there  was  lean- 
ing on  Jesus'  bosom  one  of  His  disciples,  whom  Jesus  loved.  Simon 
Peter  therefore  beckoned  to  him,  that  he  should  ask  who  it  should  be 
of  whom  He  spake.  He  then  lying  on  Jesus'  breast  saith  unto  Him, 
Lord,  who  is  it  ?  Jesus  answered,  He  it  is,  to  whom  I  shall  give  a  sop, 
when  I  have  dipped  it.  And  when  He  had  dipped  the  sop.  He  gave  it  to 
Judas  Iseariot,  the  »on  of  Simon.  And  after  the  sop  Satan  entered  into 
hitrt.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  him,  That  thou  doest,  do  quickly.  Now  no 
man  at  the  table  knew  for  what  intent  He  spake  this  unto  him.  For 
some  of  ^em  thought,  because  Judas  had  the  bag,  that  Jesus  had  said 
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unto  him,  Buy  those  things  that  we  have  need  of  against  the  feast ;  or, 
that  he  should  give  something  to  the  poor.  Then  Judas,  which  betrayed 
Him,  answered  and  said,  Master,  is  it  I  ?  He  said  unto  him,  Thou  lia^i 
said.  He  then  having  received  the  sop  went  immediately  out :  and  it 
was  night. 

18.— Institution  of  the  Lord's  Supper  completed. 

St  Matt.  26.  27-29  ;  St  Mark  14.  23-25  ;  St  Luke  22.   20,  24-38  : 
St  John  13.  31-38  ;  1st  Corinthians  11.  25.

Therefore,  when  he  was  gone  out,  Jesus  said,  Now  is  the  Son  of  man 
glorified,  and  God  is  glorified  in  Him.  If  God  be  glorified  in  Him,  God 
shall  also  glorify  Him  in  Himself,  and  shall  straightway  glorify  HinL 
Little  children,  yet  a  little  while  I  am  with  you.  Ye  shall  seek  Me :  and 
as  I  Said  unto  the  Jews,  Whether  I  go,  ye  caunot  come  ;  so  now  I  say 'ft> 
you.  A  new  commandment  I  give  unto  you,  That  ye  love  one  anothei^' ; 
as  I  have  loved  you,  that  ye  also  love  one  another.  By  this  shall  bX\. 
men  know  that  ye  are  My  disciples,  if  ye  have  love  one  to  another.  '>!^'^^ 
..  ^  Simon  Peter  said  unto  Him,  Lord,  whither  goest  Thou  ?  Jesua 
answered  him,  Whither  I  go,  thou  canst  not  follow  Me  now  ;  but  thoii 
shalt  follow  Me  afterwards.  Peter  said  unto  Him,  Lord,  why  cannot  I 
follow  Thee  now  ?  I  will  lay  down  my  life  for  Thy  sake.  Jesus 
answered  him.  Wilt  thou  lay  d(jwn  thy  life  for  My  sake  ?  Verily,  verily^ 
I  say  unto  thee.  The  cock  shall  not  crow,  till  thou  hast  denied  Me  thrice. 

And  there  was  alsc*  a  strife  among  them,  which  of  them  should  be 
accounted  the  greatest.  And  He  said  unto  them,  The  kings  of  the 
Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over  them  ;  and  they  that  exercise  authority 
upon  them  are  called  benefactors.  But  ye  shall  not  be  so  :  but  he  that 
is  greatest  among  you,  let  him  be  as  the  younger  ;  and  he  that  is  chi^f> 
as  he  that  doth  serve.  For  whether  is  greater,  he  that  sitteth  at  meat 
or  he  that  serveth  ?  is  not  he  that  sitteth  at  meat  ?  but  I  am  among 
you  as  he  that  serveth.  Ye  are  they  which  have  continued  with  Me  m 
My  temptations.  And  I  appoint  unto  you  a  kingdom,  as  My  Father 
hath  appointed  unto  Me  ;  that  ye  may  eat  and  drink  at  My  table  in  Idj 
kingdom,  and  sit  on  thrones  judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.      ,  ;  '^ 

And  the  Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  desired  to;iJtfve 
you,  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat :  but  I  have  prayed  fpr  thee,  ihikt 
thy  faith  fail  not:  an^  when  tiibu  art  converted,  strengthen  ihy 
brethren.     And  he  said'  iihto  Him,  Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with'T^l^, 
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both  mto  prison,  and  to  death.  And  He  said,  I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the 
«ock  shall  not  crow  this  day,  before  that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that 
thpu  knowest  Me. 

f  J  \Jind  He  said  unto  them,  When  I  sent  you  without  purse,  and  script 
and  shoes,  lacked  ye  anything  ?  And  they  said,  Nothing.  Then  said 
He  unto  them,  But  now,  he  that  liath  a  purse,  let  him  take  ity  and  like- 
wise hit  scrip  :  and  he  that  hath  no  sword,  let  him  sell  his  garment, 
and  buy  one.  For  I  say  unto  you,  that  this  that  is  written  must  yet  be 
accomplished  in  Me,  And  He  was  reckoned  among  the  transgressors : 
for  the  things  concerning  Me  have  an  end.  And  they  said,  Lord, 
behold,  here  are  two  swords.     And  He  said  unto  them.  It  is  enough. 

After  the  same  manner  also  He  took  the  cup,  when  He  had  supped, 
^hA  when  He  had  given  thanks,  He  gave  it  to  them,  saying,  Drink  ye 
all  oi  it :  and  they  all  drank  of  it.  And  He  said  unto  them.  This  cup 
Wf  the  New  Testament  in  My  Blood,  which  is  shed  for  you,  for  the 
remission  of  sins  :  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in  remembrance  of 
Me.  But  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  drink  henceforth  of  this  fruit  of  the 
vine,  until  that  day  when  I  drink  it  new  with  you  in  My  Father's 
kingdom. 

19.— Jesus  discourses  to  His  Disciples  after  partaking: 
1  of  Holy  Communion. 

*  •  St  John  14.  15. 

The  Supper  Chamber  at  Jerusalem. 

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled  :  ye  believe  in  God,  believe  also  in 
Me.  In  My  Father's  house  are  many  mansions  :  if  it  were  not  «o,  I 
would  have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place  for  you.  And  if  I  go  and 
prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come  again,  and  receive  you  unto  Myself ; 
thiat  where  I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also.  And  whither  I  go  ye  know,  and 
the  way  ye  know.  Thomas  saith  unto  Him,  Lord,  we  know  not  whither 
Thou  goest ;  and  how  can  we  know  the  way  ?  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  I 
am  the  Way,  the  Truth,  and  the  Life  :  no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father, 
but  by  Me.  If  ye  had  known  Me,  ye  should  have  known  My  Father 
also  ;  and  from  henceforth  ye  know  Him,  and  have  seen  Him.  Philip 
^th  unto  Him,  Lord,  shew  us  the  Father,  and  it  sufficeth  us.  Jesus 
^th  unto  him,  Have  I  been  so  long  time  with  you,  and  yet  hast  thou 
not  jknown  Me,  Philip  ?  he  that  hath  seen  Me  hath  seen  the  Father  ; 
and  hqw  sayest  thou  theUf  Shew  us  the  Father  ?    Believest  thou  not 
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that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the  Father  in  Me  ?  the  word^  that  I 
speak  unto  you  I  speak  not  of  Myself  :  but  the  Father  that,  dwelletl)  in 
Me,  He  doeth  the  works.  Believe  Me  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  ax^  th& 
Father  in  Me  :  or  else  believe  Me  for  the  very  works'  sake^  Verily^ 
verily,  I  say  unto  you,  He  that  believeth  on  Me,  the  works  that  I  do 
shall  he  do  also  ;  and  greater  works  than  these  shall  lie  do. ;  because  I 
go  unto  Mv  Father.  And  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  My  name,  that 
will  I  do,  that  the  Father  may  be  glorified  in  the  Son.  If  ye  shall  ask 
anything  in  My  name,  I  will  do  it.  If  ye  love  Me,  keipp  My  command- 
ments. And  I  will  pray  the  Father,  and  He  shall  give  you  another 
Comforter,  that  He  may  abide  with  you  for  ever  ;  even  the  Spirit  of 
truth  ;  whom  the  world  cannot  receive,  because  it  seeth  Him  not^ 
neither  knoweth  Him  ;  but  ye  know  Him  ;  for  He  dwelleth  with 
you,  and  shall  be  in  you.  I  will  not  leave  you  comfortless  :  I 
will  come  to  you.  Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  world  seeth  Me 
no  more ;  but  ye  see  Me :  because  I  live,  ye  shall  live  alsp^ 
At  that  day  ye  shall  know  that  I  am  in  My  Father,  and  ye  in  Me,  and 
i  in  you.  He  that  hath  My  commandments,  and  keepeth  them,  he  it  m 
that  loveth  Me  :  and  he  that  loveth  Me  shall  be  loved  of  My  Father,, 
and  I  will  love  him,  and  will  manifest  Myself  to  him.  Judas  saith  unto 
^im>  not  Iscariot,  Lord,  how  is  it  that  Thou  wilt  manifest  Thyself  unto* 
us,  and  not  unto  the  world  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him.  If  a 
man  love  Me,  he  will  keep  My  words  :  and  My  Father  will  love  him, 
and  we  will  come  unto  him,  and  make  our  abode  with  him.  He  that 
loveth  Me  not  keepeth  not  My  sayings  :  and  the  word  which  ye  hear  is 
not  Mine,  but  the  Father's  which  sent  Me.  These  things  have  I  spoken 
unto  you,  heing  yet  present  with  you^  But  the  Comforter,  which  it  the 
Holy  Ghost,  whom  the  Father  will  send  in  My  name.  He  shall  teacb 
you  all  things,  and  bring  all  things  to  your  remembrance,  whatsoever  I  - 
have  said  unto  you. 

Peace  I  leave  with  you,  My  peace  I  give  unto  you  :  not  as  the  world 
giveth,  give  I  unto  you.  Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither  let  it 
be  afraid.  Ye  have  heard  how  I  said  unto  you,  I  go  away,  w^d  come; 
again  unto  you.  If  ye  loved  Me,  ye  would  rejoice,  because  I  said  I  go 
unto  the  Father:  for  My  Father  is  greater  than  I.  And  now  I  have 
told  you  before  it  come  to  pass,  that  when  it  is  come  to  pass,  ye  might 
believe.  Hereafter  I  will  not  talk  much  with  you  :  for  the  prjipce  ojc 
this  world  Cometh,  and  hath  nothing  in  Me.  But  that  the  world  nijE^y 
know  thiftt  I  love  the  Father;  and  as  the  Father  gave  Me  commapdmenl 
even  so  I  do.    Arise,  let  us  go  hei^ce.  ..,-..  Jm^. 
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i-  ^1:  tan  the  true  viae,  and  My  Father  is  the  husbandmau.  Every 
bifUX^h  in  Me  that  beareth  not  fruit,  He  taketh  away  ;  and  every  branch 
that  beareth  fruit,  He  purgeth  it,  that  it  may  bring  forth  more  fruit. 
Now  ye  are  clean  through  the  word  which  I  have  spoken  unto  you. 
Abide  in  Me,  and  1  in  you.  As  the  branch  cannot  bear  fruit  of  itself, 
except  i^  abide  in  the  vine  ;  no  more  can  ye,  except  ye  abide  in  Me.  I 
am  the  vine,  ye  are  the  branches  :  he  that  abideth  in  Me,  and  I  in  him, 
the  same  bringeth  forth  much  fruit :  for  without  Me  ye  can  do  nothing. 
If  a  man  abide  not  in  Me,  he  is  cast  forth  as  a  branch,  and  is  withered  ; 
and  men  gather  them,  and  cast  them  into  the  fire,  and  they  are  burned. 
If  ye  abide  in  Me,  and  My  words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what  ye 
will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you.  Herein  is  My  Father  glorified,  that 
ye  bear  much  fruit ;  so  shall  ye  be  My  disciples.  As  the  Father  hath 
loved  Me,  so  have  I  loved  you  :  continue  ye  in  My  love.  If  ye  keep  My. 
commandments,  ye  shall  abide  in  My  love ;  even  as  I  have  kept  My 
Father's  commandments,  and  abide  in  His  love.  These  things  have  I 
spoken  unto  you,  that  My  joy  might  remain  in  you,  and  that  your  joy 
might  be  full. 

'  This  is  My  commandment.  That  ye  love  one  another,  as  I  have  loved 
you.  Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man  lay  down  his 
life  for  his  friends.  Ye  are  My  friends,  if  ye  do  whatsoever  I  command 
you.  Henceforth  I  call  you  not  servants  ;  for  the  servant  knovveth  not 
what  his  lord  doeth  :  but  I  have  called  you  friends  ;  for  all  things  that 
i  have  heard  of  My  Father  I  have  made  known  unto  you.  Ye  have 
not  chosen  Me,  but  I  have  chosen  you,  and  ordained  you,  that  ye  should 
go  and  bring  forth  fruit,  and  that  your  fruit  should  remain  :  that 
whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  of  the  Father  in  My  name.  He  majr  give  it  you. 
Thjese  things  I  command  you,  that  ye  love  one  another. 

If  the  world  hate  you,  ye  know  that  it  hated  Mo  l  ^fore  it  hated  you. 
If  ye  were  of  the  world,  the  world  would  love  his  own  :  but  because  ye 
are  not  of  the  world,  but  I  have  chosen  you  out  of  the  world,  therefore 
the  world  hateth  you.  Remember  the  word  that  I  said  unto  you,  The 
servant  is  not  greater  than  his  lord.  If  they  have  persecuted  Me,  they 
will  also  persecute  you  ;  if  they  have  kept  My  saying,  they  will  keep  yours 
also.  But  all  these  things  will  they  do  unto  you  for  My  name's  sake, 
because  they  know  not  Him  that  sent  Me.  If  I  had  not  come  and  spoken . 
unto  them,  they  had  not  had  sin  :  but  now  they  have  no  cloke  for  their 
sin.  He  that  hateth  Me  hateth  My  Father  also.  If  I  had  not  done 
among  i^em  the  works  which  none  other  man  did,  they  had  not  had 
sin  :  but  now  have  they  both  seen  and  hated  both  Me  and  My  Father. 
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But  fAu  Cometh  to  pass,  that  the  word  might  be  fulfilled  that  ib  wiitt^i^ 
in  their  law,  They  hated  Me  without  a  cause.  But  when  the  Comforter 
is  come,  whom  I  will  send  unto  you  from  the  Father,  even  the  Spirit  o) 
truth,  which  profceedeth  from  the  Father,  He  shall  testify  of  Me  :  and 
ye  also  shall  bear  witness,  because  ye  have  been  with  Me  from  the 
beginning. 

20.— Jesus  farther  Discourses  to  His  Disciples. 

St  John  16.  , 

The  Supper  Chamber  at  Jerusalem. 

These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  you  that  ye  should  not  be  offended. 
They  shall  put  you  out  of  the  synagogues  :  yea,  the  time  cometh,  that, 
whosoever  killeth  you  will  think  that  he  doeth  God  service.  And  these 
things  will  they  do  unto  you,  because  they  have  not  known  the  Father, 
nor  Me.  But  these  things  have  I  told  you,  that  when  the  time  shall 
come,  ye  may  remember  that  I  told  you  of  them.  And  these  thingst  J 
said  not  unto  you  at  the  beginning,  because  I  was  with  you.  But  noW 
I  go  My  way  to  Him  that  sent  Me  ;  and  none  of  you  asketh  Me, 
Whither  goest  Thou  ?  But  because  I  have  said  these  things  unto  you^ 
sorrow  hath  filled  your  heart.  Nevertheless  I  tell  you  the  truth  ;  it  is 
expedient  for  you  that  I  go  away  :  for  if  I  go  not  away,  the  Comforter' 
will  not  come  unto  you  :  but  if  I  depart,  I  will  send  Him  unto  you. 
And  when  He  is  come.  He  will  reprove  the  world  of  sin,  and 
of  righteousness,  and  of  judgment :  of  sin,  because  they  believe  not  on 
Me ;  of  righteousness,  because  I  go  to  My  Father,  and  ye  see  Me  n6 
more  ;  of  judgment,  because  the  prince  of  this  world  is  judged.  I  have 
yet  many  things  to  say  unto  you,  but  ye  cannot  bear  them  now. 
Howbeit  when  He,  the  Spirit  of  truth,  is  come.  He  will  guide  you  into 
all  truth  :  for  He  shall  not  speak  of  Himself,  but  whatsoever  He  shall 
hear,  that  shall  He  speak  :  and  He  will  shew  you  things  to  come.  He 
shall  glorify  Me  :  for  He  shall  receive  of  Mine,  and  shall  shew  it  unto 
you.  All  things  that  the  Father  hath  are  Mine  :  therefore  said  I  tha^ 
He  shall  take  of  Mine,  and  shall  shew  it  unto  you. 

A  little  while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  Me :  and  again,  a  little  while, 
and  ye  shall  see  Me,  because  I  go  to  the  Father. 

Then  said  8om£  of  His  disciples  among  themselves.  What  is  this  that 
He  saith  unto  us,  A  little  while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  Me  :  and  again,  a 
1  ttle  while,  and  ye  shall  see  Me :  and,  Because  I  go  to  the  Faiiher  ? 
Tfaey  said  therefore,  What  is  this  that  He  saxth,  A  little  while?  )we! 
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cannot  tell  what  He  saith.  Now  Jesus  knew  that  they  were  deitiroiis 
to  ask  Him,  and  said  unto  them,  Do  ye  enquire  among  yourselves  of 
that  I  said,  A  little  while,  and  ye  shall  not  see  Me  :  and  again,  a  little 
while,  and  ye  sliall  see  Me  ?  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  That  ye 
shall  weep  and  lament,  but  the  world  shall  rejoice :  and  ye  shall  be 
sorrowful,  but  your  sorrow  shall  be  turned  into  joy.  A  woman  when 
8he  is  in  travail  hath  sorrow,  because  her  hour  is  come  :  but  as  sov.ii  as 
«he  is  delivered  of  the  child,  she  remembereth  no  more  the  anguisii  for 
joy  that  a  man  is  born  into  the  world.  And  ye  now  therefore  have 
.sorrow  :  but  I  will  see  you  again,  and  your  heart  shall  rejoice,  and  your 
joy  no  man  taketh  from  you. 

And  in  that  day  ye  shall  ask  Me  nothing.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto 
you.  Whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  the  Father  in  My  name,  He  will  give  it 
you.  Hitherto  have  ye  asked  nothing  n  My  name  :  ask,  and  ye  shall 
receive,  that  your  joy  may  be  full.  These  things  have  I  spoken  unto 
^6\\  in  proverbs  :  but  the  time  cometh,  when  I  shall  no  more  speak 
u'nto  you  in  proverbs,  but  I  shall  shew  you  plainly  of  the  Father.  At 
that  day  ye  shall  ask  in  My  name  :  and  I  say  not  unto  you,  that  I  will 
pray  the  Father  for  you  :  for  the  Father  Himself  loveth  you,  because 
ye  have  loved  Me,  and  have  believed  that  I  came  out  from  God. 

I  came  forth  from  the  Father,  and  am  come  into  the  world  :  again, 
I  leave  the  world,  and  go  to  the  Father. 

His  disciples  said  unto  Him,  Lo,  now  speakest  Thou  plainly,  and 
speakest  no  proverb.  Now  are  we  sure  that  Thou  knowest  all  things, 
and  needest  not  that  any  man  should  ask  Thee  :  by  this  we  believe  that 
Thou  camest  forth  from  God.  Jesus  answered  them,  Do  ye  now  believe? 
Behold,  the  hour  cometh,  yea,  is  now  come,  that  ye  shall  be  scattered, 
every  man  to  his  own,  and  shall  leave  Me  alone  :  and  yet  I  am  not 
alone,  because  the  Father  is  with  Me.  These  things  I  have  spoken  unto 
you,  that  in  Me  ye  might  have  peace.  In  the  world  ye  shall  have  tribu- 
lation :  but  be  of  good  cheer  ;  I  have  overcome  the  world. 

21.— The  Hifirh-Priestly  Prayer  of  Jesus,  and  Peter's 

Denial. 

St  Matt.  26.  30-35  ;  St  Mark  14.  26-31  ;  St  Luke  22.  39  ; 

St  John  17—18.  1. 

..  .  The  Supper  Chamber  at  Jerusalem^— Mount  of  Olives. 

^  "These  words  spake  Jesus,  and  lifted  up  His  eyes  to  heaven,  and  swid. 
Father,  the  hour  is  come  ;  glorify  Thy  son,  that  Thy  Son  also  may 
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glorify  Thee ;  as  Thou  hast  given  Hinqi  power  over  all  flesh,  that  He 
Hhould  give  eternal  life  to  as  many  as  Thou  hast  given  Him.  And  this 
is  life  eternal,  that  they  might  know  Thee  the  only  true  God,  and  Jesua 
Christ,  whom  Thou  hast  sent.  I  have  glorified  Thee  on  the  earth  :  I 
have  finished  the  work  which  Thou  gavest  Me  to  do.  Ai;id  now,  O 
Father,  glorify  Thou  Me  with  Thine  own  self  with  the  glory  which  I 
had  with  Thee  before  the  world  was. 

I  have  manifested  Thy  name  unto  the  men  which  Thou  gavest  Me 
out  of  the  world  ;  Thine  they  were,  and  Thou  gavest  them  Me  ;  and 
they  have  kept  Thy  word.  Now  they  have  known  that  all  things  what- 
soever Thou  hast  given  Me  ere  of  Thee.  For  I  have  given  unto  them 
the  words  which  Thou  gavest  Me  ;  and  they  have  received  (Jiem,  and 
have  known  surely  that  I  came  out  from  Thee,  and  they  have  believed 
that  Thou  didst  send  Me.  I  pray  for  them  :  I  pray  not  for  the  world, 
but  for  them  which  Thou  hast  given  Me  ;  for  they  are  Thine.  And  all 
Mine  are  Thine,  and  Thine  are  Mine  ;  and  I  am  glorified  in  them.  And 
now  I  am  no  more  in  the  world,  but  these  are  in  the  world,  and  I  come 
to  Thee.  Holy  Father,  keep  through  Thine  own  name  those  whom 
Thou  hast  given  Me,  that  they  may  be  one,  as  We  are.  While  I  was 
with  them  in  the  world,  I  kept  them  in  Thy  name  :  those  that  Thou 
gavest  Me  I  have  kept,  and  none  of  them  is  lost,  but  the  son  of  perdi- 
tion ;  that  the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled.  And  now  come  I  to  Thee  ; 
and  these  things  I  speak  in  the  world,  that  they  might  have  My  joy 
fulfilled  in  themselves.  I  have  given  them  Thy  word  ;  and  the  world 
hath  hated  them,  because  they  are  not  of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not 
of  the  world.  I  pray  not  that  Thou  shouldest  take  them  out  of  the 
world,  but  that  Thou  shouldest  keep  them  from  the  evil.  They  are  not 
of  the  world,  even  as  I  am  not  of  the  world.  Sanctify  them  through 
Thy  truth  :  Thy  word  is  truth.  As  Thou  hast  sent  Me  into  the  world, 
even  so  have  I  also  sent  them  into  the  world.  And  for  their  sakes  1 
sanctify  Myself,  that  they  also  might  be  sanctified  through  the  truth. 
Neither  pray  I  for  these  aloiit;,  but  for  them  also  which  shall  believe  on 
Me  through  their  word  ;  that  they  all  may  be  one  ;  as  Thou,  Fathel*, 
art  in  Me,  and  I  in  Thee,  that  they  also  may  be  one  in  Us  :  that  the 
world  may  believe  that  Thou  hast  sent  Me.  And  the  glory  which  Thou 
gavest  Me  I  have  given  them  ;  that  they  may  be  one,  even  as  We  are 
one  :  I  in  them,  and  Thou  in  Me,  that  they  may  be  made  perfect  in 
one  ;  and  that  the  world  may  know  that  Thou  hast  sent  Me.  and  hast 
loved  them,  as  Thou  hast  loved  Me.  Father,  I  will  that  they  also, 
whom  Thou  hast  given  Me,  be  with  Me  where  I  am  ;  that  they  may 
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loiethold  My  glory,  which  Thou  hast  gi^^en  Me :  for  Thou  lovedst  Me- 
before  the  foundation  of  the  world.  O  righteous  Father,  the  worid 
hath  not  known  Thee :  but  I  have  known  Thee,  and  these  have 
known  that  Thou  hast  sent  Me.  And  I  have  declared  unto  them  Thy 
namCj  and  will  declare  it :  that  the  love  wherewith  Thou  hast  loved  Me 
may  be  in  them^  and  I  in  them. 

When  Jesus  had  spoken  these  words,  and  when  they  had  sung  an 
hymn,  He  came  out,  and  went,  as  He  was  wont,  to  the  mount  of 
Olives  ;  and  His  disciples  also  followed  Him  over  the  brook  Cedron. 
Then  saith  Jesus  unto  them,  All  ye  shall  be  oflFended  because  of  Me  thi» 
night :  for  it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the  Shepherd,  and  the  sheep  of  the 
flock  shall  be  scattered  abroad.  But  after  I  am  risen  again,  I  will  go 
before  you  into  Galilee.  Peter  answered  and  said  unto  Him,  Though 
all  Tfien  shall  be  offended  because  of  Thee,  yet  will  I  never  be  offended. 
And  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee.  That  this  day,  eien  in 
tliis  night,  before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice,  l^ut 
he  spake  the  more  vehemently.  If  I  should  die  with  Thee,  I  will  not 
deny  Thee  in  any  wise.     Likewise  also  said  all  the  disciples. 

22.— Jesus*  agony  and  betrayal  in  Gethsemane.

Then  cometh  Jesus  with  them  unto  a  place  called  Gethsemane, 
where  was  a  garden,  into  the  which  He  entered,  and  His  disciples.  And 
when  He  was  at  the  place,  He  said  unto  them.  Pray  that  ye  enter  not 
into  temptation.  Sit  ye  here,  while  I  go  and  pray  yonder.  And  He 
was  withdrawn  from  them  about  a  stone's  cast.  And  He  t(K)k  with  Hini 
Peter  and  the  two  sons  of  Zebedee,  James  and  John,  and  began  to  be 
sorrowful  and  very  heavy.  Then  saith  He  unto  them,  My  soul  is 
exceeding  sorrowful,  even  unto  death  :  tarry  ye  here,  and  watch  with 
Me.  And  He  went  a  little  further,  and  kneeled  down,  and  fell  on  Hia 
face  on  the  ground,  and  prayed  that,  a  it  were  possible,  the  hour  might 
pass  from  Him.  And  He  said,  Abba,  Father,  all  things  are  possible 
uoto  Thee  ;  0  My  Father,  if  it  be  possible,  if  Thou  be  willing,  remove 
this  cup  from  Me  :  nevertheless,  not  My  will,  but  Thine,  be  done.  And 
there  appeared  an  angel  unto  Him  from  heaven,  strengthening  Him.. 
And  being  in  an  agony  He  prayed  more  earnestly  :  and  His  sweat  wm^ 
f|^  \ti  were  great  drops  of  blood  falling  down  to  the  ground. 
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JESUS  BETRAYED  INTO  THE  HANDS  OF  SINNER8»(<i 

p>r  And  He  cometh  unto  the  disciples,  and  findeth  thero  askep^  and 
fiaith  unto  Peter,  Simon,  sleepest  thou  ?  What,  could  ye  not  watch  witJti 
Me  one  hour  'i  Watch  and  pray,  that  ye  enter  not  into  temptation  ; 
the  spirit  indeed  is  willing,  but  the  flesh  is  weak.  He  went  away  again 
the  second  time,  and  prayed,  and  spake  the  same  words,  saying,  0  My 
Father,  if  this  cup  may  not  pass  away  from  Me,  except  I  drink  it,  Thy 
■will  be  done.  And  when  He  returned.  He  found  them  asleep  again  ''*^r 
their  eyes  were  heavy),  neither  wist  they  what  to  answer  Him.  .  id 
He  left  them,  and  went  away  again,  and  prayed  the  third  time,  usmg 
the  same  words. 

And  He  cometh  the  third  time  to  His  disciples,  and  saith  unto 
them,  Sleep  on  now,  and  take  your  rest :  it  is  enough.  Behold,  the 
hour  is  at  hand,  and  the  Son  of  man  is  betrayed  into  the  hands  of 
sinners.  Rise,  let  us  be  going  :  behold,  he  is  at  hand  that  doth  betray 
Me*  And  when  He  rose  up  from  prayer,  and  was  come  to  His  disciples. 
He  found  them  sleeping  for  sorrow,  and  said  unto  them,  Why  sleep  jf^.j 
rise  and  pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation.  *  :  ^  f :? 

And  Judas  also,  which  betrayed  Him,  knew  the  place :  for  Jesus 
ofttimes  resorted  thither  with  His  disciples.  Judas  then,  having 
received  a  band  of  men  and  ofl&cers  from  the  chief  priests  and  Pharisees, 
cometh  thither  with  lanterns  and  torches  and  weapons.  And  imme- 
diately, while  He  yet  spake,  cometh  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  and  With 
him  a  great  multitude  with  swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief  priests 
and  the  Scribes  and  the  elders  of  the  people. 

Jesus  therefore,  knowing  all  things  that  should  come  upon  Him, 
went  forth,  and  said  unto  them,  Whom  seek  ye  ?  They  answered  Him, 
Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  I  am  He.  And  Judas  also, 
which  betrayed  Him,  stood  with  them.  As  soon  then  as  He  had  said 
unto  them,  I  am  He,  they  went  backward,  and  fell  to  the  ground. 
Then  asked  He  them  again.  Whom  seek  ye  ?  And  they  said,  Jesus  of 
Nazareth.  Jesus  answered,  I  have  told  you  that  I  am  He  :  if  therefore 
ye  seek  Me,  let  these  go  their  way  :  that  the  saying  might  be  fulfilled, 
which  He  spake.  Of  them  which  Thou  gavest  Me  have  I  lost  none.  Now 
he  that  betrayed  Him  gave  them  a  sign,  saying.  Whomsoever  I  shall 
kiss,  that  same  is  He  :  hold  Him  fast,  and  lead  Him  away  safely.  And 
as  soon  as  he  was  come,  he  goeth  straightway,  and  drew  near  unto  Jesus 
to  kiss  Him,  and  saith.  Hail,  Master,  Master  ;  and  kissed  Him.  And 
Jeeus  said  unto  )iim.  Friend,  wherefore  art  thou  come  ?  betrayest  thou 
the  Son  of  man  with  a  kiss  ?  Then  came  they,  and  laid  hands  on  Jesus, 
and  took  Him.    When  they  which  were  about  Him  saw  what  would 
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loUow,  they  said  unto  Him,  Lord,  shall  we  smite  with  the  sward  ?  And 
6tie  bf  them  that  stood  by  with  Jesus  stretched  out  his  hand,  and  drew^ 
hb.  swotid,  and  struck  a  servant  of  the  high  piiest's,  and  cut  ofif  his  right 
ear.  The  servant's  name  was  Malchus.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said^ 
Suffer  ye  thus  far.  And  He  touched  his  ear,  and  healed  him» 
Then  said  Jesus  unto  Peter,  Put  up  thy  sword  into  the  sheath : 
for  all  they  that  take  the  sword  shall  perish  with  the  sword.. 
The  cup  which  My  Father  hath  given  Me,  shall  I  not  drink  it? 
Thinkest  thou  that  I  cannot  now  pray  to  My  Father,  and  He  shall  pre- 
sently give  Me  more  than  twelve  legions  of  angels  ?  But  how  then  shall 
the  Scriptures  be  fulfilled,  that  thus  it  must  be  ?  In  that  same  hour 
Jesus  said  unto  the  chief  priests  and  captains  of  the  temple,  and  tAo 
elders,  which  were  come  to  Him,  Be  ye  come  out,  as  against  a  thief,  with. 
swords  and  staves  for  to  take  Me  ?  When  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the 
temple,  ye  stretched  forth  no  hands  against  Me  :  but  this  is  your  hour 
and  the  power  of  darkness.  But  all  this  was  done,  'that  the  Scriptures 
of  the  prophets  might  be  fulfilled.  Then  all  the  disciples  forsook  Him,, 
and  fled.  And  there  followed  Him  a  certain  young  man,  having  a  linen, 
doth  cast  about  his  naked  body ;  and  the  young  men  laid  hold  on  him  r 
ana  >■"  left  the  linen  cloth,  d*uA  fled  from  them  naked. 

digS^— Jesus*  Trial  before  the  Sajihedrim,  Peter's,,). 
Denial,  and  Judas' Repentance. 

St  Matt,  26.  57—27.  10  ;  St  Mark  14.  53—15.  1  ;  St  Luke  22.  54—

Jerusalem. 
Then  the  band  and  the  captain  and  officera  of  the  Jews  took  Jesus, 
and  bound  Him,  and  led  Him  away  to  Annas  first ;  for  he  was  father-in« 
law  to  Caiaphas,  which  was  the  high  priest  that  same  year.  Now 
Caiaphas  was  he  which  gave  counsel  to  the  Jews,  that  it  was  expedient 
that  one  man  should  die  for  the  people.  And  they  that  had  laid  hold 
on  Jesus  led  Him,  away  to  Caiaphas  the  high  priest,  and  brought  Him 
into  the  high  priest's  house.  And  Simon  Peter  followed  Jesus,  and  9o 
did  another  disciple  :  that  disciple  was  known  unto  the  high  priest,  and 
went  in  with  Jesus  into  the  palace  of  the  high  priest.  But  Peter  stood 
at  ^he  door  without.  Then  went  out  that  other  disciple,  which  was 
knbwp  unto  the  high  priest^  and  spake  unto  her  that  kept  the  door,  Mid 
l;»r<!>ught  in  Peter. 
"The  high  priest  then  asked  Jesus  of  His  disciples   and  of  His  doo« 
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trine.  Jesus  answered  him,  I  spake  openly  to  the  world  ;  I  eVier  taught 
in  the  synagogue,  and  in  the  temple,  whither  the  Jews  alwayia  resort';' 
and  in  secret  have  I  said  nothing.  Why  askest  thou  Me  ?  ask  them  which' 
heard  Me,  what  I  have  said  unto  them  :  behold,  they  know  what  I  said. 
And  when  He  had  thus  spoken,  one  of  the  officers  which  stood  by  struck' 
Jesus  with  the  palm  of  his  hand,  saying,  Answerest  Thou  the  high  priest 
so  ?  Jesus  answered  him,  If  I  have  spoken  evil,  bear  witness  of  the 
evil  ;  but  if  well,  why  smitest  thou  Me  ?  Now  Annas  had  sent  Him 
bound  unto  Caiaphas  the  high  ))riest.  And  with  him  were 
assembled  all  the  chief  priests  and  the  elders  and  the 
Scribes.  And  Peter  followed  Him  afar  off,  even  into  the  palace  of 
the  high  priest.  And  when  they  had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst  of  th^;*' 
hall,  and  were  set  down  together,  Peter  sat  down  among  the  servant^/ 
and  warmed  himself  at  the  fire,  to  see  the  end.  "" 

Now  the  chief  priests,  and  elders,  and  all  the  council,  sought  falb^'  * 
witness  against  Jesus,  to  put  Him  to  death  ;  but  found  none :  yea,'^' 
though  many  false  witnesses  came,  yet  found  they  none  ;   their,  witness' 
agreed  not  together.     At  the  last  came  two  false  witnesses,  and  bare! 
false   witness  against  Him,  saying,  We  heard  Him  say,  I  am  able  to ' 
destroy  the  temple  of  God,  that  is  made  with  hands,  and  within  three' 
days  I  will  build  another  made  without  hands.     But  neither  so  did 
their  witness  agree  together.     And  the  high  priest  stood  up  in  the 
midst,  and  asked  Jesus,  saying,  Answerest  Thou  nothing  ?  what  is  it ' 
which  these  witness  against  Thee  ?      But   He  held   His   peace,   and 
answered  nothing.     Again  the  high  priest  asked  Him,  and  said  unto 
Him,  I  adjure  Thee  by  the  living  God,  that  Thou  tell  us  whether  Thou 
be  the  Chiist,  the  Son  of  God,  the  Son  of  the  Blessed  ?     Jesus  saith 
unto  him,  Thou  hast  said  :  nevertheless  I  say  unto  you.  Hereafter  shall . 
^o  see  the  Son  of  man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  power,  and  coming*'; 
in  the  clouds  of  heaven.     Then  the  high  priest  rent  his  clothes,  saying, 
He  hath  spoken  blasphemy  ;  what  further  need  have  we  of  witnesses  ?  *^' 
behold,  now  ye  have  heard  His  blasphemy.    What  think  ye  ?    And  they' 
all  condemned  Him  to  be  guilty  of  death.     And  the  men  that  held^* 
Jesus  mocked  Him,  and  smote  Bim.     And  some  began  to  spit  on  Him, 
and  to  cover  His  face,  and  to  buffet  Him.    And  when  they  had  blind-' '^ 
f  jlded  Him,  they  struck  Hii    on  the  face  ;  and  others  smote  Him  with- f 
the  palms  of  their  hands,  saying,  Prophesy  unto  us.  Thou  Christ,  whdj  * 
i  i  be  that  smote  Thee  ?    And  nmny  other  things  blasphemously  spiLk*^''^ 
they  against  Him.  •  Ct 

And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the  palace,  there  cometh  one  of  t'he 
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maids  of  the  high  priest,  the  damsel  that  kept  the  door  ;  and  when  she 
saw  Peter,  as  he  sat  by  the  fire  warming  himself,  she  looked  upon  him,. 
«nd  said,  And  thou  also  wast  with  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  Art  not  thou 
also  one  of  this  man's  disciples  ?  But  he  denied  before  them  all,  sayings 
Woman,  I  know  Him  not ;  neither  understand  I  what  thou  sayest^ 
And  he  weiit  out  into  the  porch  ;  and  the  cock  crew.  . 

And  the  servants  and  officers  stood  there,  who  had  made  a  fire  of 
coals  :  for  it  was  cold  :  and  they  warmed  themselves  :  and  Peter  stood 
with  them,  and  warmed  himself.  And  after  a  little  while,  and  when 
he  was  gone  out  into  the  porch,  another  maid  saw  him,  and  said  unto 
them  that  were  there.  This  is  one  of  them,  this  fellow  was 
also  with  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  They  said  therefore  unto  him. 
Art  not  thou  also  one  of  His  disciples  ?  And  again  he  denied 
with  an  oath,  I  do  not  know  the  man.  And  about  the  space 
of  one  hour  after,  they  that  stood  by  aaiu  again  to  Peter,  Surely  thou 
art  one  of  them  :  for  thou  art  a  Galilsean,  and  thy  speech  agreeth 
thei'eto.  One  of  the  servants  of  the  high  priest,  being  his  kiui^man  whose 
ear^Peter  cut  off,  saith.  Did  not  I  see  thee  in  the  garden  with  Him  ? 
But  he  began  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  I  know  not  this  man  of 
whom  ye  apeak.  And  immediately  the  second  time,  while  he  yet  spake, 
the  cock  crew.  And  the  Lord  turned,  and  looked  upon  Peter.  And 
Peter  remembered  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  He  had  said  unto  him. 
Before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  Me  thrice.  And  when  he 
thought  thereon,  he  went  out  and  wept  bitterly. 

And  as  soon  as  it  was  day,  the  elders  of  the  people  and  the  chief 
priests  and  the  Scribes  came  together,  and  led  Him  into  their  council, 
saying.  Art  Thou  the  Christ  ?  tell  us.  And  He  said  unto  them,  Jf  I 
tell  you,  ye  will  not  believe  :  and  if  I  .also  ask  you,  ye  will  not  answer 
Me,  nor  let  Me  go.  Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of  man  sit  on  the  right 
hand  of  the  power  of  God.  Then  said  they  all,  Art  Thon  then  the  Son 
of  God  ?  And  He  said  unto  them,  Ye  say  that  I  am.  And  they  saidy 
What  need  we  any  further  witness  ?  for  we  ourselves  have  heard  of  His 
own  mouth. 

And  straightway  when  the  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief  priests 
held  a  consultation  with  the  elders  of  the  people  and  Scribes  and  tlie  whole, 
council  against  Jesus  to  put  Him  to  death  ;  and  when  they  had  bound 
Him,  the  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and  led  Him  away  from 
Ca^aphas  unto  the  hall  of  judgment,  and  delivered  Him  to  Pontiuft^ 
Pilate  the  Governor  ;  and  it  was  early. 

,  Then  Judas,  which  had  beti-ayed  Him,  when  he  saw  that  He  was 
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condemned,  repented  himself,  and  brought  again  the  thirty  pieces  of 
silver  to  the  chief  priests  and  elders,  saying,  I  have  sinned  in. that  I 
have  betrayed  the  innocent  blood.  And  they  said,  What  is  that  to  us  ? 
see  thou  to  that.  And  he  cast  down  the  pieces  of  silver  in  the  temple, 
and  departed,  and  went  and  hanged  himself.  And  the  chief  priests 
took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said,  It  is  not  lawful  for  to  put  them  into  the 
treasury,  because  it  is  the  price  of  blood.  And  they  took  counsel,  and 
bought  with  them  the  potter's  field,  to  bury  strangers  in.  Wherefore 
that  Held  was  called  The  field  of  blood,  unto  this  day.  Then  was 
fulfilled  t)  \o  which  was  spoken  by  Jeremy  the  prophet,  saying,  And 
they  took  the  thirty  pieces  uf  silver,  the  price  of  Him  that  was  valued, 
whom  they  of  the  children  of  Israel  did  value  ;  and  gave  them  for  the 
potter's  field,  as  the  Lord  appointed  me. 

24.— Jesus*  Trial  before  Pontius  Pilate. 

;V         St  Matt.  27.  11-14  ;  St  Mark  15.  2-,5  ;  St  Luke  23.  2-5  ;      ?.'. 

St  John  18.  28—19.  14. 

Jerusalem. 

And  they  themselves  went  not  into  th«»  judgment  hall,  lest  ihey 
should  be  defiled ;  but  that  they  might  eat  the  passover.  Pilate  then 
went  out  unto  them,  and  said,  What  accusation  bring  ye  against  this 
man  ?  They  answered  and  said  unto  him.  If  He  were  not  a  malefactor, 
we  would  not  have  delivered  Him  up  unto  thee.  Then  said  Pilate 
unto  them.  Take  ye  Him,  and  judge  Him  according  to  your  law.  The 
Jews  therefore  said  unto  him.  It  is  not  lawful  for  us  to  put  any  man  to 
death  :  that  the  saying  of  Jesus  might  be  fulfilled,  which  He  spake, 
signifying  what  death  He  should  die. 

Then  Pilate  entered  into  the  judgment  hall  again,  and  called  Jesus, 
and  said  unto  Him,  Art  Thou  the  King  of  the  Jewh-  ?  Jesus  answered 
him,  Sayest  thou  this  thing  of  thyself,  or  did  others  tell  it  thee  of  Me  ? 
Pilate  answered.  Am  I  a  Jew  ?  Thine  own  nation  and  the  chief  priests 
have  delivered  Thee  unto  mt> :  what  hast  Thou  done  ?  Jesus  answered. 
My  kingdom  is  not  of  this  world  :  if  My  kingdom  were  of  this  world, 
ihen  would  My  servants  fight,  that  I  should  not  be  delivered  to  the 
Jews  :  now  is  My  kingdom  not  from  hence.  Pilate  therefore  said  unto 
Him,  Art  Thou  a  king  then  ?  Jesus  answered.  Thou  sayest  that  I  am 
a  king.  To  this  end  was  I  born,  and  for  this  cause  came  I  into  the 
World,  that  I  should  bear>  witn^s  unto  the  truth.  Every  one  that  is  of 
the  truth  heareth  My  voice.  Pilate  saith  unto  Him,  What  is  truth  ? 
And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  went  out  again  unto,  the  Jews^  an4«axth 
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unto  tliem,  I  find  in  Him  no  fault  at  ail.  But  ye  have  a  custom,  that  I 
jtihould  release  unto  you  one  at  the  passover :  will  ye  therefore  that  1 
release  unto  you  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  Then  cried  they  all  again, 
saying,  Not  this  man,  but  Barabbas.     Now  Barabbas  was  a  robber. 

Then  Pilate  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  scourged  Him.  And  the 
soldiiers  (flatted  a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  on  His  head,  and  they 
put  on  Him  a  purple  robe,  and  said,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews  !  and  they 
smote  Him  with  their  hands. 

Pilate  therefore  went  forth  again,  and  saith  unto  them,  Behold,  I 
bring  Him  forth  to  you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I  find  no  fault  in  Him. 
Then  came  Jesus  forth,  wearing  the  crown  of  thorns,  and  the  purple 
robe.  And  PUatc  saith  unto  them.  Behold  the  Ma.n  !  When  the  chief 
priests  therefore  and  officers  saw  Him,  they  cried  out,  saying,  Crucify 
Him^  crucify  Him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Take  ye  Him,  and  crucify 
Him  :  for  I  find  no  fault  in  Him.  The  Jews  answered  him,  We  have  a 
law,  and  by  our  law  He  ought  to  die,  because  He  made  himself  the  Sou 
of  God.  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  was  the  more 
afraid  ;  and  went  again  into  the  judgment  hall,  and  saith  unto  Jesus, 
Whence  art  Thou  ?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no  answer.  Then  saith  Pilate 
unto  Him,  Speakest  Thou  not  unto  me  ?  knowest  Thou  not  that  I  have 
power  to  crucify  Thee,  and  have  power  to  release  Thee?  Jesus 
answered.  Thou  couldest  have  no  power  at  all  against  Me,  except  it 
were  given  thee  from  above  :  therefore  he  that  delivered  Me  unto  thee 
hath  the  greater  sin. 

And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  release  Him  :  but  the  Jews 
cried  out,  saying,  If  thou  let  this  man  go,  thou  art  not  Ca3sar'8  friend  : 
whosoever  maketh  himself  a  king  speaketh  against  Caesar. 

When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  brought  Jesus  forth, 
and  sat  down  in  the  judgment  seat  in  a  place  that  is  called  the  Pave- 
ment, but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha.  And  it  was  the  preparation  of 
the  passover,  and  about  the  sixth  hour. 

And  Jesus  stood  before  the  governor  ;  and  they  began  to  accuse 
Him,  saying.  We  found  thm  fellow  perverting  the  nation,  and  forbidding 
to  give  tribute  to  Ceesar,  saying  that  He  Himself  is  Christ  a  King.  And 
Pilate,  the  governor,  asked  Him,  saying,  Art  Thou  the  King  of  the 
Jews  ?  And  Jesus  said,  unto  him,  Thou  sayest.  And  the  chief  priests 
accused  Him  of  many  things  :  and  when  He  was  accused  of  the  chief 
priests  and  elders.  He  answered  nothing.  And  Pilate  asked  Him  again, 
a$j|ruEig,  Answerest  Thou  nothing  ?  behold,  hearest  Thou  not  how  many 
l^ngs  they  witness-  against  Thee  ?  And  He  answered  him  to  never  a 
word,  insomuch  that  the  governor  marvelled  greatly. 
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THE  MEETING  OF  JESUS   WITH  HEROD. 

Then  said  Pilate  to  the  chief  priests  and  to  the  people,  I  find  n<»  fault, 
in  this  man.     And  they  were  the  more  fierce,  saying,  He  stirreth  u^ 
the  people,  teaching  throughout  all  Jewry,  beginning  from  Galilee  to 
this  place. 

25.— Jesus  sent  to  Herod,  and  afterwards  condemned 

by  Pilate. 

St  Matt.  27.  15-26  ;  St  Mark  15.  6-15  ;  St  Luke  23.  6-25  ; 

St  John  19.  14-16. 

Jerusalem. 

When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee,  he  asked  whether  the  man  were  a 
Galileean.  And  as  soon  as  he  knew  that  He  belonged  unto  Herod's 
jurisdiction,  he  sent  Him  to  Herod,  who  himself  also  was  at  Jerusalem 
at  that  time.  And  when  Herod  saw  Jesus,  he  was  exceeding  glad  ;  for 
he  was  desirous  to  see  Him  of  a  long  season,  because  he  bad  heard  many 
things  of  Him  ;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some  miracle  done  by  Him^ 
Then  he  questioned  with  Him  in  many  words  ;  but  He  answered  him'- 
nothing.  And  the  chief  priests  and  Scribes  stood  and  vehemently 
accused  Him.  And  Herod  with  his  men  of  war  set  Him  at  nought,  and 
mocked  //m,  and  arrayed  Him  in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and  sent  Him  again 
to  Pilate.  And  the  same  day  Pilate  and  Herod  were  made  friends 
together  :  for  before  they  were  at  enmity  between  themselves.  And  he 
saith  unto  the  Jews,  Behold  your  King  !  But  they  cried  out,  Away 
with  Himy  away  with  Him,  crucify  Him.  Pilate  saith  unto  them, 
Shall  I  crucify  your  King  ?  The  chief  priests  answered,  We  have  no 
King  but  Caesar. 

And  Pilate,  when  he  hatl  called  tx)gether  the  chief  priests  and  the 
rulers  and  the  people,  Baid  unto  them,  Ye  have  brought  this  man  unto 
me,  as  one  that  perverteth  the  people  :  and,  behold,  I,  having  examined 
Him  before  you,  Live  found  no  fault  in  this  man  touching  those  things 
whereof  ye  accuse  Him  :  no,  nor  yet  Herod  :  for  I  sent  you  to  him,  and 
lo,  nothing  worthy  of  death  is  done  unto  Him.  I  will  therefore  chastise 
Him,  and  release  Him. 

Now  at  that  feast  the  governor  was  wont  to  release  unto  the  people 
one  prisoner,  whomsoever  they  desired.  (For  of  necessity  he  must 
release  one  unto  them  at  the  feast).  And  they  had  then  a  notable 
prisoner,  called  Barabbas,  which  lay  bound  with  them  that  had  made 
insurrection  with  him,  who  had  committed  murder  in  the  insurrectiou, 
And  the  multitude  crying  aloud  began  to  deBue  him  to  do  9ia  h^  hsiid^ 
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«ver  done  unto  them.  Therefore  when  they  were  gathered  together, 
Pilate  said  unto  them,  Whom  will  ye  that  I  release  unt^  you  ?  Barab* 
bae,  or  Jesus  which  is  called  Christ,  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  For  he 
knew  that  the  chief  priests  had  delivered  Him  for  envy. 

When  he  was  set  down  on  the  judgment  seat,  his  wife  sent  unto 
him,  saying,  Have  thou  nothing  to  do  with  that  junt  man  :  for  I  have 
suffered  many  thinc^s  this  day  in  a  dream  because  of  Him.  But  the  chief 
priests  and  elders  persuaded  the  multitude  that  they  should  ask  that 
he  should  rather  release  Barabbas  unto  them,  and  destroy  Jesus.  And 
they  cried  out  all  at  once,  saying.  Away  with  this  wmiw,  and  release  untt» 
us  Barabbas  (who  for  a  certain  sedition  made  in  the  city,  and  for 
murder,  was  cast  into  prison).  Pilate  therefore,  willing  to  release  Jesus, 
spake  again  to  them,  Whether  of  the  twam  will  ye  that  I  release  unto 
ycu  ?  They  said,  Barabbas.  Pilate  saith  unto  them.  What  shall  I  do 
then  with  Jesus,  which  is  called  Christ  'i — unto  Him  whom  ye  call  the 
Kin^  of  the  Jews  ?  And  they  cried  out  again,  saying,  Crucify  //*/», 
let  Him  be  crucified.  And  the  governor  said  unto  them  the  third  time, 
Why,  what  evil  hath  He  done  ?  I  have  found  no  cause  of  death  in  Him  : 
I  will  therefore  chastise  Him,  and  let  Ilim  go.  And  they  were  instant 
with  loud  voices,  requirizig  that  He  might  be  crucified.  And  they  cried 
out  the  more  exceedingly^  Crucify  Him.  When  Pilate  saw  that  he  could 
prevail  nothing,  but  that  rather  a  tumult  was  made,  he  took  water,  and 
washed  his  hands  before  the  multitude,  saying,  I  am  innocent  of  the 
blood  of  this  just  person  :  see  ye  to  it.  Then  answered  all  the  people, 
and  said,  His  Wood  be  on  us,  and  on  our  childi*en.  And  the  voices  of 
them  and  of  the  chief  priests  prevailed.  And  so  Pilate,  willing  to  con- 
tent the  people,  gave  sentence  that  it  should  be  as  they  required.  And 
he  released  unto  th^m  him  that  for  sedition  and  murder  was  cast  into 
prison,  whom  they  had  desired  ;  but  he  delivered  Jesus,  when  he  had 
scourged  Him,  to  their  will,  to  be  crucified. 

26.— Jesus  Crowned,  Mocked,  and  Crucified. 

St  Matt.  27.  27-50 ;  St  Mark  15.  16-37  ;  St  Luke  23.  26-46  ;  St 

John  19.  16-30. 

Jerusalem — Calvary. 

: :  Then  the  soldi^s  of  the  governor  took  Jesus  into  the  common  hall, 
cfUled  Praetorium,  and  gathered  unto  Him  the  whole  band  of  soldiers. 
Attd  they  stripped  Him,  and  put  on  Him  a  scarlet  robe.  And  when 
they  had  platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  they  put  U  upon  His  head,  and  a 
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reed  in  His  right  hand  :  and  they  bowed  the  knee  before  Hinii,  and 
began  to  salute  Him,  and  mocked  Him,  sayin(«;,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews ! 
And  they  smote  Him  on  the  head  with  a  reed,  and  did  spit  upon  Him^ 
and  bowing  their  knees  worshipped  Him.  And  when  they  had  mocked 
Him,  they  took  ofif  the  purple  from  Him,  and  put  His  own  clothes  on 
Him,  and  led  Him  out  to  crucify  Him. 

And  as  they  led  Him  away,  they  laid  hold  upon  one  Simon,  a 
Cyrenian,  who  passed  by,  coming  out  of  the  country,  the  father  of  Alex- 
ander and  Rufus,  him  they  compelled,  and  on  him  they  laid  the  cross, 
that  he  might  bear  it  after  Jesus. 

And  there  followed  Him  a  great  company  of  people,  and  of  women, 
which  also  bewailed  and  lamented  Him.  But  Jesus  turning  unto  them 
said,  Daughters  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  Me,  but  weep  for  yourselves, 
and  for  your  children.  For,  behold,  the  days  are  coming,  in  the  which 
they  shall  say,  Blessed  are  the  barren,  and  the  wombs  that  never  bare, 
and  the  paps  which  never  gave  suck.  Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to 
the  mountains,  Fall  on  us  ;  and  to  the  hills,  Cover  us.  For  if  they  do 
these  things  in  a  green  tree,  what  shall  be  done  in  the  dry  ?  And  there 
were  also  two  other,  malefactors,  led  with  Him  to  be  put  to  death. 

And  He  bearing  His  cress  went  forth.  And  when  they  were  come 
unto  a  place  called  Golgotha,  which  is  called  Calvary,  which  is,  being 
interpreted,  The  place  of  a  skull,  they  gave  Him  vinegar  to  drink, 
mingled  with  gall :  and  when  He  had  tasted  thereof  ^  He  would  not  drink. 

There  they  crucified  Him,  and  the  two  malefactors  with  Him,  one  on 
the  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst.  Then 
«*aid  Jesus,  Father,  forgive  them  ;  for  they  know  not  what  they  do. 

And  Pilate  wrote  a  title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross.  And  the  writing 
was,  Jesus  op  Najzareth  the  King  op  the  Jews.  This  title  then  read 
many  of  the  Jews  :  for  the  place  where  Jesus  was  crucified  was  nigh  to 
the  city  :  and  it  was  written  in  Hebrew,  and  Greek,  and  Latin.  Then 
said  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to  Pilate,  Write  not,  The  King  of  the 
Jews ;  but  that  He  said,  1  am  King  of  the  Jews.  Pilate  answered. 
What  I  have  written,  I  have  written. 

Then  the  soldiers,  when  they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took  His  garments, 
and  made  four  parts,  to  every  soldier  a  part ;  and  also  His  coat : 
now  the  coat  was  without  seam,  woven  from  the  top  throughout.  They 
sud  therefore  among  themselves,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but  cast  lots  for  it, 
whose  it  shall  be :  that  the  S<aipture  might  be  fulfilled,  which  was 
spoken  by  the  prophet.  They  parted  My  garments  among  them,  and  upon 
My  vesture  did  they  cast  lots.  These  things  therefore  the  soldiers  did. 
And  it  was  the  third  hour,  and  they  crucified  Him,^  ^    .v>  ly^ft-ni 
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)'i"And  sitting  down  they  watched  Him  there  ;  and  set  up  over  His 
head  His  accusation,  and  the  superscription  of  His  accusation  was  written 
over^  This  is  Jesus  the  Kino  of  the  Jews.  And  with  H'.m  they  crucify 
two  thieves  ;  the  one  on  His  right  hand,  and  the  other  on  His  left.  And 
the  Scripture  was  fulfilled  which  saith,  And  He  was  numbered  with  the 
transgressors. 

And  the  people  stood  beholding.  And  they  that  passed  by  railed 
on  Him,  wagging  their  heads,  and  saying,  Ah,  Thou  that  destroyest  the 
temple,  and  buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  Thyself.  If  Thou  be  the  Son 
of  God,  come  down  from  the  cross.  Likewise  also  the  chief  priestK 
mocking  Him,  with  the  Scribes  and  elders,  and  the  rulers  also  with 
them  derided  Him,  saying.  He  saved  others  ;  Himself  He  cannot  save. 
Let  Him  save  Himself,  if  He  be  Christ,  the  chosen  of  God.  If  He 
be  the  King  of  Israel,  let  Him  now  come  down  from  the  cross,  that  we 
may  see,  and  we  will  believe  Him.  He  trusted  in  God  ;  let  Him  deliver 
Him  now,  if  He  will  have  Him  :  for  He  said,  I  am  the  Son  of  God. 

And  the  soldiers  also  mocked  Him,  coming  to  Him,  and  offering 
Him  vinegar,  and  saying.  If  Thou  be  the  king  of  the  Jews,  save  Thyself. 
And  a  superscription  also  was  written  over  Him  in  letters  of  Greek,  and 
Latin,  and  Hebrew,  This  is  the  Kino  of  the  Jews. 
;  The  thieves  also,  which  were  crucified  with  Him,  cast  the  same  in 
His  teeth.  One  of  the  malefactors  which  were  hanged  railed 
on  Him,  saying.  If  Thou  be  Christ,  save  Thyself  and  us.  But 
the  other  answering  rebuked  him,  saying,  Dost  not  thou  fear 
God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same  condemnation  ?  And  we 
indeed  justly  ;  for  we  receive  the  due  reward  of  our  deeds  :  but  this 
man  hath  done  nothing  amiss.  And  he  said  unto  Jesus,  Lord,  remem- 
ber me  when  Thou  comest  into  Thy  kingdom.  And  Jesus  said  unto 
him.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  To-day  shalt  thou  be  with  Me  in  paradise. 
'i;  Now  there  stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus  His  mother,  and  His  mother's 
sister,  Mary  the  vnfe  of  Cleophas,  and  Mary  Magdalene.  When  Jesus 
,  therefore  saw  His  mother,  and  the  disciple  standing  by,  whom  He  loved, 
He  saith  unto  His  mother.  Woman,  behold  thy  son  !  Then  saith  He 
to  the  disciple.  Behold  thy  mother  !  And  from  that  hour  that  disciple 
took  her  unto  his  own  home. 

And  when  the  sixth  hour  was  come,  there  was  darkness  over  the 

whole  land  until  the  ninth  hour ;  and  the  sun  was  darkened.     And 

About  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  Eli,  Eli, 

ftlama  sabachthani  ?  which  is,  being  interpreted,  My  God,  My  God,  why 

<iluust  Thou  forsaken  Me  ?    And  some  of  them  that  stood  by,  when  they 

heard  it,  said,  Behold,  He  calleth  Elias. 
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After  thin,  Jesus  knowing  that  all  things  were  now  accomplisherl^ 
that  the  Scriptures  might  be  fulfilled,  saith^  I  thirst.  Now 
there  was  set  a  vessel  full  of  vinegar.  And  straightway  one  of 
them  ran,  and  took  a  spunge,  and  filled  it  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a 
reed,  and  gave  Him  to  drink.  The  rent  said,  Let  be,  let  u»  see  whether 
Elias  will  come  to  save  Him.  When  Jesus  therefore  had  received  the 
vin^ar.  He  .said,  It  is  finished  :  and  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in 
the  midst.  ' 

And  when  Jesus  had  cried  with  a  loud  voice.  He  said.  Father,  into 
Thy  hands  1  commend  My  spirit :  and  having  said  thus,  He  bowed  Hin 
head,  and  gave  up  the  ghoflt. 

27.— Jesus  Buried,  and  the  Sepulchre  Guarded. 

St  Matt.  27.  51-66  ;  St  Mark  15.  38-47  ;  St  Luke  23.  47-56  ; 

St  John  19.  31-42. 

Jerusalem  and  its  Outskirts. 

And,  behold,  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the  top 
to  the  bottom  ;  and  the  earth  did  quake,  and  the  rocka  rent ;  and  the 
graves  were  opened  ;  and  many  bodies  of  the  saints  which  slept  arose, 
and  came  out  of  the  graves  after  His  resurrection,  and  went  into  the 
holy  city,  and  appeared  unto  many. 

And  when  the  centurion,  which  stood  over  against  Him,  and  they 
that  were  with  Him,  watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those 
things  that  were  done,  that  He  so  cried  out,  and  gave  up  the  ghost, 
they  feared  greatly,  saying,  Truly  this  was  the  Son  of  God.  Arid  all 
the  f>eople  that  came  together  to  that  sight,  beholding  the  things  which 
were  done,  smote  their  breasts,  and  returned.  And  all  His  acquaint- 
ance, and  the  womer  that  followed  Jesus  from  Galilee,  ministering  urli> 
Him,  stood  afar  oflf,  beholding  these  things  ;  among  whom  wr  V  j-y 
Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother  of  James  the  less  and  of  and 

Salome  ;  the  mother  of  Zebedee's  children  (who  also,  when  \  whA  in 
Galilee,  followed  Him,  and  ministered  unto  Him  ;)  and  mau^  other 
women  which  came  up  with  Him  unto  Jerusalem. 

The  Jews  therefore,  because  it  was  the  preparation,  that  the  bodies 
should  not  remain  on  the  cross  on  the  Sabbath  day  (for  that  Sabbath 
day  was  an  high  day),  besought  Pilate  that  their  legs  might)  be  broken, 
and  1h,at  they  might  be  taken  away.  Then  came  the  soldiers,  and  brake 
the  legs  of  the  first,  and  of  the  other  which  was  crucified  with  Him. 
But  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  and  saw  that  He  was  dead  already,  they 
brake  not  His  legs  :  but  one  of  the  soldiers  with  a  spear  pkroed'  His 
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Hide,  and  fortliwith  came  there  out  blood  and  water.  And  lie  that  8aw 
it  bare  i*ecord,  and  his  record  is  true  :  and  he  kuuweth  that  he  saith 
true,  that  ye  might  believe.  For  thene  thing)^  were  done,  that  the 
Scripture  should  be  fulfilled,  A  bone  of  Him  shall  not  be  broken.  And 
again  another  Scripture  saith,  They  shall  look  on  Him  whom  they  pierced. 

And  after  this,  when  the  even  was  come,  because  it  was  the  prepara- 
tion, that  ia,  the  day  before  the  Sabbath,  there  came  a  rich  man  of 
Arimathsca,  named  Joseph,  an  honourable  counsellor,  and  he  was  a  go(Ml 
man,  and  a  just  (the  same  had  not  consented  to  the  counsel  and  deed 
of  them  :)  he  was  of  Arimath»L>a,  a  city  of  the  Jews  :  who  altto  himself 
waited  for  the  kingdom  of  God,  being  a  disciple  of  Jesus,  but  secretly 
for  fear  of  the  Jews.  This  man  went  in  boldly  unto  Pilate,  and  Ijegged 
that  he  might  take  away  the  body  of  Jesus.  And  Pilate  marvelled  if 
He  were  already  dead:  and  calling  unto  him  the  centurion,  he  asked  him 
whether  He  had  been  any  while  dead.  And  when  he  knew  it  of  the 
centurion,  then  Pilate  commanded  the  body  to  be  delivered  to  Joseph. 
He  came  therefore,  and  took  the  body  of  Jesus-  And  there  came  also 
Nioodemus,  which  at  the  first  came  to  Jesus  by  night,  and  brought  a 
mixture  of  myrrh  and  aloes,  about  an  hundred  pound  weight.  And 
when  Joseph  had  taken  the  body  down,  he  wrapped  it  in  a  clean  linen 
cloth,  with  the  spices,  as  the  manner  of  the  Jews  is  to  bury. 

Now  in  the  place  where  He  was  crucified  there  was  a  garden  ;  aufl 
in  the  garden  a  new  sepulchre,  wherein  was  never  man  yet  laid.  There 
laid  they  Jesus  therefore  in  Joseph's  own  new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn  out 
in  the  rock,  because  of  the  Jews'  preparation  day.,  for  the  sepulchre  was 
nigh  at  hand.  And  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to  the  door  of  the  sepulchre, 
and  departed.  And  that  day  was  the  preparation,  and  the  Sabbath 
drew  on.  And  the  women  also,  Mary  Magdalene,  and  the  other  Mary, 
the  tnother  of  Joses.  which  came  with  Him  from  Galilee,  followed  after, 
and  sitting  over  against  the  sepulchre,  beheld  the  sepulchre,  and  how 
His  body  was  laid.  And  they  returned,  and  prepared  spices  and  oint- 
ments ;  and  rested  the  Sabbath  day,  according  to  the  commandment. 

Now  the  next  day,  that  followed  the  day  of  the  preparation,  the 
chief  priests  and  Pharisees  came  together  unto  Pilate,  saying.  Sir,  we 
remember  that  that  deceiver  said,  while  He  was  yet  alive.  After  three 
days  I  will  rise  again.  Command  therefore  that  the  sepulchre  be  made 
sure  until  the  third  day,  lest  His  disciples  come  by  night,  and  steal  Him 
away,  and  say  unto  the  people,  He  is  risen  from  the  dead  :  so  the  last 
en-ur  shall  be  worse  than  the  first.  Pilate  said  unto  them,  Ye  have  a 
watck  :  go  your  way,  make  it  as  sure  as  ye  can.  So  they  went,  and  made 
the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the  stone,  and  setting  a  watch. 
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28.— The  Glorious  Resurrection  of  Jesus. 
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And  when  the  Sabbath  was  past,  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Mary  the  mother 
of  James,  and  Salome,  had  bought  sweet  spices,  that  they  might  come 
and  anoint  Him.  In  the  end  of  the  Sabbath,  as  it  began  to  dawn  toward 
the  first  day  of  the  week,  came  Mary  Magdalene  and  the  other  Mary  to 
see  the  sepulchre,  at  the  rising  of  the  sun.  And,  behold,  there  was  a 
great  earthquake  :  for  the  angel  of  the  Lord  descended  from  heaven, 
and  came  and  rolled  back  the  stone  from  the  door,  and  sat  upon  it.  His 
countenance  was  like  lightning,  and  his  raiment  white  as  snow :  and  for 
fear  of  him  the  keepers  did  shake,  and  became  as  dead  men. 

And  they  said  among  themselves.  Who  shall  roll  us  away  the  stone 
from  the  door  of  the  sepulchre  ?  And  when  they  looked,  they  saw  that 
the  fttone  was  rolled  away  ;  for  it  was  very  great. 

And  the  angel  ansv.ered  and  said  unto  the  women,  Fear  not  ye  :  for 
I  know  that  ye  seek  f>esus,  which  was  crucified.  He  is  not  here  :  for 
He  is  risen,  as  He  said.  Come,  see  the  place  where  the  Lord  lay.  And 
entering  into  the  sepulchre,  they  saw  a  young  man  sitting  on  the  right 
side,  clothed  in  a  long  white  garment ;  and  they  were  affrighted.  And 
he  saith  unto  them.  Be  not  affrighted :  Ye  seek  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  which 
was  crucified :  He  is  risen ;  He  is  not  here :  behold  the  place  v^here  they

laid  Him.  But  go  your  way  quickly,  and  tell  His  disciples,  and  Pet-er, 
that  He  is  risen  from  the  dead  ;  and,  behold.  He  goeth  before  you  into 
Galilee  ;  there  shall  ye  see  Him,  as  He  said  unto  you  :  lo,  I  have  told 
you.  And  they  went  out  quicLiy,  and  fled  from  the  sepulchre,  with 
fear  and  great  joy,  for  they  trembled  and  were  amazed,  and  did  run  to 
bring  His  disciples  word  :  neither  said  they  any  thing  to  any  man  ;  for 
obey  were  afraid. 

Now  when  they  were  going,  behold,  some  of  the  watch  came  into 
the  city,  and  shewed  unto  the  chief  priests  all  the  things  that  were  done. 
And  when  they  were  assembled  with  the  elders,  and  had  taken  counsel, 
they  gave  large  money  unto  the  soldiers,  saying,  Say  ye,  His  disciples 
came  by  night,  and  stole  Him  atuaj/  while  we  slept.  And  if  this  come 
to  the  governor's  ears,  we  will  perauade  him,  and  secure  you.  So  they 
took  the  money,  and  did  as  they  were  taught :  and  this  saying  is  com- 
monly reported  among  the  Jews  until  this  day. 

Now  upon  the  first  day  of  the  week,  very  early  in  the  morning,  they 
came  unto  the  sepulchre,  bringing  the  spices  which  they  had  prepared, 
and  certain  othera  with  them.  And  they  found  the  stone  rolled  away 
from  the  8epulchre.  And  they  entered  in,  and  found  not  the  body  of 
the  Lord  Jesus.  And  it  c%me  to  pass,  as  they  were  much  perplexed 
thereabout,  behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  shining  garments  :  and 
as  they  were  afraid,  and  bowed  down  their  faces  to  the  earth,  they  said 
unto  them.  Why  seek  ye  the  living  among  the  dead  ?  He  is  not  here, 
but  is  r  isen  :  remember  how  He  spake  unto  you  when  He  was  yet  in 
Galilee,  saying,  The  Son  of  man  must  be  delivered  into  the  hands  i^i 
ainful  men,  and  be  crucified,  and  the  third  day  rise  again.  And  they 
remembered  His  words,  and  returned  from  the  sepulchre,  and  told  all 
these  things  unto  the  eleven,  and  to  all  the  rest.  And  their  words 
seemed  to  them  as  idle  tales,  and  they  believed  them  not. 

The  first  a^a// of  the  week  ...ceth  Mary  Magdalene  early,  when  it 
was  yet  dark,  unto  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  stone  taken  away  from 
the  sepulchre.  Then  she  runneth,  and  cometh  to  Simon  Peter,  and  to 
the  other  disciple,  whom  Jesus  loved,  and  saith  unto  them,  They  have 
taken  away  the  Lord  out  of  th^  sepulchre,  and  we  know  not  where  they 
have  laid  Him.  It  was  Mary  Magdalene,  and  Joanna,  and  Mary  the 
nwther  of  James,  and  other  women  that  were  with  them,  which  told  these 
things  unto  the  apostles. 

Peter  therefore  went  forth,  and  that  other  disciple,  and  came  to  the 
.sepulchre.  So  they  ran  both  together  :  and  the  other  disciple  did  out- 
run Peter,  and  came  first  to  the  sepulchre.     And  he  stooping  down,  and

looTnkg  in,  saw  the  linen  clothes  lying ;  yet  went  he  not  in.  Then 
cometh  Simon  Peter  following  him,  and  went  into  the  sepulchre,  and 
seeth  the  linen  clothes  lie,  and  the  napkin,  that  was  about  His  head, 
not  lying  with  the  linen  clothes,  but  wrapped  together  in  a  place  by 
itself.  Then  went  in  also  that  other  disciple,  which  came  first  to  the 
sepulchre,  and  he  saw,  and  believed.  For  as  yet  they  knew  not  the 
Scripture,  that  He  must  rise  again  from  the  dead.  Then  the  disciples 
went  away  again  unto  their  own  home,  Peter  wondering  in  himself  at  that 
which  was  come  to  pass.  But  Mary  stood  without  at  the  sepulchre 
iveeping :  and  as  she  wept,  she  stooped  down,  and  looked  into  the 
sepulchre,  and  seeth  two  angels  in  white  sitting,  the  one  at  the  head, 
and  the  other  at  the  feet,  where  the  body  of  Jesus  had  lain.  And  they 
say  unto  her,  Wpman,  why  weepest  thou  ?  She  saith  unto  them, 
Because  they  have  taken  away  my  Lord,  and  1  know  not  where  they  have 
laid  Him.  (Now  when  Jems  was  risen  early  the  first  day  of  the]Jweek,  Hse 
appeared  first  to  Mary  Magdalene,  out  of  whom  He  had  cast  seven 
devils).  And  when  she  had  thus  said,  she  turned  herself  back,  and  saw 
Jesus  standing,  and  knew  not  that  it  was  Jesus.  Jesus  saith  unto  her. 
Woman,  why  weepest  thou  ?  whom  seekest  thou  ?  She,  supposing  Him 
to  be  the  gardener,  saith  unto  Him,  Sir,  if  Thou  have  borne  Him  hence, 
tell  me  where  Thou  hast  laid  Him,  and  I  will  take  Him  away.  Jesus 
saith  unto  her,  Mary.  She  turned  herself,  and  saith  unto  Him, 
Kabboni ;  which  is  to  say.  Master.  Jesus  saith  unto  her,  Touch  Me  not ; 
for  I  am  not  yet  ascended  to  My  Father  ;  but  go  to  My  brethren,  and 
say  unto  them,  I  ascend  unto  My  Father,  and  your  Father  ;  and  to  My 
God  and  your  God.  And  she  went  and  told  the  disciples  that  had  been 
with  Him,  as  they  mourned  and  wept,  that  she  had  seen  the  Lord,  and 
that  He  had  spoken  these  things  unto  her.  And  they,  when  they  heard 
that  He  was  alive,  and  had  been  seen  of  her,  believed  not.  M-

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After  that  He  appeared  in  another  form  unto  two  of  them  that  same 
day  as  they  walked,  and  went  into  the  country  to  a  village  called 
Emmaus,  which  was  from  Jerusalem  about  threescore  furlongs.     And 
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JERUS  AND  THE   TWO   DISCIPLES   ON   THE  WAY  TO   EMMAUS. 


they  talked  together  of  all  these  things  which  had  happened.  And  it 
k^ame  to  pass,  that,  while  they  communed  together  and  reasoned,  Jesu» 
Himself  drew  near,  and  went  with  them.  But.  their  eyes  were  holden 
that  they  should  not  know  Him.  And  He  said  unto  them,  What 
manner  of  communications  are  these  that  ye  have  one  to  another,  as  ye 
walk,  and  are  sad  ?  And  the  one  of  them,  whose  name  was  Cleopas,. 
answering  said  unto  Him,  Art  Thou  only  a  stranger  in  Jerusalem,  and 
hast  not  known  the  things  which  are  come  to  pass  there  in  these  days  f 
And  He  said  unto  them,  What  things  ?  And  they  said  unto  Him, 
Concerning  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  which  was  a  prophet  mighty  in  deed  and 
word  before  God  and  all  the  people  :  and  how  the  chief  priests  and 
our  rulers  delivered  Him  to  be  condemned  to  death,  and  have  cruci- 
tied  Him.  But  we  trusted  that  it  had  been  He  which  should  have 
redeemed  Israel :  and  beside  pU  this,  to-day  is  the  third  day  since  these 
things  were  done.  Yea,  and  certain  women  also  of  our  company  made 
us  astonished,  which  were  early  at  the  sepulchre  ;  and  when  they  found 
not  His  body,  they  came,  sayine,  that  they  had  also  seen  a  vision  of 
angels,  which  said  that  He  was  alive.  And  certain  of  them  which  were 
with  us  went  to  the  sepulchre,  and  found  it  even  so  as  the  women  had 
said  :  but  Him  they  saw  not.  Then  He  said  unto  them,  O  fools,  and 
slow  of  heart  to  believe  all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken  :  ought  not 
Christ  to  have  suffered  these  things,  and  to  enter  into  His  glory  ?  And 
beginning  at  Moses  and  all  the  prophets.  He  expounded  unto  them  in 
all  the  Scriptures  the  things  concerning  Himself.  And  they  drew  nigh 
unto  the  village,  whither  t'ey  went :  and  He  made  as  though  He  would 
have  gone  further.  But  t^-oy  constrained  Him,  saying,  Abide  with  us  r 
for  it  is  toward  evening,  and  the  day  is  far  spent.  And  He  went  m  to 
tarry  with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  He  sat  at  meat  with  them. 
He  took  bread,  and  blessed  it,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  them.  And  their 
eyes  were  opened,  and  they  knew  Him  ;  and  He  vanished  out  of  their 
sight.  And  they  said  one  to  another.  Did  not  our  heart  burn  within 
us,  while  He  talked  with  us  by  the  way,  and  while  He  opened  to  us 
the  Scriptures  ? 

And  they  rose  up  the  same  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and 
found  the  eleven  gathered  together,  and  them  that  were  with  them,, 
saying.  The  Lord  is  risen  indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Simon.  And 
they  told  what  things  were  done  in  the  way,  and  how  He  was  known  of 
them  in  breaking  of  bread  ;  neir.her  believed  they  them. 
h(^\  1  And  as  they  thus  spake,  the  same  day  at  evening,  being  the  first  day 
'  of'  the  week,  when  the  doors   were   shut  where   the   dis;  »)les   were

assembled  for  fear  of  the  Jews,  Jesus  Himself  siood  in  the  niix^t  of 
them,  and  saith  u  jto  them.  Peace  be  unto  you.  But  they  were  terrified 
and  affrighted,  and  supponed  that  they  had  seen  a  spirit.  And  He  said 
unto  them,  Why  are  ye  troubled  ?  and  why  do  thoughts  arise  in  your 
hearts  ?  Behold  ^My  hands  and  My  feet,  that  it  is  I  Myself  :  handle 
Mc,  and  see  ;  for  a  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bones^  as  ye  see  Me  have. 
And  when  He  had  thus  spoken.  He  shewed  them  His  hands  and  His 
feet,  and  His  side,  Then  were  the  disciples  glad,  when  they  saw  the 
Lord.  And  while  they  yet  believed  not  for  joy,  and  wondered,  He  said 
unto  them.  Have  ye  here  any  meat  ?  And  they  gave  Him  a  piece  of  a 
broiled  fish,  and  of  an  honeycomb.  And  He  took  it,  and  did  eat  before 
them.  Then  said  Jesus  to  them  again.  Peace  he  unto  you  :  as  M^ 
Father  hath  sent  Me,  even  so  send  I  you.  And  when  He  had  said  this. 
He  breathed  on  them,  and  saith  unto  them,  Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost': 
whose  soever  sins  ye  remit,  they  are  remitted  unto  them  :  and  whose 
«oever  sins  ye  retain,  they  are  retair<^d. 

But  Tliomas,  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Didymus,  was  not  with  them 
when  Jesus  came.  The  other  disciples  therefore  said  unto  him,  We 
have  seen  the  Lord.  But  he  said  unto  them.  Except  I  shall  see  in  Hifi 
hands  the  print  of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger  into  the  print  of  the 
nails,  and  thrust  my  hand  into  His  side,  I  will  not  believe. 

And  after  eight  days  again  His  disciples  were  within,  and  Thomas 
with  them  :  then  came  Jesus,  the  doors  being  shut,  and  stood  in  the 
midst,  as  they  sat  at  meat,  and  said.  Peace  be  unto  you  ;  and  upbraided 
them  with  their  unbelief  and  hardness  of  heart,  because  they  believed 
not  them  which  had  seen  Him  after  He  was  risen.  Then  saith  He  to 
Thomas,  Reach  hither  thy  finger,  and  behold  My  hands  ;  and  reach 
hither  thy  hand,  and  thrust  it  into  My  side  :  and  be  not  faithless,  but 
believing.  And  Thomas  answered  and  said  unto  Him,  My  Lord  and 
my  God.  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Thomas,  because  thou  hast  seen  Me, 
thou  hast  believed  :  blessed  are  they  that  have  not  seen,  and  t/et  have 
believed. 

And  as  the  women  went  to  tell  His  disciples,  behold,  Jesus  met  them, 
saying.  All  hail.  And  they  came  and  held  Him  by  the  feet,  and 
worshipped  Him.  Then  said  Jesus  unto  them,  Be  not  afraid  :  go  tell 
My  brethren  that  they  go  into  Galilee,  and  there  shall  they  see  Me.     '-

Then  the  eleven  disciples  went  away  into  Galilee,  into  a  mountain* 
I  where  Jesus  had  appointed  them.    And  when  they  saw  Him,  they  wor- 

"^  shipped  Him  :  but  some  doubted.     And  Jesus  came  and  spake  unto* 

them,  saying.  All  power  is  given  unto  Me  in  heaven  and  in  earth.  Go 
ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the- 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost  :  teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you  :  and,  lo,  I  am 
with  you  alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world. 

After  these  things  Jesus  shewed  Himself  again  to  the  disciples  at 
the  sea  of  Tiberias  ;  and  on  this  wise  shewed  He  Himself.  There  were 
together  Simon  Peter,  and  Thomas  called  Didymus,  and  Nathanael  of 
Cana  in  Galilee,  and  the  sons  of  Zebedee,  and  two  other  of  His  disciples. 
Simon  Peter  saith  unto  them,  I  go  a  fishing.  They  say  unto  >Jra,  We 
also  go  with  thee.  They  went  forth,  and  entered  into  a  ship  immedi- 
ately ;  and  that  night  they  caught  nothing.  But  when  the  morning 
was  now  come,  Jesus  stood  on  the  shore  :  but  the  disciples  knew  not 
that  it  was  Jesus.  Then  Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Children,  have  ye  any 
meat  ?  They  answered  Him,  No.  And  He  said  .unto  them.  Cast  the- 
net  on  the  right  side  of  the  ship,  and  ye  shall  find.  They  cast  therefore,^ 
and  now  they  were  not  able  to  draw  it  for  the  multitude  of  fishes. 
Therefore  that  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved  saith  unto  Peter,  It  is  the 
Lord.  Now  when  Simon  Peter  heard  that  it  was  the  Lord,  he  girt  his 
fisher's  coat  unto  him  (for  he  was  naked),  and  did  cast  himself  into  the 
sea.  And  the  other  disciples  came  in  a  little  ship  ;  (for  they  were  not 
far  from  land,  but  as  it  were  two  hundred  cubits),  dragging  the  net 
with  fishes.  As  soon  then  as  they  were  come  to  land,  they  saw  a  fire  of 
coals  there,  and  fish  laid  thereon,  and  bread.  Jesus  saith  unto  them. 
Bring  of  the  fish  which  ye  have  now  caught.  Simon  Peter  went  up, 
and  drew  the  net  to  land  full  of  great  fishes,  an  hundred  and  fifty  and 
three  ;  and  for  all  there  were  bo  many,  yet  was  not  the  net  broken. 
Jesus  saith  unto  them,  Come  and  dine.  And  none  of  the  disciples 
durst  ask  Him,  Who  art  Thou  ?  knowing  that  it  was  the  Lord.  Jesus 
then  Cometh,  and  taketh  bread,  and  giveth  them,  and  fish  likewise.. 
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This  is  now  the  third  tim€  that  Jesus  shewed  Himself  to  His  disci ple« 
after  that  He  was  risen  from  the  dead. 

So  when  they  had  dined,  Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter,  Simon,  son  of 
•Jonas,  lovest  thou  Me  more  than  these  ?  He  saith  unto  Him,  Yea, 
Lord  ;  Thou  knowest  that  I  love  Thee.  He  saith  unto  him,  Feed  My 
lambs.  He  saith  to  him  again  the  second  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas, 
lovest  thou  Me  ?  He  saith  unto  Him,  Yea,  Lord  ;  Thou  knowest  that  I 
love  Thee.  He  saith  unto  him.  Feed  My  sheep.  He  saith  unto  him  the 
third  time,  Simon,  son  of  Jonas,  lovest  thoU  Me  ?  Peter  was  grieved 
l>ecauBe  He  said  unto  him  the  third  time,  Lovest  thou  Me  ?  And  he 
«aid  unto  Him,  Lord,  Thou  knowest  all  things  ;  Thou  knowest  that  I 
love  Thee.     Jesus  saith  unto  him,  Feed  My  sheep. 

Verily,  verily,  1  say  unto  thee,  When  thou  wast  young,  thou  girdedst' 
thyself,  and  walkedst  whither  thou  wouldest :  but  when  thou  shalt  be 
old,  thou  shalt  stretch  forth  thy  hands,  and  another  shall  gird  thee,  and 
carry  thee  whither  thou  wouldest  not.  This  spake  He,  signifying  by 
what  death  he  should  glorify  God.  And  when  He  had  spoken  this,  H6 
saith  unto  him.  Follow  Me. 

Then  Peter,  turning  about,  seeth  the  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved 
following  ;  which  also  leaned  on  His  breast  at  supper,  and  said,  Loixl;, 
which  is  he  that  betrayeth  Thee  ?  Peter  seeing  him  saith  to  Jesus, 
Lord,  and  what  sJtall  this  man  do  ?  Jesus  saith  unto  him,  K  I  will  that 
he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that  to  thee  ?  follow  thou  Me.  Then  went 
this  saying  abroad  among  the  brethren,  that  that  disciple  should  not 
die  :  yet  Jesus  said  ;iot  unto  him,  He  shall  not  die  ;  but,  If  I  will .  that 
he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that  to  thee  ?  This  is  the  disciple  which 
testifieth  of  these  things,  and  wrote  these  things  :  and  we  know  that 
his  testimony  is  true. 

After  that.  He  was  seen  of  above  five  hundred  brethren  at  once. 

After  that,  He  was  seen  of  James. 


31.— The  Glorious  Ascension  of  Jesus. 
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Jerusalem — Mount  of  Olives. 

And,  being  assembled  together  with  them,  He  commanded  them  that 
they  should  not  depart  from  Jerusalem,  but  wait  for  the  promise 
of  the  Father,  which,  aaitJi  He,  ye  have  heard  of  Me.  And  He 
said  unto  them,  These  are  the  words  which  I  spake  unto  you, 
while  I  was  yet  with  you,  that  all  things  must  be  fulfilled,  which  were 
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■written  in  the  law  of  Moses,,  and  in  the  Prophets,  and  in  the  PsaUns, 
concerning  Me.  Then  opened  He  their  understanding,  that  they  might 
understand  the  Scriptures,  and  said  unto  them,  Thus  it  is  written;  and 
thus  it  behoved  Christ  to  suffer,  and  to  rise  from  the  dead  the  third 
<iay  :  and  that  repentance  and  remission  of  sins  should  be  preached  in 
His  name  among  all  nations,  beginning  at  Jerusalem.  And  ye  are 
witnesses  of  tliesse  things. 

And,  )x»hold,  I  send  the  promise  of  My  Father  upon  you  :  but  tarry 
ye  in  the  city  of  Jerusalem,  until  ye  be  endued  with  power  from  on  high. 
For  John  truly  baptised  with  water  ;  but  ye  shall  be  baptised  with  the 
Holy  Ghost  not  many  days  hence.  When  they,  therefore,  were  come 
together,  they  asked  of  Him.  saying,  Lord,  wjlt  Thou  at  this  time 
restore  again  the  kingdom  to  Israel  ?  And  He  said  unto  them,  It  is 
not  for  you  to  know  the  times  or  the  seasons,  which  the  Father  hath 
jjut  in  His  own  power.  But  ye  shall  receive  power,  after  that  the  Holy 
Ghost  is  come  upon  you  :  and  ye  shall  be  witnesses  unto  Me  both  in 
Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judica,  and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost 
part  of  the  earth. 

And  He  led  them  out  as  far  as  to  Bethany.  And  He  said  unto  them. 
Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature. 
He  that  believeth,  and  is  baptised,  shall  be  saved  ;  but  he  that  believeth 
not  shall  l^e  damned.  And  these  signs  shall  follow  them  that  believe  : 
In  My  name  shall  they  cast  out  devils  ;  they  shall  speak  with  new 
tongues  ;  they  shall  take  up  serpents  ;  and  if  they  drink  any  deadly 
thing,  it  shall  not  hui-t  them  ;  they  shall  lay  hands  on  the  sick,  and 
they  shall  recover. 

So  then  after  the  Lord  had  spoken  unto  them,  He  lifted  up  His 
hands,  and  blessed  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  while  He  blessed  them, 
He  was  parted  from  them,  and,  while  they  beheld,  He  was  taken  up  ; 
and  a  cloud  received  Him  out  of  their  sight :  He  was  received  up  into 
heaven,  and  sat  on  the  right  hand  of  God.  And  while  they  looked 
stedfastly  toward  heaven  as  He  went  up,  behold,  two  men  stood  by 
them  in  white  apparel ;  which  also  said.  Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why  stand 
ye  gazing  up  into  heaven  ?  this  same  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up  from  you 
into  heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye  have  seen  Him  go  into 
heaven. 

And  they  worshipi)ed  Him,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem  with  great 
joy,  from  the  mount  called  Olivet,  which  is  from  Jerusalem  a  Sabbath 
day's  journey,  and  were  continually  in  the  temple,  praising  and  blessing 
God. 
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And  many  other  signs  truly  did  Jesus  in  the  presence  of  His 
disciples,  which  are  not  written  in  this  book  :  but  these  are  written, 
that  ye  mi^ht  believe  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God  :  and 
tbAt  believing  ye  might  have  life  through  His  name. 

And  there  are  also  many  other  things  which  Jesus  did,  the  which,  if 
they  should  be  written  every  one,  I  suppose  that  even  the  world  itself 
could  not  contain  the  books  that  should  be  written. 

And  they  went  forth  and  preached  everywhere,  the  Lord  working 
with  thenit  and  confirming  the  word  with  signs  following.
